Ama^ 
aUtbeJ^ns of greatnefs and gbry in a rrinee's Seign, 
there ts none more reaUjf advantageous, none more com- 
forlabkt than that which Virgit remarks as a felicity in 
the time ^/'Auguftus, 

Wbcn Abroad the Soveraign u proiperous, and at 
Home does Govern Subjeos willing to obey : 
When ii is not fear that drnxs and compels tlxm, but 
affeflion and loving ktndnefi that draws them, to their 
liuty \ and makes them re Joyce under the Laws hf wincb 
they are Gover^d. Such was certain^ the time of Tour 
^iffty'sJirB Entrance; and fmh God pant it may 
he Ever. 

The iwofirjl f^olumes of this Hifiiiry have laid before 
Ttur Majejty the otiginal caufest and the foundations 
fthe £ebeUion, and Civil War ; the contrivances, Je-

the Author t at the very end of the Ninth Sook, fays, that

But it happens in the Courfe of this Hifiary^ that fe-

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4reopen'<iintbisF<^ume\ luhUbt itis-hoped^ieiS ^ove 
exceeding ufeful^ even in thofs parts, vibere, by reaj'on 
tftbe ftmeJSof the Sabjcff, it cannot be deli^htjuly anJt 
in aU btber parts of it., both uj'ejul atfti deiigblfui. 

Tour Majefiy efpecialiy, isbo muji have Tour fieart 
perpetually intent to fee what foUovu'd in the clofe of aM 
thofe WtffSi andly vibat means and methods the iqfS^ 
aUtbatNt^Ie and Innocent Bloody and partkularfy that 
portion of the Royal Stream ihenfpill, leas recompenjed 
upon Thsir Heads who were the WickfdConlrtvers ef the 
'Parricide, and bow at loft the Miferies of thefi Nations^ 
0ttd tkc Sufferings of Tour Royal Family -were all teco- 
ver'dy God Almighty s own unerring Hand, wiU, no 
doubt, be more i^eeahly entertain d in this f^olume witb 
the Rektm <f the (ecret fieps of the return of God's 
Jiferc/j thm when be ftili feem'd openly to have for faien 
His ovmoppreJedCaufe; wherein Jo much cfwbat was 
dtsrefi to Tour felfiaasfo highly concern d. 

Qr the TranfaBions within thefe Kingdoms, foon af- 
ter the IVar was ended, efpecialiy juji before and after 
the harbmrms Mntber of the Bkjfed King, this Author 
could have but Jhort and imperfeU informations abroad.

It voillmt be unpleafani to Tour ^31*' 
jefiyy fince Tou have known Jo ixeUtoe bappf conchtfion 
tfitj to fee the Banip^d Ki% under his /o^ adverje For- 
iWK, and how many Tears of Trouble and^iflrefs be pa- 
tienrly waited God ^migot/s appointed time, for his 
Bedtmptionfrom that Captivity. 

In that dijconfolate time of difirejs and kvanefs if bis 
Fortune, Tom Myejiy will find caufe to objerve, that 
there were FaSiotis even Then in his Ultk Court beyond 
Sea ; fo infe^irable arefucb undecent and unchriftian 
^Omtentiotts from all Communities of *JMen : They are 
Uks Tares Town by an Enemy aioongft ihc A^'Iicat, 
whJIl good Mon flcep. 

Upon the SttbjeS of the FaHtons in thofe days, there 
is a particular pajfage in this Hiftorf, ^ two Tar ties in 
that Coffft abroad, vbo thought it worth ib^ir while, even 
Then to be very tnduBrious in projeeutmg this jiuth» 
with unjufl andfalfe Accujations. And the Author him- 
feff objerves, that, bowfoeyer thofe Tarlies Jeem'd, on 
moft other accounts, incompatible the one wiih the othcry 
tbey were veiy bear til/ united in endeavouring to compafs 
Fits de/littSion \ and far no other reafun, that ever ap- 
pear' d, but his being an unwearied A£er tor of the Church 
ef^aghnd's Caufe, and a cotiftant Friend and Servant 
to the true Inter eji of it ; to which either of Them was 
reaBy more itieconcileahle, than they we} e to each other t 
wbatfoever they pretended.

fee^ why this Man was by any means to be remmedj ^ 
ins Adverfaries coald effe» it, as one that was perpetu- 
aSy crojjn^ their Mfchievous HefigrtSt by an hiuntttd 
courfe of adhering uttmoveaily to the fntereB ^ tins 
Church and Nation. ' 

In the progrefs of this Book, Tour Mtjefiy witt alfo 
fitdfome very near that Sng wlulfi he was abroad^ en% 
deavourii^_ to taJ(g advantage of the forlorne and defperate 
Grcamftances of his Fortune, to perfwade him, that the 
'Party who had fbi^ht for his Father, was an inj^gni- 
ficant, adeffmable, and undone li&tmier of Men \ andj 
^on this account,'piittiag him on the thoughts ^ Marryit^ 
fome Soman Cathohck. tad/f who mi^t engage th^e of

nity, recommendit^ the power of tbe^resbyterianSy as 
mofl able to do him Service, and bring him Home. 

This Noble Author all this vobile perjifted, in the in- 
tmity of bis Soul^ to ufe that crei&t his Fatt^ulnefs and 
Truth bad gain d turn, to convince the Kit^, that Forreign 
Force was aftrength not defirable for him to depend oUt 
and, if it were fufpeSledto be on the Interefi efPoperyt 
(fall things mofi ak?ly to prevent, and difappoint his xe- 
jioratiott ; that for bis own SubjeSls, none of them were 
to be negkSied; bis Armes ought to befiretched out to re-

cluded, tbac the Prince's preTence in Inliaid would fcitle and 
compel all the Faftimu there: reduce the Kingdom to his 
Ma jffty's Service; aod oblige the Pope's Nuntio, whovasan

Wbsn Mntnvil ciiae to the Armv, and after hebad 
endeavour'd to undeceive ihofe who had been perfwaded to 
believe, that a peremprory and obftloatc infilling upon tbc al- 
pration of the Church Gorcrnment ( the exp«3ati(Hl , and 
a ffi irance whereof, had indeed firH enabled them to make 
that Expedition J would at laft prevail over the King's Spirit, 
asrthaadoneinAwriliW, hefbandthofe In whom (fie Power,

Many days had not pafltrd aiier the fending chat Exprels, 
when he found fuch Qiagrin, and Tergivcrfiician, in fuaje of 
tbofe he had treated nich, cne Man denying what he had 
bid to faiinlclf, and another disclaiming ihc having given Tuch 
a Man Authority to fay that from him which the other ftill 
avow'd he had done, that Jl^ntfrn^V thought hi mfc If obliged, 
with all fpeed, to advertife his Majefty of the fbut change, 
and to diflwade him from ventutinghuPerfon in the Power 
offuchMeai but the Esptefs who carried that Letter, was 
taken PriToner j and though he made his Efcape, and prelcrv'd 
his Lener, be could not proceed in his Journey j and was

"do; 1 have-not taken upon me the boldnefs to give any 
" Coinifel to his Ma}cfty; yet if he hath any other refuge, or 
** meant to make better conditiom, I think he ought not to 
** accept of tbele; but if he fees all things dcfperate every 
"where elfe, and that be and his Setvants cannot be fecure 
" with bli Parliament of EM^iaiJ, I date yet aSiirf him. that 
"though He and bis Servants may not be here with all chat 
" Citiahiaian perhaps which bemight deflre, yet He efpedally 
" fluU be fls fecure as pofObte' 

In anoUier Letter dated die OWtt day after fthe itfih of 
^pril ) to the fame Secretary, be hath thefe words ; " I have

meet his Majefty ) "aSbon as they (bal! know his day ; and

And 
Inthelaft Letter, whicbhis Majefty or the Secretary Fcceiv'd

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"prile is fiill of danger: yet, ia the &me Letter, he laya 
"[he dirpofitioA of the Chteis of the Scotifb Army is fuch as 
"the King cm defire; they begin to draw oS' their Troops 
"tovards Bwrtem, and the oindering his Majefty from filing 
"into che hands of the Bmglilh is of fo grou loiponaiice to 
"them, that it canoot be believ'd but aaX. they will do alt 
•* ihac lies in their Power to hinder it 

This was the proceeding of Monfieur Muttrtvif in that 
vholc Tranfa^on j and ^f he were tt>o Sanguine upon his 
M Converfation wiih the Officers of the Seutifi} Army, and 
fbmeof [he CcHnautree, and when he fign'd that Eagagemeoc 
upon the Grft of ./^ari/, be made haft roietraft that confidence, 
ind was in all his Diipatcbes afterwardt PhlCgmaticIc enough ; 
mif afier his Majcfty had put himldf into their hands, he 
did hooeftl^ and fieudy dia^e all the particular Peri<»s with . 
the Promifea and Engagements they bad given to him, and did 
all he could to make the Cardinal fenfible c^ the Indignicy 
that was offer'd to that Crown in the violation of tbofe 
Promiles, and Eneagemencs j which was the rcafon of bis 
being Commanded to return Home, aScxHi as the King 
came to Nem-Csfilf, left his too keen refemmcnc might ir- 
mate the Setts, and make it appear to the Parlian^enc how 
hi Frnei was engaged in that whole N^otiaiion ; which 
the Cardinal had no mind lliould appear to the Work! ; and 
iherc can foe no doubi, but that the Cautions and Alfiooad- 
vcrBons which the King rccciv'd ftoax Mmrirevil tSiet hisEo- 
gagcment. would have diverted him from that Enterprife, if 
his Maj^y bad dtfcera'd any other courfe to cake that had 
been preferable even to the hazard that he faw be muft un- 
dergo with the Sc9ts ; but he was clearly deftttute of any other , 
Renigc. Kvery day brought the News* of the lofs of fome 
Girriron ; and as OxfirrJ wai already blocked up at a diftaooe, 
by thofcHorfc which F*fl/«» had lent our of the Weft to that 
putpofe. or to wait upon the King, atid follow him clofe, if 
IK UKKiid remove out of Os^rd j b he had foon reduced £w- 
ttr, and foaie other Garriions in tkvn-Jbire. The Govcr- 
notiri then, when there was no vif^le and apparent hope of 
being Relioy'd, thought that diey might deliver up theirGai- 
riibos before they were preflcd wiih the laft Ezcremities, that 
they might obtain the better Conditions ; and yet it was ob- 
ferf'dduc better and more honourable Conditions were not 
given 10 any, than to thoTe who kept the Places they were 
tniftedvith, (ill they bad jiot one day sVidual left; of which 
We (hall obferve more hereafter. By this ineansF«n^ was 
within three days of Oxford before the King left it, or fully 
nXaWA what to do. 
His Maiefty had bAbie lent to two EtnineDC Commanders 
. C3 of 
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of Name, who had block'duptheTownata diftanee, "that 
"if they would paO their words fhow flcnder aTecurity fo- 
ever, from fuch Men who had broken fo many Oaths, ftw 
the Safety trf the King ) " that they would immediately Con- 
"duft him to the Parliament, he would have put himfclf io- 
*' to their hands j for he was yet perTwadcd to ihink lb well 
rf the City of LawJeM, that he would not have been unwill- 
ing to have found hlmfelf there; but thofc Officers would 
fubmit to no fuch Engagements j and great care was taken 
to hare ftrid Guards round about lAndon, that he might not 
get thither. What fluuld the King do? There was one thing 
tnoft formidable to him, which he was refolv'd to avoid, that 
wt8> to be inclofed in 0*f»rd, and fo to be given up, or taken, 
when the Town (bould be Surrender'd, as a Priloner to the 
iDdependents Army; which he was advertifed from all hands, 
would treat him very Barbaroufly. 

I H this perplexity, he chofe rather to commit himfelf to

In this Equipage he left Ox- 

ftrd on a Mawiay, leaving chofe of hie Counal in Oxford who 

were prtvy to his going Kit, not inform'd whether be would 

f;o to the Scatj/b Army, or ^et privately into LeWn, and 
ye there concealed, tilt be might choofe that which was bcfi ; 
and it was generally believ'd, that be had not within himfelf 
w- at that time a fixt Refolution what he would do ; which wa^ 

the more Credited becaufe it was nine days after his Irving 
Oxford, before it was knowii where the King was ; infomucb 
as Pmo/mx, who came before it ibe fifth day after his Majedy 
was gone, was fa^e down, and had made his Circumvallatlon 
about Qx^r^, before he knew that the King was In theSeotifb . 
Armyj but the King had wafted that tin:ie in feveral Places; 
whereof fome were Gcntlcmens Houles ( where he was not 
unknown, though untaken notice of} purpofely to be inform'd 
P'd Umftif^^ ^^^ condition of the Marquis of Moimtreji, and to find 
fair iIh fome fecure paf^ge that he might get to him ; which he did 
BcmiOi .*- exceedingly dcfire ; but in the end, went into th'c SeptHh Army 
Mewufc ^^°'^ Nnvari, and Tent kiMemtrtvil tocome to him. 

I T was very early in the Morning when the Kiag went to 
ibeGeneral't Lodging, end dilcover'd himfelf to him; who 
either was, or fcem'a to be, exceedingly furprifed, and con- 
founded at hit Majefly's prefence ; and knew not what to fay ; 
butprefeotly gave nouce of it to the\^9ni[Ditue> who were 
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DO lefi perplexed. An E»pre& was prefcntljr fent to the Par- 
litmcM at tfyimmjhr, lo inform them d the uncxpefled 
Newf. as a thing chc Seeti had not the leaft Inu^iDation of. 
The Psrlismcnc were To diforder'd with the InieUigeoce, that 
at &ift tbcy refolv'd to Command their General to rai^ the

Nratri ; but inc Scofifb Commiflioiicrs ftt LanJom, diverted

** being no fliadow of caufe to fufpeft his fecurity there : ThM 
<*be had then offi:r'd to the Qjecn, that he would himfelf

"Commands; and that he now made the fame oflbr to the 
"Prince; and becaufe it did apprar that his Majefty was vcrv 
"ftridly guarded, and that Pcrlbns did not eafily find uxeu

These ArgumeniK preH'd with all the afTiirance imagin- 
able, by Perfons of that near Trud and ConfidetKe with the 
Kii^, who were not tike to- be dcceiv'd Themfclvcs, nor to 
have any purpofe to deceive the Prince, wrought fo far with 
his Highnels, that he declared "he would comply with the

yet ever? Man of the Council, the Lord Caleftfper only ex- 
•f*?^^ ceptcd, befimghc hii Highneb "that he would giverlicai his 
tuJiSm ""'■'lop, if tney didnoc fiircher wait upon him: for they 
tmd^i,. " cooceiv'd their Commidion to be now at an end j and that 
iiitd. '< tbey could not aflume any Authority by it to chemfeives, if 
**thcy wafted upon bim iiuo Frtmce ; nor cxpcdt that their 
** Counlcls there fhould be bearken'd unto, when they were 
** IU3W rejeAed. And fo, after fome fliaip replies between the 
Lords ofdiSereat Judgements, which made the Council break 
up the tboncr, they who relblv'd not to go into France took 
their leaves of the Prince, and ki&'d his hand j hii Highnelt 
then declaring, "that be would begone the itczt day by fire 
*'of the ClocEin the Morning, though thecrafs Winds, and 
want of fome Provifions which were neoeflary for the Jour- 
ney detdned him there four or five days longer j duiing 
wlilch time, the Diflcntlog Lords every day waited upon bim, 
and were recciv'd by him very Graciouflyi his HighoeTswell 
knowing and ezpfefltng to ihem a confidence in [heir hScOx- 
ons, and that tney would be fure to wait upon him, when- 
ever his occafions (hould be ready tor their Service. But be- 
tween them and the other Lords, there grew by d^rees fo 
* great a ftrangenels, that, the iaft day, they did not ^ much 

as rpeak to each other ; they who came from the Queen taking 
it very ill, that the others had prefumcd to didcnt from what 
berMajefty had fo pofitivelyCoRimanded. And though tbey 
neither loved their Perlbns, nor cared for theirCompany, and 
without dbubt, if they had gone loco Frama, would nave made 
them quickly weary of theirs j yet, in that Conjundure, tbey 
believ^ that the DtQeiu and Separation of all thole Pcrfbns 
who were trolled by the King with the Perlbn of the Prince, 
woidd blaft their Counfel, atid weigh down the Gnglc (X>fitive 
Detertnlnatioo of the Qiecn her felf. 

On the other fide, the others did not thhik tbey were 
treated in that manner as was due to Perlbns lb entrufled j but 
that in truth many ill Conlequences would refult from that 
fuddain departure of the Prirxs out of the Kii^a Dominions, 
where his refidence might have . been fecure in refpefl of the 
Afiairs of EmiImU; where, befides the GarriTons of SJfy and 
Pendeimii ( which might alwajs be rcliev*d by Sea ) thwe re- 
main'd ftill within his Majcfhr s Obedience, Oxfrrd^ Wtra^^ 
WtUinfferdy iMdUvi, and lome other pla«s of left Dame, 
which, upon any divifions among themfelves, that were natu- 
rally to be exp«3»d, might have tum'd the Scale : Nor did 
they know, of what ilf Coniequence it might be to the Kiitg, 
that in fuch aConjunQure the Prince (houlo be remov'd, whu 
it might be mof e CounlelUble (hat he Oiould ^peat io ft«r&sA 
M0B6- 
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MoREovEK, M' Ajhhwmham's opinion, whidi he had 
dcli?er'ii to the Lard Cpe/, wrought very much upon ihcm ; 
for that a Man focDtirely trufted by the King, who had fcen 
bim 35 lately as any Body, Iboula bring no directions from 
his Majctty to bis Son, and that he ihoaTd believe, that it was 
£[fer for tbe Prince to flay in Jrrfij than to rcmore Into 
Ffdma, till his Majcftv's plcalure was better undcrftood, con- 
Srm'd them in tbe juagcmcnc they had deli7er'd. 

But there was another reafon chat prevailed with thofe 
vho had been made Priry to it, and which, outof Duty to 
the Queen, they thought not 8c to publifh, or iofilt upon j it 
wafi the Inftrtidions given to BaSw-vt; f and which too much 
manifelted the irrefolutiou her Majefty had ) not to iofiil up- 
on what they well knew the King would never depan from ; 
for, though that Embafladour was required to do alt be could 
to perfwade the Presbyterians to joyn with the King's Party, 
ancf not to infill upon the deftrufbon of the Church, yeiif he 
found thai could not be<ompaOcd, Ke was to prds, as the 
advice of (he King his Mailer, his Majefty to pan with the 
Church, and to &tisfy the Presbyterians In that point, as the 
advice of the Queen his Wife, an^ of his own Patty ; which 
method was anerwards obferv'd and purliied by BeSkvn j 
which thoic Lords pcrfeflly abhorr'd ; and thought not fit 
ever to concur in, or to be privy to thofe CouofeJs that had 
begun, and were to carry on that Confiifion. 

W t T H I N a day or two after the Prinai's departure from 
ytrjhj the Earl of Btrk-flxri left it likcwife , and went for 
Bfgumii the Lords Cupel, Hoptam, and (he Chancellor of the 
£!uhcquer, rcmain'd together in 7*rfij to cipefl tbe King^i 
plcafur& and to attend a conjun^re to appear again in his 
Majeft/s Service ; of all which they found an opportunity to 
inform bis Majefty, who very well interpreted all that mey 
had done according to the fincerity of their hearts ; yet did 
believe, that if they had likewife waited upon the Prince into 
FrMMiij cbey might have been able to have prevented or dl> 
verted thofe violnit PrdJRires, which were afterwards made 
upon him from thence, and gave him more difquict than he 
fufler'd from all the Infolence of bis Enemies. 

In a word, if tbe King's Fortune had been farther to be 
conduded by any (iit Rules of policy and difcreiion, and if 
ihecurrent towards lus dellruoion had not run with fuch a 
Torrentjas carried down all obflruAions of Sobriety and Wifr 
dom, am made the Confufion inevitable. It is very probable 
that this fo fuddain remove of the Prince from yirjiy with all 
the CiraimAances thereof, might have been look'dupon, and 
CenTured with Severity, as an Adion that fjverv'd from that 
prudeaoe which by the fundameatal Rules of policy had been 
* long 
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bng e{tab1Ub'd j but by the Fatal and prodi^oiu CalaTsitiei 
which ^llow'd, all Coun'cis of wife and unwiTe Men prov- 
ing equally uDfuccefsful, the Memory of what had paflnl be- 
fore, grew to be the lefs thought upon and conlidereJ. 
TpMjWriHt Whilst thefethings were thus Tranfaded in other ParU^ 
^'"•« 'f the King remain'd yet in the Scottjb Army j that People bc- 
»*fS«iHi" ii^ving thcmfelvcs in fach a manner, that moft Menoelicv'd 
.Armj, they would never have parted with his MajeAy tilt a full 
Peace had been made. The Parliament made manyOiarplo- 
Itaaccs, " that the King might be deliver 'd into their handt ; 
" and that the Scetrjb Army would return into chcir own Coun- 
**try, having done what they were fcnt (or, and the War be- 
"ing at an end. To which the Council of SeetiMul (eem'd 
to AnCwet with Courage cnoueh, and itifided moft on thole 
Arguments of the King a legal Rights, which had been, in all 
his Majefty's Dedarations, urged againft the Parliaments pro- 
ceedings; and which indeed could never be Anfwer'd i and as 
much condemn'd Them, as the Parliament. 

In the mean time, though the King recehr'd all outward 
Refped, he was in truth in the condition of a Prifoner; no 
Servant whom he could Truft: fuf^r'd to come to him ; and 
though many Pcrfbns of Quality who had ferv'd the King in 
the War, when they faw the refolute Anfwers made by the 
S(gtt, " that they neither would nor could compel their King 
" to return to the Parliament, if his Majeftyhad no mind to 
*' do fo, repaired to t^m-CaBlt, where his Majefty was, yet 
none of them were fuERir'd tofpcakto him; nor could he re- 
ceive From, or lend any Letter to the Queen or Prince ; and 
yet the Scsts obfcrv'd alldilhnces, and pcrform'd all the Ce- 
lemonicj at could have been cjpc^d if they bad indeed treat- 
ed him as their King ; and made as great profeflion to him <^ 
their Duty and good purpofci, " which they faid they would 
"manireflafljonas it (iKwId be fcafonable ; and then his Ser- 
"vants, and Friends Ihauld repair to him with all Liberty^ 
" and be well rccciv'd : and as they cndeavour'd to perfwade 
the King to ex^dt this from them, fo they prevailed with 
many Offijers of that Army, and fomc of the Nobility, to be- 
lieve that they mcjnt well, but that it was not yet time to dip 
cover their Intentions-

Sir fffSricw D'dtvaumt had, by the countcnaoce of the 
fy«Kj6 Embalfidour, eafv admiflion to the King; who heard 
him patiently all he had to fay> and anfwer'd him in that 
manner that made it evident be was not jrfealcd with tbe ad- 
vice When he found his Majcfty unlatisfied, and that be 
was not like tocopfent to what was fo eameftly defired by 
them by whofe advice be was lent, who uodervuued all thofe

— • poAefs'd with, he took apon himfelf cnc conSdence to o&r 
fonoe Reafons to the King to induce him to yield to what was 
mipos'd; and, among other things, faid, "it was the advice 
" and opinion of all his Friends ; his Majefty asking, " wbac 
*' Friends ? and he anfwerli^, ** that it was tbe opinion of the 
" Lord Jtrrnm^ the King laid, " that the Lord Jtmjn did 
*' not under&nd any thii^ of the Church. The other faid, 
**tbeLord C*Apm«r was of tbe lame mind. The Ktnz faU^ 
CtHtp^pffr had no Rcligioo : andasked, "whecher the Chan- 
"cellor of the Exchequer was of that mind? to which bean- 
fver*d, " hs did not know ; for that he was not there, and

At all Men's expedationi firom the Courage and Adivitv

the King ? whether he Ibould take place of Monfienr ttw 
Kiiu't Brother? and whatlcindofCereniomes fhouMbe otv 
ferry between the Prince cf W*Us and ht» Uncle the Duke 
of Oriemu ? and many fuch other particular* ; in all which 
ibcy weie relblv'd to give the Law themfelves ; and which hacf 
hem Star to have been adjuffad in Jfrfiy^ before he put htm- 
lelf into their Power, thandifpticedatterwards in tiie Court 
ofAwevj from which there could be then no Appesf. 

Thskb canbenodoubcbiR that theCardmaf, ithowtt 
AelbleMiDifteroFScare, and directed all [hat was robedone, 
utd diOated all tfau was co be faid, did think the pretence of 
the PHace there of the highcft importance to their aSain, 
and did all dmt was in bii Ebwer, to perfflrsde the Qoeen tfaac '

that when tbey had pertbrm'd that OiSce of Mediation, thejr 
had perfbrm'd their Fundton } and that they' would no more 
prefume to take upon (hem to judge between the Parliament 
and thc.5ce/J, than they had done between the King and the 
Pailiamenc j and that uDce the Prince had come to the Qu^en 
hia Mother, from which they could not rcaronably rclFam 
bim, it Ibould not be attended with any prejudice to the Peace 
of &ghmd-y nor Ihould he thare find any means, or aflifiance, 
codiflurb It. And itwas believ'd by thore who Hood at no 
neat diftance from aSairs f that the Cardinal then laid the 
Poundatioo for that Friendlhip which was lliortly after built 
up between him and CremuMB, by promifmg " that they (hould 
''^receive lefi InoonTeoieiKse by the Prince's remainini in 
** PrsMce, than if be were in anyother part of Etirofe. And 
it can hardly be believ'd, with how little TefpeGt they treated 
himdoring thewhole time of his Say there. They were very 
careful .that he might not be look'd upon ai fuppwied by 
them either according to his Dignity, or for the maintenance 
of hit Family ; but a mean addition to the Penfion which the 
'<^een had tx:fbre, was made to her Majefty, withcxit any 
mcntioa of the Prince her Son ; who was wholely to depend 
upon her Bounty, without power to gratify and oblige any 
(Hhis own Servants^ that they likewife might depend only 
upon the Queen's goodnefs aixl &vour, and lb behave them- 
(elves accordingly. 

Wh e n the Staff had fecured the peace and quietof their 
own Country, by Disbandit^ the Forces under the Marquis of 
Mumtn/tf and by his Tranlporting himfelf beyond the Seas, 
and by putting to death feveral Perfocs of Natne who had 
fbUow'd the Marquis, and had been taken Prifoners, among 
whom S* Stiert ^^Jvnoi was one, a wonhy htweft Loyu 
Gendemao , and aa wife a Man as that Nation had at tnat 
time ( whom the King had made Secretary of State of that 
Khudom, in the place oi the Earl of LMmrici, who was then 
in Armes againft biqi j which, it may be , was a principal 
caufethacthc other was put to death. J And when they had 
widi flich Solemnity and Refolution made it plain and evident, 
that thcv could not, without the mofl batctaced violation of 
(beirFaithand Allegiance, and of the fundamental principle 
of Chrtftian Reli{|ion, ever deliver up their Native King, who 
had put himfelf into their hands, into the bands of the Par- 
liament, againft his own Will and Confeot : And when the 
Earl of LovmEm bad publickly declared to the two Houfes of 
Parliament in aConference. " that an Eternal Infamy would 
5' lie upon them, and the whole Nition, if tbey Ihould de- 
liver 
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**ti7er Che Perfon of the King ; (he fecuring of which was 
"equally their Duty, as it was the Parliimenrs, and the <Jif 
"po&l of his Perfon in order w that fecUrlcy did equally be- 
" long to Them as to [he Parliament j however , they faid, 
"they would ufcall the perrwaSoo, jnd all the importunity 
"they could with the King rhat his Majclty might yield, ana 
" conient to the propofitions the Parliament had fent to him. 

Thk Parliament had, upon the 6rll notice of the King's 
being arrtr'd in the Sceti/b Army, fent a pofitive Cotnmand 
to ibc Comtnitcee of both Kingdoms refiding in the Scoti/b ^ 

Army, that the Perfon of the King fliould be forthwith lent 
CO Ifirtmok Caftle j but the Scott, who apprehended they 
could not be long without fuch an CVder, had , within two 
days after his Majefty's coming to them, and after he had 
c&ufcd lirmm'i to be dcliyer'd up, with wonderful ezpeditioa 
mardied towards Ne»-Ctfil* ; and were arriv'd there before 
they receiv'd that Order for fending his Majefty i»WJtrmek ^ 
which proceeding of theirs, plealed his Majcfty very well^ 
among many other things which difpleafed him j and per- 
fwad^ him, that though they would obferve their own me- 
thod, they would, in the end, do fomewhat for his Service.

They • 
had, from the time of the defeat of the King's Army, and 
when they had no more Enemy to contend with in the Field, 
and after they had purged their Ariny of all thole inconveni- 
ent OfBcers, (^ whoTe entire Submimon, and Obedience to all 
their Didaces, they bad not confidence, [et aGde, In cSed, 
their Self-denying Ordinance, and got their principal Officers 
of the Army, and others of their Friends, whole Principles 
they well knew, to be elcded Members of the Houfe of Com- 
mons into their places who were dead, or who had been ex- 
pell'd by rhem for adhering to the King. By this means, 
Fahfsx himfclf, Irettm, Onrifimj and many others of the In- 
dependents, Officers and Gentlemen, of the fcveral Counde), 
who were traoTporied with new fancies in Religion, and were 
called by a new name Fswstkit, iarc in thcHoule of Com' 
manij notwithftanding all which, the Ptcgbyteriani Hill car- 
ried it. 

But about this time, that they might be upon a nearer 
Le?el with the Parliament, the Army made choice of a num- 
ber of fuch Officers as they liked ; whkh they called the Ge- 
neral's Council of Officers j who were to refemble the Houle 
of Peers i and the Common Soldiers made choice of three or 
ft»r of each Regiment, moft Corporals or Serjeants, few or-*i^«". 
none above the degree of an Enfign, who were call'd Agita-j?™,V 
tors, and were to be as a Houie of Commtms to the CoundJ offian, ^ 
of Officers. Thefe two ReprefcnuciFCs met ftverally, and^«fw*» 
coijfider'd'»'-«nv. 
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confidei'd of all<he Afta and Order* made by the P^liameot 
lowtrds fettling the Klagdom, and towardt refbnntng, divi- 
dtngj or diibandiog of the Arm^ : lod, upoa nnutual Mef- 
bges tnd Coiyfercncei between each otoer, they relblv'd in 
Thurfrp thefirfl place, and declared, "that they would not be divided, 
MipAaimt ! M gj disbanded, bt&in their full Arrears were paid, and before 
''dill Provifion vis made for Liberty of CoafiHetice; whicb, 
** thoy faid, wu the ground of the Quarrel; and for which 
'*{o many of their Fncads Lires had been loft, and Co mndi 
*'of their own Blood had been fpilc^ and that hitherto there 
** was To little fecurity provided in chat pcuntj that there was 
"a greater Periccution now againft Religious and Godly Men, 
**dian ever had been in the King't Govemmenc, wbco the 
« Biflwps were their Jud^ei. 

Tkbt faid, "they dtd not look upon tbeDofelvei aa i Band 

** of yMKorier, hired and entertain'd only to Fight their Bat- 

**tlesi but thattlKy had voluntarily taken tip Armeflfbr the 

** Liberty and Defence of the Nation of which they were % 

"pan; and before they laid down tbofe Armes, they would 

** lee ail thofe ends well provided for, that the People migbc 

. " not hereafter nndergo thofe grievances which they had for- 

**merly fufler'd. They complaio'd that fome Membera of tbe 

" Army had been fent for by the Parliament, and cotnmirted 

*' CO PriTon, which was aeainll their Privilege^ fince all Sol- 

**diers ouj^t to be trye<f by a Council of War, and not by 

**anyother Judicatory ; and therefore they defired redreft in 

*'thele, and many other particulars of as ittfrateful aNature; 

**and that fuch as were Itnprifon'd and in CuihxJy, might be 

** forthwith fet at liberty ; without which they could not think 

*' themfelves juilly dealt with : And with this Dedaracion and 

w*w t% Addrefs, they fent three or four of their own Meirrfwra to the 

zHV^f " Houfc « Commons ; who dcUret'd it at the Bar with woo- 

ZiH' derful Confidence. 

The Soldiers publilh'd a vindication, as they call'd it. of 
their Proceedings and Relblutions, and direded it to tneir 
General ; In which they complaln'd of a deG^ to disband, 
and new model the Army; " which, they laid, was a Plot 
" contriv'd by Ibme Men who bad lately lafted of Soverawa- 
** ty } and, being lifted up above the ordinary S;rfiere erf" Set- 
** vants, endeavour'd to become Mafiers, and were degene- 
**rated into Tyrants. They therefore declared, **that they 
** would neither be Imploy d for tbe Service « Inlmd, not 
*< fuSer themfelves to be disbanded , till their defirct were 
** granted, and the Rights and Libertiei of the SubjeAs (bould 
** be vindiuted, and maiotain'd. l^it Apology, or Vindi- 
cation, being ^'d by many inferior Officers, the Farllameet 
declared them to be Eoemlee io the State: and aufed bat

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of them, who talked loujcft, cobeimprilbn'd. Upon which >4^Mrta> 
anew Addrefi was made to their General j wherein they com- ^—t"i. 
pbJD'd ** how difiJaiDfiilly tbeywerenlcd by the Parliament, 
"Ibr whom they had ventured their lives, utd loft their 
"Blood: that the Privileges which were due tothem ai Sol- 
"dieri, and aa Subjeds, were taken from them ; asd when 
" they complain'd of the Injuries they rccciv'd, they were 
"ibuied, beaten, and dragg'd Into Goals. 

Herxupon, the General was prevailed with to write t ' 
Later to a Member of Parliament who Ibew'd it to the Houfe i 
in which he took notke of feveral Petiliaia, which wete pre- 
pared in the City of Zjtndtm , and Ibmc other Counties oi 
tbe Kingdom, ^inft the Armyi and ''that it was look*!! 
"lywD as very ftrange, that tbeOScen of the Army might 
"not tie permitted to petition, when lb many Petitions were 
"rectiv'd agaiuftthem ; miA that h« much doubted that the 
"Army might draw to a Rendezvous, and tUnkof fomeother 
" way for tbeit own vindication. 

This manner of procepding by the Soldiers, hutefpAdaUy 
the General feemiiu to be of their mind, troubled the Parlia* 
mcDtj yet they relolv'dnoc to fuSer their CounfeUtobeceo- 
IbrEd, or their Anions controled, by thofe who were retail^ 
cd by them, and who lived upon th»r pay. And therefore, 
iftCT many high ExpreHions againft the premmption of Jcveral 
Officers and Soldiers, they draared] *' that whofbever (hould rtt ttiit- 
"refiife, being commanded, toengagehimfelf in the Service J^'.^- 
"of Dv/auT, Ibeuld be disbanded. The Army was refolv'd ^^,'^^ 
not to be fubdued in their lirft lb declared Refoludon, and 
feUioto adired and high Mutiny, andcalfdfor the Arrears 
of pay due to them; which they knew where and how to 
Levy ks themfelvesj nor could they be in any degree ap- 
pealed, till the Declaration that the Parliament had made a- 
Cainfl them , wu ra&d out of the Journal Book of both jtfitratrt 
Houfei^ and a Months pay fcnc tb tbem ; nor were they fi- »/m m rf 
tiificdwidiall this, but talked very loud, *'thatthe¥ knew'**"' *^- 
"how to make thetnlelvcs asconfiderable as the PariiaiDeat, * 
"and where to have their Service better valued, and reward-, 
"ed; which fo frighted thofe at l^tfimafitr^ that they ap-' 
pointed a Committee of Lords and Commons, wheieof {Qme-^ctmmt- 
wcrcTmacceptablcto the Array.to goto them, and to treat '"^ff^*^ 
vith a CcMiunittcechofeD of the Officers of the Army, iipoa^„'7, 
the heft expedients tlut might be applied to the oompcfngimiBufa* 
■befedifianpeii. Now the Army ikNtthc it felf upon iLe-cmmmu^ 
vd widnherarliament-wbenthey had a Commiuee ofthe onc^'**-*- 
■uckotifed to treat with a Committev of the other i which '^' 
likewUe railed the SpHa c^F^pfuxj who bad never thoDght 
ofoppofipgordifi^jliiigAeParliabeiiti aai difpofed him 
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to more concunence with (he Impetuous humour of ibe Army, 
when he ikw ic was fb iDuch comphed with and fubmtncd to 
by all Men. 
cromwelli Cromwell, hitherto, cstrried hicnfclf with that rare diC- 
M*vimr 4tfimula[ion ( io which fore he was a very great Mafter ) that 
frfUijHfi hefccm'd eiceedingly inccnfed againftthis Inrolcnccof the 
M<ttuiti. gojjipjg. y^ j^jij in (jjg Houfc of Commons when any fuch 
AddrcQes were made^ and inveigbed bitterly againft thepre- 
fiimption , and had been the caufc of the Commitment, of 
Ibmc of the OSicers. He propofed, " that the General might 
*'be fent down to the Army ., who, he faid, ''would conjure 
** down this mutinous Spirit quickly j and he was Ibeafily be- 
liev'd, that he himielf was feoE once or twice to compel 
the Army j where after he had flayed two or three day^ be 
would again return to the Houfc, and complain heavily " <tf 
*'tbe great Ltccoce that was got into the Armyj that, for 
** bis own pan, by the Artifice of his Enemies, and of ihofe 
"whBdcfired that the Nation Ibould be again imbrew'd in 
** Bkrad, he was render'd fo odious unto them, that they had 
** apurpofe to kill him, if, upon fome difcorery made to him, 
*'hebadaot efcaped out of their hands. Andin thefe, and 
the like Difcourfes, when he fpake of the Nation's being to 
be involv'd in new troublei, he would weep bitterly, and ap- 
pear the moQ aiRi^ied Man in the world with the Kok of the 
Calamities which were like to enfue. But, as many of the 
wilcr fort had long difcover'd his wicked tiucntions,fohis hypo- 
crify could not longer be concealed. The mod adive Officers 
and Agitators were knownto be his ownCreaturcs, and fuch 
who neither did, nor woulddo.any thing but by hisdire^on. 
So that it was privately refolv'd by the principal Perfoiu of the 
Houfc of Commons, that when he came the next day imo 
the Houle, which he feldom omitted to do, they would fend 
him to the Tower; prefuming, that if they had once (cver'd 
his Perfon from the Army, they (bould ealily reduce it to its 
> fanoei temper and obedience. For they had not the leait 
jealoufyof the General FMr/«x, whom they knew to be a per- 
fed Presbyterian in his Judgement j and that CmnatS had 
the Alcenacnt over him purely by his Diflimutatioo, and pre- 
tcnce of Confcieoce and Sincerity. There is no tfoubt F«ir- 
f«x did not then, nor long after, beUere, that the other had 
tholcwicked dcugnsin his heart igainft the King, or tbcleaft 
imuinatioo of difobeying the Parliament. 

This purpofe of fei&nguponihePerronofOvwuwffcould 
not be carried fo fecretly, but that he had notice of it ; and the

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which he {Mfled, daily rdbrted to him, without diftinflian ; 
he wu fttEendcd by lame ci his old Trufty Scrvanuin the 
place* neaieft his Perlbii; and that which gave him moft cn- 
couiagcmeat to believe chat they meant well, was, that io 
the Army's Addrdj to the Parliameot, they de&r'd '* chat care 
" migbt DC taken for Icttliag the Kins'i Rights, aocoiding to 
**die feveral IVofefSona they had made in £eir Declarations; 
** and that the Royal Patty might be treated with more C^n- 
**daiir, and lefe Rigour; ana many good Officers who had 
lerv'd his Majefty bithfuUy, were Civilly teceiT'd by the Of- 
ficers of tbe Army, and liv'd quietly in their (^rters ; which 
they could not da any whereelfej which railed a gieat Re* 
putaiiod to the Army, throughout the Kingdom, and as mudi 
RcpTMcfa upon the Parliament. 

The raliament at this time had recover'd its ^rit, when 
they faw the Anoy did not march nearer towards them, and 
Boi mly ftopp'd at & Ali^a^ but was drawn back to a fiixther 
diftanoe; which perfwadcd them, thai their G«Kral was dif- 
pleafed wteh the tbrmer advance: and ft) they [VDOceded with 
all pgflSon, and vigour, againft chofe principal Officers, who, 
they knew, contrived all wefe Proceedings. They publlfhed 
Dedanttions to the Kingdom, ** that they deOred to oiing tbe 
^^Kii^in honour to his Parliament ; which was their Dufi> 
" nels from tbe begtnniog, and that be was detain'd Prilbner 
*'againft bis Will indie Armyj and chat they had great ica- 
*'lootoa;^n«heDd ibe&fety of hisPei£)n. The Anry, oo 
ibc other hand , declared " that his Majefty was neither 
**Prlftner, nor detain'd againft his Will; and appeai'd to 
''hJiMajmyhimfelf, and to all his Friends, who had liberty 
** to repair to him, whether he had not more liberty, and was 
'^oocueated with more rerped,luice he came into the Army 
**tban hehadbcenatUv/m^jOrduiiDgthetime he remaln'd 
"tnthofefriace^ and with that retinue that the Ptrliamraic 
**tiad appofated? The City feem'd very unanlmoully devoted T"*'^'*^ 
to the Parliament, and iDcenfed againfi the Army j and Ibcm'd '2^,ui 
rcfiiluie, notcHtly with their Train'd-bands and Auxiliary Re- «^!|^' 
gimenta to affift, and defend the Parliaincnt, but appointed 
taneoftlKOldOflicerswhohadrerv'd under the Earl of Bf- 
fix, and had been disbanded under the new Model, as WtStr^ 
M^ij, and oibers, to lift new Forces j towards which there 
wasmt like to be want of Men out of their old Forces, and 
fiichflftbe King's as would be glad of tbe employment. 'There 
was nothing tbey did really fear lb much, as that the Army 
wooJd make a mia owjuoaksi with the Kii^ and unite with 
his Pain, ofwhich there was fo much ihew ; and ' many un* 
sktlfiil MsL who wllbed it, bragg'd too touch ; and there- 
fiuctheParUatnentlcmaCoiaiiiitcce to his Majefty, with an 
E» Addreb 
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AddreCi of inocher Style than they hid lately nfird, with many 
piofeffioiu of Duty; and decUruig, "that tfbewaf no^ in 
"iJl reTpeds, acat^as beoughtto be, aod u he defirei^ it 
*'wunoc Their fault, who dcGred be might be at AiU liberty, 
** and do what Ik would ; bo[»iig that the King would have 
been induced to deGre to come to LnJan, and to make coin- 
plaint of the Army's having taken him from Hfhmfy ; by 
which they bclicv'd the King"* Party would be dilabuiciL 
«Ad withdraw their hopes of any good from the Army; and 
iben, tfacy thought, they (bouid be nard enough f<a tbem. 

The king was in great doubt how Co cany birolelf ; be 
thought himfelffobarbarouflyufed by ibe Prcibyteriana, and 
hlid lo ill an opinion of all the principal Perfona who ^onni'd 
tbem, that be bad no mind to put faimfelf into then hands. 
On the other 6de, be was far from being &titfied with the 
Anny's good intentions towards hitD^ tod though maoyof hit 
Friends were li^'d to rdbrt to him, they found that their 
beins long about him, would not be' aoceptable ; and riwi^ 
the Officers and Soldiers appeat'd, for the nnftpar^ civil to 
him, they weteallatleafl:asvigilant,asthc former Giurdi bad 
beenj fothathe couldnot, without great difficulty, ha.Tegot 
from them if he had dcfired it. FstrffOf had been with him, 
andkils'd his bind, and made fucb ProfelBons as be could 
welluticrj which was with no advantage in the delivery^ his 
Authwity was of no ufe, becaufc be icogo'd htmfelf entirety 
to CrgmmBi who had been, and btUm likewife , with the 
King, without citlieT of tbem ofleriif to ktis his hand j other- 
wife, they behaved thcmfelves with good manners towards 
him. His Majeity uled all the Addrefs tie. could towards diem 
to draw fome promife from them, but they were (o lelerv'd, 
and ftood To much upon cbeir Guard, and uledfo few words, 
that socbing could be concluded ftom what ihey faid : they 
exadcd tbem&lves " for doc feeing his Majefty often, upon 
** the great jeakufies the Parliament bad of them , towards 
*< wfa(»i diey profelVd all fidelity. The Petfoni who reforted 
to bis Majefty, and brought Advices from others who durft 
not yet ofier to come diemlelves, brought fbveral opinions to 
him; fbmc thinking the Army would deal finoeiely with hit 
Majefty, others espcfilng no better from tbem than they af- 
terwards perfbrm'd : fii that the Kii^ well concluded chat he 
would neitber rejed the Parliameoc AddreOes by any oegkd, 
DOT dif<ri}lige Uk Army by appearing to have jeaioufy of tbem, 
or a defire Co be out of tneir bands-; which ne could hardly 
have efieOed, if he had knomi a becter place to have relbned 
CO. So he defired both Parties ** to ba&ta their Coofiiltati- 
"oos, that the Kioedom mi^enjoy Peace and Happies: 
!* in which be IbouIdaDtbe widiout ftflMrej and he would 

"pray 
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**^7 to God to bring thii to pais aflbon u wis poffible. 
THB Ncw« of the King's being in the Array, of hia ftec- 
dom in the cxerdfe of his Religion, which fac had beea lb 
losgwitbom, and chat Ibmc of hit Scrrants, with tvhcmihe 
was welt pleaicd, had liberty to attend upon hiro, made every 
Body abroad, a« well u inofe at home, hope well ; and the 
King himfelf writ to the Qieen, asif bethought hiicooditiod 
much better than it had been amor^ the Scats. S' jM» Btrk- 
kj after hli Surreoder of BiMtr, and the l|>endmg bis Gx 
MoDChs allowed by the Articles to follicite his A^n vtiat 
be would, bad Ttu^^attcA himfelf into Frmmce^ and wale> 
ed npoa the Qujien at P«nr, beioR ftiU a Menial Servant 
to her Majefty, and having a Friend in that Court tbatgO' 
vem'd, and loved him better than any Body eUc did- Aflwia 
as the reports caAc thither of the Kiiw'a being with the Army, 
he repeated many Difi^ourles be had held with the Officers 
of the Army, whild they treated with him of the delivery of 
ExMter ; bow he had told them, " upon bow flippery ground 
" they ftood ; that the PaTliament, when they had ferved iheit 
** turn, would difinifs them with reproach , and give diem 
"very finall rewards for the great Service they had done for 
"them i thac they (bould do well, fealbnably to thiak of c 
" fafe retreat, which could be no where but under the Prole- 
"fHooof tfaeKing; who by thejr Courage was brought very 
** low ; and if they railed him again, be muft owe it all to 
" them ; and his Polterlty, as welt as blmlelf, and all his Par- 
" ty, muft for ever acknowledge it ; by woich they woul4 
"laifc their Fortunes, as well as their Fame, to the greaKft 
"degree Men could aime at j which, he Taid, made lach til 
imprcflion upon this and that Officer, whom be named, " that 
'* rbey cold him at parting, that tbey Ibould never forget what 
"be had &id totbcm; and that they already obferv'd that 
^every day produced fomewhac that would put them in miiKl 
** of it. In a word, '^ he had foretold all that was flooe come 
'*to pafs, and he was moft confident, that, if he were now 
"with them, he (bould be welcome, and have Credit enough 
** to bring them to realbn, and to dp the Kii^ great Service ; 
and ofler'd, without any delay, lo mtlce the JouriKy. The 
Queen believ'dall hefaidj at^ they who did not, were very 
willing he fliouJd make the experiment j for he chat lov'd him 
bcft, was very willing to be without mm; and fo rcoeiviDgjyrU, 
the(>ieen'5 Letter of Recommendation of him to the King, Berkley 
who feew hiro very little, and that little not without fome ftiuf'mM 
jwejudicc, he left P«r*, and made aU poffible haft into &g- *™' "'*' 
imd. J*b» AjhivMhsm, who was driven from the King by *^'** 
the Sent after he had ConduAed his Majefty to chem, had 
TndmitcA himlelf into Vrmxt, and wae at this time reudif«

A'r lobo Berkley firft applied himfclf to thofe fubordinate Offi- 

aerkitytudfXTswixh whom be had fomeacqua)nt3noeat£x«/»-^andthcy 

M' AOt- bifbrmiDetheirSuperioTsof his Arrival, and AppUcacioo, they 

TSSvi"' *"* '™ pleafca ibat he was come. They were w«I ac- 

^^fl^quainted with his Talent, and knew his Foible, that, by flat- 

ofafi^ Cering and commending, they might govern him ; and that 

>ia.*v;. there wa5 nodanger of any deep dclign from his contrivance ; 

uid lb th^ permitted him freely to attend the Kin^, about 

whole PenoD he had no Title, or Relatioo, which required any 

oonAant waiting upon him- 

AsHBuRNHAM had, by fame Friends, a recommenda- 
tion both to crumatBj and Iretmt, who knew the Credit he 
bad with the King, and that his Majeftv would be very well 
pleafed to have hjs attendance and Iodk upon it as a Tcfti- 
mooy of their wfpedi to bim. They knew Ukewifc that he 
was aa implacable Enemy to the Scats, and no Friend eo the 
other Presbyterians, and though he had fome ordinary craft 
ID inltBuatiog, be was of no deep and picrciiu Judgement to 
dilcover what was not unwarily expoled, ana a free Speaker 
. of what he imagined : So they Itkewile left him at liberty to 
repair to the Kingj *and tbefe two GentleiDen came near 
^Knit the fame time to his Majclly , when cbe Army was 
drawing together, with a purpole, which was not yei pub- 
lifh'd, of maiciiine to ZjtfUn; his Majclly being fiill Quaner'd 
in thofc places which were' more proper for that purpole. 

Thev were both welcome to his Majefty, tlK onebrii^ 
ingafjpccial recommendation from (he Queen, and, tom^e 
bimfelt the more valuable, aiTuring |^s Majefty *'thathewaf 
"lent for bv the Oificers of the Army, a£ one they would 
'^trutl, and that they had rcceiv'd him with opea Armesj 
** and, without any fcniple, gave huii leave to wait upon him : 
The other, needed no recommendation, the King's own io- 
dinationg difpoflng him to be very gracious to him : and £> 
bis Majdi; wiih'd them ^ to cotrdpmid with e>cb otaa, and 
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** CO ooDTerfe with hia feveral Fnoidf, whodJd not yetthtak 
**Gtcore(bittohiai; and to receive iheir advice; todUbover 
** u madi u they could of the lotentiona of both Parties, and 
*' imput what wu fit to the Kjng^ tiII,iipODa &rther difco* 
" very, his Majeft;^ might better judge what (o do. Theie 
two were the prinapal Ageaa (toey oidinTiog with all faia 
Majefty'i Friends, and, at often as On defircd, with tbeOf- 
Ocas of rhe Anny ) upon whole InrannatiOD, and Advic^ 
his Majefty priodpally depeaded, though dbey rarely con- 
fen'd togecber with the laine Peiloas, and never with any of 
theOfficerS;, who pretended noc to truft one another axwgh 
lofpeak with that freedom before each other, asAcy wooid 
to one of them i and their acquaintance anwaig the Officers 
noc being piindpaUy with the fame Men, their Infbnmtioos 
and Atmces were ofreo very different and mbte per|4exed 
tbao iafOTioed hii Majefty, 

Tub very Ugh Ckmtcfts between the FaHlament and tbentj^prM 
Anny, in which oeidiier fide coofct be petfwaded lorield'to'f&u^'** 
the other, or abate any of thrir afperiiy, made many Pnideot ^™Tf|* 
Men believe that both fidet would, in the end, be wiUiog to^"^;^^ 
mdte the King the Umpire ; which neither of them ever in- riiitut (■ 
tended todo. The Failiameac thought that their Name and i** i;A>- 
Amhority, which had carried them through (a great ondet- 
takings, and reduced the whole Kingdom to ilieir Obedience, 
could not be overpower'd by their own Ann^ nlfed and 
paid by thcmTelvet, and to whofe Dtdaies the People would 
never fnbmit. They thought the Being's Prefeoce amoi^ 
tbem, gave tbem ail liieir preleot Reputatlmi ; and ynse noe 
vitbont apprdtenSon that the Ambition of fomcoiF the Of- 
ficers, and oieir Malice to the Porlianxnt, when they faw ^e 
they cDuU obtain their ends no other way, mi^ difpo& tbem 
to an entile ConjunAion with the King's Party and Intereft ; 
and dwa, all dte Penalties of TreaTon, RebelUoa, and Tref^ 
pafles, mud be dilcharged at their oofts; and thorefore they 
labour*d, by all the publiclt and private meaiu diey could, ta 



perfwade the Kin to own hit bcine dataia'd PiiAmer by ths 
Army againft his Will, or to withdraw hindelf by (bme way 
from tbem, and repair to Jfiitt-HsSi and, in enierof tbott 



Cafes, tbey did not doubt, fiift, to divide the Army (for 
they Sill believ'd the Graeral faft to them ) and by d^jiees 
to btii^ them to rcalbn, and to be disbanded, as many ai 
were not neoeffiiry for the Sefvlceofin£(«^; and then, hav- 
ing the King to themlelves, and ail hia Party being ob> 
noitoni to tbole penalties for their Delinquency, they 
fhould bt well able, by gratifying fome of the greateft Pcr- 
fbns of the Nobility with Immunity and Indemnity, to lettlc 
the GorenuDCOt in fucb t manner, aa co be well recomr 
£ ^ penfcd 
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itenled'fbralltheAdveQaiicstbcy had isade, and htzanb chef 
oad ran- 

. Om the other band, the Army had ho dread of the Aucbo- 
rltjr ani Power of the ParliameBt j which they knew had been 
Gi far prt^totod, that it bad loft moft of its Revcreoce with 
the People. But it had great appreheoiioa, that, by ua cod- 
jutidionwith the City, ic might indeed recover Credit wi'Ji 
die KiogdoBi, asd wichbold the pay of the Anny, and there- 
by mafce Ibme divifion amongft them j aod if the Perfbn of 
the King Iboutd be likewile with them, and thereby liis Pany 
Iboiiki'likewi&joyD with than, they fbould be to begin their 
mNfragtia, or to make their Peace with thofe who were at 
nnichjJroTDked hy them as the King himfelf bad been. And 
therente tbe7. were fcn&ble that thqr enjoyed a prcfeat benefit 
b^ tb? Kii^ betng with tbeai, and by their treaiiag him 
wkh the outward refped that was due to his Majcfty, aixi the 
civilities they tnade profeffionof towards all bia Paity, and 
the penniai6o of hiiCbaplains^ and otberServantt, to rdbrt 
to hunt and cultivated. all .thcle Anifioes with great AddrcTs, 
' iiipptdfing, or dilcounccnaiuni^ the Tyragoy of the Presby* 
teriar in tbr Country Comnuttccs, and all other fdacei, 
whne they axcrdled .notable dgour agalnft all who had been 
of die King*! Party, or not enough of theirs (for Ncutcri 
foond DO exculc for being of do Party ) when they bxmd it 
&IO jaake any lufty Dockiaiiop againft the ParUament, and 
cKlaim aga jnft tbcir Tyrannical prooeedingt againA the Army, 
titev always inferted iomewhac that m^ht look ItteCaadour 
and Tcodcmel* towards the King's Party, complain'd of ** the 
** Aftont, aod Indignity done to the Army by die Parlia- 
**meBt's not obierving du Articles which had boen made 
** npen Surretkder of Garrifons, but prooeedicw agaiaft thofe 
"on wholebcbaifthofo Artidciwere made, with more feve- 
^*rity than was agreeable to juftice, and to the ioteorioBOf 
** the Arudes ; whereby ihc Honour and Patth of the Army 
** fufier'd, and was oonipUin'd of j all which, they faid, they 
** would have remedied. Whereupon many hoped that tbey 
flXNtld beeiculed from making any Compofitims, aad enter- 
tth^d ftich other imagiaatioos as peafed tberofelvea, and the 
odter Party well liked ; knowii^ they could demiriifi) all 
thofe Siruftoret aflbon as they reoeiv'd no beiicfit by them 
thenlelves. 

Thk Kfaig.had,djriiig the time hcftay'dac Hihmif, writ 
|0 the Houfe of Peers, that his Childrea niif^t have leave ro 
oome to him, and to refide for (bme time with him. From 
die time that Oxfvd bad been Suneader'd, upon which the 
Duke of Tfri had blicn into their hands, for they would by 
BO mean) admlc thM he JhouU have liberty to go to fucb 

place 
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Ijlace fli tbe King Qindd Ain&, triiich wu vciy earaeftlr 
mefled,aiid infilled on by the Lords of tbe Council there, u 
long as they oould j but j^^nioted their Comniittec to receive 
him wuh all t^fcS^ and to bring him to Lmtkm i from thu 
time, I £iy> tbe Ddu of 7^> was committed to the care of 
the Eaiiof Jift i rt — * n/ < W , together with the Duke of GU~ 
ajhr, aad the Princcb, who hui been by tbe King left un- 
der thcTuiiioiioftheCoumelJarjIn^f, but from uie Deodi 
of that Countefi tbe Parltameot had ptefiuned, that they mlgbt 
be fiite to keep diem n dieii power, to put them into tbe 
Qiftody of the L«dy Fmy an old Lady much in their fnvour, 
but HOC ac all Ambiiioui of that Charge, though there was a 
oo ro pe t CDt Altowance affign'd for dieir fiif^tort. They were 
now remonr'd from her , and [rfaoed all together with the 
Earl of tUrtbmmitrlMd, wbo receiv'd, and treated them> id 
all rcfpc^ aa was foitable to their Bfnh, and his own Duty ; 
but oould give them no more liberty to go abroad, than he 
was, fai hii Inlfaudtions from tbe Parliameat, permitted to do ; 
and tbey had absolutely reAifed to gratify the King in that 
partictilar : of which hit Mtjefty no focoer rook notice to 
VMtrftXj dun be writ a Lecier to the Parliament, " that tbe 
" King much defir'd to have the fight and company of hia 
"Chiklrco,and that ifthey might not be allow'dto be longer 
**«ilfa him, that at teaft they miglu dine with himj and be 
fent tbem word that, on fuch a dav, " the King, who attend- 
*' ed the oiotion of tbe Army, ana was Qiai'ter'd only where 
** they pleafed, would dine at JUiUrwiwuf. There his Childrcii nr Km 
met nun, to his infinite content and ioy i and he beliw to «*»/'* 
Qntrter and ftay foine time at CmMrjbsmy a Hoafe ortbe'^^'V^'*^ 
Lord Cr*vmij near Sttulmg, his Children were likewife fuF- M^dm- 
fer'd ro go thither, and remain'd with him two days j wtiich hnd mi 
WM [be greateft fatlifadUoa the Kii^ could Teceirc; and theCtTcilhwi 
receiviiig w her eo f, be impored to the Civility of tbe General, 
and tbe good d^nwtion of the Army ; which made fo much 
the naorc impreffion upon him, in that he had never made 
any one Propofitkm in which he bad been gratified, where 
tbe Presbyterian Spirit had power lo deny it. 

Ih the Houlc of Commons, wbich was now tbe Scene of 
iJttbe Albion that difbleafed and incenfed the Army (for tbe 
Hottfe of Peeri was Ihiunk into fo inooofiderable a Nmnber. 
and their Peribns tx)t conliderable after the Death of iheEarl 
of sfiKj except ibofe wbo were afieded to, or might be dif- 
pofed by the Army } they were wiiolely guided by H>Kr, and 
St^bim, Lmit^ and GV", who bad been very Popular and 
Notmous from the begmping, and hv Jfilbr, and M'jff*}', and 
£nvm, who had Scr/d in Commends in the Army, and per- 
&no'd ac foQW tintfs very fignd Service^ and were exceed- 
ingly 
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ii^y bdov'din tbeCtty> and two or three othm whoJbl- 
iow i their DtBtua, lod were fubferviciic to their Dircfiioiu. 
Tbefe were all Men of Paita, Iniereft, aod fignal Courage, 
and did noc only heartily abhor the inteotioni which duey 
dilcem'd the Army to have, and that it was wholely to be 
di^ofed according to the defigoi of OimwtB, but had like- 
wite declared AnimoGcicG ag^iuEl the Peifoas of the moft 
aOivc and powerfhl Offiwra; ai H'/'iir had one day, upon « 
very hot debate in the Houfe, and Tome rude ezpreOioos 
which fell from Ir*t9», perTwaded him to walk out of the 
HouTe with him, and then told him, *' that he (boufd pre- 
"feocly go over the Water and Fight with him. Irtttm re- 
plying, **hii Conlcience would not fufier him to fighta Duel : 
. Imit, incboler> pulled him by the Noicj tdliog him, "if 
*'his OndcKnce would keep him from giving Men fatif> 
" fidton, it Onuld keep bim A-om provoking them. This af- 
front to the third Perfon of the Army, and lo a Man of the 
raoCl Virulent, Malicioui, and Revengdiil Nature of all the 
Pack, fo iocenled the whole Party, that tbev were refolv'd 
one way or other to be rid of him, who haa that power in 
the Houfe, and that Reputation abroad, that when Ite could 
not ablblutely conirole their defigns, he did fo obHruft ibem, 
that they could not advance to any t»nclufian. 

They reCvced therefore to an expedient, whkii, dtey bad 
obferv'd, by the Condudl of thofe very Men againA whom 
they meant to apply it, had brought to pafi all that they de- 
?*• ^^ fired} attd, in the Council of Officers, prepared an impeach- 
^jj^^ment of Hteh Treafon in general Termi agalnft M' iMw, 
^tht Ht»^i and the PerioDB mentlm'd before, and otberi, to the number 
•/ ctrnmni. of eleven Members of the Houle oi Commont. This impeach- 
ment twelve Officers of the Army, Colonels, Ucutenant Co- 
lonels, Majors, and Captains, prdented to the Houfcj and 
within ftw days after, when tbcy faw the fame Members ftill 
inveigh againll and arraj^ their proceedings, the General 
and Officers writ a Letter to the Houfe, *' that they would 
"appoint fit Perfrau on their aod (be Kingdom's befaalf, to 
*< make good the charge againil ihoTe Members whom fibey 
*' had aocufed } and that they defired, that thofe Members im- 
"pcach'd mi^t he forthwith futpoided from fitting in the 
''Houle; fince it could not be thought fit that the fame Per- 
*'font who had lb. much injured and provoked the Annjr, 
** (hould fit Judges of their own A^ons- This was an Arrow 
that the Houie of O^mons did not expcd would have bea 
fliot out of that C&iiver ; and though they were unfpeakably 
difmay'd, and diftrafled wiih this {vefumpcion, ibey tofwer'd 
pofitively, " that they neither would, nor could, fequefter 
*'diefe Members fnxo the Houl^ who bad oeyer J&id, or

. ** were mtde of luch particuiara as might render tbem Builijr. 
j But Che Officers of tbe Army reply'd, " that they caukTprove 
** them guilty of fiidi pradicei In tbe Houfe, that it would 
**be joft in tbe Houfe to fuTpeod tliem : tiax by tbe Lawa of 
** the Land, aod tbe Precedents of Parliament, cheLordsbad, 
"upon tbe veryprefentattoaof agateralAccu^on withouc 
" bang reduced io Ibrm, fequefter'd from tbek Houlc and 
^coowutted (he Earl of Stri^wrd, and the Arch-Bifliop of 
**OnttriHryy and tbercibre tbey muft preO, and inTift itpon 
*'ihe fufpeoding at leaft of thole aoculed Members from be- 
*'lag prefent in the Houfe, where tbey ftood impcacb'd j and 
** witbout this, tbey fatd, tbe Army would not be fatis&ed. 
However the Houfe of Commons feem'd ftill refolute, tbe 
aoculed Membcra thcmfelres, who beft knew their temper, 
tbooghi it ^er for them to retlrCj and by forbearing to appear 
in the Hoafe, to allay the heat of the prefenc ConteJt. 

Upon this (b palpable Dcclenfion of Spirit in the Houfe, 
tbe Amy feem'd moch quieter, and relblv d to fct odver A- 
gcnts on their work, that they might not appear too buify and 
afllre upon their own coaccrontent. It is very true that the ^ "'T' 
City, upon whofe Influence the Parliament much depended, '^"'i^"''' 
app^r'doow entirely PresbyterlaDj the Court of Aldermen, ntmm ^ 
and Common Council, confiAed chiefly of Men of that Spi* rbiv miais 
rit; tbe Militia of the City was committed to Commiffioncrs «"*•'»'«■ 
carefWy and faAioufly cbofen of that Party ; all thofe of an- 
other temper having besn put out of tbofeTtuKs, at or about 
the time tnat tbe King was dcliper'd up by tbe Seats, when tbe 
Officers of the Army were conteot that the Preibyterians 
fbould believe, that the whole power of the Kingdom was in 
tbeoQj and that they might fettle what Government they 
plcas'd : If there remain'o any Perfons in any of thofe im> 
pk>yiDcots in the City, it was by their dilSmulacton, and pre- 
tending to have other AfleAions j mofl of thofe who were 
nxoriotu to be of any other Faflidn in Retigloo, bad been 
put oat; and liv'd as negle^d and di/countcnaiKsd Menj 
wbo feem'd rather to deprad upon the Clemency, and Indul- 
gence of the State, iat their particular libaty in the exerdfe 
of that Religion tbey adhered to, than to have any hope or 
ambUcHi to oe again admitted into any lliare, or part in the 
GoYOiunent : yet, a&ct all this diflimulation, cyemweB and 
Inim well knew, ^ tbe multitude of inferior People were 
at tb«r difi)o(al, ftsd would af^xatr in any coojunQure they 
Ihould ihinic convenient; and that many Aldermen and lutw 
flaniial Qtisens were quiet, and appeax'd not to contradid or 
oppofe the Presbyterians, ofily br iheb diredions ; and would 
be ready upon tneit call. Ana now, when they faw thofe 
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fciding Mv, who hod govern'd the PulhmieDti profecnted 
by the AnUy, and that they fbrborc ro come to the Hoal^ 
there flocked rogether grett Numbcra of the loweft, and moft 
inferior People, to dte PaTliament, with Pedticms of feveral 
Nature^ both with icference to Religion, and to the Ctril 
Government ; with the noile and clamour whereof, the Par- 
liament waa jo ofieoded and dilhirbcd, that tbey made an 
Ordifltnoe, "that it Ibould be Criminal to gather, and fol- 
** lidte the Subfcriptions of bands lo Petttlona.' But this Or- 
der 'lb ofieodcd all parties, that tbey were compeU'd, within 
two days, to revoke It, and to leave all Men to tbeir natural 
LUjcity. Whilft this Confafion was in the Qty af>d Parlia- 
ment, the Commiffiooen, which bad been fent to the Arcoy 
to treat with the Officers, had no better fucccfs ; but reeura d 
with the pofitive tad decbred Relbludon of the Army, *' that 
** a Declaration Ihould be publilh'd by the Parliament agaJnft 
*' the coming in of Forrelgn Force ; for tbey apprehended, or 
rather Vere willing that the People fhould apprehend, a new 
Combination by the &ott : " tliat the pay of the Army (bould 
" be put into a conftanc Courfe, and all Perfbns who had re- 
" ceiv'd Money, Biould be called to an accoont : That the Mi- 
*' litia of ZMuum (hould be put into the hands of Perlbai veil 
** adefird, and thofe who had been formerly tnifhd : that all 
** Perlbna imprifbn'd for pretended MUdcmeanoura, by Order 
** of Parliament, or tfaetr Committees, might be fast Li- 
** berty j and, if upon tryal they (hould be found InnocenT, 
*• that diey might have Rood Reparatimi. And they parricu- 
larly mention'a ^elm lilhtrw^ Overten, and other Aowaptifts 
and Fanaticks, who had been committed by the Parliament 
for many Seditious Meetings, under pretence of ExerdJe c£ 
AtW Religion, and many infolent Adions againft the Go- 
femmcnt- Upon the report of thefe demand^ the Parlia- 
Oient grew more enraged ', and Voted, "that the yleldii^ to 
"the Army in thefe particulars, would be againft dieir Ho- 
"nour, and their IncerefV, and deftruftive to tbeir Privileges; 
with many exprdlioiu agalnft their prefumption, aai inJb- 
Tcnce: y«, when a new Rabble c* Peutionere demanded, 
with load Cries, moft of the fame things, [hey werewillii« 
to compound with them z and conlem^ that die Militia of 
the City of Ijmln (hoald be put into fudi bands a tbe Arrof 
Ibonld defire. 

The Militia of the City had been in the begjoning of 
JKty, (hortly after the King's twing brought to Holmif, fei- 
tied with the confent, ana upon the defir^ of the Common 
Council, by Ordinance of Parliaaient, in the bands of Com- 
Riillioners, who were generally of the Presbyterian Party, 
tb^who wcreofmber iDcUnattoos being letaov'dj and, as 
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u ^ before, feeio'd not djfpleifed it ^tr difgrace ; and 
now, when upon the DcdantioD and Demaodc of tbe Ar- 
ay, lecooded by damoroua Peticioof, they &w this OrdU 
nuKc rcverfcd, ia J^fy, without lb much as ooofiilttDg wirh 
the Common Council socordine to cuftome, the Oty wal 
cxceedkigly llanicd i andfald, *"tbatlftbe Imperiou* Com- 
"nuod of the Army, could prevail with the ParlitnaoT to 
" itvcHe Ibch an Ordinance as that oi the Militia, tfaey had 
"lahm to apprehend they inwht as well repeal tbe otheipr- 
"djnancrsfbr the recurity otMoney, orfor the porchoie of 
"BiJbopsand Church Lands, oj; wbadbeverelTc that wuthe 
** proper fecurity of tbeSubjed. And therefore they cauM 
a Petitioa to be [nepared in the name of tbe Qnr, n> be pre- 
feomj by the two Sheriffi, and others deputed oy the Cora- 
Dxn Council to that porpofe. But, before they weitt Ktdn 
miny thoiilandf. Apprentice* and young Citiuiu, brot^ 
Petnioni to the Parliament j in which they fiUd, " that the 
"Commaod oFtbe Militia of the Qty was tbe with>r^ of- 
"dieCity, and belonged to tbcm by fereral Chancfs- which 
" hid been OMifinn'd in Fariiantcnt ; for defence wbereoL they 
" laifl, they had Tenntr'd their Lives as hi and as frankly as 
"tie Army had done; and therefore, they defii'd that the - 
"Ordinance of Parliament of the founh wMiy, which had 
"paflcd with their confent, might ftand Invjonble. Tbeyu 
firft prefenied their Petition to theHoaCe of Peers, who iin-""'»*»w 
mediately revoked their late Ordimnceofj^, andconfinn'dt^''^* . 
tbeir former of #«y ; and fent it down to the ConUBoas for f^,' „ tttk 
tbeii conleat ; who durftnot deoy tbeirconcurFence, the Ap-HH>iM> 
prentices betuTiog tbemjelves lb inibleptly, that they would *'™'^'*^ 
Icvce&ificr thedowoFibeHoure (rfCommoni to be Ibut}**'''^'' 
and (bmc of them went into the HouTc. 

A s D in tbii manner the Ordinance was reverted that hod 
been made at the dcfire of the Army, and tbe other of JMigr 
radScd-aod ooefirm'd; which was nofooner done than the 
Parliamem adjoom'd ti\i Friday, diatthey mt^thave twoor 
ibee days to confider bow they flnuld behave thenrelves, 
and prevent the tike violences bereaft». The Army hMl 
f^icklynociceafdieTecztraordintry proocediogs, andtbeGe- 
neral writ a very Iharp Letter to the Parliament from Sft^^r^jV^nUftlt 
■0 vhid) be puttbem in mind, ^ bow civilly the Army badG—rMimrU 
"comptted with their de6re, by removiag to % greater di-J**^-*^ 
. " ftaiwe, upoo pr cTumpton that their own Authority would ""

** a&d vloieiice of the People ; which it was now evident it

bad opportunity to make iheir Peace, and others wiAdraw- 
ing and ttartTponlBe- themlehres beyrad the Sea* ; iHiereaf 
Stmfkum died at Cmu afibon u he Laoded; and wm denied 
Burial, upon imaginztion that be had dlnl of die Plo^: 
others remain'd a long time beyond the Seu ; and, tbou^ 
tbey long after retura'd, never were rcceiv'd into any tnift in 
tbofe times, nor in tnitb concurr'd, or afled in the publidt 
ABvirs, btU letired to their own E^atei, and liv'd very pri- 
vuely. 

TtiE Chief Officers ofcheAnny rcceiv'd die two Speako^ 
and the Members who accompanied them, at fo many An- 
gels feot from Heaven for ibcar good : paid them all uie re- 
uedimaginaUe, and profcflM all fiAmiffiontoibeiD, as to 
the Parliament oif EKgtmJi and declared **that they would 
"reeftablifhtbcm in their All power, or perifli in the 



took very panicular caie for their acoocnmodatioo^ bd._. 
the General ; and affign'd a Gaatd to wait upon ittem for 
rtieir fecurity i acquainted Aem widi all their confukadona ; 
and woold not prdttme to lefoivc any thmg without th^ ap- 
pnbotion , and tbey had mo much modefty to think they 
ooald do amils,wlio had nefper'd io much in all their under- 
tftkittfs. No rime was loft in purfuinE their Refolution to 
eftabltlh the Parliament again at llt/fm^wf; and finding that 
the reft of the Members costioued Hill to Gt there with the 
fame Formality, and that the City did not abate any of thetr 
S^it, they feem'd to make a halt, and to remain quiet, in 
c^edationof a better uodetftaoding between ;bem, upon ttta 
i <Me^es 
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Mef&ges they every day feat to the Lord Mayor, nixl Alcjer- 
meD, and Common Council (for of thofeat Wifimh^rr they 
toot no notice ) and Quarter'd ihcir Army about Brtntfard, 
and Hm^m', IWn miwict, and the adjacent Villages, without 
leftraining an/ Provifions, which every day according to cu- 
ftomwerc carried to Lamdon, or doing the le&ft Adtionthat 
migbt di&>bltge, or dirpleafe the City ^ the Army being ip 
tniui ander fo escellcni difcipline, that no body cooJd com- 
pliiDoT any damage fuftain'dbvtherA, or any provocation b^ 
word or deed. However, Jntnitcalm, theyfent over Colo- 
nel E^mfivroKgb with a Brigade of Horfe ana Foot, and Can- 
non, at HiMV^mCoutt, topoflcTt SeKtlftoMrk.^aA thofeworln 
vhich fccured that end ollMub* Bridge ; which be did with 
So little Noife, that in one Night's March, he found himfelf 
MaSer without any oppolicion, not only of the Borough pf 
StMthMrt. but of all the Works and Forts which were^o de> 
fi»id it i the Soldiers within, fhaking hands with thofe with* 
out, arid refufing to obey iheirOScers which were to Coiii- 
naiidtbem: So chat the City, wlthoutknowlngtbacanyfucii 
thing was in agitation, found in the momiiK that all that 
Avenue to the Town was poflcQed by the Enemy ; whom 
they were providing [o rellll on the other Gde, being as confi- 
dcDtofthis that they had loft, aa of any Gate of the City. 

This llruck them dead j and put an end to all their Cbn-> 
Tultation for defence : and put other thoughts into their heads, 
bow diey might padfy thofe whom they nad To much oflend- 
td, and provoked ; and how tbey might preferre their City 
from Pluiider, and the hiry of an enraged Army. They who 
had eret been of the Army party, and of late had (hut them- 
felvet up, and not dared to walk the Streets for fear of the 
People, came now'confidently amongft them, and mingled in 
their Councils i declared, " that ihcTCing and the Army were 
"sow agreed in all particulars, and that both Houles were 
"now with the Army, and had prefented themfelres to the 
" I^ng ; fo that to oppofe the Army would be to oppofe the ' 
" King and Parliamoic, and to incenfe them as much as the 
"Army. Upon fiidi confident dilcourfes and inCnuations 
nom iholc with whtni they would not have converfed, or 
givea the leall aedlt to, threedaysbefore, or rather upontbe 
ctnb&ofl and general diftraftion they were in, they lent fix 
Aldmnen and aX Commoners cDthe General } who lamentedTi^ Otj 
andcomplain'd, "diattheCity Oiouldbefufpeaed, that had^^-*** 



fider'd ttui Me(iage« and gave lefs cuMmtcnancc to the Mel&n- 

gersi lut conttDued his nowmarchoi towards the City :

JUmshroa^k and his other Ofnceis. The Common Coui>- 
cQ, that late Day and Night, upon the receipt of this Mellage, 
without any paufc return'd " that they would humbly fub- 
** mit to his Command i and that now, under Almiehty God, 
" they did rely only upon his Excellency's honourable word 
*< fbribeir protedion, and fecurity. And fo they caulcd their 
Militia to be forthwith drawn offfrom the Line, as well as 
out of the Forts, with ail their Cannon and Ordnance j aad 
the bencral appointed a better Guard to both. At Rjde Park 
thcMayorandAldermenmet him, and humbly congratulated 
bis arrival ; and bclbught him " to exoife what mty had, 
" out of their good meaning and dcfire of Peace, done amiis i 
and as a Teflimony of their 'ASeftion and Duty, the Mafot, 
on the behalf of the City, prcTented a great gold Cup to Ae 
General ; which be futleoly rcfufcd to receive, and^w^ \aj 
little Ceremony, difmiOed them,

rtHr/'.Kra:thcoldSpeakerE aflUmed their places again, andenter'd upon 
^^"_^. their bubnefs, as if there had been no feparatioiL The firft 
'■ thing they did, was calling in the General into both Houles, 
and makmg him a large acknuwledgynent in the name ex 
each Houle, of the great favours he had done to them j they 
thankedhim "for the Froteflion he had gives to their Per- 
"fons, and bis Vindication of the Privileges of Parliament' 
Then they voted " all that had been don^ by themfelves io 
« going to the Army, and in refiding there, and all that bad 
*' been done by the Army, to he wellandlawfullydone j as, 
(bmc time after, they alfo voted, " that all that had been done 
'*'iD theHoufes (iDce their departure, was againft Law, and 
1< Privilege of ParlianKnt, invalid and void •' Then ibey ad* 
" ^joum'd 
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jnini'd to the next day, without qudliooiogor puniDiiag any 
Metnberwho had aAcd there. 

The Army of Murfe, Foot, 2d<1 Cannoa, marched then(.4nap 
neit day through the City f which, upon the defire of the T*|^' . 
PsrliatncDt, undertook forthwith tofupplyao hundred thou- J^ '^^Ji 
fund pounds tor the payment of the A'my} without the leaQ^u'nrj 
dilbrdcr, or doing the kail damage to any Pcrfon, or giving ■««•(», 
any difterpeAivc word to any Man : by which they attained 
ihc reputation of being inexcellenc Difcipline, and that lx>th 
Officers and Soldiers were Men of extraordinary temper and 
fobriety. So they marchol over Z-m^m Bridge into South- 
■xttk^ and to thofe Quartera to which they were aflign'd; 
fonie Raiments wcrcQuarter'd in mSminlfer, the Strma, 
and HoUw^, under pretence of being a Guard to the Parlia- 
loent, but intended asaGuardupon the City. The General's 
bead Quarters were at di>t^ , and the reft of the Army 
(^ar[c?d between a«»^/*»Court and Lmden, that the King 
might be well look'd to; and the Council of Officers, and Agi- 
tators, fate conftantly, and formaiiy, at F«/A«w, and Px/w^, 
to provide that no other fettlcment (hould be made for the 
Govctnment of the Kingdom than what tbey fhould well ap- 
prove. 

Whilit thefe thiogB were thus agitated between the Ar-n«f^;«f 
my and the Parliament and the City , the King enjoyed HjmjuoB 
bimfelf at iUmftom Court, much more to his ccnrent than ^'*''' 
he had of late ; the relpc(3softhcChief Officenof ibe Army 
fetming much greater than they had been ; Cramwell him- 
telFcune oftner to him , and had longer conferences with 
him; talked with noore opennefs to iA' AjhhurMii^m than he 
bad done, and appcar'd more chearfiil. Peifons of all condl- 
tioDi repaired to his Majefty of thofe who had fcrv'd him j 
with whom he conferr'd without refcrvation ; and the Citl- 
icns flocked thither aa they bad ufcd to do at the end of s 
Progiefs, when [he King had beenfome Months abfent from 
LnuM : but that which pleafed his Majelly molt, was, that 
his Children were permitted to come to him, in whom he 
Wok great delighr. They were all at thcEarlof M>rtA«»ifr- 
'«rfiHoofe, at Sin, from the time the King came to Hamp- 
'« Court, 2nd had itoerty toanend his Majefty when he 
pieafed ; to that fomctimei he fcnt for them to aim* to Hamp- 
tn CouTt, and fomctimcs he went to them to Sin i which ™» "ji'' 
gave him great fatisfaaion. «W-« 

I R diit converfation, as if his Majefly had forefecn all that „',tiB, 
befe] h^ afterwards, and which ac that time furc be did ntxcuumikti 
fufped, he took great care to inftrudt his Children how to ■"■■'*•

*'prereiTeuDlhaken their AScAIon and Duty to the Prince 
•* their Brother. The Duke of Zbri was then about fburteea 
years of Age; andfb, capable of any infoimaiion or inftni- 
Aion the King thought fit to give him. His Majefty tojd 
him, "that he loolied upon himfelf as in the hands and dif- 
" pofalof the Anny, and that the Parliament had oo inore 
"power to do him good or harm, than as the Army Ihould 
** aired or permit ; and th^ he knew not, in all this titnehe 
"had been with them, what he might promile himfelf from

The Prince£i Eiiz^ittb was not above a year or two 
youngcrthanthcDuke, a Lady of excellent FarQ, great Ob- 
fervation, and an early Underjknding ; which the King dif- 
oem'd, by the Account the tetve bimbothofThin^ and Per- 
foni, upon the experience llic had had of both. His MajeAy 
eojoja d her, " upon the worft that could befal him, never 
**lobedilix>fed ofin Marriage without the confent and ap- 
*'probadoa of the Queen her Mother, and the Prince her 
" Brother } and always to perform all Duty and Obedience to 
** both thole } and to Obey thcQuccninail things, except io 
**tDatter of Religion ; in which he commanded her, upon hii 
" BlelSflg, never to hearken or confcnt to her ; but to cond- 
** Due firm in the Religion Ibehad been InftruOed arid £du- 
*'cated in, what dllcountenance and ruin foever might be- 
''Cal the poor Church, at that time under fo levere piofe-

Tbs Duke of GUtifftr was very young, beii% at that 

time 
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rime not above feven years old, and To might well be thought 
incapible of retaining thiit advice, Aid injundion, which in 
tmtnevcr afier made fodeep impreflion in him. After he 
had given him all the advice he thought convenient in die 
inatter of Religion, and commanded him polidvelr, *'nevct 
" lo be perfwadcd or threatcn'd out of the Rellgioa tff the 
** Church, in which he hoped he would be wellliiAruded, 
** and for the Purity and Integrity whereof he bid him re- 
** member that he had his Father's Teltimony, uid Authority ; 
hif Majefty told him, *'that his Infancy, and the Tendemea 
"of his years, mightperfwadc fome Men to hope and believe, 
** chac he might be made an Inftruoient, and Property, to ad- 
** Vance their wicked defigns j and if they fliduld talte away 
*< his Life, chey mighCj polGbly, the better to attaia their own 
"ends mate him Kii^i that under him, whilft his Aga 
** would not permit him to Judge, and A& for hlmfclf, they 
" might remove many (AdniAlons which lay in their way; 
** and ibrm and unite their Councils : and then they woiud 
"deflroy Him too. But he commanded him, upon his Blef- 
** fiog, never to foi^et what he faid to hhn opon this occa- ' ' 
** 6on, nor to accept, or fuffer himfelf to be made Kin^ 
** whim either of his Elder Brothers liv'd, in what part of the 
**Worid ibever they Ihould be: that he Ihould recoember 
" that the Prince his Brother was to fucceed him by the Lawa 
** of God and Man; and, if heOtould mifcarry^ that the Duke 
** of Tori was to fucceed io the fame Right j and therefore that 
*'be fliould be Jiire never to be made ufe of to tnteiruDt, or 
'*dlflurh either of their Rights: which would in the cna rum 
**to hisowndeftruftion. And this difcourle the King reite- 
rated to him, as often as he had libeny to fee him, with all 
the earneSnm, and paHfiOn he could exprefs ^ which was fo 
fixed m his Memory that he never forgot it- And many 
years after, when he waa fent out of Efig/dmJ, he made the 
liill relation of all the particulars to Me, witti that commo- 
li<ffi ofSpirlEjthat itappear'd tobedecplvro(itedinldm;and 
made ufe of one part of it very feafonably afterwards, where 
there was more than an ordinary attempt made to have per- 
verted htm in his Rel^lon, ancl to perfwade him to become 
Romao CatboUck for the advancement ofhisFortune. 

Im this manner, and with thefe kind of refieAiods, the 
KIm made ufe of the Libeny he enjoy'd; and coilfider'd ai 
Well, what remedies to apply to the worft that could (til 
oat, as to Cards the Officers of the Army in order to the hn- 
provement; of his Condition ; of which he was not yctjn de- 
Ipdr; the Chief Officers, and all the Heads of that Party, 
looking upon it as their wifefl Policy to cherUh the Kings 
hopes oy the Liberty they gave him, and byaveryflowi^ 
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CourteCy toward* all who had been of his Party j whore cx- 
pcdatioo, and good word, and leAimony, tbey found did 
ihem much good both in the City and the Country. 

At chis nme the Lord Capet, whom We left in 7*rfiy^ 
hearing of the difierencc between the Parliament and the Ar- 
my, left his two Friends there j and made a Journey to F^rw 
to the Prince, that he might receive his Highnefs's approba- 
tion of his going for E^giaaJ^ which he very willingly gave ; 
well knowing that he would improve all opportunities, with 
great diligence, for the King his Father's Service : and then 
that Lord Tranfponed hiinfelf into 2m/«w^, his Friends hav- 
ing advifed him to he in thofe parts before they endcavout'd 
to prociire a Pais for hinij which they ealily did, aflboD as 
be came thither j and ib be had liberty to remain at hie own 
^oule in the Country, where he was exceedingly belov'd, 
3t> iw and hated no where. And in this general and Ulimited in- 
Capci »i<'dulgcnce, he took the opportunity to wait upon the King at 
^Him^ Hmb^Xo* Court j and gave him a particular Account of all 
tou (>« .tiMt pafled at Jerfiy, before the Prince's remove from iIkocc, 
tnm]etiy, and of the rcafons which induced thofe of thcCounctl to re- 
main dill there, and of many other particulars, of which bis 
Ma.jcrty had never before been throughly inform 'd, and which 
Pur it out of, any bodies power to do the Chancellor of the 
Eitchcqiicr any ill Offices : And from thence the King writ, 
3W Sti. with his own hand, a very gracious and kind Letter to the 
fhiaj^iiit Chancellor ac Jtrfiy; full ofh ope "that he Oiould conclude 
»^ V" "^'"-'' ^Treaty With the Army and Parliament thai he Ibould 
OitlaSf ,f" '^'ortly draw him, and fomc other of his Friends, to him. 
"W Excbt- He thanked him "for undertaking the work he was upon ; 
T*'' ** and told him, he Ibould cxpeft fpcedily to receive fome 
" concributioa from him cowards it \ and, within a very fhort 
Fune afterwards, he lent to him his own Memorials (or thofe 
.frhjctt by his Command- had been kept, and were pcrufed, 
and correacdbyhimfcif J of all that had pafled frofn the time 
he had left his Majefty at OxfirJ, when he wa);ed upon the 
Prince into the Weft, to the very day that the King left Ox- 
ford zo goto ihe Scots i out of which Memorials, as bath been 
iaid before, the moft important parages in the Years irfif, 
and 164,^, arc faithfully coileaed. To the Lord Oipei, his 
Majdly imparted all his Hopes and all his Fears -, and what 
erea^. Overtures the Scats had again made to him j and " that 
"he did realiy believe that it could not be long before (here 
"would be a War between the two Nations; in which the 
" Seetf promifcd cbemlelves an univerl^I concurrence from all 
*'ihc Presbyterians in E/igimid^ and that, in fuch a conjunAure, 
"he wiHied that his own Party would put themfelves in 
^Armes, wiihouc which he could notexpea great benefit by 
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" the &ccel5 of the other : And therefore defir'd Ofel " to 
"witch fuch a coojundure, and draw his Frieods tt^eiher j 
which he promifcd to do edeAuolly ; and did, very punQu- 
aily, afterwards, to the lofs of his own Life.

knew not which was a probable way to prevent it. The mak-

InhisBedthatNight.Therewcretwoorthree Letters fbiind 
upon hit Table, writ all with hisownhand, one to the Par- 
liameiu, anothertotheGenerali in which be declared **tbe 
**realbnof his remove to be, an apprebenfion that feme de* 
** fperaie Perfbns had a defigo to Auafllnatc him j and tbere- 
*'fore hehad withdrawn himfelf with a purpore ofremainiif 
** concealed, until the Parliament liad agreed upon fiich [^ 
" poGtioDS as Ibould be fit fisr him to cnnfenr to ; arid be 
** would then appear, and willinsly codent xo any thing that 
" Ihould be for (he Peace and Happinelj of the Kingdom. 
TheiEwcre difcovei'dthc treading cfHorfei at aBack door 
cf the Garden into which hli Majeny had a Pafllige out of his 
Chamber ; and l;is mte that way he went, having appcnoted 
hisHorfeto be there ready at an hour, and ^ jibmBtrkkj, 
j^skm^gm, and £^, to wait upon him, the twolaft beli^ 
of hia Bcd-Cbainber. j/^aiwmham alone leem'd to know 
whattheywete to do, the other two having receiv'd only 
Orders to attend. When they were free from the Apprehen- 
fion of the Gtitrds, and the Horfe Quarters, they lode to-

Lichfield f who was not ihciej but inhabited by the old Lady his Mo- 
n Hamp- [her with a (hiall Family, which made the retreat the more 
^"' convenient j there his Majefty alighted, and would fpeak 
with the Lady ; to whom he made no fcruple of Communi- 
cating himfelf, well knowing her to be a Lady of that Ho* 
nour, and Spirit, that Ibe was fuperior toallktnd of tempta- 
tion. There he refrefbed himfelf, and confutced with his 
three Servants, whatbefhould neztdo, fince there was net- 
therShip ready, nor could they prcfume that they could re- 
main \oT% there undifcover'd. l 

In thlsDcb^ tbellleof Ji^ht came tobe mention'd (as 
they fay } by j^btwrmham^ as a place where hii Majefty might ' 
fecurely repoTe himfelf, until he thought fit to inform the Par- 
liament where he was.

The next day they found Colonel Htnwww/; who was 
known to them both, who had Convcrfation with hhn lathe 
Army, when the King was well treated there ( and theit

did not dcfire to ciwrilh any familiarity together. And the 
King, who waa fotisfied tht'- there had been no Trealbnablc 
contrivance (from which his Father hadabfolv'd them ) did 
not think it fit, upon fuch a SubjeA, to make Arid Inquifi- 
tion into Inadverieciciefl, Indifaetions , and PrcTumpcioits , 

. which could not have been punUbed proportionally. 

I T is true ±at they both writ Apologies, or NairukNiB of 

' ftU that had paJSed in that Aflair, which they made not pub- 
lick, but gave in writing to Aich of their Friends ia whole 
opinions they moft defir'd to be abfblv'd, without any Incli- 
nation that one Oiould fee what the other had writ j in which, 
though there were (everal rcfie&ions upon cacJi other, and 
diSerenccs in occurrences of lefs moment, there was nothing 
in cither that feem'd to doubt of the Intwrity c^the other ; 
Dor any clear relation of any probable inducement that pre- 
vailed with the King to undenakc that Journey. I have read 
txKh their Relations , and oonfcrr'd with both of them ar 
laige, to difcover in truth what the modvcs might be which 
led to (o fatal an end j and, if I were obt^«d to deliver my 
■ ■ • • own opinion, I ftiould declare chatncidier of them were, in 

, ^ '.■!*■ anyd^ree, corrupted in their Loyalty or Afedioa to the 

( * King, orfuborn'dto gratify any Perlbns with adiflleiviceto 



their Matter. They wcreboih of them great Opiniaiors, yet 
irrefolute, and eafy co be fluken by any thing they had not 
thought ofbefbre; and exceedingly undervalued each otbeis 



Underftanding } but, as it ufualty falls out in Men <^ that 
kind of Compolidon, and Talent, they were both diTpofed to 
communicate more freely with, and, oonfequently, to be ad- 
viled by new Acquaintance, and Men they had lately begun 
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to know, than old Friends, and fuch whofe judgements they 
couid not but cllcem; whu they had no mind Ihould go 
(bueis with tbero in rhemcriEof any notable Service which 
ihey thought themrelves able to bring lo pafs- Then, in the 
whole managery of the King's bufinefs, nom the [ime that 
they cune into the Army, tbey never converfed with the 
&iDePetibos; but govem'd themfelveaby what tbey recciv'd 
fromdiore whofe cofreTpondcncc they had chofen. jlffiburn- 
btm feem'd wholely to rely upon CrcmweS^ and Iretn • and 
rather upon what they faid to others than to himfelf. For 
befides outward Civilities, which they both ezercifcd cowards 
faim more than toother Men, they l^ldom held private diT- 
CDtirfe with him, perfwading him " that it was better for 
"both their ends, in refped of the jcaloiify the Parliannrni 
**had of them, ihatlhcy Ihould underltand each others mind, 
**astotbeTnm<adioo of any particulars, from third Perfons 
''mutually intrufted between them, than from frequent con- 
** foltatlons tc^ecber ; undS' EJtaard PtrJ, who had Married 
Ir«fffi*s Sitter, but had been himfclf an Officer in the King's 
Army from the beginning of the War, and a Gcmletnan of 
good meaning, though not able to fathom the refeTv'd and 
dark de&gns of his Brother in Law, was trufted to pafs be- 
tween them, with Tome other Ofb<.erEofthc Army, who had. 
nvcn ^iitnkam reafoti to believe that they had honeft 
Purpofes. 

Berkley had not found thatiefped, from Crmmu^znA 
Irtttm, that he expend ; at leaA diicem'd it to be greater 
towat ./(^iimktm, than it was to Him ; which be thought 
evidence enoiwh of a defed sf judgement in them j and there- 
fore had appl/d himfelf ro others , who had not To great 
Name), but greater Intcrefl, as he thought, in the Soldiers. 
His diiefoonfideace was in O' Stohut, who, though a Dr in 
Phy6dt, was Quarter Mafter General of the Army ; and one 
lfkt/i», who was Scout Mailer General of the Army ; both 
of the Council of War, both in good credit with CrBtmutS^ 
and both not^le Faoaticics , and profiled Fnemtet to the 
Stotif and the Presbyterians, and, no doubt, were both per- 
mitted, and intruded toCarefs Sr^^jfai Btrkltj, and, by ad- 
miring hit Wifdom and Condufl,to oblige him to depend on 
Tbcitt ; and diflimuhtion had fo ereat, and fupreme an in- 
fluence on the Hearts and Splrinofalldiorc who weretruft- 
ed, and imj^oy'd by crcnrweS, that no Man was fafe in their 
Conmany, but he who refolv'd before, not to believe one 
word ibey fald. Thefe two Perlbns knew well how to hu- 
mour SiJMs Bertlify who believ'd them the morCj becaufe 
(hey Iccm'd very much to blame Iretm's ftubbomnels towards 
die King, and to few that he often prerail'd upon cmmjeB 
Q % agajoft 
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agawSt his own Indinacioiis ■* The/ mforra'd him of many 
pariicukra which pafied io theCduncil of Ofiicers, and fome- 
timcs of advice from cramweO, chat wa£ dean coocrary to 
what the King recciv'd by ^bhimhMm u his opioioa, and 
which was found afterwards tobetrue f asic may oe the other 
was too ) which exceedingly confirm'd S' Jolm in the good 
opinion he had of his two Friends- They were the firft who 
pofitivdy adverttfed the Kii^ by him, cnat CmmwtB would 
never do him Service j and the firft who feem'd to apprehend 
that the King's PeHbn was in danger, and that there was 
feme fccret deGgn upon his Life. 

I DO not believe tints' Jtix Berklty knew any thirgof 
the King's purpofc in his intended efcape, or whither he rc- 
iblv'dtogo, or, indeed, more of it than that he relblv'd at 
fiich an hour, and In fuch a place, to take Horfe, and was 
himlelf required to attend htm ; nor do I, in truth, think that 
the King himfelf, when he took HorJe, refolv'd whither to 
Ro. Some ihinkhe meant to go into the City i others, that 
Bc intended for J*rfiji ; and that was the ground of the Qoe- 
ftion to M' Ajhhtribamj "where is the Ship? Cerrain it is 
that the King never thought of going to the Ifle of W^bt. I 
am not fure that M' Ajoittrw^m, who had not yet given 
over all hope of the chief Officers of the Army, and bcUev'd 
the alterations, which had l^lien out, proceeded from thebar- 
barity of the Agitators, and the Levelling P^y, had noc the 
IQeof Jf^ir inhis vicwfromihe beginning, tbatk. From dte 
time his Majefly thought Ji ncce£Eiiy to make an cicape bom 
the Army. It had been adiflicult task togo about todiflwade 
the King from anapprehcnlionof his own fafety, when it was 
much more natural to fear an Af&lCnacion , than to appie- 
bend any thit^ that they did afterwards do. M' ,i0iimmm 
had fo great a detcftation c^the Seats, that he ezpe^cd no 
good from their Fraternity, the Presbyterians of the City ; aod 
did really believe that if his MajelJy Ibould put himfelf into 
theli hands, as wasadvifcd by many with apurpofe that he 
fhould )x [here concealed, till fomc favourable amjucdhire 
fhouldoScr it felf (fbrno bodyimagin'd that, upon bis arri- 
val [here, the City would have dnlared for him , and hare 
cQter'd into a Conteft with that Army which had folaiely 
fubduedthcm ) the fecurity of fucbaneicape wasaotto be te- 
lied on, and very earncmy diiTwadcd his Mailer from enter- 
taining the thought of \t; and this opiiuonof his was uni- 
verlally known, and, as hath been fald before, was an ingre- 
dient into the compc^tion of that civility and kindneft the 
Officers of the Army had for him. They d^^ro him, frequent- 
ly lament the Levelling Spirltthat was g«tcn into the Sol- 
diers, which tbeyfoiefaw would in the funite he as inoonve- 

nienr. 
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Aieat, «nd milchievous to themrelra, as it was, for tbe pre- 
ient, dai^croui to tbe Perfon of the King j which they feem'd 
wonderfully to apprehend, and proiefted *' that they knew 
" not how to apply any remedy to it, whilll his Majefty wai 
" in ihe Array ; out that they would quickly correft or fub- 
** due it, if the King were at any diftance from them i and it 
is not impoIGblc, that, in Aich ddcourfes, Ibme body who was 
trufted by them, if not one of themfelves, migbc nention the 
IQeof J#%£f as a good place to retire to, and Colonel Htm~ 
mtm/as a Man of good mtentiossj the tntnuteicMf which dif- 
courfe M' jijbinibdm might keep by him; for the Lord 
L,MMg<Ule's relaiion of flich a Paper, which he himfelf faw, 
and read, cannot be thoaght by me to be a roeer tidion ; to 
which,bel]des that he was a Perlbn of unblemifh'd Honour and 
Veracity, be had not any tetnptatloa i jctMj-/^}lntrmbiimA,ii 
conftamly deny that be ever law any fuch Paper, or had any 
thought of the Ifle of IKght when the King left UMmftm 
Court, and be never ^ve caufe, In the fubfequent AfUcras of 
bis Life, to bare hii FkJelity ft^pe^led. And it is probable, 
chat CrommtBj who many years afterwards committed him to 
cbe Tower, and did bate him, and defired to have taken his 
Life, woald have been glad to have blafted bis Repucatitxi, by 
declaring that he had carried bis Maftcr to tbe lUe oiJi^la, 
without bis privity, upon his own prefgmption; which, now 
well foever intended, mud have been Itx)kcd upon by all Men 
as fuch a tranfccndent Crime, as mud hare deprived him ctf 
all compaflion for the worft chat could befal him. 

The fuddain unexpeded withdrawing of the King, made 
a great imprel^on upon the minds of all Men, every Man lan- 
cying that his Majcfty would do that which he wilhcd he 
would do. The Presbyterians imagined that belay concealed 
in tbe City (which they unreafonably thought he might eafily 
do) and would cxped a proper conjur.dure , upon anew 
rapture between the Parliament, and ibe Army, and the many 
Faftions in the Army, which every day appear 'd, to difcover 
hinaielf. The Cavaliers hoped that he would tranfport himfelf 
into tbe parts beyond tbe Seas, and quietly attend there ihofe 
alterations at home, which might probably in a (hort time in- 
vite his Return. The Army was not without this apprchenlion, 
at imagining it tbe word that could fall out to their purpoles. 

The Parliament, that is, that part of it that was devoted 
to the Army, was raoft frighted wiih the imagination that ^ f^'V'; 
the King was in the City, and would lurk there until fome^/ 
Confpiracy Oiould be ri[K, and all bis Party flioutd be prefentttt ntm rf 
in LmJs* to lecond it ; and therefore they no fooocr heard r^ K^'f 
that he was gone tioia Hanften t'ourt, thin they pafled. an"^*f""Xt 
Ordinance of both' Houles, by which tbey declaiedj **[bat^ ' 
G 3 "it 
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" ic fliould be Confifcation d Eftate, and lofs of Life, to any 
**Manwhoprefumed to harbour and conceal the King's Pcr- 
**fon in his Houfe, wichouc revealing, and making it known 
** to the Parliameat : which, no doubt, would have terrified 
them all in fuch a manner, that it he had been in truth a- 
mongft cbcm, he would quickly have been difcover'd, and 
given up. They caufed fome m the moft notorious Presby- 
terians Houli^ to be fearched, as if they bad been fure be had 
been there y and fcnt PoHs lo all Ports of the Kingdom ** chat 
'^ they might be Oiut, and no PerJbn be fuficr'd o Embark, 
** left the King, indifguife, Traofport himfelf; andaProda- 
mation was miied out, " for the banifliing all PerTont who 
** had ever borne Armes for the King, out of Luubrnj or any 
** place within twenty Miles of it j and all Perfons of that kind, 
who, upon ftriA Icarch, were found, were apprehended, and 
put into feveral Prifom with all the drcumilancet of fererity 
and rigour. But all thcfc doubts were quickly clear'd, artd 
within two days, CrtrimeU inform'd the Houfe of Commonc, 
*• that he had rcceiv'd Letters from Colonel Hsmmmd, trf all 
" the manner of the King's coming to the Ids of ff^tt, and 
"the Company that came with him; that he remain d there 
*' in the Caltle of Cmriiirooi; till the pleafure of the Parlia- 
" ment ftiould be known. He affured tnem, '* that Colonel 
'* HammmJ was fo honeft a Man, and fo mu.h deroied to 
" their Service, that tbey need have no jealoufy that he might 
*'be corrupted by any Body i and all this relation he madewitti 
lb nnufual a gaiay, that all Men concluded that the King wai 
where He wiOied helhould be. 

And now the Parliament maincain'd tn fanhcr Conteftt 
with the Army, but tamely fubmitted to whatfoever they oro- 
poTed ; the Presbytcriaos in both Houfes, and in the City, 
being in a tenible Agony, that fome dole CorrefpondetKCS 
they had held wiiti the King during his ^>odc at Omfttm 
Court, would be difcover'd; and therefore would give no 
farther occafion of jealoufy by any contradidt(»is, leaving it 
to thdr Cle^ to keep the 6rc burning in the hearts of the 
People by tbdr Pulpit- Inflamations ; and they ftoutly diP 
charged their truft. 

B UT CrowatB had more caufe to fear a fire in hit own 
Quarters, and that hchadraifcd a Spirit in Che Army which 
would sot eafily be quiered again The Agitators, who were 
firil fbrm'd by ntm to oppoTe the Parliament, and to reBft the 
deftrudive doom of their disbanding, and likewile to prevent 
any inconvenience, or mifchief, that might rcfult from the 
drowfy, dull Presbyterian humour of Fairfax j who wifbed 
nothing thacO'mnMff did, and yet coatributed to bring it all 
lo pafs : Thcfe Agitators, bad hicherte tianfaibcd faithAilJy 

aU 
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ill the CotHcs he had given tbcm, and ofier'd fudi Ad?ioes 
to the Parlianienc, and infitled upon fuch expofiulationa ukI 
demands, as were oecefliry, whult (here was either any pur- 
po(c to treat with (he King or any rcafon to flatter his Pany. 
But now the Kii^ was gone from the Army, and in (iich t 
place as the Army could have no reccxirfe to him, and that 
the Parliament was become of fo Toft a temper. ±at the Party 
of the Army that was in it, axild make all nccel^ry im- 
pteffioQ upon them, He deGred to retrain [he Agitators from 
that Liberty which ttiey had fo long enjoyed, and to keep 
them within Arider Rulei of Obedience to their Superiors, 
and to faioder their future Meetings, and CoofUltations con- 
cerniog Che fettling the Government of the Kingdom ^ which, 
he thought, ought now to be foicly left to the Parliament ; 
whole Authority, for the prefent, tie thought beft to uphoM, 
and by it toeftablifli all that was to be d<me. But the Agita- 
tors would not be fo difmifa'd from State Afi&lrsj of which 
they had lb picafant a reliflij nor be at -the mercy of the Par- 
liament, which they had fo much provoked j and therefore 
when they were admitted no more to confultations with their 
Officers, they cootinued their meetings without them ; and 
thought there was as great need to reform their Officers, ai . 
any plrtof theChurchorState. They enter'd Into new AOb- 
ciations, and made many PropoGtions to their Offioeri, and to 
the Parliament, to introduce an equality into all Conditions, 
and a parity among all Men ; from whence they had the Ap- 
pellation or l^veSert-^ which appear'd a great Party. They 
did not only meet againft the exprefs Command of their 0£»- 
ten, but drew very conCderable Parties of the Armjr to Reo> ' 
deZTOUs, without the Order or Privity of their Supenon ; and 
there perfwad»J them to enter Into fuch Engagements, aa 
would in a Oiort time have diSblv'd the Government of the 
Army, and abfolVd them from a dependence upon their Ge- 
neral Ofi&:ers. The ruppreOion of thb Licence, put CrtmwtU 
to [he expcnce of all his cunning, dexterity, and courage ; 
fo that after be bad cajoled the Parliament, as if the prefer- 
ration of their Authority had been all he cared for and took 
to heart, and fent fome falfe Brothers to comply in the CouD- 
fets of the ConTpiratorg, by that means having tiotice of their 
Rendezvous, be was unexpefiedly fsund with an ordinary 
Goard at tbofe meetings j and, with a marvellous vivacity^ 
having afked.lbmcQudftionj of thole whom he obferv'd inoix 
a&ivc, and receiving infolent Anfwers, he knocked two or 
three of them in the head with hie own hand, and then charged cromn.:' 
the reft with his Troop j and took fucha number of them asT-^rV" > 
hccboiwht fit; whereof he prefentlycaufcdlbmetobe Hang- ^^'"'''^*'' 
ed, and fenc others to Lndon to a more formal Tiral. By two ;^, ' '' ' 
G4 or 
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or three fuch Encounten, for tbc obftinacy continued hmg, 
he totally fiibducd thtl Spirit in the Army, though it cona- 
nued ana cncreiled very much in the Kingdom j und if ic had 
not been Encountcr'd at that time with that rough and briilc 
temper of Oomwfff, it would prefcntlT hare produced all ima- 
gitnihle coniiifloQ in the Parliament, Army, and Kingdom- 

All oppoficion being thus fupprefled and quieted, and 

CrmnNffiKcdingnoother afnUance tothccarryiitt oabnde- 

figns, than the prefent temper and uidination of die-Pirlia- 

ment, they feni a Meflage to the King, briefly prapoling to 

ntr»lif ^^'^i "that he would (brchwith grant his Royal Afleni to KMr 

•Hw jWi 4" Aoa of Parliament ; which they then lent to him. By one 

u^4{< >• of them, he was to confefa the War to have been rai&d by 

"Z^tji" ^'"^ ^^°^ *^ Parliament; and fo that he wai guilty of aU 

*_^^ Che Blood that had been fpilt:. By another, he wai tocally to 

diflolve the Government of the Church by Bilbops, and to 

grant all the Land* beloogii^ to the Church to hidt uTes at 

Uiey propofed ; leaving the fettling a future Government in 

tbeplacc thereof 10 fanner Time and Counfelt' By atbM,be 

was to grant, and fettle the Militia in the Manner and in the 

Perfons pToiwfed, rcferving not To much power in himleJfai 

any SubjeA waf capable ot. lu ihe laft place, he wu in ef- 

fco, xa Sacri&cc all thofe who had ferv'd, or adher'd to him, 

to the Mercy of the Parliament. 

Thk Petfons who were fenc with thefefbur Billi, had li- 
berty given to cuped the King's Acfwcr only four daya, and 
were then required to return to the Parliament. With ibe 
CommiQioners of Parliament there came likewife the Con- 
miffionert of Scotltmd, who, after the four Bills were delive/d, 
and read to the King, tbe very next day, defircd an Audknce ; 
and> with much formality and confideiKe, deliver'd aDo^- 
ration, and Protcftaiiononchebehalf of the Kingdom of JcK- 
/Mi/againft thole Bills and Propo&iions. Theyfaid, '^tbey 
"werefo prejudicial to Religion, theCrown, andtbeUoica, 
" and loterelt of the Kingdoms, and fo for dificrent from die 
" former proceedings and o^agementi between tbe twoKiog- 
"doms, that they could noj: concur therein ; and therefiire^ 
" in the name of tbe whole Kingdom of SntlMmd, did declare 
TW npB^-" their diQent. The King had recelv'd Advcniiemcnt, ibat 
>*'' ^ aObon as he fliould rcfufc to confent to the Bills, ho fbooM 
•wt '"fri. pr^cntly be made a clofe Prifoner, and all bit Serranti (hould 
ujluim be removed from him j upon which, and becaufe the Com- 
'ft'jt milTioners had no power to treat with him, but were only to 
'^m. receive his pofitive Anfwer, he rebiy'd that his Anfwcr Ebould 
not be known till it was deliver'd to the Parliament ; and 
that, in the mean time , he would endeavour ro make tiii 
Elb^K, before new Orden could be lent from my9M«99«r: lb 

when 
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when the Commiffioiiera came to receive his AnTwcr, be give 
it to them fealcd. The Eail of Dtnhigb, who was the chiefs ^ 
of the Commiffioncrs, and a Ptribn very ungracious to f^^^^^ 
Kiog, told bini, " that ihough they had no Authority to treat attaUf 
**«uhhini} or to doaay thlog but to receive bis Anfver,iiHfl>rMM 
** yet they were not to be looked upon u Common Mefltn-"'tf^i. 
*' gen, and to carry back an Anfwer that they had tiot Teen ; 
Aod, upon the matter, refufed to receive it j and iatd, " diey 
** would return without any, except they might lee wlnt they 
"curicd. 

His Majefly coDcciv'd that their return without his An- 
fwer would be attended with the worll Confcquences ^ and 
therefore he told them, " that he h^d Ibme rcafon for having 
** ofier'd to deliver it to them in that manner ^ but if they 
'* would give him their words, that theCoromunicsihig ic to 
** them ibould be attended with no prnadice to him, he would 
**opeo it, and caufe it to be read, which they readily under* 
took / aj in truth they knew no realbn to furpcA it ) and 
thereupon he open'd it, and gave it one to read, Tlw An- 
fwer was, " that bis Majefiy had always thought it a matter 
" of great difficulty to comply in futh a manner with all cn- 
"ga^ Interefts, that a firm and tailing Peace might enfue ; 
" in which opinion he was now con6rm'd, fincc the Com- 
** miHiODcii for StetUnd do folemnly pnxdt ggaioft the feve- 
*'nl Bills, and PropoGtioiu, which the two Houfes of Par- 
" liameot had prcfeated to faim for hii Allent ; (o that it wa< 
"not pof^ble for him Co give fuch an Anfwer as might be 
'* the foundation of a hopeful Peace. He gave tbcm many un- 
Bnfwerable reafoni, "why he could not pais the four Bills as 
<* ihcy were oBciA to hiin j which did not only devell him 
** of dl Soveraignty, and leave him without any poflGbility of 
"recovering it to him or his Succeflore, but oj^u'd a door 
" for all intolerable oppreflions upon his Subjcds, be granting 
'*fud) an Arbitrary and lllimited Power to the twoHoulcs. 
He told thus, *< that neither the dcfirc of being freed from 
" that tedious and irkfome Condition of Life, which he had 
"foloDg (uScr'd, northee[^tehenfion of any thing that might 
"befai nim, Qidudd ever pi^il with bijn toconient to any 
** one Ad, till the condition} of the whole Peace Ihould be cen- 
"eluded i and theD that he would be ready to give all juft 
"and reubnable fatisfadion, in all panicularij aniTfor the ad- 
*< jufting of all this, he knew no way but a Peifonal Treaty 
" (and uiereforo very eameitlydefired thctwoHoufes tooon- 
*' lent to it) to be cuhcr at LimJm, or any other place they 
" would rather cboole. Allbon as this Anfwer, or to the lame 
cfkitfini read, he deliver'd it to the Commiluoners j who no 
feonerreoeiv'd it Uua tbey kiOed bli band, and deputed for 
mjfmi^. The

ur Him- ouifed all tlie King's Servants, who till ihcn had all Libeity 

mood r*- [Q {^ y j[|, ^Q,^ „ ^ immediately put out (rf the Caftle j and 

jTi^'i (fit fo''hid any of them to repair tiiither any m«e ; and appoinccd 

fnuM a ftroDg Guard to rcftrain any Body from goii% to tne King, 

/» <*M* if they (bauid endeavour it. This exceedingly troubled, aad 

^^ ruiprifed him, being an aUbJute di&ppointmenc of ail cbe hope 

be had left. He told Hgmnumd, "that it was not fuitable tb 

"hifeogagcmenc, andthar it did not become a Man of Ho- 

**iK>ur or HoneAy to treat him fo, who had To freely put 

"himlelfioto his Hands. He asked him, whether the Com- 

** miflioncrB were acquainted with his purpofe to proceed ia 

*' this manner ? To which he Anfwer'd, " that they were not; 

'* but that he had an Order from cbe Parliament to do as be 

" had done ; and that be Taw plainly by his Anfwer to the Vto- 

" pofitions, th^ he afled by other Counlels Chan ftood with 

" the good of the Kinedom. 

This infoleat and imperious proceeding, put the IfUnd 
( which waa generallT inhabited by a People always well af- 
fefled to the Crown ) into a high Mutiny. They faid, " they 
*' would not endure to fee their King fo ufed, and made a 
*' Prifoner. There was at that time there oneCaptain B»fy, 
who was of a good Family in the liland. He had been a 
Captain of one <^ che King's Ships . and was put out of his 
Command when the Fleet Rebctrd againft the King ; and 
then he put himfelf into the King's Army, where he conti- 
nued an Officer of good Account to the end of the War, and 
was in one of the King's Armies General of tbe Ordnance' 
When ihe War was at an end, he rcpair'd into his own Coun- 
try, the lOe of If^bt ; where many of his Family llill lived 
in good Reputation. This Gentleman chanced to be at Nr»'

The attempt was pre- 
ccmmbI. fently difcern'd K> be irrational, and Jmpc^ible ; and by tbe 
great diligence, and aAlvity of the Klng^s Servants, who had 
been put out of the Caftle, the People were quieted, and ill 
Men rcforted to their ownHoufeSi but the poor GentleiniD 
paid dear for hii ill adviled and precipitate Loyalty. For

KiOK, ntd engaging the Kingdom in 2 new War j of which 
tbe Juiy they had brought together, found him guilty i upon 
wtud) their Judge cooaenin'd him, and the Honclt Man wa« 
fonhvith bang'd, drawn, and quaner'd/wicb ail the circum- 
ftanccs of Rubzrity and Oueliy ; which {truck a wonderful 
Tenor into all Men, this being the lirft precedent of dieir 
having brought any Man to a formal Legal Trial by tbe Law 
to depriTe him of his Life, and make him guilty of High 
Trcaloo for adhering to the King j and it made a deeper im- 
preflton upon the beans of all Men, than all the Uruelties 
they bad yet ezerciled by theirCnins of Warj which, though 
(bey took away the Lives of many Innocent Men, left their 
Eftates to their Wives and Children ; but when they faw now, 
that they might be condemn'd of High Trealbn before a 
fwom Judge of the Law forferving tbe King, by which their 
Eflates would be likewile Confilcated , they ■ thought they 
Cbould be nidified if [hey kept their Hearts entire, without 
being invoW'd by their Aftions in a Capital Tranfgreffion. 

Upon the receipt of the King's Aofwer, there appear'd a ab ib 
new Spirit and Temper in tfaeHoufeofCtnimcMisj hitherto, iCi^'i^*-' 
no Man had mention'd the King's Peribn without Duty *™*^*^y i!* t. 
Refpefl, and only Jameoted *'^athe was mifled byeviland™^,;^!^. 
"wicked CouDlelJorsj who being, removed fiom him, heM^crom-' 
** might by the advice of his Parliament sovem well enough, well'' 
But DOW, upon the refufal to pafs thefe Bills, every Man's ^^T"* jj^ 
mouth wasopea'd a^lnft him with the utmoftSawciDefs,and^^' 
Licence ; each Man driving to exceed the other in the impu- ^^ 
dence and bittemefs of his laveAive. CrvnmtU declared, 
" that the King was a Man of great parts, and great under- 
"ftanding (f^ties rfaey bad hitherto eodeavour'd lib have 
htm tbot^t to be without J "but that he wasfo great adif- 
"fembler, and lb fdfe a Man, that he was not to be tnifted. 
And thereupon, repeated many particulars, wbilft be was in 
tbe Anny, that hii Majefty wiui'd that fuch, and fuch ihin^ 
might be done, which being done to gratify him, he was diT- 
pleaJed, and complain'd of it : " That whlllt he profefled with 
"ail folemnity that he refcir'd himfelf wholely.to the Parlia- 
"meot, and depended only upon their WiTdom andCounlel 
*<forthe Settlement and Compofing tbe Diflra&ions of the 
''Kingdom, he bad, at the fame time, fecrct Treaties wich 
*' the Sctt^ Commiffioners, how he might imbroil the Nation 
" io a new War, and deftroy the Parliament. He concluded, 
^cfaat tbey might no fiuiher trouble tbemfelrei with fendii^ 
" MelTages 
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* <* MeffiigA tolicr), or firtber Pro^ckxu, but ibat the^ might 
*'eilter upon rbofe Counlcle which were necc(&ry towards 
"the Settlement of the Kingdom, without hiving farther re- 
"courfe to the King. Thc& of hit Pany icconaed thu ad- 
' vice with new Reptoachca upon the Peribn irf the King, 
charging him with fiich abomin^le A^ons, as had been ne- 
ver heard of, and could be only fuggefied from the malice of 
ibeir own Hearts^ vhilft Men who had any Modefty, and 
abhorr'd that way of proceeding, ftood amaz'd and coimnind- 
edatlhemanncr and prefumption of it, and without Courage 
to give any tx>table oppofitlon to their Rage. So that, after 
fevcral daya fpent in polfionate Debates to this purnofe, they 
^Zu- Voted, "that they would make no more Addreflei to the 
^/«t*nbf"King, but proceed towards fectilog the Govemmenc, and 
i^ac«. ** providing for the Peace of the Kingdom, in fuch maoner as 
*' they (hould judge beft for the benefit and liberty of the Siib- 
" jcd ■: and a C^mittee wa« appointed to prepare aDcda.- 
ration to inform and fatisfy the People of this their Relolti- 
ttonjlind the groundf thereof, and to allure them, " that they 
**bad Lawful Authority to {voceed in this manner. In the 
mean time, the King, who had, from the time ofhu coming 
to the lOe of Jf^tt, enjoy'd the liberty of taking the Air, and 
lefrelhiDg himfelf throughout the Ifland, and was aicraded by 
fuch Servants m he had appointed, or lent for, to come thi> 
ther to him, to the time ihac he had refilled to pafs thofe Bdls, 
from thenceforth was no more fufkr'd to go out of the Caflle 
beyond a little ill Garden that belonged to it. And now, af> 
terthisVoteof'theHoufcof Commoni, that there HiotiJd be 
no more Addrefles made to hlm,ali hii Servants being removed, 
a fow new Men, for the mod part, unknown to his Majefty^ 
were deputed to be about his PerfcMi to perform all thofe CM- 
ficea which ihey believ'd might be rcquifiie. and of whofe Fi- 
delity to themfelves ihcy were as well aHiircd, as that they 
were without any Reverence or A£(^ion to the King. 

I T is very true, that within few days after the King's with- 
drawing from HoKfimt Court, and after it was known that 
-''^'! he was in the Iflc of tfigit, there was a meeting rf the Ge- 
weU rij '^"' Officers of the Army atJWw^, where Owwwrf and 
tiK offittr, Trelm were prefenL to confute what fliould be done with the 
A Wind- King. For, though CrawweS was weary of the Agitators,

IJJ';'™,' ment concurr'd in all he deflr'd, yet his entire confidence was 
lufnain. ■" "^c Offii;ers of the Army ; who were they who fwayed the 
Parliament, and the Army it (elf, to bring what he iotendnl 
to pafg. At this conference, the preliminaries whereof were 
always Faftings and Prayers, made at the very Council by 
CrtmvitB or Iretoa, or fomc other In^rtd FcrfoD, as moft a 

" the 
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the Officers were, It msrelblv'd "tba.t the King flionld be 
*' proJecutcd for his Lifeu aCriminal Pcrfon : of whldt bis 
Majcfty was advertifcd fpeedily by Watfom^ Quarter Maftcr 
General of the Army i who was prefcnc ; and had prciendcd> 
from the firft coming cf the King to the Army, to jhave a 
deGretofervc him, aaddehred to be now thought ro reriio 
It i but the Relblurian wai a great fecret, of which the Par- 
liament had not the leaft intimation, or jealouTy ; but was, as 
it had been, to be cozeDki by degrees to do what they never 
iiuended Nor washif Majenyca&lypcrfwaded to give cre- 
dit (o (be infomiation ; but though he ctpcded, and ihoughc 
itvcry probable, thttthey would Murchcr him, he did not 
believe ihcy would attempt it with that formality, or let the 
Peodc know their Imcntioos. The great approadi they 
made towards it, was, tbcir Declaration " that tbey would 
" make no rocre AddreOes to the King, that by an Inter- 
regnum they might feci the puUe of the People, and difcover 
how thev would fubmit 10 another form <rf Government j 
and yet all Wilts, and Proccfs of Juftlce, and all Commi(fi< 
tnif, fiillifliied in the King's Name without his confent or 
privity \ and little other change or alteration, but that what 
was before done by the King himfelf, and by hii immediate 
Order, was now perfoim'd by the Parliainent ; and, inftead 
of Afis of Parliament , they made Ordinatices of the two 
Hoa&s 10 ferve all their occafions j which found the lame 
Obedience from the Pet^le. 

This Declaration of no mare Addreflcs, contatn'd a charge rw fm 4 
againft the King of whaifbever had been done amifs from*'"^-^- 
the bediming of his Government, or before, not without a^jjli^ 
dire& Infinuat ion, aiif "He had coofpircd with the Diikcj^jj^Ma. 
" of £wifi^;6jM againft the life of his Father \ the prejudice 
" he had brought upon the Proteftant Religion in Forreign 
" parts, by leodioghis Ships to the Kingof Fmcr, who im- 
** ploy'dihiem againft Rtlil: they rencw'd the reinetnbrance, 
and r^noach tn all thofe grievances which had been mco- 
don'd tn their 6xR Remonltrancc of the State of the King- 
dom, and repeated all the calumnies which had been con- 
lain'd in tU their Ekclarations before and after the War ; 
which had been all fofiilly Anfwer'd by his Majefty, that the 
wottd was convinced of their Rebellion aod Treafon : they 
char^ him with being " thecaufe ofail the blood that had 
" bmofpilt, by his havingmadeaWarupon his Parliament 
** and reje^Ung all Ovemiics of Peace wtak^ had been made 
*' to him } and in regard of all thcfe things, they refolv'd to 
"mtkeno rooreAddrefsto him, hot, by their own Autho- 
** rity, to provide for the Feace ind w«l&rc of the King- 
t'daia.

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T H 1 1 Declaration found much oppo6ci(» in the HouTe of 
Commont, in reTped of the particular reproaches they had 
DOW call upon ibc Perfoti of the King, which they had h«re- 
toforc, in their own publilh'd Declarations to the People 
c^ged upon the evil Caunfeltors, and Peribos about him j 
and fomc Perfons had been fcncenced, and caitdcinn'd, for 
thole vay crimes which they now acculed hit Majefiy of- 
But there was much nioic exception to their conduuMi from 
thofe fiptaiCeSy that therefore tbey would addrdk thcmfelTcs 
Mr Utj- no more to him , and jM» Majnard, a Member of the Hou^ 
D)rd'' -A'-aod a Lawyer of great eminence, who had too mudi con> 
'T?'.*" plied and concurred withtheir irregular, and unjuft proceed- 
^*ufu. ^^^ ^^^ ^ ^^ ^^^|j gf^^ vehemence oppc^ed, suid coo- 
tradiAed the mQ& odious Pans of their DedaruioD, cold 
them plainly, " that by this refgtutioo of making no more 
** AddreOes to the King, they did, asiar as in Them lay, 
*'di0olve the Parliament i and that, from the time ofdiac de- 
"termination, he knew not with what fecurity, in point of 
" Law, they could meet together, or any Man joyo with them 
*' in their Counfels : That it was of the Eflence of Parliament, 
" that they (bould upon .all occafioni repair to the King} and 
" that bit Majefty's rcfufal at any time to receive their Fed- 
*' tions, or to admit their Addrdles, had been always held 
"the highefl breach of their Privil^e, becaule it tended to 
*' their diOblucion without diflblvine them j and therefore if 
** they fhould now, on their parts, determine that they would 
"receive no more MeH^ges from him f which wa< likcwife a 
"pan of their Declaration J nor make any more addrels to 
" him, they did, upon the matter, decltre that they were no 
*' longer a Parliament : and then, how could the People look 
*< upon them as fuch ? This ArgumentatiDa being boldly 
prers'd by a Manof chat Learning aad Authority, who bad 
very feldom not been believ'd, made a great impieffioo upon 
all Men who had not proftituted themfclvea to CnmveeB, tnd 
iiii Party. But the other fide meant noc to maintain tbor re- 
folution by difcourfes , well knowing where their ftieogih 
lay j and fo ftill called for the Queftion ; which wa* csuricd 
by a plurality of Voices, as they foielaw it would ivcrf 
many Perfons who abborr'd the determination, noc haviiu 
Courage co provoke the powerful Men by owning theii df 
fentj odier*,latisfyinethemfcIves with the refolatfonco with- 
draw tbemfclves, andto bear no farther part in cbc Coonfels ; 
which Mtjmard himfelf did j and came no more co the Houfc 
in very many Months, uot till there Iccm'd to be fudt an 
alteration in cbe minds of Men, that there would be a re- 
verfal of that mpoftrous daeiminatiop j >uid Boar otben 
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When this Declaration was thus palled the ComnaoDS, 
and by them fcnc to cbe Houfe of Peers for their concunencc, 
the Manneror the Matter wai of that importance as to need 
much Debate ; but, with as iitde formality as was poflfiblt, 
it had the concurrence of that Houfe, and was immediately 
Printed, and publifhed, aixl new Orders fent to the Ifle of 
ff^ht, for the more ftrifl looking to, and guarding the King, 
that he miftht not efcape 

The publiftiiog this Declaration wrought very diSerenc 
e^ds in the minds of the People, from what thev expefitxl 
it would produce ^ and it appear'd to be To publickiy detefted, 
that many who had lerv'd the Parliament in feveral unwar- 
rancdble Imploymentsand Commiffioos, (romthe beginning 
of the War, in the City and in the Country, withdrew them- 
fclvcs from the Service of the Parliament; and much in- 
veigh'd againftir, for declining all the Principles upon which 
they had engaged them. Many private Pe^nt took upon 
ifacm to publimAnfwerstothat Declarationpt hat, f the King 
himfelf being under To Arid a reftraint that he could make 
DO Aiifwcr,^ the People might not be poyfon'd with the be- 
lief of it. And the fcyeraT Anfwers of this kind wrought 
very mach upon the People, whoopen'd their Mouths very 
loud againll the Parliament and the Armyj and the clamour 
was encreafed by the incrcale of Taxes, and Impofitions, 
which were raifed by new Ordinances of Parliamenr upon the 
Kingdorn j and though chey were fo entirely poQefied of the 
wfatMc Kingdom, and the Forces and Garrifixis thereof, that 
they had no Enemy to fear or apprehend, yet they disbanded 
no pate of their Army ; and nocwithllandiiig they raifed in- 
credible Sums of Money, upon the Sale oftbe Church and 
the Crown Lands j for which they found Purchafen enough 
amosgft theirowa Party in the City, Atmy, and Country, 
andupon compoGtionwithDclmquents, and the fale of their 
Lands who refufed, or could not be admitted, to compound 
f which few refufed to do who could be admitted, in regatd 
that their Eftatetwere all under Sequcftrailon, and the Rents 
theretrfpaid to the Parliament, fb that till they compounded 
they tod nothing to fupport themfelves, whereby they were 
driven into extreme wanu and neceflities , and were com- 
pelled to make their CompoGtions, at how unrearonid>le rates 
ibcver, that theymightthereby bccnabledto fell fome part, 
to prtferve the reft, and their Houlcs from being pulled 
down, and tbeir Woods from being wafted or fpoiled J Not- 
withftanding ail thele vaft receipts , which they ever pre- 
tended Ibould eaTe the People of their Burthen , and (boujd 
lufficetD paytheArmy theirexpeiice5atSea,ana Land, their 
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befides all Cuftoms, aod Excife, they Levied a Monthly Con- 
ttlbuEloD oFabove a hundred thoufand pounds by a Land Tax 
throughouc the Kingdom j which was more tatn bad beea 
evci done before, and it being at a time when they had no 
Enemy who contended with them, was an Evidence that it 
would have no end, and that the Army was flill to be kept 
up, to make good the relblution they had talcen, to have oo 
more to do with the King j and that made the refolution ge- 
Derally the more odious- All this grew the more infuMKirt- 
able, by reafon that upon the publilhing this laft momtroui 
Dedaration, moft ofthorePerfomofcundi[ion, who, aahath 
been did before, bad beeafeduced to do them Service through- 
out the Kingdom, declined to appear longer in To detcftable 
an imployment ; and now a more inferior fort of the com- 
mon People fucceeded in thofe imploymcnta, who thereby 
exerciled fo great infolence over thofe who were in Quality 
above them, and who always had a power over them, that ic 
was very grievous j and for this , let the circumttanccs be 
what ttey would, no redrcfs could be ever obiain'd, all di- 
ftimfiion of Quality being renounced. They who were not 
above the condition of ordinary inferior Conftables,fix or icren 
year* before, were now the Juuiccj of Peace, and Seqtieftraton, 
andCommiOioncra i who eiecuccd the Conimands of the Par- 
liament, in all the Counties of ^e Kingdom, with fudb rigour 
and Tyranny, as was natural for fudi Perfona to uTc over and 
towards thofe upon whom they had formerly looked at flich a 
diftance. But let their fu^rings be never To great, and the 
murmur and difcontent never To general, there was no (hadow 
of hope by which they might difcemany poflible relief: fo 
that Ijhey who had ftruffilM as long at uey were able, fub~ 
mitted patently to the Yoke, with the more fatisbdioo, in 
that they law many of thofe who had been chcprincipal Con- 
trivers ofall the mifchiefs to faiisfy their own AnAition, and 
that they might govern tirhers, reduced to almollas ill a con- 
dition as themfelves, at lealt to at little Power, and Autho- 
rity, and Security ; whilft the whole Government of the Na- 
tion remain'd, upon the matter, wbolely la Their hands who 
in the beginning of the Parliament were fcarce ever beard 
of, or their names known but in the places where they inha- 
bited. 

The King beinz in this melancholick n^Ic^dCondi- 
tioo, and the Kingdom pofleETed by the new Rulen, wltboui 
controul, in the new method of Government , where every 
thing was done, and fubmltted to, which they propoanded^ 
they yet found that there was do foundation lud for tbeir 
Peace, aod future Security ; that bcfidethc general difcooteot 
oftbeNation^whichfor theprefeat they did not fear, tixy

W; which would, intbePiogiels, luvcftO influ«ice opon

In InttaJ f whidi cbcy bad totally negle^d from ^e^'-^JP^* 
timeofthc difictences uid coniefis becweeo tbe Parliament*'''"'*''^- 
and tbe Aimy, and horn the King's being in the Annj ) 
tboo^dxy were poQcfled of Dmih'm, aad upon cbe matter, 
ofthe vhole Province of JMh/^m-, byibeadivicyof tbeLord 
hchifmy and the Lord BregMi yec (he Irj/b Rcbdi had 
vttyeieii Forcn, which cover d all the other pans of the 
Kui^aoai. But they had no kind of fears of the Iri/bj whom 
ibey vioquifiied aa often as [hey law, and never declined 
Fi^tiittupon any Inequality of Numbers : they bad aa a|v 
prdKn£)n of aooiher Enemy. The Marquis of Ormumd had 
ofiea aticoded the King at Hdomptom Court, and had great re- 
fon[ohim, wfailil he fuy'd in Lndow, bv all tbofe who ImJ 
la?'d the King, aad not lels bytbofe who were known to 
be imfiusfy'd with the proceedings both of the ParliameK 
uxltbe Army ; and by the St^^ Commi^ners, who had 
frequently private Meeting! with him j infomuch as tbeOf- 
ficeii of the Army, who gave the firfl motion to all eitrava- 
pai Ads of power, haaiefolv'd to have apprehended vid 
imprifim'd him, as a Mao worthy of Uieir feu-, though xbief 
bid Qoching to charge him with ; and bv his Articles, be had 
libmy to my fix Months where he would in £igiCCT^ ( wbicb 
time was litck more than haif ezpiral ] and then he might 
Tranfpoixhimlelf into what panne defired beyond the Swi. 
TItc Marqiiif had ootioe of this their purpofc ; and having 
confert'd with his A^jefiy as mudi as was oeceuarya upon a 
rcaJboaUe forefighc of what was like to fall out, (facnrtly after, 
0( about the time that the King left HamftM Court, he in 
di%uile, a»d without being actcvded by moie thanone S/n-iuUm^ 
Tint, rjd into Sb^ ; and in an obfcure and noguarded PoR<j^otwm4 
or Harbour, put himfelf on board a ShaUop . which 'ifcly^^^fe^ 
TnnfponedbimtDtoMbrmni^; from whence ne waited u{>-^sulind 
oDtbcQiieen, and the Prince of N^&f, at P«nf ; to whtun nnrruc*^ 
be could not but be Terr welcome. 

At the fittnetime,tberewcreC(»nmi{Bonen arriv'd from 
Jrf/niiromtheCoinederate Roman CaihoUcks ; who,af:er 
tbey had driven the King's Authority from tbcm, qaickty 
A>uadtbeyneededitfor tbcirown prefervation. The FaOt- 
om grew to great araoogft the Irr^themlelves, and the Pope's 
Nuntio ezcrcifed his ^thority with io great Tyranny and 
Inlblence, thac all were weary of him ; and found that the 
Parliament, afibon as they mould fend more Forces over, 
would eafily, by teafon of their divifions, reduce them into 
treat fireiuua, and neccQUici. They therefore lentCommif-

That Lord wai wetiy of his Matters, and did not think tiie 
, Serricc he bad doneihe Parliament (which indeed had been 
very great, and without whidi it is very probable chat whole 
Kingdom bad been united to bis Majefty's Service } well re- 
quited i and did reallf and heartily aUior the Proceedings of 
the Parliament, and AnDy.towards the King] and did there- 
fore refolve to redeem what he had formerly done amifs, with 
eipo&og aJI he bad for bis Majefty's Relloration ; and bad 
frankly promifed the Marquis to receive him into MmJhf^2A the 
King's Lieutenant of that Kingdom ; and that That whole fto- 
vince, and Army, (hould pay him all Obedience ^ and that 
agaioft the time he (bouJd be fure of his prefcnce, he would 
makeaCeffirion with the Ir^ In Ordertoafirm conjunAion 
of chat whole Kingdom for the King. After the Marquis came 
into Vttmttj he rcceiv'd ftUl Letters from that Lord to haften 
fail journey thither. 

These were the Motives wbtd) difpofed the Marquis to 
comply with the Qiicen's, and the Prliux's Command to pre- 
pare faimfelf for that Ei^wdltion; and fo he concerted all 
tfaings with the Iv^ C<Hnn)illioaerB ; who retum'd into their 
Country^ with promiles to difpofe their General ASembly to 
amfent to thofe Conditions as might not bring a greater pre- 
judice to the King, than any conjundion with them could be 
of advantage.

Am 
ailboD as the King appear'd with fontefltew of Libmy, and 
bis own Servania had leave to attend binif no Men aroear'd 
with more confidence than the &«f^Commi(Ii(Miers jtbeEari 
of laaiiu, die Earl of XjaabmlMkf and the reft ; as tf diey 
had been the Men who had contriv'd his Reftoration; No 
Men in lb frequent Whilben with the King j and they (bund 
Ibmcway to get thcmfelvet To much believ'd by the Queen, 
witib whom they held a diligent Correfpoodeoce , tbat ber 
Majeftf very eaineftly perfwaded the King *' totruft dwin,

But, aflbon u be was 
at the Ifle of ff^ibtf the SMfj/S Conmiffioners repaired to 
him, at the fame time with tbofe who were feot to aim froin 
the Parliament for his Royal Aflent to thofe four Bills ^keo 
ofbeforej then, inthacfealbn of delpair, tliey prevailed wtdl 
,rUcirf«4-htmto SigDthe Propofilions he had formerly refuTed j and, 
tf WM n- hariog great appiehcnlian from the Jealoufies they knew the 
mTc?' -r^ Army had of tnem^that they (bould be fcifed upon, and fcareb- 
*,^J?",ed in their return to JLenJom, they made up their predous 
.wight, Cootrad in Lead ; and buried it in a Garden in the IHe of 
Jl^ht i from whence they eafily found means afterwards to re- 
ceive it. So conftant were thcac Men to their Principles, and 
Jo wary to t>e fuFC to be no lolers by returning to th«ir Alle- 
giance i to which neither ConTciencc nor Hcutour did inTite 
or difpofe [hem. So after a (lay of fomc Months at tamJt» 
to adjuft all Accounts, and receive the remainder of riv^ 
Monies they had fo dearly Earn'd, or fo much of it as tfaey 
had hope would be paid, they rcturn'd to Scotland, with the 
haired and contempt of tb« Army, and the Parlismou, that 
was then govern'd by it ; but with the veueralion of the Pref- 
byterian ^ny, which flilt had f^ith in them, and exceedingly 
depended upon their fiiturc Negotiation j which was now in- 
cumbent upoa them : and in order [hereunto^ a Ivtfi inceioourfe 
and correlpondcnce was fettled, as well by conHant Letteis, 
as by frequent Emiflkries of their Clergy, or other Pcrlbns, 
whcue devotion to their Combination was unqueflionablc. 

I T can never be eoongh wonder'd at that the Sitt^ Pref- 
byterians, being a watcl^l and aalty People, the principal 
of whom were as unreitrain'd by Conlciencc as any of cheOf- 
ficersof the Army were, and only intended their pirticular 
advantage and ambition, Ihould yet hope to carry on their In- 
tereft by fuch conditions, and limitations, as ail wife Men law 
muli abfolutdv ruin and deftroy it. They knew well enough 
the Spirit of tncir gwn People, and that though it would be 
no hard matter to draw a numerous Army enough togctJicr, 
yet that being together it would be able to do very linle to- 
wards any vigorous attempt^ and therefore their chief depoK 
dcnce was upon the Afllltance they fhouid find ready to Joyn 
with them in Exgland. It is true, they did believe the Body 
of the Presbyterians in Exglami to be much mc»e confidcrable 
than in truth it was ; yet they did, or might have known, 
that the moft confiderabic Perftins who in the oontdi with the 
other Fadtion were content to be thought Piesbyterians, were 
fo otJy as they thought it might reftore the King i which ihey 
more impatiently defired, than any alteration in the Govein- 
inent rf theChurch; and that they did heartily intend a con- 
junO^ with all the Royal Party, upon wbofe loteieft, 
Condud^, 
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Coiidii&, and Courage, tbey did more rely thta apoo the: 
power of the St*ti ; who aid pablickly profefa tlui all the 
king'i Friends flumld be moft welcome , and leoeiv^d by 
them; oor did they tnift any one Preibyterian in S«(X<W 
with ibe knowledge of the Particalars comalil'd in Jw Agice- 
mem wkh the King ; buc concealed it between the t^ee Per- 
foiu who tranfadcd it; and if it had been koawn, CMtmtB 
might ai eafily have overrun the Country before tbeir Army 
invaded &glswdj as be did aitcrwardi j nor would one Eag^ 
Man have joyn'd with them. Befido the infunous Circum* 
fiances by which they eztwted ConoelSons from the King, 
which would have render'd anv Contraft odious ( it beiM 
made io thorc four days, whicn were all that were al&n'd 
bo[h to the EMgi^ and &9tf/b Coramiffioners, lb that his Mx- 
jcliy had not only no ume to advilc with others, butcoddiiot 
advile with Himfelf upoo &> many monftrooa Panicnlan m 
were demanded of him by bothKiagdomB; which if be could 
have done, he would no more then luve Submitted to them> 
than be did afterwards upon long deliberation, and when his 
Life appear'd to be in mere manifeft danger by his refiilal ) the 
Particulars thciurclves were the moft fcandalODS, and deroga- 
tory to the I^onouT and Intcrellof the £a;s^ ^^^m ; and 
would have been abominated, if known and underftood, by 
all Men, wi[h all poffible indignation. 

A FT E II tfacy had made his Majefty give a good Teftimony tw/u/mm

It is true, 
they admitted a Frovifb, " that none who was unwiHing,

^ clement of a Peace, there Ihould be an Ad of Oblivion to 
** be agreed on by his Majcfty^ and both his Pariiamects of 
"both Kingdoms: That his Majefty, the Prince, or both, 
"Oiould cotneinto AK^WW upon the iavitaiioaof tbatKing- 
"dom. and their Declaration, that they fhould be in honour, 
"freeaon, and fafety, when poOibiy they could come with 
" &fety, and coaveoieDce ; and that the King fbould conrribute 
" bis utnraft endeavour, both at home and abroad, for alSHing 
*' the KingdoiD oSSettltmd for carrying on this War by Scaand 
"Land, and for their Supplies by Monies, Armes, Ammuni- 
" lion, and all other things requifite, as a)fb for iniaiding the 
" Coaft* of SettLmd with Ships, and proteftfng aft their Mer- 
"chants in the free cxerdfc of their Trade and Coonnerce 
" with other Natkxis ; and likewile that hii Majefty was will- 
" ing, and did Authorize the Se0^ Army to poBefs ihemfelves 
"of Btrwkt, O^Ujltj New-C»pii upon Tpu, with the Caft.'e 
"cfTimmMttb, and the Town of H^rtUftoi: thole places ro 
"be for Rfitreat, and Magazines; and that, when the Peace 
" of the Kingdom fliould be fettled, the Kingdom of Scat- 
" Idmd fhould remove their Fortes, and deliver back again 
" thofe Towns and Caftles. 

And as if all this had not been recompcnce enough For 
the wondeifal Service they were like to perfonn,they obliged 
the King to eromire and undertake to pay, the remaiiKter of 
that Brotherly Aflifl^ce which was yet unpaid upon the 
large Treaty after their 6rft Inrafion of BuiUHd, and Itkewife

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two hundred tboofimd pounds, whidt Kmain'd (Mil due upon 
die laft Treaty made with the Hou(es of ParliamcDt for re- 
tarn (rf the Si^ifi> Army, when they tad deliver'd up the 
King i and aUb, ** that tMyroeat Ihould be made to the Ktt^- 
"wmolScMiM, for the charge, and eipenoe of their Ar- 
" id; io diia faaut War, with due recotnpetice for the krfles 
" which they (hould fuftaiD therein ; and that due &tisfiiAion, 
"aoxnling to the Treaty on that behalf bctwltt the two 
" Kingdoinfl, Ibould be made to the &^^ AnnT in IrtUm/, 
"mtof tbe Land* of tbcKiogdoro, or oiberwife: And that 
"ilieKJag, according to the intentions of bis Father, (hould 
"eodearour a. oompkat Union of Hie two Khisdonia, fo a< 
"they may be one under hit Majefty, and his PoUerity ; or 
"if that canBot fpecdily be cAAed, that all Lihenles ifld- 
''Prifilegei, coocemiDg ConuneicB, Trafficlr. Manu&Aures, 
"pecoiiar to tbe Sttbjeaa ci either Nation, (hall be oommon 
" to tbe Subjeds of both Kingdumi without diflinAion ; and 
"chat there be a Conununltration, and mutual capacity, of 
"all otber Liberties of the SubjeAs in the two Kingdoms : 
"That a compRcnt number of Ships Ibould be yearly aT- 
"Ggn'd, and appoiated out of his Majcfty's Navy, which 
" Ibould attend IM Coails of Seatltmil^ for a Ouard, and frec- 
"dom of Trade of that Nation ; and that his Majefty (Iiould 
" declare that his Succeflbrs, as weli as Himrdt; are obliged 
" n) the pcrfbtmance of the Articles^ and CondltioiM of this 
" Afreeneot j but rtiat his Majefly ^11 not be obliged to the 
"pafomanocoftlieafbtefiiM Arttdcf, until the Kingdom of 
"Smlimd AmII dedare for him fri purfuance of thii A(;m- 
"mcnt; and that tbe whole Artictcs, and Conditions afore- 
"(di, OmII be finffbed, pet«:?<aed, and petform'd, before tbe 
" return of tbe Sc»tifi> Army ; and that whe« they return into 
" StttUmdj ac die Quae time, fimal & fiinfi, all Armies Ihould 
"be diriwided in EKg/trnJ. And for a compHmcnt, and to 
EiR a rel& to all tbe reft, the ICIt^ engaged hanlelf " to 
"imploy thole Of tbe Avfau Nation e(]ually with the EitgiSfi 
"baUFoneignlinidoymnits, md Nuotiaiions ; and tt»t« 
"third piR of all tbe Offices and P^i about the King, 
"Queo. and Prince, ibonld be conlerr'd upon fome Per- 
" Ml or that Nation ; and that tbe King and Prince, or one 
" of tfaenL wiB frequently refide ra SeotloKd, that the Suhjeds 
"oftiatSh^domniay be known to them. This Treaty and 
Agreement being thus prelented ro the King by th^ Scatifl} 
CoQ»idffioncr« in tbe Caftle of Cm-ith-Mk, his Majefty was 
P'CTded wkb to 6gn the feme the ■v6<^ day of Dttemitr 
1^7- ud to oblige himfclf. "in the word of 2 King, to 
' perfann His part of the faia Anides ; and the Earl of Lbv>- 
«»} QuKeOorof Sctt/sfid, and the Earl of LMtHerJ^ife, aod 

the 
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the Earl of Ltmrki, being iDcniOed ai CoutmUfiEnen from 
that Kingdoin, fign'd ic likewife tt tbe fame dme; and en- 
gaged thMofelves " upoB their Hoooor^Fudi, and Confcienoe, 
"and all that is dear co Honeft Men, to endeavour to the tu- 
**moftof tbeirpower^ that the Kingdom of ScatlMmd OxxHd 
''enpge to peironn what w^ oB Iti pan to be perfonn'd ; 
*<wUcb they vere ouifident the Kingdom of Sutlami would 
<*do, iod they tbemfelve* would hazard their Lirei and For- 
** tunes in purluance dieteof. 

N o Mao, who reads this Treaty ( which very few Men 
have ever done) can wonder that Juch an Engagemem met 
with thefate that attended it; which contain'd to many mon- 
ftrouaCooc ei Eo n i, that, cxoepc the whole Kiogdom of SiKg- 
tsmi bad been likewile impdron'd io cmiiivti CafUe whh 
the King, it could not be Imagined that it was poffible to be 
performed ; and ibt three Perfont who were Parties to 1^ 
were too wi(c to believe that ic could be puofinallyobfeiT'di 
which they abd asthe heft Argumenr, and which only pie- 
vailed with the King, *<cfaac the Treaty waa only mlide to 
''enable tbem to engage the Kingdom o^ Satltmt to raUe as 
''Anny, and to unite it in Us Majefty*! Service ; v^idtleb 
**cban thofe Cenooffioos would never induce them to do; 
**buc when that Army flnuld be enter'd into £isgitcn^ and 
*'ib many other Armies Ihoaldbe on foot of hit £iis4& Sob- 
" ieAa for the vindication of hia Iruereft, there wooM be no 
" body to cxad aU thole puticulars : but every Body waM 
''fubmlt to what hia Majefty Oiould thbik fit Co be dooe; 
which though it had been urged more than onoe before to 
induce tbe Rii^ to confent to other inconvenlendef, whicfa 
they would never after releafe to htm, did nevail with hin 
at tbia time- And, to oonGrm him in tbe belief of i^ tixf 
were contented that it (hould be Inlerted under tbe &me 
Treaty, as it was, '*that his Majefty did declare, that by 
"the Claule of ooDfirming Presbyterian Government by Aa 
**of Parliament, he is neither obUged to deGre tJie fettling

**«£:&; and that he likewife underftands mat oo Perfcn 
**whatfoever (hallfiifii^ in his EftaM,~oor oncteigo any Cor> 
**poral puniihment, for not fubmittin^ to PreAyterian Go- 
"veramentj his Majefly underftandmg that thii indemiun 
**(bould not extend to thofa who are mcsitioo'd in tbe Artide 
** i^ainft Toleration : and to this the three Earls likewife fub- 
faibed their hands, <* a« WitoeOes only, as they faid, time hit 
** Majefty had made that Declaration in their psefinoe, not 
**as Afienters; lb wary they were of admioiftrrng jeaioufy m 
their Mafiers, or of being thought to be left rigid in lb Fun- 
dvneatal a Feint, ;u they knew that would be Uwaght to be. 
TTuciti 
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Tbebe wu b wonderful difierence, thrtxighout tli^riiw.«ri>^' 
whole proceedings, bcrween the he^« of thofe who werej"(i«^«MlC 
tbcughi: to Iway the Prabytcrian Counfeli, and thofe who [. 'I'jffi y 
ggvero'd the Independeois, thouah they were equally Mafter>J-^||^P*, 
ofdiflunuktion, and had ecmally malice and wickednefs inii>.,ibti>- 
tbcir lotentioits, though not ofthc Tanie kind, and were equally Af»itw 
tmreftrain'd bv any Icruplesor motions of Confctcncej the In- ^"I'jV^ 
depeodentt aiwayi doing that, which how ill and ODJuftifi-'^'^"" 
able foercr, contributed ftill to the end they timed at, and ^^ 
to dK cotulufion they meant to bring to pab; whereas the 
nesb^tcrians, Tor the noft part, did (uDcwhac diac realbn- 
tb\j maft deftroy their own end, and croli thaf which they 
firft and principally defign'di and there were two Reafont 
llutiDight tuturally produce thisiUSucceft to the Latter, ac 
Icaft hinder'd the even progrefs and current which l^vour'd 
tbe other. Firft , their CoundU were tnoft diftrafied and 
di?ided, being made up of many Men, whofe humoun foui 
Mtutes muft be obletT*d, and complied with, and wbofe cod- 
oirrcDCe wu neceitiry totbecarryii^on the fame de^^ 
though their Incliiutions did not concur in them ; whereas 
the other Party was entirely led and gorem'd by two or three,

I N the fisond plaoe, tbe Preibyteriam, by whom I mean 
the Snti, fbrm'd all their Counlels by the Indinationi, and 
Afiediontof the Peofde j and Grft conuder'd how they might 
cornipl, and feduce, and difpoTe ihem to lecond their pur- 
port: and howf^theymight depend upon their concurrenoe 
lodamftaoce, before they relbird to nuke any attempt ; and 
dib made them In fuch a d^ree fubmk to their fenfele^ and 
wrettjted Clergy ; whole InteAioui breath oomipted, and go« 
vera'd tbe People, and whole Authortn waa prevalent upon 
thetr own Wives, and in their Domeftick Ai&lra; and yet 
tfae^ never cotnmanicated to them moie than the out6de of 
their de^na : Wberea>,on the other fide, Ovmwtff, and the 

few others with whcMn be 0»>fultcd, lirft conlider'd what wu 

■bicdately aeceQiry to their main and determin'd end ; and 



upon Motives how forreign foeverj and when they woula 
keep company with them no longer, or fiuther Jove their 
purpofn, to compel them bv force to lubmit to what they 
{bouldoot be able to oppt^} aad&Uiecae itfirir't^ oav 
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to do what tbej believ'd the People wouldlikefliid xpprore; 
»nd tbe other, that tbe People (bould like and approve wtttt 
tbev hid lefolv'd. And this didercnce ia tbe meafufcs tiiey 
tocMC, wastbetrue caufe of fo difiereot Succefa laalltbeyuD- 
derrook. Mtci>iavti,ia this, wot in the right, though kegot 
an ill came by it widi ttiofe who take what he fayi from the 
lepott of abcT Men, or do not enough coniider themlelve* 
what be fays, and hie mechod io fpeaking : ( tie wai aa great 
an Enemy to Tyranny and Injullicc ia anyGovemaient, ai 
any Man then was, or now is ; and fays ) " that a Mao were 
"boterbc a E>og thanbefubie&cothorePaffiansMMl Appe- 
"tites, which poSelsall Unjuft, aiul Ambitious, aod Xyrao- 
^ nicaf Peribns j hue hecoofenes, "that they whoarefoirinP 
''ported, and have cnterrain'd fuch wicked defi^ a« »e Toid 
" of all Conlcience, muftnocthink to proleaitedKm by the 
"rules of Confcieoce, whkhwa^ laid alide, or fubdued, be- 
''^rethey eotcr'dupon tliem j they muft make no Ccn^kot 
" doing ail thole impious things which are nccelEry to com- 
"pafiand fuf^xxt the Impiciy to which they have de?oced 
*' themielves j and therefore tie commeads Oijir Bvgi* Sot 
" not being liaftlcd with breach of Faith, Perjurie*, and Mur- 
*' thers, for the removal of tbofe Men who be wa< fure would 
"crols, and eoervate the whole Entcrprifebehad refiriv'd, 
" and addidcd himfelfto j aod btamcs chofe XJ&ap^t, ^Aia 
*' badimde theinfelves Tyrants, for hoping rofuppoflt aGo- 
''venunent by Juftice, which they had afliimed unjufUy^ and 
** which haWog wickedly attempted, they manif ftly loft by 
"not being wtckedeoough. The cooinsoD old Adage, "that 
** he who bath drawn his Sword agaioft his Prince, ought to 
"throw away tbe Scabbard, never ipihink of (beaching it a- 
"gain, will Hill bold good ^ and they who rater upon aQ> 
warraocable Eoterprifes, mull purfue many unwarrantaUe way) 
to^eferve cbemfelves from the penalty of the firll: piUt. 

Chomwkll, though the greateft OiOembler living, al- 
vavimade his Hyppcrtfy ofli[^Iaru& and benefit to Iuibj 
and never did anyi;hiag, bow ui^racious or imprudent foerer 
it feem'd to be, but what was neoe^ary to the defigo ; erco 
bisroiuhoera and uopoliQiedneri, whidi, in the beginaiiig of 
tbe Parliament, he afreded cootrary to the fmooihnds , utd 
complacency, which bis Coufin, and bofbm Friead, Mr ffaM^ 
Jt» pfaAifxd towards all Men, was neceflary j and tdi fiift 
pubuck DecUrvioD) ■■< the beginning of tbe War , to hit 
Troopwbenitwa^fiiltMuller'd, *' that he would not deccife 
« 01 couT^D them by the perplexed and involv'd expreffinai 
"in hiaComoiiOion, toFightforKing aod ParliameoC ; and 
therefore told them, "thattf the King chanced to be in tic 
^ Body of tbe Enemy that he waa to Charge, fae woold O- 

"fooe 
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"(ooa difcbaree his Vittai upon faiiD, a> any other primt* 
" Pcrfon J and if iheir ConJciefice would not permit tbcoi to 
*'<!otiic like, he advifed them not ro lift thcmrclvci in hi> 
" Troop, or tiiidcf bisCoanuad; which wbb generally locA:- 
cd upon ai impnident, and aialiciouf, and mi^t, by the pro* 
feflioDs the Pmiament then made, have prov'd dangerous to 
him ; yet fcrv'd hit turn, and fevcr'd from others, and united 
amoif thcmlelves, iH the furious, and inceofed Men agahift 
tbe Garcmnicot, whether Eoclehaftical or Civil, to look up- 
onhim is a Man 6ar their turn, upon whom they might de- 
p»d, as one who would go through hit worfe that he undcr- 
todc. And his ftrid and uidbciabic Hamour in not keeping 
coomany with the other Offiscrs of the Army in their Jollttiet, 
aadExcc0es, to whichcnoftof thelupertor 06ker5undertbe 
Earl of eMx were inclined , and by which be often made 
Mmfelf licuculous or contemptible, drew all thofe of the like 
(bur or Tcfeiv'd Natures, to hi£ Society andConverfatkm, and 
gave turn-opportunity to tbmi their Underftaodings, lacllna- 
Dons, and RcfiiluiioDg, tohisownModel. By this be grew 
to have a wonderful Intcjcftin the Common Soldiers, out of 
which, as bis Authority incrcaled, he made all hit Officers, 
wdl ioflruficd bow to live io the fame manner wMi their 
Soldierta that they might be ^le to apply them to their own 
pwpofet ; whilft he looked upon the Presbyterian Humour 
as (ne bcft incentive to Rebenioa, no Man more a Prciby- 
ttfian ; he fung all Pfalms with them to their Tunei, and 
lo/d die ioogeft Semx>ns as tntch as they j but when he dit 
covcr'd that diey would prefcriberomc limits and bounds to 
their Rebellion, that it Was not welt breathed, and would ez- 
nre aflbon at fiune few {nniculars w«c granted to them in 
Rd^on , which he cared not for ; and then thu tbe Go- 
vernment mull ran ftill )n the Jame Chanel; it eoncem'd 
him to Qttke it believ'd " that tite State had been more E)e- 
" linqnem than tbe Church, and that the People fuficr'd more 
"by the Chil than tnr die EcdeGinical Power; and therefore 
" that the Qiangc ofone, would give them little eafc, if there 
''woie not as greet an alteration in the ortier, and if cfie 
^'wht^ Govemment in both were not refbrm'd,andal[er'di 
which thoogh it made him generally odious at fitft, andir- 
rccondled ntany of hitold Fnsnds to him ; yet It made tht^ 
whoTcmain'd, nnre cordial and firm ; heconld better com- 
wtebis own ftKOgth, and upon whom he ntKht depend. 
Thte dilcovery Dude hits cantrive the new N^del of tbe 
Army; vbidivastbemoftQnpMnlar A£t, and difbbliged all 
tfaDfewfaofirft contrived the RebeUi(Hi, and who were the 
very SobI of ic j and yet, if he-bad not brought that co pa& 

and 
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•nd cbftnged k General, who, tbough not Tcry thsup-fijlued. 
would DovcT be goveni'd> nor u^ied to aoy thiog he did 
not like, foraaotbn who had no Eyes, and lb would be wil- 
ling to be led, all bis defipu niial have cotne to nothing, 
and He remain'd a private Colonel of Horfe, not confidci- 
ablc enough to be in any figure upon gn advaotigeoua Com- 
po&uon. 

Aftea allibe Succeflcs of hii new ModeL helkw hu 
Army was baltancxd by that oStheSerti. who took themlclTes 
totuvecqualmerit with the other, ana was thoughtto have 
contributcdoolers towards the fuppirilton of the Kin^, than 
thai under Fahfax had done j and after all the Vidones, and 
ReduflioQoftheKiogtothaclownefi, defiredftill a coni[»&- 
tioD, and to fubmit: again lo the SubjeAion of the Kin^ ; ooi 
was it yet time for hitn to own orcocDmunicate his icfouniai 
to the contraiy, left even many oTthofe who wiflied tbe ei- 
tirpacioQ of Monarchy, might be ftaftkd at the diflicatty of 
tbe Ennrprile, and with the Power that was like taot^ofe 
them. He wa* thereRNV fiift to iooenie (he People a^aii^ tbe 
St9tfi> Nation, " as being a meroenary aid, eatertau'd at a 
"vaft Charge to the Kingdom, chat was only to be paid their 
" Waget, and to be difmiflcd, without having the ooooor to 
** judge widi them upon what conditions the Kii^ Qmild 
*'Dereceiv'd,BndTcftoredjtiKaccompli(biog whoeof, oucbt 
*' tobe the |Kircicular Glory oftbe Parliament witbout a Ri- 
** val, and that the King might owe the benefit wholely to 
** them. And this was as popular an Argument ai he ooald 
embark himlelf in, the wholeKiogdomio general bariq; u 
that time a great deteftaiion trf the Sw j imdthcy wbomoft 
defiled the King'* Reftoration, wiOi'd that he might have a* 
lltde obUgatkm tothemas wai polEble, and that tbeyo^^ 
have at little credit afterwards with him. With this univer- 
fal Applaufe, he compelled the Scvt^ Army to depan the 
KiogootD, with that drcumftancc as muft ever aiter render 
them odious and infamous. There now fecm'd nochh^ more 
dangerous and deftrudive to the power and Interefl of tbe 
JEagV^Army, in fo general adifcontentthronghoottbeKing- 
dom, than a divifion , and mutiny wtthtn it felf j ihac the 
Common Soldiers fliould ered an Authority diftin^fina their 
0£BccrE, by which they wouldcboofe M govern agaiiA tbeb 
Superior Commanders, at leaft without ihem, SM to hjocf 
that they had an lotereft of thett own ferer'd ftom tbdif, 
for the prefcrvation whereof they weretotruft Booebattbein- 
felvesj which had ^aice ever beeoheard of before In any 
Army, and was looked upon ai a preCige of tbe rate of tbe 
wboK, aodoftbofcwbohadftdbeiediodKini yet^lfbefaad 
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HOC nifed thia feditkNU Spirit in the Anny, he could Dot bvn 
prevented ibc disbanding rome put of it, and fending anotbet 
part of it into IrtlMad, t^ore \iieSt$$j left Ntw C^U ; nor 
luTe been :^le to Iiave taken the King from Ibimiy inco the 
hajodi of the Army, after (he Stttt were gone. And ifter til 
ht£ HypociiTf towards the Kingaixl iiit Party, by which he 
prevented many inconveniencies which might hire bdaJleo 
, becould never have been rid of hin again lb uore-

of any icforr, from whence many milchieft might have pro- 
ceedcd to hive difturbed hie Counlel*. Haw conftuitly be 
purfueddiitmcdiod in his fubfequenc Adioof, will be ob- 
icrv'd in its place- 

Contrary to thia die Presbyterian 4^r procoeded, la 
all tlieir Aftiooa after tbeir firft Invafion in the y^ itffo, and 
always interwove fbme Cooditloaa in their Connfeu and 
Tran&dioot, which did not only prove, but, in the tnftant, 
might have been difccm'd to be, diametrically oppo&e to 
their poblick Imerefl, and to tbc^ jparcicular Dcfigns. It i> 
very true, that their fiiil: lDva&», uvine tbeir brndi of At- 
legiance, mtaht have fome excufe'from their Intereft. Thej 
were a poor People, and though many particular Men of that 
NatkMi had receiv'd great Bounties , and were exoecdlagly 
cnridbed in theONinof£i)^iCrar^by Klng7<«w aodtbepre- 
fent King, yetihofe particular Men whohadheen, utdtben 
woe in die Court, wcie, for the moft part, Perlbna of little 
Intereft in&iV&EW} oorwat that Klngdoai at allenridted by 
the conjnnaion with thiij todthcy thought tfacmfdvei ex- 
posed to fome latcpreflurea, which were new to them, and 
which their Preachentold them "wereagalnft Conlciencc, 
"and an Invafion of their Religion j from iriiich they had 
vtodicatedthefflfeIveslbrudely,and unwarrantably, that they 
might well exped to be called to an account hereafter, if 
ifacNc Fctfons whom they had moft provoked, ret^'d their 
intereft ftill with the King, and in hia CouncUa j from whom 
ihev were promiled to be fecured, and to be well paid for 
thetrpaiu, if they would, by marching iaxaBaglmKi with an 
Army,fhretbelr Friend* their biuntenance to own their owa 
erimnces, and lb xo procure Relief and Security for both 
Kinnioim. In thia Enterprife, the Succeb crovn'd their 
work i they were thought a Wife, and Relblute Nation } and 
After an mdiloody War of above a year, tbey Mtatn'd loeo 
tbeir Cooury Udco with SpoUa and neat Ricba: and wera

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liberally rewarded, as well for going out, as for coming into 
^^ttmJ. But from their return from this Espcditkui, tbeii 
whole true Intereft confifted in, and depended apoB, an eo- 
tiicadhcTingtothcKing^andvindicating his Honour aod In- 
tereft from all AlUulti ; and their being fubam'd aftcrwardf 
( when the King was in a hopeful way to have reduced bit 
Ei^Sih Rebels to cheir Obedience, by iheftrengih and power 
of hit Armes J to make afecond Invalion of the KiiKdom, 
was a weak and childifh Engagement , diredly oppo&te to 
their Intereft, except they had at the fame time a Refolutioo 
tobave changed their own Government, and for cvertobavc 
renounced Subjedion to Monarchy ( which was never in 
tbeir purpofe to do ) or to withdraw it from the prdcnc King. 
Again, when bis Majefly had trufted them fo fu ( whidi 
they had never reafon to expeA) as (o put his Royal Perfon 
into theb hand), and thereby given them an opportunity to 
ledeero themfelvcs In the Eyes of the World, and to undo 
ibmc part of the mifchtef they had doiK, )t was liirely their 
Intcreft to havcjoyn'd cordially with him, and firmly to hava 
united themfclves to hifi Party in vindication of the Law, and 
the GovcmiDcnt eftablilbed ; and if they had noc had tbe Cou- 
rage at that time to have looked the Biigiyb Army in the 
&ce, as apparently they had not, it had been their Iniereft to 
have retired with the King in the Head of their Army into 
SmIsm4\ and, leaving good Garrifons in Ntm-CMflU^ Ber- 
vmk, and CmUJU^ all which were in their pofleffioo, l»bave 
eacpraed a Revolution in£ig£nn/fromihe Divifioos amongft 
Cbemlelvcs, and from fome conjunfiion with a ftrong Body 
of the King's B^l^h Pany, which would quickly have found 
tbemlelves together j but the delivery of the King up, befides 
the infamy of i^ was, In view, deflruulve to all that could be 
thought tbeir Totereft. 

Aftbe alt this, when they found them&Irei cotaen'd 
and decetv'd in all die meafuTcs they had taken, aod laughed 
Bianddelplfedby thofe who had deceiv*!! them, to have a 
new ^ip(utunity to Icrve the Kins, and then to infift upon 
fiich Conditwns as muftmakeit impoffible for them to ferve 
him effiii^ally, was fuch a degree ofweakoefi, and a depcav'd 
underflandiog, that they can nevci: be looked upon as Men 
who knew wnat their Intcreft was, or what was nece&ry to 
advance their own deligns. And yet we (hall be obliged to 
obleive bow incorrigibly they adber'd to this obftinaie aai 
froward Method, In all the Tranfadiotu they aAcrwanlt had 
with the Kmgj all which tuin'd, ai it could not but do, to 
their own Ruin, and the DeftrudUon of that Idol tbey Ador'*^ 
ilp^paU (heir Devotion to. But it ittime to fctutnto ov 
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difcomle , from whence thii tedious digreflioD hath miflcd 
us. 

All defignt and Negotiations, ^road and at home, being '^ ^V' 
inthiiftateand condition, the King remain'd under a ftna,7"/(ir/" 
and dilconfola[e imprifonment, no Manbcing AiSer'd corpeakwiX'ai 
with him, and all di%ence ufedto intercept all Lcttcis which >kH»jM, 
might pau to, or from him j yet he found means fomctiicej, 
by cheadct^ion 2nd fidelity of Tome Inhabitants of the Ifland, 
to icceive important Advenifementj from his Friends; and to 
write to and receive Letters from the Queen ; and fo be in- 
fonn'd her of the Sctti/b TranfaAion, and of all the other 
hopes he had ; and Iccm'd to have fome eafe ; and looked upon 
h as a good Omen, that in that defperatc lownefs of his For-^ 
tune, and notwttbltanding all the care that was taken that 
none fbould be about him but Men of inhuman tempers and 
natures, void of all reverence towaid« God and Man, his 
Majefty's gradous difpoGcion, and generous affitbility ftilt 
wrought upon foroe Soldier , or other Perfon placed abouc 
him, to uisJenake, and perform fome Offices of tnift, in con- 
veying Papers to and from him. So great a force and iufiu- 
eooe cad Natural duty ; or fome dcfpcrace Men had fo much 
craft, and foiecaft, to lay out a little application that mighc 
bting adraniage to them in fuch a cfadnge as thev neither 
looked for, nor de&red- But many who dldundertaxctoper- 
form tho^ Offices, did not make gcod what they promifed ; 
whicb made it pkin, they were permitted to get credit, that 
they might the more uiefiilly betray. 

In the Farliameot, there was 00 oppofition or contradl- n* pr^tt 
Aion tetany thing relating to thePubfickj but in all [hofe<™^'""^ 
Tranfaflioos whioj concem'd parttculai Perfons, with refe- '^ " 
rence to Rewards. Preferments, or matter of profit. Men were 
confider'd accoroli« to the Farcy they were of ; every day 
thole receiv*d benefit who bad appcar'd moft to adhere to the 
Army ; tbe ootcwious Presbyterians were removd from places 
of Profit and Authority ; which vexed tbemj and well pre- 
mred and difpoTed tbcm to be ready tbt revenge. But Che 
Pulpit-Skirmifhes were higher than ever ; the Presbyteriansj 
in Tbole 6clds, lofing aotning of their Courage, havmeano- 
totioui power in the City, nocwlchftanding the eroulauon of 
the Independents, who were more Learned and Rational i 
who, though they had not fo great Congregations of the Com- 
mon Peopk, yet infeAed) and were Allowed by, the moft 
fubftantiM , and wealthy Citizens ; and by others of better 
condition. To thefe Men Crmweff, and moft of the Officers 
of the Army adhered, with bittemefs againft the other. But 
tlie Divtnitj of the time was not to be judged by the Weach- 
la info 
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ing, inl Congregatioiu in Churchei, which were nnw tboi^h 
ncKtobe tbeatand proper (rfaoci for Derotkm uid Religiotut 
ASeinhlies , where ttie Btfnopa had exercifcct fucfa tlUmited 
TyriiDny , and which had been polluied by ehclr Original 
CoofccrMJona. Liberty of Conlcicncc was cow become the 

freat CWter j and Men who were itifiind. Preached and 
rayed, when, and where they would. Omnarffliimfelf was 
the greateft Preacher ; and okmI of the Ofikers of the Array, 
and many CommoQ Soldiers, (hcw'd their gifts chat way. 
AnabaptiftB grew very numerous, with whom the Indcpea- 
(fenti ooncurr d fo far as to joya with them for the uti» abo> 
lifbing of Tithes, asof JudaicallnAitutionj whkh wu nov 
the patrimony en the Presbvteriaiu, and therefore proTecuted 
byonePany^ and defended by the other, with equal paflkn, 
tnd Animooty. If any honcu Man could have been at lb 
much eafe as to have beheld the profijKd with deli^^ never 
wat luch a fceneof confufion, as at this time had Ipread itfelf 
over the &iceof the whole Kingdom. 
ntPriM'f During all this time, the Prince remain'd at P<*nrua- 
"•*'»»'» dcr the Government of his Mother ; excrcilcd with that arid- 
****** nefs, that though his Higbnefswaj above the ^ac of fevco- 
teen years, it was not dehrcd that he Diould medole in anybu- 
fincfs, or be fcnfible of the unhappy conditloo the Royal Fa- 
luilywasin. ThcAflignatioDwhichwas madcby the Cocn 
oiFrtntt for the better fupport of the Prioce, was annexed 
to the Moiuhly allowance given to tbeQueeo, aixl reociv'd 
by Her, and diftrlbuted as me thou^t fit j fodi Clotbei and 
other Decei^ries provided for his Highnels as were thoogbl 
convenient; her Majeftydefirlng to have it thought thattbe 
Prince Uvea entirely upon her, and that it would not ooofift 
with ibe dignity of the Prince of IfUrr to be a PenSbnei to 
the Kingof FrtfKf.Hereby nooeof hisHighnefi*s Semoahad 
anypretcace to aik Money, but they were to be CDOiented 
with what Qiould be aUow'd to them : which was difoenltd 
with a very f^ins hand ; nor was tLe Prince himltf ever 
Mafleroften PiftoIstodirpofea8hede6red. TbetotAJtf 
m^a was the Queen's diief Officer, and govem'd all Her n- 
celpts, and he lov'd plenty (a well, tbat he would dm be 
witnouti^ whatever others fuSer'd. All who had any idar 
tioD to the Prince, were to implore Hii aid; andtbe Prince 
Umlelf could obtain nothlngbut by Elim; whidi made moft 
Perfom of Honour of thc£iisi^ Nation who were drirea 
Into BaoiOunent, at many of the KobUicy and diief Gtiary 
of die Kingdom ibea wer^ cboofe rather to make their le- 
6dencelnany odm plaoc, aa oini, Smk, andtheUke, tba 
'n P«r*, wbdc ijie Fiioce vai, 9f4 «guU do ^ lisle ; nv | 
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■was thilOcoofwmy veil liked even in tranet, nor tbe Prince 
himlelf lb mtidi refpcAed as he would hare been if be htc( 
liv'd moye like hlmleU', and appeai'd more conccra'd in hii 
own BufineTt. 

Whkh tbe Mirqufs of OnMtti came tlHthcr, hcwai le* 
cci?'d very gracioufly by the Queen, and confulted with io 
all tfalefp, being thePeifon motr depended upon to begin to 
give a turn to ^ii Fortune, recommeiKled to ibcm by die 
King, and of ibe noft Hnlverlal Reputation of any Subject tbe 
King had. He prefled a fpeedy diipatch, that he micht pur- 
iiie hifdefigiB ia IrtUmdf where be kmgcd to be, whlllctbe 
A&3n of that Kingdoni were no more takep to heart by the 
Parliantent, who had Vet Tent no fupptles thither. He In- 
fbim'd the Queen, and the Lord Jtrmjm, di the necefllty of 
haftnlng diat work , which dtey undeiftood well enough 
by the Ir^ Commimoner»; who had been there, and had 
been lent back with a million of promiTct, a Coyn ihu Court 
always abounded with , and made moft of its payments 
in. 

Whbn tbe Queen, who was as Tealous for the difpatdi 
as waipoffibl«, preOed the Queen Regent, and tbe Cardinal, 
upon it, Ibe receiv'd in words all tbe ratiifadion imagimble, 
and alTurance that all thiiws (hould be Ibeedily praridcd j and 
when tbe Marquis fpoke hrft with the Cardinal upon the fub- 
ysdu he fbund him wdl dlipo&d •■, makiiw fuch ampk pn>- 
mlfea for a yen good Sum of Money, andfuch a Proponion 
of Armesi ana Ammunition, as could be wilhed. So thaE 
he thoiwht he had no more to da, but to a^^int the place 
for bla Embarkation, that tbofe Provlfioiu might be feat tbi- 
dier to meet him y and tfaat be (bould be reat^ to Tranl^oit 
himlelf within a very Ihon time ; of which he gave notice to 
thde who espeded him in IiiImI, and prepared all his own 
Accommodations aoxtrdingly. But be was very much dilap- 
poisted in his expcOation ; the Cardinal was not To confident 
of the recovery of the King's A&iit as to difoblige tbe Par- 
liament hy contributing towards It : lb that A&ir advanced 
very flowly. 

Having now, contrary to tbe order formerly oUerv^d 
by Me, crowded in all the particular palEges, and importaoC 
Tran&diOQt of two whole years into this Book, that I might 
ROC interrupt, or dilcontinue the relation of the myfterioat 
Proceedioga of thcArmy, their great Hvpocrify, and DHIiinu- 
lattoo, praftioed towards the King and his Party, and then 
tbek pilliiift off their Mask, and appearing in their natural 
drefi of Innumanitv and Savagenels, with the vile Artifices of 
tbe Sttti/b CoromilBoneri to <&aw the King into their hands, 
I J and 
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and then their low and bafe complyance, and grofs folly, in 
delivering him up, and laftly their ibfurd and merchandly 
TrafEcking with aim for the price of returning to their AJle- 

!;iance, when there was no other way of prderving xbetn- 
clves, and their Nation from being defrayed , the many 
woefiil Tragedies of the nest year, which filled the World 
with amazement and honor , muft be the fubjeA of the 
diicourfe of the next Book.

IF a univerfal difconrent and murmuring of the three jttrnfn- 
NarioDs, and almoft 33 general a deteftadon both cS^ ai «<- 
Pailiament and Army, and a mt^paffionatcdefire that '»■«'** 
all their follies and madnds might be forgotten in re-*""* 
ftoring the King to all the^ had uken from him, and ia 
lining that bleOed Government they had deprived tbemfelves 
of, could have contributed to bii Majefty's recovery, never 
People were better difpofed to creft and repair again the 
Building they had fo maliciouOy thrown and pulira down, 
lo D^Emd there was a general difcontent amongft all Ibni of 
Men y many Officers and Soldiers who had ferr'd the Parlia- 
■sent from the beginning of the War. and given too great 
Teftimonies of their Courage and Fideliry to their E'artyt 
and had been disbanded upqn the new Model; looked upcm 
the prefent Army with hatred, as thofe who reaped the Harveft 
and Reward of their Labours, and fpake ti[ them and agalnft 
I4 them 
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them in all placet accordtn|ly : Tlie Nobility and Gentry 
who bad advanced iheCrcdit and Rcputacion-n-tbe Parlia- 
llKm by concnrrlng with it againft the Ktnr, found them- 
fclvcs totally o^leacd, and themoft Inferior People pFefen*d 
to all places of trad and profic : The Presbyterian Minifteri 
tallced very loudj tbeir Party appear'd to be very numeroui, 
and Ae expe^latioo of an uterrpt from Setlmmij and the im- 
portuaity and damour from IreUmL, for fupnlics ot~ Men and 
Money againft the/rgft, wbogrew powerAif, railed thcCbu- 
rage of all diiconiented Peifbm to oieet and confer together, 
and all to inveigb againft theArffly,'andibcOfficcnwbocor- 
Jj ■^'*' rupted it. The ParTiamcnc bore no reproach fo oonceniedJy, 
j^*Sm ** ^''^ °^ "'*■* **''^ °^ fupplies to IreUmd, and that, hnag 
ij^iae'/"''>KKat an Army without anEnemy, they would not ipate 
ttitAn. ** any part of it to pteferre that Kii^iiom. Tbi« Aigunwnt 
DHdi ft'nrw'wiirintii in Uie Hcuf^ of Commoni, tli^ who 
had' been filent, and given over ingftlng upon the injolence 
and preCimption of the Arm)r, which hadj)ri:vaiicd,aiid crufli' 
ed then, took iww new Spirit, and pr«ned the teKef of Irf 
iW»/withgreUeameftne(s,andlnor(Ser thereumo made great 
Inquifition into the Ezpences of th^ Money, and bow fucb 
vaftSams receiv'd had been diiburfedi which was a large 
Ffeld, and led them to many Mebt doors iipon Whomihqr 
w^ere willing to ht revenged. 

There woa a defign thii way tp get the Presbyteriaiu 
a^in into power, and that they might get the Cotnmand of 
an'Afmy for the fuBduiw the' Rebels m IrtUtii. CrommS 
had, for the quieting the Clamour^ from tbencej' got the Lord 
ZJ^j eldeft Son to the Earl of ZMc^tr, to be Tent underibe 
Title of Lord Lieutenaat of that Kingdom thither, with a 
Cominiffioo for a limited time. He had Laitded in Mm fit r, 
either out of the Jealoufy cbey had of the Lord IwebJ fum^ or 
bccaufe the beft part of their Army of BitgJ^ were under his 
Command in that Province. But that Expedition gave the 
Eng^ no relief, nor weaken'd the pown or ftrength of the 
If^y but rather iocreafed their Reputation by the FafHoo and 
bittprnclg that was between [he Lieutenant and the Prefident) 
who writ Letters of complaint one againft the other to the 
Parliament, where they had both their Parties which adhered 
to them. So that, theiuneof hit Commiinon being eX[Hrcd, 
and the contrary Party not fuftering it to be reneVd, the 
Lord XJJ!e return'd again into EmtlMt^ leaving the Lord Im- 
tbifnim, whom he meant to have oeftroyed. In the entire poF- 
fedion of the Command, and in greater Reputation than be 
Was before . And, in muh, he had pre&rv'd both with wofr- 
dnftjl dexterity, expeOing every day the Arrival of the Mu^ 
quit of Onmmfi and every day infonning die Parliament of 

tbc 
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the iU CoDdidon he wu to, %nd prcfling far a fijpply of Men * 
and Money, when be knew they would fend neither. 

Upon the return of the Lord Li/!* the Preibytcrians re- willtr»»- 
neVd iheir de&n, and caufed S' tfWism WiBtr to be named "^"^ 
for Deputy or Liearesant of IrtUnd, the rather ( over and J^ JL^J 
^hoK his merit, and the experience they had had of his Ser- 1^ cram- 
vice) becaufc-he could quickly draw together thofe OflSccn """ i •*• 
and Soldiers which had Icrv'd under talm, and were now dif-'^^^,, 
banded, and would willingly again engage under their old Ge- 
neral. At the firft, Omrueffdid not oppole this motion, hut 
conJcnted to it, being very willing to be rid both of Wftfirr, 
and all the Officers mo were willing to go with him , who 
he knew were not hia FriendiL and watched an opporfuoity 
to be even with him. But when he Taw If&flifr infill upon 
great Supplies to carry with him, ai he had reafon to do, and 
when he confider'd of what confcqucnce it might be to him 
and all hi« dcGgns, if a well fbrm'd and difcipHncd Army 
flwuld be under the power of KftAr, and fuch Officers, he 
dianged hia mind; and firft fet his iDftrumeocs to croft filch 
a Aipply of Men and Money^ as he had ptopcd»li ** the one, 
** as more dian neceffiry for the Service, and the other as more 
** than ihey could fpare from their other occaGoiis: And when 
this chedc was put to VUbr'i Eogagetnent, be caufed l^mhr* 
to be propofed for that Expedition, a Man who was then fift 
to the fame IntertS He embraced, and who bad gotten a great 
Name in, the Arrny. He formaliaed fo Ions upon this^ that 
/njIm^reiAained (fill unfupplied^ and their ^^trsth^refeeni'd 
to be in a very ill C<x)ditlon. 

The Stott made fomuch noife of their purpofes, even be- 
fore their CommiHioners left L»ni»m, and gave fuch conftant 
Advercifements of the impatience of their Country- aten to be 
in Armes for the King, though they made no haft in provid- 
ing for fiich anEspeoition, that bo[h the Presbyterians, who 
were their chief CorrcTpcmdenta, and the Royal Party, be- 
thought themfelves how they might be ready ; the one, that 
they might redeem themfelves from their ioircjct Guilt, and 
the other, that they mieht not only have a good part in free- 
ing the KjDg from bis Imprifonraent, but be able to prelerve 
him In Liberty from any Presbyterian Impofitions, which 
they (Ull apprehended the Steti might endeavour to oppofe, 
though they had no fufpidoD of the Engagement .lately men- 
rion'd at the Ifle of »7|W. 

Tax Eail of IfyBmmd, who»had done twice very notorl- ^ ,:"','' 
oully amiJj,' and had been, Gnce his return from Oxfrrd, t^^Jl,, i, 
Rotwly defpifed by all Perfons of Credit in the Pitli»mcat rH, mi,h ^ 
and tbe Army, had a mind to redcon his former faults by a ^>^ rf 
new and dKtfot^ Eogagemeat- He bad much Credit by Bocki mJ 

defcent "*"'■ 
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ddbent and by dliance with the Presbyterian Party, and was 

[>rivytothe undcnaklngs of ScatismJ, and bad coiiftant Intel- 
igcnce of the advance that wu made there. His Brother, the 
Earl of If^rwici, had uodcrgooc fome mortification with the 
reft, and had not tluc Authority in the Naval ASalrs as he had 
ufed to have, though he was the High Admiral of EngUMi 
by OrdJnaace of Parliament, and had done them eictraordi- 
aary Services. He did not f eftiain, or endeavour to fupprefi 
the Earl of Handxd'a difconienti, but infiamed them, and pro- 
mired to joyn with him, as many others of that Gai^ of Men 
did i refolving that the Sctit Qiould not do all diat work, but 
that the? wnild have a Dure in the merit. The Duke of 
BKtkkgBMut, and his Brother, the Lord Framk yHJieri, were 
newly rcturn'd from Travel, and though both very young, 
were ftrong and a^ve Men, and beine, in refpcd of their 
In&ocy, uiungaged in the late War, ana To unhurt by it, and 
coming now to the poQcHion of large Eflates , which they 
thoi^ht they were obliged to venture for the Crown upon 
the firft opportunity, tbey fell cafily into the Friendfliip of 
the Earl or Halla»J, and were ready to Embark tfaemlclves in 
his Adventure. The Earl had made tender of his Refolntiom 
to his old Miftrels tiie Queen at P«w, who was always dif- 
pofed to iruA: him, and the Lord Jermyw and He renewed 
their former FrieadQiJp, the warmth whcrec^had never been 
extingullhed. 

So a Commiffion was Tent from the Prince to the Earl to 
be .General of an Army, that was to be railed fw the ledemp- 
tlm of the Kitig from Ftiroo, and to rcftore the Parliameoc 
to its freedom. The Eail of PeterhroKth, and 7*6* Mt- 
damt his Brother, the Family of the ^1 of iSrthamftamj 
and all the Officers who had (erv'd the King in the War, with 
which the City of Lamla», and all Parts of the Kingdom a- 
bounded, ^plicd tbemlclves to tbc Earl of HtSMut, and re- 
ceiv'd Comtniffions from him for feveral Commands. 

This Eruagcmcnt was fo well known, and fo generally 
rpoken of, tn^t they cooduded that the Parliament durft not 
t^e notice of it, or wilhed weU to it. And diere is no qut- 
ftion, never undertaking of that Nature was carried on with 
fo little relervation j there was fcarcc a County in Ej^lamd^ in 
which there was not fome Aflbdation enter'd into to appear 
in Armes for tbc King. They who had the principal Com- 
mand in U^ks under the Parllameut, fent to Tarit to declare, 
*' chat, if they might have fuj^ly of Armce and Ammuiution, 
**and a reafonable Sum for the payment of their GarriTons, 
"they would declare for the Hng, having the chief place* 
•' of thofc Parts in their Cuftody. The Lord Jtrtmyu encou- 
raged all thofe Overtures with mt^ pofitive Undertakiog, 

ih« 
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that tbey fliould be Tupplied with all they ezpe&cd, within fa 
many days after they fiuxild declare; which they depended 
upon, and he, according to bis cultont, never thought of 
arterj hf which the Service mifcuried, and many Gallant 
Men were loft. 

C R o u w E L L,to whom all thcfc Machinations were known, 
chafe rather to run the hazard of all that fuch a looie Combl- 
□atkm could produce, than, by fcifing upon Perfong, to eri> 
gage the Parliament in Examinations, and in Parties j the in* 
' conveninK^ whereof be apprcheaded more i finding already 
that [he PreAvterian Pany bad To great an In&ueoce up- 
on the General, that he declared to him, *' He would not 
"march againft the Salt, whom he had a good mind to have 
vLGted bobre their Couolels and Refolucions were brm'd; 
and CmaptB had rcalbn to believe, that Pshftx would be 
firm to the fame mind, even after they fliould have Invaded 
theKiogdc^. 

All things bcii^ in this forwardnefs in EuImJ, it is fit nt scoti 
to enquire how the Sttti complied with their obligations, and FHr«''H>M« 
what tJtpedltion they ufed in railing their Army. After the^V|^ ^*" 
Commiflioners return from I^i^Jem, upon the King's ^iogg^DBtTni" 
made Prilbner in the Ifle of Iflgla, it was long before the 



Marquis of Arfjl* could be prevailed with to confent that a 
Parliament Oiould be called. He had made a faft Frlcndfbip 
with CrtmweO, and yinui and knew that in this new ftipula- 



tion with the Kii^, the Hamiltwiaw Fafilon was the great 
Undertaker, and meant to have all the Honour of whatfoever 
fliould follow. And yet the Duke upon his return to &tt' 
lamdViv'A at Grft very privately at his own Houfe; feldom 
went abroad to any Meeting ; and to thole who came to him, 
and to whom that Relblution would be gratefiil, he ufed to 
fpeak darkly, and as a Man that thought more of revenge 
upon thofe who had Imprifbn'd him, than of aflifting the 
Qowa to recover the Authority it had loft. Argjhy whofe 
power was ovcrtbat violent Party of theClergy which would 
not depart from the moll rifijd claufe in the Covenant, and 
were without any reverence for the King or his Government, 
dtfcan'd that he (hould never be able to liindcr the calling u 
a Parliamenr, which the People generally called for, and that 
he (hould looiier obtain his end by puzling their proceed- 
ings, aodjobftruAii^ their determinaiiont, after they Ibould 
be aOembled, than by obftinately oppoling their roming to- 

f ether. So Summons were Ifliied for the Convention of a 
arliament \ and they who appcar'd moft concern'd for the 
Kit^, and to let him at Liberty from his Imprilbnmenc , 
(which was ^1 they pretended ) were the Earl of Lamrkk^ 
Brocbef to Duke HMukt^^ and then reftored to hie Office 

of

tlieir darkeft deflgnr. The former, was a Mao of Honour 
and Courage i the Utter, had Courage enough doc to Ail 
where it wat abfolutelT nece^y, and no impcSment of Ho- 
oeurtoRftraln him from doing any thing thai mi^t gratiQr 
anyof hl« pal&ona.

u ■^lAt/'appllcdthemrclveico chore Gentlemen of the North who had 
(fascoci, moft eminently ferVd the King, and who had good Fomioes 
nSiwwti tiiercto fupport their Intereft. Of this kind there were two 
ii^^^ very notable Men , S' AUmuulMh Lsmgd^, and S' Phiiif 
tWr I'hij MM^rtvt i both Men of large and plentiful Eftaces, the one 
hm. in Ttrk-Jhin, liie other in CumierlMM uid U^fifHoreland -^ who 
baring been in the time of Peace eminent in their ONioity 
in the Offices of Juftices of Peace, and Deputy LieuteoaotSy 
had, in the beginning ofthe War, engaged tbemlelves in 
Commands in the King's Army with great reputatiooofftoat, 
diligent, and aAive CMcera j and continued to the end, and 
haa nMafccr applied ihemfelvci to make anv compofitkn, 
but expe&ed i new opporomity to tppeir witn their Swordf 
In their hands. They were both loolrd upon by the Parlia- 
ment, and the chief Officers of the Army, with great jcaloufy, 
at Men worthy to be tear'd, and who could never be toduced 
to coin(riy with them. The Sect^ Lords had n« been fcru- 
pulous 10 let thefe two Gentlemen know what they iotetided, 
and **■ iiax. they made no qucftion but they Qiould engage 
"their whole Kingdom and Nation to enter into aprdfent 
<* War with EKglanJoa the King's behalf j and thciefoie de- 
'* filed them, by the Intereft, and Influence they had upon 
" the Northern Counties, to difpofe them to a conjaofiion 
" with them. And becaiue they knew that they two were 
too notorious to ftay with any Security about Lnin, much 
lc(t in their own Country, they invited them into SetUmJ^ 
where they aHiired them, "they Owuld not only befatir, but 
"very welcome; and Qiould be Wrtneflct of their proceed- 
*' ings, and have parts of tfaeit own to ad in, aflcxxi a* the 
** Sealon (tiould be ripe. 

These Gendemen, though they had been hitherto im- 
burt, and whtlft the Army made thole proicffioni towaidi 
the King, had been much courted by the chief Offioen tjbcrc- 
of, attd nad been Quarter'd with them as Friends, knew well, 
now the Mask was o&j chat if they did not immediacely ap- 
ply thefflfclves to make their compoficions , they (hould be 
apprehended, and impiifoncd. 'And therefore, bcii^ per- 
fwaded that the Stats would engage for the King, tiiey ac- 
cepted their Invitation, and told them, " they (bouhj quicfcly 
"nod them in ScptUwd afteriheir own return. AccordiiKlyi 
after having iccretly fpcnt ftmie time in their own Councne^ 
and dlrcded their Friends to be in a teadinefs when tky 
lliould be called upon, and in the mean time fetUed a vay 
f hw. 
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how to correfpond together, they weot into Scotlmd to thole 
who had invited them, and were receiv'd by them with civi- 
lity enough. They own'd fuch a warinefs, in rclpeft of the 
jealouSes amongfb tbemfelves, and the ill Ans of jfrgjU, that 
tbey defired them " for ftnne Dtne to withdraw to Ibme place 
( wtudi they leoommeDdcd to tbcra) " and there to remain in 
" fcaet, tnd under feigned Names, until the calling of the 
"Parlnunentj at which time they might come to £4!nM«p0i£i, 
**and appear In their own likenef* with all freedom. Soafter 
having fcmain'd ^ that private manner, where they were 
well treated for feme Mootha, when the Parliament wasaf- 
iemUed st EJt»i»r«tghy tbey retum'd thitha ; and were very 
well look'd upoo by all that knew them i wtUch made them 
bduve theauclvet with the more freedom and confidence in 
their converfiukMi, the foremention'd Lords telling them all 
they meant to do, and what Aru they were to ulc till they 
eould get their Army up, towards which they believ'd they 
had mafter'd the greateft difficulties 

Though the ^0^4% Commifllonen had withdrawn from 
ZjmEm, Ibortly after they had protefled loudly aeainll the 
proceedings of the Parliament, botbin iiDpnfoninguie King, 
and in refufiiw to give them leave to repair lo him, or to le- 
celve from h£n any diredions or orders concertUi^ the Go- 
vemneat of that Kingdom, and thought it high time to pro- 
vide for tbeir own Security by quitting their Station at Lew- 
d»M, where tbey receiv'd every day Aflroots, and tbeir Per- 
Ibnswcre expoTed to contenaptj yet there were no fboner („»«»- 
Preparationitowards aParUameoC in Sctt/Md, than Commit- trifiMfim 
fioners were lent frtxn the Lords and Commons at Weffmim- '^ '». 
Ber to rcfide at E^ewicrm^i, as if they hoped to O'^r-vote'^j'^ /f* 
them there too j and it wasevideotquickly that theywerenor 
without a ftrong or at leaft an adive Party there. They were 
receiv'd with the fame Ihew of lefpeA, and the fame care 
was taken for tbeir Accommodation,aa had been when they fidl 
amefiaroaotriWnKof the Covenant; not only the Marquis 
fAArrtUt todhisParty, very diligently vifited than, and per- 
form^ all office* tS relpeA towards them, hut even the Hm- 
wktmmt Faftion, and tbey who were men Ibllidtous to ralle 
the War, attended tbem aa offidouHy as others, and made 
the Euoe profcffioni to prelerve the Peace and Amity between 
tbetwoNationf. 

That r^d Party of the Clergy which fo adored the Co- 
venant in the ftriOen fenfc of the Letter, that they did not 
defire to have any more dependence upon the King, but in ef- 
fe& to lay him afide, and to fenle the Govemmenc without 
liim, as their Brethren in Btglmii had refolv'd to do, were 
iiprer hata them, uid willingly receiv'd iiich Prefents and 
PeofioOi 
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Pen&Diu from the Bi^l^ Conimi0k>nen, ai they were pie* 
paied and provided to ofibr to them , and much Money wai 
giren to make tbemf^ Friends. By this means nothing wu 
lelbtv'd, or prppored in the moft (eciet Councils, that wa* not 
forthwith implied, and made known to them y and they be- 
faaved themfelvei as haughcUy and imperioufly, as if they had 
their Army at band to fecond them. I'hey took notice of 
tberefort of fo many Emg^ to E^tntntiigh, and that there 
were many aioonelit them who had been in Annes againfl tke 
Pariiameot, and aemanded " that they ni^ht eid)cr be ba- 
'* niflied that Kingdom, or delircr'd to them to be 'lent to the 
** Parliament. 

Thkt were fo clamorous in this Ar|ument, and found 
(a muchcountenance to their clamour, that they who had in- 
vited the E)tg,^ thither, had not the Courai^ lo own them ; 
but adviled them under-hand, " toabfentinemJeiTesfreiDihe 
** Town, till that Oorm Ibould be over. And even S* Mmt- 
mtuiitkt LmgdMli, and S* PtH^ Mufstmn, whom, over and 
above all the dilcourfel held with them at LmWagis theJM^ 
Lords had fent to confer with as they palled throuoh the 
Northern parts Homewards, and had then oonfenred with 
them, and delired them *' to prepare all . thiiKs with cbeir 
** Friends for the furprifal of Brrtiwi and Cmr^^ when the 
" Seafoa Ihould be Ripe , and that they would haileo dtcir 
"Journey into ScftUma^, that ihey might be out of danger of 
" imprilonmetK i even thefc Men were ddired, "eioer to i 
** wiuidraw again from Edntonugfiy or to keep their Cham- 
*' ben there, and not to be leen abroad, unOll their Anny I 
*'OK>uld'beraiied,andrudiaGeneralmadecholccofaf would I 
'*take care of their Protedion. And they did not conceal 
fromtbon, thatthey made nodoubtbut that Duke Qgmiltm 
Ihould be that General j who often conferr*d with dtwm in 
private, and always afliired them, " that whatever Wai, io 
" that place and feafon, difcourled of the Coratant, wbkii 
" was very necel£iry to bring cheir defigns to pafe, be Qwiild 
*' be tx> (boner invened in the Command his Friends defign'd 
"fiMrbim, than he would manifeft his rcfolutioa tojumwiik 
*' ^ King'* Party, upon the true Intereft of the Grown, 
** wilboat which be would hope for little fiioccls in SagtmU : | 
indhc defired dkem, " though ibey Taw little uipearaooe vet i

Thi King, whilft he was at Hmftgm Court, when be 
fbrebir that the Army would not comply wlch him, ai be 
ones beiicv'd, and relblv'd to gee ihemfelres out i^ dieir 
lunds, bad, as 1* mendon'd before, dircfied the Duke of Ttrk^ 
vbowism yean to be truftedwith tbe fecret, ''that, when 
" 1 fit opponunity (bould be uSa'd, be fiiould make his cTcapc 
"iototne parts beyond the Seas, and follow the directions 
"of his Mo:her : and about this time, when To much AAlon 
WW espededp which probably might produce many altera- 
tion!, hii Majcfly in all places, found tome way to advertife 
tbc Duke, " that it would he a very propci Scalon for him to 
"make his elcape. The Perlbn who was encrufled to con- 
thrc it was Colmcl BsmfielJ, a Man of an aAive and inG- 
nuacjng Nature, and dextrous enough in bringint; any thing 
to piSs that be bad the managing of himfelf. He had now no 
reliiion to the King's Service ; he had ferv'd the King in the 
hte War as a Colonel of Foot, and had not behaved himfelf 
fa well in it, as to draw any uifpidon upon himfelf from the 
(xhcr Party, and was in truth much more converfast with tbe 
Presbyterian Party than with the King's. Sa that his rcpiir . 
often [o tbe place where tbe Duke oMTni and ±e other Chil- 
dren were, drew nothingof fufpicion upon him.

of Oares that was ready j To he paficd the Bridge, aad weat oa 
Boardthe Veflcllhatwas readyto receive him; which irome- 
diaiely hoifted Sail, and arriv'd fafe in HoUMwa, without any 
Man of the Ship having the leaft imagination what Freight 
they carried.

So theyftayed together at 
Xmw, where there wereu the lame time very many &g/(/b 
of Quality in their own condition, who were driven uuc of 
Sitgtimd, as well as they, for their fidelity to ths King, and 
had brought fbmewhat with them for their fupport abroad, 
till tfaey might upcm fwne good change return to their owt) 
CouflVT. latbe mean time they Uv'd very decently together 
K* in 
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in that City ; where (hey were well cfteem'd . The way bt- 
tvtxnRMm and cl^iswaa fodaQgerous wichout a very aroog 
Convoy, that no day pafled without Robberies and Murtbcr^ 
lb [bat they were glad of theirOrder not toftic from chence, 
till ihey fliould receive a very pinjcujar dircflion from the 
Prince ; and within few days they receiv'd advice, " that the 
Tb PrHM M Prince hadj aQoon as he came to CciSnr, put himfelf oo 
HlVi "board aShip that he found there bound for H>ff«»rf, whence 
/iw»cSuii.**they were to hear from him , how they Ibculd dirpofe of 
" themfelvei. Whereupon they all refolv'd ro remove from 
£0«ato DIept from whence rhey might Embark Ihemlclvcs 
for HtSMd ir they Taw caufc ; the ways by Land, in rrgard 
that both the Frtmh and the Spmijb Armies were in the Ficldj 
being very dangerous, 
nf stvJt The Prince's remove from PMris on fuch a fuddain, pro- 
ii^'iMu ceeded from an Accident in £Mj/rnt<^ that was very cxtraordi* 
ty Ki-t nary, and looked like a call from Heaven. The {^lament 
/VMRiinf-abuitthis time had prepared, according to cuftom, z good 
boroDib. jj[pgj Qf (pn or a doZen Ships for the Summer Guard, and ap- 
pointed JtMmsbtrtugb to be Admiral thereof; who had been 
bredttSea, and was the Son ofancmincnt Commancier at 
Sea lately dead ; but he himfelf, from the time of the new 
Model, had been an Officer of Foot in the Army, and was a 
Colonel of fpecial Nore and Account, and tif CrtmaeB's chirf 
Confidents. This oSended the Eatl oiTfinvki macb, and 
difpofed him to that inclination to concur with his Brother 
lately mentton'd. Captain Birf^eo likewile was at much un- 
fatisfied, who had afted a great pare in the firft alieoatiDg 
the Fleet, and the AfleSions of the Sea-men from the King, 
and hadcverbeen their Vicc-Admiral afterwards, aorfoncof 
ihe Perlbns upon whom they principally refy'd at Set. 
SMmtiormgk, as long as he remain'd in the Navy, had bem 
under his Command, and both the Earl and Arnn well knew 
that this Man was now made Admiral of this Fleet, beaitle 
they, being Presbyterians, fliould have no creditor infiuence 
uponit; which made them foliicitous enough that the Sea- 
men Qiould not be well pleafed with the Alteration; and 
They looked upon lUmsbomgh as a^4an that had fonakcn 
them, and prei^rr'd the Land before the Sea Service, The 
Sea-men arc in a manner a Nation by themlelvcv, ahoiilour- 
rous, brave, and (lurdy People ; fierce, and tefolute to whai- 
foever they are inclined to, fomewhat unlleady and loconftaot 
in purfuing it, and jealous of thofcto morrow by whom they 
are govern'd CO day. ThefeMcn, obfcrvlng the eenenl dif- 
conicBtof the People, and that, however tlw Parmmenivw 
(Aeycd by the power of the Armv, both Army and PariSs- 
mcnt were grown very odious to ine Nation, and beuinr b 
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much dilbourre of ao Anay frma Staldml K2dj to enter Into 
cbe Klogdom, concluded that the King would be Reiloied ^ 
and tbm remembriog that (he revoU of the Fleet wai the 
preand>Ic to the lots of his Majcfty's Authority every where 
elie, and a great caufe of all his Miifbrtuiies, thought it would 
be a elorioua thing to than, if ibey could lead tlw wajr to his 
Maj^'a Reftoration by their declaring for him. Thit was 
an Agiiatioo among theComiDon Sea^meo, without commit 
nicatipg it to any Officer of the Quality of Mailer of a Ship. 
This indiDailoo was much improv'd in &xm by a general 
difpofitioo in Knt to an Infiuredtion for the King, and bf 
fome Gentlemen's coming on board the Ships, according Co 
the cuflom of that Country ; who fomented the good dupo- 
fition in the Sea-men by alt the ways they could- 

A T this very time there a[^>ear'd generally throogboot (**■■»»« 
Knt the faine iodigefted A^dtoo to the King, and inclina- '" ^?t /^ 
cion to ferve bioi, as was aowng the Sea- men, and was Con- "" '^'^' 
dtiAed with much iels order and cauti<M), neither the one nor 
the other having been defign'd by tbofe who cook care c^ 
tbe King's A&irs, and who Oe&gn'd thofe infurrefiions whidi 
happen'd in other parts of tbe Kingdom. They knew no- 
cbing, that is, contributed nothing to this good difpoficion ia 
tfae-Sca-men, though they wercnot without Tome nope that, 
upon all other Revolutions , fomewhat might likewife fall 
out at Sea to tbe advantage of the King's ASairi. They . 
had (bme espeAation indeed ftom Knt, where they knew 
the People wen; generally well A(&ded, and depended upon 
two or three Gentlemen of chat Country, who lud been Of- 
ficers in [he King's Army,and refolv'd to Driog in (bme Troops 
of Horfe, when occafion fhould be ripe ; but it was tefolv d 
and intended that the Stefi/b Army fliould be enter'd the 
Kingdom, by which the Parliament Army would be upon 
their march towuds them, before they would have any ap- 
pearance of force 'in the parts near tnwJn; and then they 
oelieT'd that both Couoti^ and City would rife together. 
And fo thofe Gentlemen of Xnf, who were privy lo aoT 
dcfign, lay privaiely in LtrtJtm to avoid all Cabals in their 
Coontry j lo that what now fell out there, was by meer 
chance and acddent, that could never be forefeen, or pn- 
rented. 

Tbsre bappcn'd to be at feme Jovial meeting in Ktmt 
about that time, one M' UEjhawff a younger Brother of a 

food-Family in Herfolk^ who had been always of (be K'l^s 
'aity, and for aiiempiine fomewhat Jn hi* own Country for 
his Mbjefty'e Service, hao been taken Prifoner by the Parlta- 
ineDC, ana by a Court of War condemn'd to dye, but b^ing 
kept ia.Pilfoa till the end of the War, was then fet at I.t- 
K 3 ■ ■ bcrty. 
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berty, as one in whom there was do DX>re danger. But be 
nttirfd his old Af&sSdaaa, and more rcmemberd the cruel 
uTagc he had rcceiv'd, than that they had not (wooeeded as 
crudly with him as they might have dooe. He had a f>rcai 
FriendOiip wiiha youi^ Gcntlemanj M'Hn^', wboliv'd in 
K«x, and was Manied to a Lady of a Noble Birth and For- 
lune, he being Heir to one of the greuefl Fonunes ctf ibac 
Country, but was to cxpedc the Inheritance firom the 6toui 
of an Old Severe Grand-father, who for the prcfcnt k^ the 
-young Couple from running into any Excefs ; the Mother of 
'the ijidy being of as (bur and ftrid a Nanite a* the Grand- 
■faiber, and both of them To isuch of the Parliatoem Fkity, 
that tbey were not wilUi^ any pan of their Eftates (boold be 
hazarded for the King. At the Houfe of diis Mr Htfa, Mr 
VE^mge was, when by the Communication which that part 
of Kmr always hath with the Ships which lyein theZMMV, 
the report firft did arife that the Fleet would prefently de- 
clait lor the King, and thoTe Sea- men who came on Sborc 
talked as if the Cicy of Landn would joyn widi dtem. Hits 
drew many Gentlemen of the Country who wUbed well, to 
viBtAe Ships, and they remm'd more oonfirm'd of the troth 
of what they had heard. Good-fellow(bip wasaVke fpread 
every where, and this young great Heir, who had been al- 
ways bred among his Neighbours, afieded that wfaidi they 
were beft plcaTcd with, and fo his Houfe wa* A Rendezvous 
for thofe who delighted in that Exercile, and who everyday 
brought him the news of the good incUoatioos in the Fleet 
for the King ; and all Men's Mouchs were fiill of the general 
hatred the whole Kingdom had againfl the Parliameat as well 
as the Army. Mr L'^rstigt was a Man of a good Wic, an^ 
a Fancy very luxuriant, and of an enterprifit^ Nature. He 
oblerv^ by the good Company that came to the Houfe, that 
tiie Afieclioas ef all that Large and Populous Country were 
for the King. He begun to tell Mr H(#r, "that tbo^ his 
"Grand-father did In his heart wiJh the Kingwd!, yet his 
** carriage had been fuch in his conjunAion WKh the Parlia- 
**ii)ent, Aat he had more need of the King's iavour than of 
•* Hs Grand-father's to be Heir to that great Eftate j and that 
"certainly oothing could be more acceptable to fait Gnod- 
*' father, or more glorious to Him, than to be the Inftm- 
"meiK of both J and therefore advlfed him "to puthimlelf 
*• into the Head of his own Country, which would be willing 
"to be led by him: that when the Stets were emet'd in- 
" to the Northern Parts, and all the Kingdom fhoald be in 
"Armcs, he might, with the Body of his Country-men, 
"march towards ImJm ; which would induce both tte 
"City and tbe Parliament to joya with him, whereby he 
"ONokL 
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"fhoutd hare great Quie to the Honour of Reftoriif the 
**Kii«. 

Ths Company that frequented the Hourc thought the 
difoourfe very reafiiaablc, and law that the iflbc muft be very 
HonoQTible: The young Ladrof the Houfcwaafall oTZed 
fat the Kin^, and was willing ncr Huiband fliould be the la- 
ftnimenc of his delivery : Tne youne Geotleman himfclf had 
oot been enough a>nverrant in thcAfiairiof The World to ap- 
prehend the djinger, or hazard of the Actcmpr, and fo tc- 
ferr'd himfelf and the whole Bufioefi to be goveni'd, and 
condufted by M' Z/^hawge, whom they all believ'd by his 
difcourfe to be an able Soldier- He writ Tome Letteta to 
particulaf Gencletnen, who he wag infomi'd would receive 
them villii^Iv, and (ign'd Warrants to the Conftablei of 
Hundreds vitn his own Name, which had been never heard 
of in the Country, requiring, ** in hia Majefty's Name, all 
" Perfons to appear, at a time and place appointed, to advife 
"together and to lay hold on fuch oppormnities, as fhould 
" be t^riJ far relieving tlic King and delivering him out of 
"Prifijn. There was an incredible appearance of the Coun- 
try at the place appointed, where M' £. grange appear'd with 
Mr Hgirr, and thofe Perfons which had been uled to their 
Company. M' l^Bfiramge fpoke to tlicm in a ftyle very much 
hit own ; and bemg not very clear lo be underflood, the 
more prevailed over them. He fpake like a Man in Auiho- 
rity, inveighed againft "the Tyranny of the Army, which 
" had fubdued the Parliament, againfl their barbarous Impri- 
" tbntoent of the King, and againft a Confpiracy they had to 
" Mutther him. He added " that the AflciSioDs of that No- 
** ble Country were well known to bis Majefty, and that he 
** had therefore appointed the Fleet that was in the Davmt to 
"Joyn with tbemj and that he doubted r,ot but they would 
** together be too ftrtmg for his Enemies, who were like to 
"have enough to do to defend theoifelvcs in many other 
" places i and that his Majefty was willing ihey (hould have 
"a Gentleman of their own Country, well known to thetn, 
**to be their General ; and named Mr H«i^r- who was pre- 
fent. There was not one Man who lb much as aslccd for 
any Letter or CommifSon, or other Authority from the King; 
butallof them, very frankly and unanimoully,declared "tlwy 
" would be ready to joyn, and march as their General K«M 
" (hould dired ; and lb another day and pl^ce vat appointed , 

for another appearance, and Lifting and Forming their Regi- 
mentti and m the mean time M'Z.'^'nS' let out fuch De- « 

darations, and Engagements, as he thought moft like to pte- 
vail with the Peo|»^ and required " that they Qnuld be read 
"inailChurdies} vrtiich was done accoidiogly. The next 
K t appcaruxQ 
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tppetriRce wai greater diKB the former ; ind wich tbc tune 
forwudneb, manf coming Armed both Horfe znd Foot, and 
Owwli^ a marvellous alactiiy ro ihcEogagemsnt. Tbeir Ge- 
oeral then gave ovt his CommiOions for Teveral Regimcnc, 
•nd a new day was appointed fbi their Rmdezvoui, when all 
fliould come Arm'd, asd keep together in a Body, uotil it 
fliould be fit to march to Lndm. 

I T was known that the Fleet was gone out of the Dowm, 
but it was as welt known that it had abfolutely renouoced the 
Service of the Parliament, and rejected all iheir Officers. It 
■was eaiy t« perfwade the People, that they were gooe upon 
banc important Enterprtle, and would (penJily tctum j and 
it waa infinuated, *'that ic wai gone to the IQe ofWigl^ to 
^releafe the King, who would return with it into K(«f ■, 
wUcb made them haften their preparations. 

A T the time when the King made the Earl of Ntrthumitr- 
Ind Adtniial, he declared, and it was ioferted in his Cosi- 
miflion, "that he Qwuld enjoy that Office during the Mino- 
" rity of the Duke of Ttri i and the Duke having made hit 
efcape at this timo^ when there wu this Commotion apwifig*}^ 
the Sea-men, it was no fooocr known that his Highaels was 
In IbiUtid, but the Sea-men talked aloud " that they woold 
"go to their Admiral ; and the Genilemcn of KMf ftirring 
dieai up and inflaming them to that Refolutioa, and the Sea- 
men again prcHing the Gentlemen to hailen theii Rifii^ in 
Armes, that they might affift and Jcond each other, they 
both declared tbemfelves Iboner than thejr ought to have 
done, and before they were prepared for an Entcrprile of that 
impoitance. 

The Parliament was well inform'd of the diftemper a- 
mongft the Sea-men, and bad therefore fotbome puttmg the 
half of the Provifions aboard the Ships, which, for um sinteft 
part, lay ready in the Dnmu, wantiiig only half the Vifiutl 
they were to have for the Summer Service. But thofe Of- 
ficers which were on board, 6nding they had no Autboriiy, 
and diat the Sea-men mocked and laughed at tbeai, faot 
every day to inform the Parltameni, what mutinous humour 
the whole Fleet was in. Whereupon they lent R^miwtmgk 
and fome other Officers thither ^ prefuming that tbc piefence 
of the Admiral would quickly qiiiec all. He, being a Mio 
of a rough imperious Nature, aiibon as he came on txatd kii 
^. ,^ Ship, begun to make a ftiid Enquiry into the former Dilbr- 
T«uh«< *'^" *** Mutinous behaviour, upon which all the Men of 
ft^Hhir hts Ship retired into their old Fortrefs of One and All, aol 
oSUfifM prefenjy laid hold on Him, and put Him, and fucb other 
•• sUn ij Officers of the Ship as they liked noi^ into the Boat.'aod fts 
^_**' tbeqa OD Shore, which was no fooocr known to the rcff of 
■^ - the 
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the. Ships, hue they followed their example, and ufed tbeii 
Officers in the fame tauincr. Afccr tbcy had hi fome days 
bcea Fc^Acd i.ad CarcQcd by the People of Ktnt, Tome of the 
Genilemen putting themfelves on board to joyn wiih them, 
find in order to aiSft ihem towards providing fuch oeceflTatjes 
as were wanting, tbcy wc-m our of the i)«w«j, and ftood for 
HtSamd, that they might find their Admiral ; and let fall their ntmJui 
Anchors before the BrS. What was done by the Gentle- Wfi ■«•• 
mco of Kent on Shore, and the fijcceli thereof, will be related "•"•HaU 
horeafier. '"* 

This fo very feaTom^Ie revolt of the Fleer, inaconjun- 4 
&ire when fo many Advantages were expe^ed, was looked 
upoo ai a furcOmenof the deliverance (n the King. And the 
TCpon that the Ships were before C*ldii, as if they had ezpeA- 
ed Ibme Body there, which was true, for fbme time, was 
the reaioD that it was thought fie that the Prince fwho had hi- 
therto thought of nothing hut being lent for by the Setts, and 
how ro find htmletf with them) Ihould make all pofliblc Raft 
to CaUia. This was the Caufe d that hii fuddain motion, 
' which was vet retarded fur want of Money, and all other 
things neceuary for hit Journey. The Cardinal fliewed no 
manner of favouring all tbcfe Appearances of Advantage to the 
Xing ; he gave Ie& countenance to Stttlamd, than he had ever 
done when it was in Rebellion againft the King; and, not- 
vitbdanding all his promifes with refereiKx to Irtlmd, (he 
M^tquis of Omm^ remain'd Hill at Varii, without obtaining 
Airaca or Money in any proponion fboth which had been 
promiled /b Jiberally ) and was, after all importunities, com- 
pelled to tranfport hitnJcIf into Inhmi ( where he was fo im- ifa Ma^ 
portunately called for J without any manner of Supplies,<Onnwid 
which were expeded. And now, when the remove of thei^ ** f 
Prince was To behovefulj the Cardinal utterly rcfufcd to fiir- J^J^*** 
nifh him with any Money ; all which difcountcnances were 
fliort]yafi:erremember'd to Croraiwfi, as high merit. 

The Prince's remove was by every Body thought fo ne- 
ceflary, that the Lord Jtrmym, as was pretended, found meani 
to borrow fo much Money as was ncccdary for the Tourney; 
whichthe King paid long after with full Inrereft. D' G«5^, 
a KUn well known in that time, as the chief Agent and Con- 
fident of my Lord T*"***. was preicntly fent into HnUndj to 
difpolctbeSca-men robe willing toreceive the Lord Jtrmym 
to Command the Fleet. So foTlicitous that Noble Man wat 
to be in the head of any A&ion that was like to profper, how 
unfit foever he was for it; having neither ijdultry. nor 
knowledge of any thing of the Sea, and being lefs bclov d by 
ehc Sea-men than any man that could be named. The Prince 
made what hafl be could to C*/<w, attended by Prince Ruftrt, 

the 
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the Lord n^ftM, and the Lord Ctlefefptr^ and fome ofttcr 

Gcnttemen, befidn bis own Domefiicks ; and finding one of 

the EKfl^ Frights before CMlais, and underfUnding that the 

I^ke of Tork was gone from the Hfjitf to Blhot S^ue, 

and had put himfeu on board the Fleet there, hii Highnds 

prefently einbarked, and made the more haft left his Brother 

n> Prwt fliouid be in Aftion before him, and wa« receir'd atthe Fleet 

^^j^ with all thole acdamarions and noifcs of joy, which thacPeo- 

**"** pic are aocuitom'd to; they havingesprcded as much ibme 

daysbefore, at thearrivalottheE>tikeofr»rjf. 

Assooa as it was known inHaAon/thit the Prince of 
tfkles was arriv'd, the Prince of Ordi^, with hi* Wife the 
Princels Royal, came prefently diither co entertain his Higfa- 
nels the belt that place would permit, but efpecially to re- 
joyoe together, having not leen each other ftom the time they 
FJ^i'mf ■■ were Children. The Prince found the Fleet in FaAioo and 
rte prino'f Difofdet , and great pains had been taken co corrupt them, 
"i*- S'Joim Berkfifi coming to the Hagtit to Afliime the Go- 
Terntnent of the Duke of Tori, had not been acceptable to Ms 
Royal Highne&j who was perfwaded by Colonel Bsmfie/J^ 
that he had been unfatihful, as well as unfor[ijna{e, in his at- 
tendaiKe upon the King co the Ifle of ffight. The Coknd 
himfelf was To iocenfed with ic, that he ufcd alt the skill and 
iofinaacion he had, to leflen his Highncfi's reverence to the 
Queen, and todifptite berCommands. Then takingtbeop- 
portunicy of the Fleet's being come to &hoet S/ute^he went 
thither, and having, as is faid before, a wonderful Addiefi 
to the difpoGng Men to Mutiny, and co work upon Comtnoo 
Men, which the Fleet conljfted of, there being no Officen, 
for the moft mrt, above the Qiaiicy of a Boat-bwaine or Ma- 
fter's-Macc, he perfwaded chem "to declare for the Duke 
*'of Tvri, without any refpe& to the King or Prince; aod 
" when his Highnds (boutd be on board, that they Ibould not 
"meddle In the Qgarrel between the King and the Parlia- 
« meoc, but entirely joyn with the Presbyterian Party, and 
" the City of Ijuidom^ which by this nieans would briiig the 
■" Parliament to realbn : And he prepared his Friends the Sea- 
men when the Duke Qiould come to them, that tbey wouU 
except ^inft S^ John Bf^klty, and caufe him to be dUmiCfed ; 
and [hen he believ'd he fliould be able to gorem boiii hb 
Highnels and the Fleet. 

At the fame time Pr^oj^, who was a dextrotis Man too, 
and could comply with all Men in all the Ads oS good-fel- 
lowQiip, had gotten acquaincanre with others ^die Sea-moL 
and made them jealous of BMipild'i adivity ; and endca.voui*d 
to pcifwade them "chat they (hould all Petition the princ 
{ who, he knew, would bt Ibdrtly with chem) ** that the Lad 
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"jfirrMjnimlKtitbe mtdethctr Admiral; who wouM be able 
** to fuppi; cEetn with MoncfjUtd whukxver die they wtnt- 
«*ed : That there waa no hope of Money but ftom Frmtg, 
■■and that the Lord Jtnuym had all the Power and Credit 
**theie, and might have what Money he delired; and by 
tbefe Aglntlons, the infant Loyalty ef the Sea-men begun to 
be djftraded. 

A T the lame time the Lord WSttugUy of PsriMm, who bad 
always »lhcred to the Presbyterians, and was of great efteem 
amongft them, though he was not tainted with ,tbctr prioci- 
jtes, bad left the Parliament, and fecretly Tren'fported him- 
^If into HtS*»d ; and was anived at RstttnUm, wttea Anv- 
fleU Tetum'd from the Fleer, and went to wait upon the Duke 
of Ttrk It tbe Btgue. BdmfieU deKver'd fuch a Meflage from 
che Fleet as he thought would haften the I>Ae> Jotnney thi- 
tbetj and told him, "the Seamen made great enqsiry dter 
*• the Lord WtBtugbty^ and much longed to have him with 
**them; infinaatingto the Duke, "that he had much cotftri- 
**buted to that good difpoGtion in the S:a men, and was pri- 
"vy to theii revolt, and had promjfed fpecdily to come to 
**d)em, and that it would be the moft acceptable thing his 
** Highnefs could do to carry htm wi:h him to the Fleet, and 
**maKe him his Vice-Admiral- The Duke madeall imagin- 
able bafl to Hehoet S&ct, and hrunediarcly went on b^rd 
the Admiral; where he was recelv'd with the ufuaJ marks of 
joy and acclamation. He declared the Lord U^tugbfy his 
Vice-Admiral, and appointed fome other Officers in the ft- 
veral SMps, and feem d very defirouj to be out at Sea. la 
the mean time BamfieU continued his AAirity i md the Do- 
dor, Boding he had little hope to raife his Patron to the 
height he propofcd, did all he could to hinder thcOpentrioD 
of BMtpeld. and took all the ways he could Aat the Prince 
might be aovertiled of ic, and thereupon haften his OWD Tour> 
ncy i which did likewife contribute to the haft Hs H^hnds 
made. He arriv'd at iUhott Siuee very (eafonably to prevent 
many inconveniences, which would have inevitably fallen Our i 
and the Sea-men, upon his HighncTs's a^ear^nce, retmn*<l 
again into their old chcitful humour j which the Prince Itnew 
voold be beft preferv'd by Adion ; and therefore exceedingly 
defited tobeat Sea, where he was lurchemuflbe Superior to 
any Force the Parliament could in afhort rrmeputouc. But 
the Fleet already wanted many Provifions, of which Beer wis 
the cUcf ; whidt, by the countenance and afliftaacc of the 
Prince of Ors9g», was in a fhort time procured in a reasonable n* Tn*tt 
propoitkm J and then che Prince fet fail firft for TSrwmri Road,*"™'"" 
tben for the Dnmr, baring fcnt his Brother, the Duke of ■*? P"'"* 
nnt, wldi all hli Family to ibe Vat^, to remain there. ]^*rt. 
Though 
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TaoTTGH tbe Duke ms exceedingly troubled to lesiTC the 
Fleet, which he hid been peifwaded to look upon at hit Pn>< 
vincc, yec be could not (Hit acknowledge, thu right rea£» 
would not permic they (hould boch be vcatur'd at one time oa 
board the Fleet ; and, the Prince determining to engage bit 
owtiPer(bo,be(ubinittcdcotbedetcrminationi and was well 
Otntent to remain with hti Sifter. The Prince did not think 
fit to remove the Lprd WiSantJibj ( who, tie knew, was nuidi 
relied upon by the Presbyterian Party ) from the Charge the 
Duke had given him; though he was not much known to the 
Sea-tnra. But Captaio AtfMv coming at the fame time when 
Ua Higbaers dM to the Fleet, and brlngtne the Ca^ma Wsr- 
•wkk, one of the beft Frigatt tbe Parlitinent nid built, with ?i*r- 
i*», and two or ^ree Sea-men of gpod Command, hitlfigb* 
nds knighted him, and made him Rere-AdmlralttfthcFleeti 
believing, that he could not do a more popular and acxxpt- 
aUe thing^to tbe Sea-men, than by putcmg the fame Man, 
who had Commanded [bent fomany years, over them again 
at this time ; wbofe experience and government would nu^ 
ply the defefti and want of skill of the Vice-Admiial, mo 
was very willing to be advifed by him. Butthe Priocefhcnt- 
Iv after found he was miltaken in that expedient, and that 
the Sea-men (who defired to (erve the King upcHt the dear 
(ffindplet of Obedience, and Loyalty) did not in any de- 
gree aOe^ BdStem, becaiife he had failed In botl^ and was 
now of a Party towards which they had no veoeratun. The 
Crudl) ti> the Prince came prepared and diTpofed from tbe 
Queen, to depend wholely upon the Prewytcrian Party, 
which, belidea the power of me 5c$t^ Army, which wu 
every day ezpeded to Invade EKgUad, wat thought co be 
poaeOed of all Che ftret^ of the City of iM^Mi and the 
Lord Cobfii^ir, tod M^ £>«Ki <be Prince's Secretary, were 
uulled by the Qu^en to luep the Prince Heady and hR t» 
that dependence j and his Highnels wat injoyn'd to be entirely 
advifed by them ; though all the other Lords about him 
were of another mind, and tbe Prince hioiieif not ioclined 
that way. D' Stmard^ tbe Dean of the King's Ch^^l, 
whom his Majefty had recommended to his Sou to Jnftrudt 
bim in all matters relating to the Church, and D' Etrles, and 
the reft of his Chaplains, waited diligently upon him to pre- 
vent thofe Infulions. But, bv thofe two, the beneBt of tlus 
Fleet was principally confider d, as a happy means to put the 
Prince on Shore, that he might be in the Head of (be StU^ 
Army ; and no doubt if that Army had been chen entcr'd into 
E^umd, as it was very Ihortly after, the Prince would have 
been direfled, with the Fleet, " to have fallowed all the atf- 
'' vice which Ihould have been lent from the Stttt. ■ 
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Im the meftntime it wes thought moft Counlellable, after 
the Prince had failed fame days abouc the Coaft, tint ii» 
Kiogdom might generally know that bis Highnels was thcic, 
that they Biould all go inro the Rivor ot 7&n»r, and lyenaaoMM 
ftUI there ; by whkh they ezpcfted two great Advaniagei : rw Jiivtr if 
firft, that the City would be thereby engaged to declare it fcl^ '''""••■ 
wbea [hey Taw all theii Trade obftruOca ; and that their Shipt 
faocnewards bound, of which, at that Scafonofihe year, they 
expeflcd many, muftfiiJl into the Prince's hands; aibd then, 
thattheprcfenceofthe Prince in the River would hinder the 
Parliament ftom getting Seamen j and from Tetting out that 
Fleet which they were preparing to reduce the other, under 
tbeConmand (rfthe Earl ofWarakki whom they thougte 
fit, Inthiaexigeat, again to imploy; and who, by acceptins 
the Qiarge, thought he fliouU be In a better polhire to choow 
his I^rty, in any other altera tion that fhould tuppen at Land. 

When the Parliament firft heard ot the Commocion in 
Km^, and faw the Warrants which were fentout and fi^'d 
by L'Bfiraagt, whom no body knew f and the Genilcoienof 
Ktta wnofate in the Parliament, afliired [hem, "that there 
" was no fuch Gentleman in ihat County ; and S' Bimvd 
HmUs, who likev/ife was prefent there, tola them, " be was 
" very conlSdeDt that his Grandfon could not be Embarked in 
"funtnAfl^lr) they oegledcd it, and thought it a defiga 
to amuife them. But when rhey heard that the meetiog* 
were contloued, and (aw the Declarations which were pub- 
lifbed, aixl were well aflurcd that youf% Hu!ri appear'd with 
them a« their General, they thought the matter worth their 
care ; and therefore arooiiued their General^ ** to iend two 
** or three Troops of Hwfe into Xnrt to fupprefs that feditt- 
** oos InfurreAion ; S' EJ»»rd H^kt now eicufing hlmfelf 
with levilirwa, threats, and deie&aiion of his Graodiboi wb^ 
be protefied, (bould never be his Heir. 

THE Earl ofHtBoMd, who had a CommifSon to beG^ 
oerai> and the reft who were engaged, were notyetready, 
the Strttbt'mg not yet cntcr'd i nor did tbey undemand anv 
thhu of the bufinefs of X«atf ; hewever wtten tbey were af- 
fiued that they were drawn into a Body, and were to ftroog 
that the Officers who Commanded the Troops which had been 
felt tofiipprefij them, had feni to the Parliament word, **ihat 
"they dtimiwtadvuKc, for that the Enemy wasmuchflm^- 
**er than^Vf and increafed dally j and that they had lent a 
** Letter to tne City of LtmJvH inviting them fo joyn with 
''them; the Earl of H»Kra^ Hay, andtheothen with him, 
Cbougbt h fit to fend them all the countenance, and encou- 
riuemciit tbey could j and thereupon di^tched thofe Officers 
wophad been dcfign'd £ar the Ttooptofthai Cnioty} when 
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theSearon fluuld be ripCj tod who had Wheito luriBed pfi- 
vudy In LMd»» lo avuid lulpicion. They were de&cd to 
call their Friends cagcther, aHboa as was pollible, to joya 
with their Neighbours ; and were cold " that they tbcxud 
*' very Qiorily receive a General from che King : for they did 
Dot think M' HmUi equal to [he work, who Found hit Power 
and Credit to grow lels, the greater the appearance grew to 
be; and they begun to enquire ibrthe King's Coainuflioo. 
The Earl of HoBjmd had form'd his Party of many Officen 
who had ferv'd both the King and the Parliament ; m which 
were ia tbeCity 3 and he had not yet s miad to call them 
tog^iier , but CO exped the appearance of iheir Ntmfaeni 
Friends, and tberefbre conTulcing with the reft, and findine 
tbeEAaofHtraieh, wbo had been fome Motufai in SwglioS 
under aPaTsfrom the Parliaoicnt f upoa prettoceof mtking 
his compofirion, from which he had never beat excluded ) 
willtBg toei^age himfelf in the Condud of tbofe iit Knt, 
where he was well known and belov'd, his ASeAion and Zeal 
for the King's Service being not to be doubted, they rcfolv'd 
that be fhould go thichcr j and tharc being many blank Com- 
mifBoDs ready to be difpofcd as the Service Qiould require, 
they filled one wiih Hisnaa)e,by which the Commind of all 
KtMt was committed to him, " with power to lead them any 
" whither as the good of the King's Servke (bould m^e re* 
'^quifiie. And with this Commiflion he made haft mto Knt^ 
and found at MMifivm a better Body of Horfe and Fooc 
Arm'd than could ^ve been expeded ; enough in number to 
have met ^any Army that was like tobebroi^hta^nftibem. 
They all receiv'd him with wonderful Acclamatioof, and 
vowed obedience to him. M' iffJIrf, upon the news of an- 
other General to be lent thither, and upon the flnnns of threats 
and rage which fell upon him from his Grand-father, cd the 
one fide, and on his Wife by her Mother on the other fide, 
and upon the Confcience that he was not equal to the Charge, 
thougli his Afiedion was not in the le^ declined , fourn! 
means to Tranlbort himlelf , and Wife , together with bis 
Friend M' llSfirgmi, who had loft his Credit with the Peo- 
ple, into Hsfiinu^; reTolvtng, aOboD as he had puc his Wife 
out of the reach of her Mother, to return hunfeK aad u> 
venture fata Perfon in the Service which he could not Conibift ^ 
whkh he dki qukkly after very heartily endeavour 10 do. 

The importunities from Stotla»d with the Pred>yteritn» 
their Corrd^kondents, the &me of S' MMrmtM* Lmi^alift 
being well receiv'd at BimiHVMgb^ and that many 9t%^ 
Officen and Soldicn daily flocked thither, but e^iedaUy the 
promifes from Piwif of Siippliet afArmet, Aaunmitiaa* aqd 
Money, a&joa as chey could czpoft It > let all the other 
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vbedt going in EMgtmJ which had been preparing all the 
Winter. There were in South Ifaitt Colonel LMigborm^ 
Colonel FtvieUy and Cokwel PoytTy who Commanded thufe 
pun under the Parliament, which they had lerv'd from tl;e 
DCgiaaiojt: the firft of them aGeiuleman of a good Exua- 
&on, wd a faiT Fortune in Land in thole QHintiei, who 
haii been hred a Page under the Earl d Effix^ when he had 
a Command in the Low Countriei, and continued his de- 
pendence upon bioi afterwards, and was much in bis farour, 
and bf diat relation «u firft engaged in the Rebellion, ai 
Diuy other Gentlemen had been, widiout wifliiog ill to the 
King: thejecondwa< aGeittlemantoo, but a Soloier of For- 
tune : the third, had from a low Trade raifed himfelf in tbe 
War to tbe Reputation of a very dilff^ and ftout Officer, 
tod »u at this time trufted by the Parliament with the Go- 
vonmeotofcheTownandCaAlec^ Pmirait. Thefe three 
coamunic^ted ihcir difconRnttto each other, and all thought 
dieiD&l?es ill requited by the Parliameotforthe Scrvks they 
had done, and that other Men, efpecially Colonel Mkttmf 
were pieferr'd before them j and relolv'd to take the oppor- 
nmity of tbe Seoti coming in, to declare for tbe King upon 
tbe heibyicrian Account. But LM%l>»rm, who was not io- 
fcfled with any of ibofcfrcaks, and doubted not to reduce 
the other two, when itthouldbetime, to fober Refblutions, 
would not engage till he firft lent a confident to Pmrii to tn- 
&nnthcPrince of whatbehaddetermln'd, andofwbat tbeir 
wants coofifted , whkh if not rdier'd, they fbould not be 
ihle to puifue tbeir purpole, defiring to receive Urders for 
die time of tiieir dKlarine, and A^rance that they (hould 
in time receive thofe Supplies they ftood in need uf. And 
dte Lord Trra^w fcnt him a ^omifc under his hand, " thac 
"heflmuld not fail of receiving all the things he bad dcfired, 
"bdbre t^ could be pteHed by the Enemy ; and therefore 
conjur'd biro, and his Friends, "forthwith to declare for the 
"iuDgj which he afliired them would beoffingular benefir, 
'*tBdadvantagetohisMa)efty'sServiccj fince, upon tbe firft 
"notice of their having declared, the &#r^ Array would be 
" ready lomarch into EKgiaiui. Hereupon they prdently de- 
dued, before tbeyweie provided to keep the Field for want 
of Ammunition and Money, and when Femirakt was ixit Ap- 
plied with Provifions for aooye two Months y and were never 
thought of afccr. 

The Lord Byrashad been lent from F^nir, upon theim- 
ponunitieffiDm&i'il'n'. toKetaiinanyiodedaic ioAgjliW 
In {cvaal places, as mi^ wBaa& tbe Army, and keep it 
fromaneiukeEittageinenc^ainft tbem; to difpofe his <M 
Fiicadtabont Omnr and North W«l«t to appear allbon as 

might 
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nilgbt be : md he prdcntlv, wjrh the help of Colonel JM«- 
Jh, potfefled himfclf <^ w Ifland of ji^kfiy, and dirpoCcd 
all North JVn/a to be ready to declare afioon zs the SeMt 
Ibould enter the Kingdom. But chat which was of moftim- 
porrance, and fccna'd already to have brought the War even 
into the heart of Bfglapd, was that foroe GcDTlemcn, who 
had foriTierJy fcr?'d itie King in the Garr ifun of Nrwsrk^ and 
in the Northern Army, under S» MMrmadakt LaugJaley had 
f by a defiga conftilicd with hinn before his going into Stot- 
Ind, and upon Orders rcceiv'd from him fince, when he be- 
liev'd the Sceti would be in afhort time ready to begin tfaeir 
March} furprifed the ftrong Caftle of pMtfitt in Twrk-fi^ire 
f which had a Garrifon in it for the Parliament) and grcv 
prefcntly fo numerous, by the rcfort of OfE;.'ers and Soldiers 
from die adjacent Countiei, thai they grew formidable to all 
thofe parti, and mtde the Communicarion between LmUtm 
tnd Ttrk iofecure, except it was with fl rong Troops. Upon 
which Argument of the furprife oiPentfret, We (ball enlarge 
bereifccr, before We ([wait of the Tragicl[cor.c'ufion of this 
Eocerprife. All AAiis were in this motion in EMgUwd, be- 
fore there was any appearance of an Armytc ScotlM^^ whidi 
they bad promifed Qiould be ready to march by the bejgiDning 

of««r 

Indeed as to the raifing an Army in Sntlnd, the diffi* 
cutties were well nigh over , nor did they ever look upoo 
thit as a thing that wogld uouble them, but who fliould Com- 
mand , and be General of this Army was the matter upon 
wbicfa the Succefii of all they propoled would depend ; and 
if they could not procure Duke Htmitttma be made dioicc 
off^ that Service, they would promifc thcmfclvcs im good 
iffiieof the Undertaking It was a hard thing to remove tbe 
old General Lfflf , who had been hitherto in the Head of 
their Army in ail their profpcrous Succefles; but he was in 
die conGdenoe of Argjle, which was objedion enough againft 
him, if there were no other j and the Man was grown old, 
and appear'd, in the Afiions of the laft Expedition into E^- 
UmJ, very unequal to the Command. And therefore lomc 
expedient was to be found to be rid of hita; and they found 
it DO hard matter to prevail with him to dectioc the Cotn- 
mand, upon pretence of his Age and Inlirroitici, when in 
truth he had no mind to venture hit Honour againft the 
E^giyhy except aflifled by Engl^, which had been hit good 
. Fortune In all the Anions of Moment he had perfonn'd in 
this War j and when he had been dedittire of that help, be 
bad always rcceiv'd fbmc Affront. Whenbytbia meauthae 
was a new General to be named, Duke Hamiittm wu pfO- 
poled, u a fit Man t« be imploy'd to redeem :he Honour of 
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the Nation. He dad formerly dilcharecd (he Office of General 
under the King of^iur^n, where Z>/7rf, that had now declined 
the imploymear, was Major General under him; andtherefbre 
could not be thotf ht to be wkhout ample experience of War. 

Whilst this was cepending , jrffjj'A [ook notice of S' 
JUsruMJiiie L^gMe's, ana S' P^lip Majgrdve's btring intbc 
Town, and of forae difcourfca which ihcy had ufcd, or fome 
other SigiV^Offi:ers in [heir Compan)', and dc(}rcd "that, 
"ifiheywerc ro have any Comrnand in the Army, they might 
** prefcntly take the Covenant ; and that there mipht be a ge- 
** neral Declaration, that there flxnild be neither Officer nor 
"Soldier rcceiv'd into their Army, before he had firlttakca 
"the Covenant; and that, after tney were enter'd into the 
" Kingdom of J^/iflw/,thcyihould make noconjun^lon with 
'*any Forces, or Perfons, who had nor done, or Hiculd re» 
**ftile to do the fame. This propo&l found no oppofuioo j 
they who were moft forward to raifc the Army for the deli- 
very of the Kite, being as violent as any to advance that De» 
claration- And though Duke Hamihew and his Brother oif 
L^mriek did ai welldi&pptovc it in their own judgement, as 
they did forefee, outofthe long experience they had oF£«^< 
ilcau^ what prejudice it would bring upon them there , yec 
They had not the Courage in any decree to Ibeak agafnft it ; 
and tile Chancellor of Scotland, and the Earl of iMtberJab 
were as pjfEonate for the Advancement of i^ a« ^gjl* him- 
lelf ; ana feem'd to think that thofe two Genilemea either 
had already taken, or would be willing to take it. 

1 T can hardly be believ'd, that, after fo liHig knowledge 
cXEMgffd, and their obfervaiionof whom the King's Pan/ 
did conJift , after their fo often conferences with the King 
wichout prevailing upon him, in any degree, either to pre- 
ferve himfcif at Nm-Csflle from being defiver'd up to the 
Parliament, or in their laft agitation wiSi him, when lie yield- 
ed to fo many unreafonablcpantculars to gratify tbem, to opu- 
lent to or promife, " that any Man Iboukl be cumpell'd to 
*' take the Covenant ; that they (hould ftill adhere to that &• 
tal Combination agaiijft the Church, which they could ne* 
vet hope to bring to pais, cxcqx they intended only to chaiigQ 
the band, and to keep the KiiK uader as ftrid a refbaint, 
whendKy (houMget him into Their hands, as he was under 
the domination of the Parliament and Army : yet they were 
jb in^tuated with this refolucion, that they ducovered their 
apprehenBon of the Kiiig'E Party, and defien'd no lefs to ojv 
prcls Tbem than the Independents, ana AnabaKiflf; aixl 
upon tbe news of the revolt of the Fleet From the Parliament 
lo the King, the Infurreflion in Kn', and other places, and 
[he general inclioationt throughout the Kingdom for the

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King, chcy flidKo'd tbcirprepuatioiu, that they might dtSa 
thcii March, to the end chat all that Itrength might be op- 
preQedaod reduced, that (6 they might be abrolute Maften 
aficr they had pievaikd over the Army. And at lail, wbea 
they could defer their March no longer, upon the ioipomi- 
nacc preQure of their Friends in LmJm, they lent the £arIof 
XjiutBtrd*^ with tbofe ioTolent iDAructioiu, which will be 
mentioa'd anon, and poGtively required the Prince iinmedi- 
ately to repair to tbem ^ declaring, " that if his Pcjlbn Qioold 
" not be forthwith in their Army, they would remra again 
*< into &fffJ!«Wwitbout(Qakingany attempt i and cbe blow- 
ing thla refblution, was [he rnfonthatthe(^ccnwas £> po- 
fitive iQ her Infini^ions, notwithtUndii^ the appcannoe of 
aoy other Advantagcto the Kingin EiuLnd. 

SiRMMfmMJitit LMgJsli and S'Pm^/Wi^«waolboner 
heard of this DecUratioo, than they went to thofe Lord*, and 
expoflulated very fliarply with them , for '* having broken 
*' their Faiths, and betrayed them into theh- Country^ wboe 
"they were looked upon as Enemies. They were Anfwer'd, 
"that they muft give over their defign to redeem the King, 
** or yield to this dctcrminaiioD, which their Farliamcm was 
** (o una and united in j and would never depart from. And 
therefore they entreated them with all imagbable imporm- 
nity, that they would take the Covenant j fome of tbest de- 
Grlfig to confer with them upon it, and undcrtakiiK to &lisfy 
them, that the Covenant ciid not include thofethingi in it^ 
which they thought it did. But when they faw tbofe Gen- 
tlemen would not be prevailed with, but that on the ooDtrary 
they rcfolv'd prcfently to leave the Country j and told ibeoj 
'.'they would undeceive [hofehoneftPoople in JS^^Zn^ who 
** were too much inclined lo trull themj and that tbeyfiiottU 
** find that they had a harder work lo hand than they imagined i 
the Settifl} Lords knew well enough of what importance tbetr 
prefcnce was to be to dicm , for their very eotraoce into 
Et^Umd i and thereupon defircd them, " (hat they would have 
" a little patience, and again abfent themfelves from J&M#- 
« tKtgb, till [he heat of this difpute was over, and till "the 
" Army Ihould be ready to march j and Duke Hranbit, who 
had a marvellous Infinuation to get hlmfelf faeliev'd, autired 
them in confidence, " that allboo as helbould find hitnfelf in 
*' the headof his Army, andupon their march, there QioaU 
"be DO more talk ofCovenants.bunhatall the King"* Frieais 
*' Hiould be welcome, and without diiiio<3fon. So they left 
Edeniarta^ aeiin, and went to their old Quarters j what 
they bad not ftayed long, before the Duke lent fix them » 
come to him in private; and, after a very cbearfol reoeptkoi 
be told them, <^he was now ready ; and that tbeir Frieaelria 
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"Ej^ImJ ciUcd lb jmportunaiely for them, that be was re- 
** folv'd to march Jn very few dayi ; which he thought re- 
*'cc(firy to comnuiciciiX to them, not oaly for theFncnd- 
*'(faiphcha<lfortbeii) i which would always keephim witb- 
" out rderve towards them \ but becaufe he muft Jepend uprai 
**them two to furprile the Towns (tf BervkkaaA Qa-ii/Ity 
" againft the time he IhouM be able m march tbither ; for he 
" intended to march between thofe two Places. 

The work was not hard to be pcrfbrm'd by them, they 
baViuN'fiom their Htlt eairaBce inm Stat/mJ, adjufled with 
their Friends who iohabFced oearthole places, to be ready for 
that eoterprife when tbey (hould be called upon ^ which ihey 
then belier'd would have b^en much Iboner j fo that they 
were wlUlne to undertake it, and demanded CommilSoos 
from tbc DuKefor the doing thereof^ which he excufed him- 
felf for not giving, undcrprctenceof "thcfccrccy that was 
" neoeffary i in terpen whereofhe would not truH hie own Sc- 
" crciary ^ and likewife, aa a thing uoneceflarr for the work; 
" &oce it Was their own reputation and Intcreft, and their bcs 
" ing known to have been always tiufted by the Kingj by 
"which they could bring it to pals, and not His QimmiuKin; 
*' for which thofe Towns would have no reverence. Be{ides,he 
told them, "that the Marqui8af.^r;^itr had (tillpToicAedagainil 
** their beginning the War by any A& of Holtility agaloA the 
" £^^1 in forcing any of tise Towns j which was not necef- 
** lary in order to the King's deliverance ; but that an Army 
"might march to the place Where the King was; to the end 
" that thofe Mc'^'eiigers who were lent by the State to fpeak 
. '^ with ttu King, might have liberty to fpzak with his Ma- 
" jelly ; which was a Right of die Kipgdooi , and the de- 
"maoding it could benoDreach of the Pacification betweea 
•* the two Kingdoms. 

Tbis Argument, ttwyknew, was not teafonable enougji 
to Avay the Duke. But oiey forefaw two other lealbns, which 
did prevai) with him not to give thole CommilEons they de- 
fired, vbich otberwife might have been given with the fame 
fe'crecy that the buGoeb was to be a^ed with j the one, the 
Order agalnft giving any Commiffioo to any Man before be 
had taken the Covenant: And how much Aiuhority foever 
the Duke might take upon him to dtlpeoie with that Order 
afterbeflioutdbc in£»;j^</^ i^ might not be convenient that 
be Ihould aflume It whillt htremam'd yet at EJtMicmg/li : 
the other Was, that, when they had done it without hij Com- 
milGoD, he might, upon his March, or a0bon as be came thi- 
ther, djli»llefs them of the Government, and put Sctrt-caea 
into their )jla(x> ; the laft of which he (ud not diflemble to 
tfaemj but confell^ " that, though the Council of A^i''^'', 
Lx would 
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« would not attempt the taking of thofe Towns, yet when 
"They flwuld betaken, they would expeft the GovernaKM 
" thereof Ihould be in Their hands, and depend upon Them, 
** wjtbouc which they lliould not be able to fend him thole con- 
•* tinual Supplies which he expcftcd from them. And there be- 
ji^ then 1 Tccruit of five or fix thoufand , which S' Gt^rgt 
* J>flWMhad near raifedin the North, and from Irelmmd, who 
were to bef^n their Mafch a^er him, aObon at he tbould be 
outof J^«fJ<(m(, the two Gentlemen hid nopurpofeof remain- 
ing in thofc Governments, well knJwing that their prefeoce 
would be frf" importance to the Arm Vj at leaft whilft they ftajr- 
cd In the Northern Counties ; yet they knew well, it was for 
the Service that tbofe Towns (hould remain in the haixls ^ 
the Eng/i^, without which few of the Gentlemen of tbofe 
Parts would dedire themfelvcs , how well alftdted (bever 
they were ; which when they had ofier'd to the Duke, they 
left it to him, and accepted the imployment he prcflcd tbcm 
toundcrtake, and parted to put the fame in ezecutioajn both 
|dacei at one time, all things being concerted between them 
to that purpofe. 

Sir Marmaduke IjtMgfUIt had fcveral Officers , and St^ 
diers, laid privately on the Sceif/b fide to wait his CommaDds, 
and more on the Buglet there being two orthree good Fa- 
milieawithintwo or three Miles of B«rw»at, who were well 
afieded and ready to appeir when they (hould be required; 
in expcdtatton whereof tliey had harboured many Men- Some 
of them & MarmdJtike appointed to meet him, on the Scvt^ 
lide, at a place about a Mile dtftant from Berwkkj the Night 
before he intended the furprife, and the reft to be in the 
Town by the riSng of the Sun; ftwne about the Market 
place, and fome upon the Bridge, by which he muft emcr. 
The next Mornuig, being Market day, when great droves oi 
little Horics, laden with facksofCorn, always refbrted to 
the Town, ^ JUarmsJute Lewgimh , with about a hundred 
Horie, and Ibtnc few Foot, wliich walked with the Market 
People, prelenily after Sun rlGng, was upon the Bii<tee, be- 
fore therewaSanyapprehenlion; and finding hi« Fricn«diere 
whom he expeflcd, he ciufcd the Bridge prcfently to be 
drawn tip, and guarded bv his Foot , and feat others to the 
other parts. Himfelf witn moft of his Troore went into tl\e 
Marketplace, where be found bis Country Vriendt ready to 
SrM.LinB- do all be would Command. There was fo general a conftcr- 
ditffi'r'y" ii^t'on fcifed upon the whole Town, there being QO otbet 
vcrwick, GairifonbutTowns-men, that after dicyhad letledupoa t}te 
Mar»iv^ Mayor, who was the Governour, aU things were in aOiort 
Ciriidc ^'"^^ ^° quiet, that they open'd dieir Ports again , that the 
fm^. Market might not be interrupted. S'P^i/r> Jlftj/^'vuv, vidi 
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as litdc oppa£ti(»,po0cflcd tdmftlf of Csrlt/U i where be bad 
a plater Intereft j »d the People vere generally better aF> 
feaed to [he Kinz, and more dltindined to the Scott than 
thi^ of Berajitk a&a to be ; and they both haften'd advcrtUe* 
fncnt to the Duke of what tbey had^ooc. 

It will be much wonder'dat, tmt after Cromvi^ plainly 
fbrefaw they tbould have a War with Seatltmd, and had con- 
fiant Incelligence from thence of the Advances they made, he 
did not take care to put Garrifons into thole two Imporunc 
places, the very ftrength of which could for Ibmc time have 
wtthftood all the power whid) ScttLmd could have brought 
againft them. But the fame reafon which bad been current at 
SJeKifrttigb to this very time, had prevaifd at Jf^fimmfftr. 
It vas fpedally provided for by the Ad of Pacifioftioo be- 
tween [he two Kingdoms , when the ParliaiDents of both 
Kingdoms Combined againlt the King, ** that dterc Ibiwld be 
^^nomoreGarriTons kept on either fide la Bertoickot Csrl^i 
wbere they were then disbanded, and fome of their Fonihca- 
tloiK flighted j which could eaOly have been repaired ^ and, 
wi[boat rep^riiv, could have kept out an Enemy for fome 
time. And the Parliament would not now permit any Men 
to be lent thither, that the Seotr might not pretend diat the 
War was begun by them ; but \eft Bervki to the Govern- 
ment of the Mayor and the Citizens ; who could have de- 
fended themfetvcs againtl the JSre^/if they had cxpeftcd them. 
But the tnidi b, CrteiweB had fo* perfeA a cooiempc of the 
whole ftrength of that Nation, that he never cared what Ad- 
vantage ground they had upon any Field, or what place they 
ever pottefled. 

StR MirmMiUitLMgJdk and Sr Phi/ip Mu^rsve were no 
Iboncr pcflclled of Btrwiek, and c»rlifii, than all the Gentle- 
men, Officers, and Soldiers thcrcabuucs, who bad formerly 
foVd the Ki^, reforced and (locked to them well Armed, 
appointed, and provided for the War j lb that they had not 
only very fufiicient Garrifons to keep ihofc places, but Troops 
enough of Horle to free the adjacent Counties from thcue 
Forces, and Committees, and other Peribns, who were cither 
pobltckly engaged in, or well known privately to wilh well 
to the Parliament. It was uptm the igih of jifril that Si JK«r> 
msdwke LingJ^U poflcllcd hlmrelf of Btrmick j and foon after 
S* Ph^ lt£j^0vt furprifed CsrBJ^t, about eight of the Clock 
atN^t, many Gentlemen of the Neighbours being in, and 
about theTown^ cxpeding his Arrival; fo that tbe Citizens 
were in oonfulion, and made little refinance. It is very true, 
diey had both given under their hands to Duke Hamlttw, that 
they would deliver up the Towns to him when he Ihould re> 
quire cbemj he having afliired them, *'thac the King had 
L ) " piomiied. 
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^ ' €t omm(ed^ uitder hii hand, that tbole t«n3 Towns (faouM be 
"deliver'd into ihe poflelEoa of che Scttii whidi it muft 
needs be fuppoled that tbey fbould firft take from the Parlia- 
ment, in whofe pofleOion the; weic both when Che K.tiw fign'd 
the Engagement at CarisirMk Cafile. And the Diwe had 
D0[ only rcfured to eivAbem any Men, or other Affiftaoce 
towards the taking them, but, as hath been iaid, would not 
grant tbcm his CotnmifQon to pcrfoim it j pretending *^ thai 
"he durfl qot do ii, becaufe tney were bound not eo b^in 
" the War : only He, and the other Lords -of hii Fraternity, 
promlTed *^td {end five hundred Muskets, and ten Barrels of 
" Powder CO each Garrifon ^ and that their whole Army (hould 
**raarch into Ejig,lMi wjihki twenty days i and that, if cbey 
•* were fooncr in diftrcfs, chey IhouM be fure to be reliev'd. 

But aficr he heard that both places werepoflcfCd by chem, 
he deferi'd noc to fend a Gov^rnoi^ and Garriibo to receive 
Berwick ; to vham ?f MMroUduke Ijoii^ale Aieixni'd it ac- 
cording to his promifc \ and was required " to march with ail 
" the Efigiyh to the pirta adjacent to CMrUJk, atxl there to 
"cncrcafe his Troops to what Nutnber he could, with what 
" expedition was pomblc j which he pcrfbrm'd To cKduaily, 
ihar, in ■vex'j few days, he had a Rendezvous upon a Heath 
within five Miles of CarUJU^ where he Mufter'd above three 
ihoufand Foot well Arm'd, and levea hundred H9r& not lb 
well Arm'd j all which were raifed in OanbtrUmiy ^ Wep- 
wareUndy over and ^>ove the Garrifon of Cmr&fii \ which yet 
reoain'd under S' Vhilif Mt/grave ; and, within two day^ 
five hundred Harfe, very well appointed, came out of Twi- 
Jbirt, the Bifhopricb of iJttriMra, and the Neighbour parts j lb 
chat S' di^mMuke Ltt^dak re&^lv'd prdently to mardi into 
LmuMp^irt, to reduce tbofe who were for the Parliament ther^ 
which he could ealily have done, the Lord ^jtm being ready 
apOD the Borders of titjhirt to have joya'd with him. But 
this quick advance and progreO towards an Army, was not 
well looked upon at Edewhrant^j and an. Eicpreu was dis- 
patched with ^^iivaOideistoS' M»rmadiike iMgUU *<aot 
"to Engage or Fight with the Enemy, upon what advantage 
"foever, until the ^cor^ Army Qiould come up. And ^eie- 
ever that Enprefs ihould overtake S' MMnmMdnkt^ be was iro- 
mediaiely to retire with his Forces near Cmrliflt ; which he 
obey'd aUbon as he recelv'd the Order, and when be m^bt 
have matched 3L%3.\a& Lamiert ^ who was lent before with a 
lelsfirength than S'J)£ir/««Ai<i«Comnuiid6d,aild7hidiia all 
probability would have been Defeated. 

But, as if this had not been difcouragement enough, withta 
one or t)va days after chat Eicprcfs, Letters woe lent uom the 
Council in S49tUM4i by which S^ IfyrmMx iM^daU was 

vny 
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veiy feverely reprebendcd, " for receiving ^pift* into bii 
** AriDT, and not owning the Covenuit in the Declaraciona 
<*whiai he ba<l publilbcai and told, *'thac hefliould receive 
"no Aifilhocc from Thcia, except the Covenant waa em- 
** braced by all his Army- ThtiAruck at theroot ofall ibeir 
hopes; and was fo contrary to all the EnesigemeDti they had 
recelv'd from the Scftf/b Lordf, both by Words and Lectera, 
**tliac tbey Ihould never be troubled with any fuch motion^ 
** attei tbey were once upon EKgl^ ground j and that then 
**tiiey (htxikl proceed upon thofe Grounds as were hke to 
"biing in moll Men to their Affiftance ; that S^ MarmM^ke 
• prevail'd with S' Fhi£p Mufirtm to maxe a Journey forth- 
with to SdttAtTtt^h, to expofhilate upon tbc whole matter, 
aod declare tbcir firm Rcfolution to the Lords tbcre. 

Sir Vhilif Mujetavt, that it might appear that they did 
not exclude any woo had taken the Covenant, and were wil- 
ling to joy n with them, carried a lilt with bim of the oaroea 
of many Officers in their Troops who had been compell'd to 
take the Covenant before they could be admitted to compo- 
fitloo, or procure the Sequeftrations to be taken &oin tbcir 
Eftates, and of fome others who had taken it for quiecneri 
fake in the places where ihey liv'd ; with which the Sttts 
were in fome degree mitigated, but feeoi'd to retain ftiU 
their rigour, that te ftiouTd be fubmitted to by the whole 
Army. 

I M the mean time Zumiert, having gotten a (trong Body Urabm 
of Horfe and Foot, advanced upon S' Mmmadidk LMgdmlt j *^^' "^ 
who, being emoyn'd not to F^ht, was forced to retire to''^""^ 
Cm^, and (ma himfelf to be, upon the matter, blocked up 
<M one fide, whilft he lent Letter upon Letter to U)e Duk 
**tDfaaflen his March, or to lend fome Trocqis to his Af- 
**fiAuioe, and Liberty to Fight the Eocoay. 

The Earl of Norvkb had found the Aflembly at iUid- rw £«/ >/ 
fitm very numeroos, but likewiie very difordcrly, and with- JJ°!3J^ " 
out Government, mt eafy to be reduced ipider any Com* ^I liM ° 
niand. They hsul been Ions eiKM^ together to enter into Kmiih 
Jealoafies of one another, ana from thence into Fa&ons, and fmvu. 
were of feveral opinioaa what they were to do. Aod though 
they all pretetided an entire fubmlfSon and obedience to toe 
Eat) of /Afruttc^ as their General, yet no Moo forbore to de- 
liver his opinioD (^Things and Perfons, nor to enquire by 
what means tbey had firft been drawn together ; which im- 
ply'd that many Men wifh'd they had been to begin again. 
The Earl was a Man litter to have drawn fuch a Body toge- 
ther by bis firolick and pleafant humour, which recoi>qIed 
People of alt coiftitudom wonderfoUy lo him, than to form 
and Goaduft them towaidf any Enterprile. He bad alwar* 
L4 U/d 
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Jitf'd in the CouK in fuc^ a ftatioo of bufinels aa ralicd tHUl 
very fevEncmiei; and his pJcafani; and jomi Nature, whidi 
vrta every where acceptable, made htm many Frioids, at 
Jcaft mide many ddignt in bis Ccnnpany. So that by the 
great fiiTOur he had with the King and Queen, and the Ihtle 
prejudia: he ftood in with any Body eKe, he was very like, 
if the &tal diforder of the time had not blafted hi* hopes, to 
fcavc grown Matter of a very fair Fortune ; wbidi was all 
that lie propoled to himfelf. But be had no experience at 
knowledge of the War, nor knew how to exOcUe the Of- 
6ce he had taken upon him of General, but was very willing 
to pleafc every Man, and comply wkh every Bodies humour j - 
wfaidi was quickly dilcovcr'dj and fo Men withdrew the Re- 
verence they were prepared to have pjid him, and grew more 
obfliniicc in their own opinions what was to be done ; and 
die indifpofition incTcafra, when they heard that Frnfax 
himlelf was appointed to march towards them They wfao 
beft underftood the Afhir, and how to apply the ftret^th 
ihey had ro the beft advantage, advifed "that they might re- 
*' tire beyond Rochifitr, and by breaking down the Bridge 
**thefe, and Fortifying another Pafa or two, which waseafy 
"to be done, they might kcq) the Enemy from entring into 
''the Baft ofKa^ (which was the largeftand beft part of 
that ridi and populous County } *' longer than tbey would be 
** able CO continue the aitempc, Ibr fiwiT of being indoTed by 
"an Enemy at their back, ir the City of Lmim, or thole dT 
*' Effix, who were moft fpoken of, had a mind to declare for 
** the Kingj and by this means they might be fure of a cor- 
" rerpondence with the Fleet j of the lenirn whereof in a 
fhort time they were moft confident j and the more, faccaule 
fome Gmtlemen of their own Body were on bmird the Fleet 
in fome Authority, who, they knew, would haften their re- 
turn all they could. 

Many were the more perfwaded that die Fleet was gone 
to the Ifls of JiP^bt for die refcue of the King, becaofe tbofe 
Gentlemen were gone in it. And without doubt that advice 
wai the moft remnab'e, and if It had been purfiied might 
bave kept the Enemy ataBay for fame time. ButotberMco 
Ids realonable were of another mind : they did not believe 
**tbat Fshfdx could have leifure to look; after them; they 
"were confident that [hcPArllameni had Ibmaay Enemies 
•* to look after, thofc in Wattt growing ftrong, and having 
"beaten the Party that had been fcnt againft them; and the 
"Officers in the North, who had feifed upon PnOfrtt Caftle 
'^ 'm,Y»rkJhiri, and had drawn ina ftrongGarrlfonfrom the 
"patn adjacent, had a Body of Horfe, that tnfcfted all thofa 
"putti and the Si«tf veic upon cheir march for EHgUnii 
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** and therefore they condsded chat Pshfgx axild not be at 
**ldfiire to Tifit thoo : The tetirlDg would be an Arguninic 
** of fear, which wo«M diibearteii their FrioDds ac Z^mdm^ 
** and all ihofe of that part of KMf , which milft be defcited 
** upon their Retreat, would defen thcsi, aflbon ai that rdb- 
"lutton ffaould be kiiowB j a&d dierefore thcydcfired, "that 
'* thcj might all iQirdi towardf Bisek-Heatb j which would 
**raile the Spirits of their Friends, and many would relbrt 
''every day to ibem out of Z.mi^miaiid the parts adjaceot; 
'* all which were cmtneutly well ailcAed. 

The Noifc Ibr tbi^ was the greater, and the Earl of Nar-niKtM- 
•wut Umfelf wa£ thereby Iwayc^ to be of thatophnon; andiOi •'<nv 
fo they refolv'd 10 advance, and a Diort day was appointed"*^ 
for z general Rendezvous upon BlMi-Heath j and Olicn werc|^"J^ 
Icat out accordingly. Hcub. 

Tn B dtfturbance in (b cnany placet mftde the refolutkm of 
the General now to be known, which had been hitherto 
carefuliy concealed^ " that Fmrfnx himfelF was not willing to 
« march againft theAtfr; which was not now Counfellable 
foi him to do- CmnptU was very willing to take that Pro* 
▼ince to hJmfcIF, and had always fo great a cancempc of the 
ScBtr, that he was willing to march with a nauch \Ma Num- 
ber than he well knew the Sftti/k Army to coofifl of j and be- 
ii^ ioform'd which way the Seeis refoly'd 10 enter die King- 
dcsn, nod that ihr^ were even ready to march, he advanced 
CO meet than, affixn ai they fhould be cnter'd wt^ thole Ciomwcll 
Troops which he had made choice of, having firft fuppreOcd **»««' ■- 
the Rifings in Souctt ffk/ts by taking c^ Pa»ireit Ca&Ie,'^.'^ 
uid making Pri/bsers therein LMtgtent, P«w/, and Pf^, 
the heads of that Infurre^on, and not troubling himldf with 
PMitfrtt Caftle, which be thought would not be of great coa- 
lequcDce, if the Scett werefiibdued. 

Fairfax, with anumerous part of the Army, renuua'd 
in and ^xxit Ltmtcm to fuf^irels the Infuireflion in Ktwt, and 
tnuJi any other which fbould fall out in the City or thore- 
abouts-j of which they bad more apprehco&on. thaa.ef all 
the pc^er of SeM/tnd. And fo whni the Parliament was 
advcnifed by their Troops which were fitft feot, that they 
were too weak to advance &ther, and heard that the Earl 
of KHvitb WIS declared General of the X«s/{$ Troops, and 
was ranching in the Head of them towards Biaei-HiMtk, 
PMrfim A«« all fait Army together, and his Cannon, and ftUWt <• 
marched' qver I^mthm Bridge to meet the Men of Knt Ut-t-fi >*« 
Bite^-HMti, and to ftop their march to Liuln. The Earl Kn"'^ 
was now advaiKcd fo fer, and pMirfax advanced too faft to"*"^ 

guc the former Counfel In praAice, of breaking down the 
ridges,, and kevpiog the Fal&*> ind tbey who had oppofed 

that 
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ibaC Goonrel* and Were To fonmrd to adraAce^ thought the; 
WCK nowtoolir. ThcCoumry-men were weary ofbeing 
all dght in the Field, chough it waa che warmcft Seaibn of 
the Year, and many withdrew thcmfelves everyday; fo that 
they who icaiaiD'd iiad no reafea to believe themfelvcs equil 
to the power that march'd toward; them, and yet tbere were 
moK left diaa could bt^'. to prefenre thcmfelres by Sjof, 
and by contxalment. Aed tnoefoie, as Psirfax adrauced, 
the Xntfs^ Forces drew back; made feveral ftaads ; hot, be- 
ing bard preflbd, they divided, fome reortng to RMbeJhr, 
ooera to itaiifium. Thols at MmJ^eiu bad a tharp Eo- 
fXHOiter wkh the Gcoerar'S whole ftrength, and Fo<^ia vary 
bravely, but were at lait Defeated- Id the mcaa •time the 
Earl of Ntnaeh, and divem other Officers who were with the 
Party atRsehtJltr, quitting that place, niarcb'd back tonrdt 
£rM«nr, io hope (Hit of the City's joyning with then). But 
that fulling, and apprehendioff Fairfax voa\A be (ban in didr 
n* Kv'^Rear, the Earl andthofe who r^fcain'd, aod detoi'd tomn 
Norwich, ^^ utmoft hazard, refol /d to paTs thcmlelves and uieir Horfes 
^^ JrJl!|L-, by fiich Boats as they hiui ready about Gmwtaitt, and down 
fn tbim- the River, over into Bffex, where they knew they had van 
fiiou iutt Frieodfi, and where Psirfsx and his Army could not rtft 
f ' L ^''thern In fome days. So rhey madca lliift to tranfpOR them- 
chcaer 'clws to the number of near a thoufand Men, Horfe andFoot; 
wherettf many were Officers and Soldiers who had ftrv'd the 
Kh^, and young Gentlemen grown up In Loyal Families, 
who had been 'too young to appear before. ' "■ 
. TuEf found many Pcrfons in ^x ready to joyn wh 
tilted', who came fooner together than tbev intended, ttpm 
the Alann of Km ; and who bad purpoled to have paucd 
over Into Ktwt to have joyn'd with, and aflifted tbofe who 
bad lb frankly appear'd for the King, if 'they had not been 
prevented by their uneipeded coming <o tfaem. There wai 
the brave Lord C«m/, S' IfSSiMm Comftom, df ChtrUs tjKMy 
St GMTj* X,^, all ezoelieni' Officers. There was Si Bir- 
warAGt^9ig^ and many other Gentlemen, aod Officers of 
Kunet who had drawn together maoySsldiera. Toricfe 
joyn^d Golenct Pm-r ; ' who had ferv'd the Parlkmeo^ and 
wag-aknowoCreacureandCotrfidciKoftheEariofV&ndnl's, , 
and bad at that limethe Command of I.<Mg»«r^ F«Mt, a For 
of Mportance upon the Sea j fo chat when they wefe all 
ooine together, with thofewho caone ftom Kmf, tbey nude 
a Body .of above three thou(at]d:Hotf0 and- Foor^ wkh Of- 
licerb enough to have fdrtn'd and commandad a' very good 
Army. ■ ' 

TtiEY wett knew 'F<«i>^«x -would quittfy'vi&t dmi, tf' 
dierefare tbey chole to fx^ tbemielrea in CwM^Ar, a |m» 

and 
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and p0[H]lO[u ToTD, which thoueh unfonificd, cbey ofi.tqp 
liicb worlu before the Avenues, wax they did doe n^uch fear 
to be forced by an AlXuiIc 3 . and tefolv'd to cxped'a Coo^ 
junQIoQ with other of their Frieods j and were in great hope* 
that the Scat^ Army, which they heard waa upon its march, 
would be with [hem before they couk^ be d^reSed. 

Thet had fcarce put themfelvcs aiKl the Town, which 
was not glad of their company, into any order, before PMrfiof 
came upon ibem ; who made co ftay in Kntf , after he. b«UYl 
what was betiome of the Earl of KsTwkh and his Friends ; 
bm left two or three Troops of Horfe co fettie that County, 
with the aiEAanceof their Conimltteet, who had been driven 
from thence, and returning now ViAorious Itnew well enough 
how to deal with thoTe who had revolted from tbein. When Fu'ibx u. 
he came (itft before (^hbe^er, and faw it without any Fortl- ^>«b'«. 
ficatioDS, bethought prefentlyco have ehtet'd the Town with 
his Army ; hut be fi^iod fo rude reGflance,, (hat by the ad- 
vice of Iretan, who was left by Cronrjjdi to watch die Ge- 
neral as wcU aa.the Army, be refolv'd to encompafs it with 
his Troops, and without hazarding the lofs of Men to block 
them up, till Famine fiiould reduce them ; and difpofe'd his 
Army tccordingly ^ which quickly (lopped up all Pai%e8 by 
whioi either Men or Proviiioqs Ihovld get into the Town j 
though by many brave Sallies from within, their Quartcn 
were often beaten up, and many Vajituit Meji wae loft 911 
both fides. -, . .■ 

The FIce(, afieritfaad, wiUi aUifflaginablecbcarfuIndf, , 
Cibmitted co the Command of the Prince, was not fo a^ve ' 
as it was esne&cd it Qiould be j and was very much the worfe 
foi theFaaioos> and Pivifions, which weie amongft thofc ^|^j|J|^' 
who atttnded'ugoo the Prince i who, according to their fe-p^^'^' 
vcraJ humours, Sndeavour'd to work upon the Sea-men; a 
People I'lipaM'' of any imprefllon, but not very retentive of it. 
Prince St^ertf. to whoqi' the Prince was very kind, dtd'tiot, 
upon many old conteiis'in the kte War, love, the Loid 0>k^ 
ftpftTj who waa not of a temper that cared to court him : and 
chcre was one,' wbo had the greatcil inBuence on Prince Ru- 
ferty Hn-itrt the Atiurney General, that of all ^eo living 
was moft difpoled to make difcord and difagreemcnt' bet ween 
Men; all his faculties being refolv'd in;a a fpitit (^ contra- 
di&iiu, difputing, and wrangling upon any [hing that was 
propottd. He bavii^ no titUL or pretence co iaterpofe in 
Council^ and yet there beitig no fecret in the Debates there, 
found it eaTy to mfuTe mco Prince Jbtfwr*, who totally reHgn'd 
himfelf to bis Advice, Aich Arguments as might dimub any 
Rriblutioa: and there were fo many who were angry that 
tliey weie oot admitted ioto the CoundJ, at the liords F»r<x* 
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Wlmtl, and Ifimraiortb, that ic wu no htrd matter to {ct any 
thtn^ dklikcd that wu rcfolv'd there. They had all that ad- 
tnUmm and countenance from the Frioce, chat tbey had at 
much confidence to fpeak tOj and before him, as any where 
dfe- Prince Ruftrt had n great mind chat Ibmcwhat (boukt 
be attempted upon the Com, whidi might have cauled (bme 
Sea Towns, and the parts adjacent, to have dedaied for the 
King: which fecm'd not a deGgo that would bear a reafbn- 
able difcourre. But AAion wai a very gratefiil word co the 
Sea-men, and thcjr who oppolcd any thing that tmdcd coward 
it, were' looked upon with great jeaioury and prejudice. Bat 
the Prince was obliged, at hath been faid, by his Inftru&ions 
at Fmrii, not to engage hlmlclf in any thing ±at might divert 
him Irom being ready at the minute when the Seati (hould 
call for hifi prclence j and chey cxpcficd the firft intimation 
of that from hemdon ; from whence they had the aduranoe al- 
ready, that Duke Htomitvm was enter'd into the Kingdiun 
with an Army of above thirty ihoufand Men j which was then 
generally thought true, though they fdl iis fhort of the 
number. 

When the Prince came with the Fleet into the Sea Fnnn 
Uthftt Sltce, he met a Ship tiS Lndam bound for BUtertUm, 
and laden with Cloach by toeCompany of Merchant Adven- 
turers, who did not think that the Fleet could have been fo 
fix>o ready for Sea. litis Ship was nkcn, and the Decks bc- 
ii^ Scaled up, was kept under Guard with the Fleet ; which, 
jintarJtkf at their Entrance into the River of Tbamfs, took many other 
Bivtr if Ships of great value outward bound, and Ifttercepred all Vcf- 
l^Tft'^ fcis homeward bound, and atDongfl diofe an Eaft India Ship 
^SUfi. t\A\y ladeo, ahd the more welcome becaufe the Ship it felt' 
was a very nrong Ship, andwould make anpxcelleni Man erf 
War, and the Captain thereof was a Sea-man of Courage, 
and Experience, and was very well inclined to ferre the King : 
and, without doub^ if all the Ships wbidi were tben taken, 
haa been fent into fomc fccure Port!, the value <rf the Goods 
would have mounted to To great a Sum, as might have couk- 
tervailed a very great Expeoce at Sea and Land. But as it 
would Jvive been very dimculc Co have found fuch a fccure 
Port, litrhers that Treafure might have been depoiited, fo it 
was not fuitable to thofe meafures which had ban tdtcn, and 
were Hill purfued, for his Royal Hlghnels's proceedings. The 
City of zJmdfm was to be courted by all the Artifices im^io- 
able, and that was foalarm'dby thcTIeet's being in the River, 
and by the Seizure of fo many pf their Ships, efpedaUy llic 
Cioact) Ship,that there was a general conftematioti amongft the 
People: and the Lord Mayor and Aldermen applied thcmlcln* 
CO the Parliament, for leave to fend down Ibme Agents to dw 

Fte« 
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Fleet fo procure a rdcalcofibaiSlupi .and ifchst.oDuld noe 
be brofigbt lo psifi, that they might Duy it at as good rate at 
tbcy could 'get it. Which was the incrodudngTuch aCom- 
meicc aod CorrerpoDdence between the Fleet and the City^ 
infuch a conjundurectf jcaloufy, that mofl Men belicy'dthe 
FailiaiDcnt would never nave heaikec'd to ii j and concluded^ 
from the granrinz it, that there was another Ton of Trcafure 
iocloredib that Ship, than what belonged to the Merchant 
AdvcDtuiersjiaod tbu many.of tbdc who granted that indul- 
gence tothe Ci{y, had more Money on board that VeOid than 
the Cictath wsa wonh, though the vahie thereof amounted to 
no lela than forty thodand pounds. 

U P on this liberty granted by the Parliament^ Conjmktec Cimm^im 
was fcnt from the City with a Petition to the Prince of fFsUi^mfimtu 
** that he would reflore the Ship which belonged to hisFa-^*^™ 
•* thcr's good Subjcds. With thefc Men came LctlcH from^J^ , 
fume of thofe who were well known lo be very (bllicrtotu urmnm. 
that time for the advaocemeru of the King's Service, and pri- 
vy to the Treaty wuh the Scati, and whatever was intei^^l 
by the EutI of Hi>!/a»J ; The Coumels o! c^rtijiey who waf 
tiuQed'by all that People, and had gotten again conSdence 
with the Queen, trufted M' Lnv, who was imployed by the 
City in this Ne^iatioo, to fay many thii^ to the Prince of 
the good inductions of the City, and how neceiRry it waa 
not to irritate it. Aod he brought other Letters, juid Te^l- 
mooics to give him credit, as a Man truiled by alj who io- 
teoded to &rve the King, who had with wooderfuj Addreft 
got him to be one ofihofc imployed by the City, that he 
might, undL-rthat /ecurity, give ^ch AnimadverSons to the 
Prince, and to his Couocil, as was oecd&ry. HcwasaMiua 
intelligent enough of the Ipirit and humour of the City, and 
veiy coDverfatu with the Nobility and Gentry about the 
Town i aod though he was trufled oy the Presbyterian Parr^, 
as a Man entirely addldled to Them, be took pains lo im- 
nuate faimfelf into many of the King's Party, which did be- 
lieve bltn & to be truftcd in any thing that might concerii 
them. But he was a Man of fo voluolc a Tongue, and lo 
cverlafling a Talker, and lb undertaking and vain, that no fi>> 
bei Mao could be Impofed upon by him. 

Upon the receipt of this Petition, the Prince writ aIoag7t,<MM 
Lettertothe Otv, and hicloTed in it a Declaration, for thewnta>i>it* 
publilbingof botn which in Print care was taken, tbe liib-£*9* 
fiance of which was, " the great af&Aion he bore to the City, 
« and the profperity thereof i tbe whole beiiv in fuch a Styls 
as mi^ beft pleaic the Presbyterians , with lefs care tlun 
lliould have becQUled to preferve the Zeal of the King's Party j 
and dcfiriBg "ihattbey {bouldjoyn with Uaa for thcdeUvery 
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^•df the Kite his Fathefioot«fPrifon, and- to make agood 
** uBdei-JHiiifing berween -hiil'Ma^y and the ParlifliiKiit , 
" wbtch hts Highnefs defired '■'■with ail ImaglOi^lp'coDceni- 
" meat. - The CitiiensquicKlv found, that there was no hope 
to have their Ship relealed without a^ood Snm' of Money, 
iriilch l&e Prince told thein' " ivas ablolucely neceO&ry for toe 
••■paymcntof the Ses-onen, and ht would rcceire it as a loaa 
**m>m them, and repay it when a Peace ihould be made. So 
fome ofthete retum'd to £mi^, and the reft reniain'd widt 
theFleer,-cDTniDg andgoiiigforaMontb, and diinog many 
bargains for other Slups. By'thisraeans tKe Prince teoeiv'd 
Adrertifcoicnt of the Stttt continuing their niardr, aod chat 
thofe wbo'werc indofed in cvifchtfler^ were in a vb^ good 
condition, and wiUii^ to exped relief j wblcfatbev votuo be 
furem'receininduetime, the Earl of Htfffoi being ready 
to declare aiCxm as their prcffiires (hould require it. After 
Dear a Months negotiation, there Was about twelve tbou&nd 
{XMinds paid to the Prince, and thereupon that Qoath Ship 
was deliver'd to the Merchants, with a general oplnioI^as hau 
bceofaid, that there wasfemewbatellebefidesQoataintbe 
Body ciit j-for which there was not any Search InSa'd to be 
made: 

-W«iLST the Prince hy in the DtvMty there wa« an En- 
terprifcneceflary tofcjcniadc on Shore, which dldooc&ccced 
to'wifli:' Upon the fitft revolt of the Fieet from the Parlia- 
ment, ani} before it let fail fur UaBsnA, it had taken one or 
two M thofe BIock-Houfes, prCafUes, which are n^arcft the 
Dmuw; atid had left Tome Sea- men in them, with fiifficient 
Provlfiom to defend themlelves till the Fleet finoldf reairo. 
The Prince-found chefc Block-Houfcs be6eged, and receiv'd 
Intelligence out of therh, tbat their Provllions were fo near 
Qienr, that the? could not hold out abovefo many days- The 
tttength that lay Ijefbre them, confifiedtnore in HoHe than 
Footj'atidat high Tjde the Boats might go fii near, that 
there feem'd little difficolry of putting m relKf,orto compel 
tbeBelkgers torife: and the Sea-men, havli^nodiiogelfeto 
do, offer d to undenake the Service for the redemption of their 
Fellows; many'Land.Of6cersbciag Itkewife on board, and 
fome Foot Soldiers, the Prince feot fome (£ dicde wlm the 
Seatnen'rb undertake thebufmcfs, but it had nosood ^le; 
the Tyde w^ too far fpcnt before it begun; whereby they 
had more ground to march be;wccn their Lindii^g and the 
Caftle than they imagined, and the Hode charged them with 
fudh tefohition, that many of the Men were kilted, and more 
taken PriToners, and the refl forced to their Boats wirti moie 
dilbrder than became tliem. And fotne other attempts being 
afterwardi made with no bectei fiKXds, tbeBkick-Htwfaat 
- laft 
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kftcvDe intotbe hands oftbcEoemy; wbich, cboughofljf 
ck faKoaraikncc to tbc Prince, thofe Forts being c^ verv 
&Dall imponance co <k> aoy wejnoice, yet theie was Ibme d^ 
reputation' lo it ; and it diuredited inc defigns, wtuch had 
not yet appear'dvery profpcrous in any place j and any ac- 
ce& of good Fonune ratted the Spirits of the Parliament'* Par- 
ty, who eafily were perfwadad to thinlc it greater than it was, 
in a nine when they iay under fome Mortification. 

By this time anotherFleet watpreparedbythe Parliament 7k,pc,r£<. 
of OMte and better Ships than had Revolted, and the Com- mm (n- 
mand thereof given cotbeEarlof 0%r«Ki(; who very frankly p«^'''«* 
accepted it y aad was already on board, and with tne Tyde ^^^ 
was come widua fight of the Prince} and there dropped An- ^/^^^ ,^^ 
dwr. So that both Fleets lay within that diftanceof eachrmM>rf< 
other, that there was. now notfaiif thought of but a Battle ; 'i* S'f •/ 
to which there fcem'd all alacrity in the PruKx'a Fleet ; and, it wwwKk. 
maybe, the more upon the iBtelUgenoe that the other was 
DOC well Mara'dp aiM that many were put on board who hod 
nXKC aflc&iim for the King j which they would m&nifeft 
when tbey catne within diftuice : but whether that tancy was 
from Imaginatiop or Intelligence, it (eeio'd to have no foua- 
dationio trath. 

The Earl of Witnmk and his Fleet appeai'd refohite and 
piepared eoonghfor an Eog^enwot ■- yet it was Veil known, 
that theEarlwaiprivy to Ox Erai^ement of his Brother the 
Earl oflbBtmd, and had promiud to byn with him. And 
therefoieit was thought fit, that (he Prince Ibould write ^to ik-Pi^wi 
theEarl tofummon,or invirehim toreium to his Allegiance, "i^*"** 
XWswasfent by timySiymMr, who quickly retum'd *ith^i|T^*2 
an Aofwer &om the Earl, which, iniernis of Duty enough, „f,^, - 
humbly befought his Hiehneis " toputtiimfelfintothehands - 
** of the ParKameot ; and that the Fleet with him mtaht flib- 
** mit to their Obedience j upon which they Qwiild be par- 
■* dcmed for their Revolt. 

Though this might well have ^ified concerning tbe 
Earl's inchnadon, yet the Prince wasprevall'd with t^ M' 
Ov/9f might give the Earl a vlfit i who, having more acquain- 
tance with him, having Married his Aunt, might be able to 
get a private Audiencs of the Earl j whkb Smtam' endeo- 
vout'd, butcooldnotobtain. But Ow^x return^ as the oiher 
did i and now there wantedonly a Wind to brii^ them Kgt- 
tber, which comti^ fdrfbrthe Prince, h« refblv'd to attack 
diem. All Anchors were weioh'd, and preparations madfr to 
advance to the Aflauh, the- whole Fleet bcfaig under Sail to- 
wards the other ^ whidi feetn'd equally rcfolv d and dlTpoftd, 
cboorii the Wind, whichdrove'tne Prince upon them, com> 
pell'a thema Utde to retire, where tbe Rirer wai ibmewhoc 
1 aarrawQr. 
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ntrrowei. In an iaftam the Wind ceded, uid there wat % 
CalcR i fothattbePrincecouId not advance; and rome doubts 
arolc, upon the nfirrowing of the River, as if fbnie of hit 
Ships might want Water in the Engagemenc. In this dcli- 
bcracion ihc Wind arofe again, but Irora another Quancr, 
whk^ was direAiy in the Prince's iace ; and would noc fuSbr 
bim to move towards the Foemy, but drove him back, and 
would carry bim out oftheKiver. Hereupon were new con- 
fukMiong^ great want of ProviGons was diTuircr'd to be in 
the Fleet, iofomuch as that theyfliould not be able to Oay ae 
Sea above ten days, and many Ships would want fooner, and 
therefore face the Earl of Wsnaici, as the Wind ftood, ooald 
noc be cotnpell'd to Fight, and they were indangor to bed j- 
ftrdKd for Pravifions, it was tbou^ moft Counlclabic to pat 
to Sea i where ibey could more comixiDdioufly eng^ in a 
Battle, if (he Earl « Wsrviiei would advance^ and if he did 
not, there wat Ktcat reafon to hope, that the Prince latglit 
meet with thofe Ships which were coming from PerffinwtB 
to joyn with theEaH, and which might eauly be fitrptifed or 
taken by the Prince's Fleet } which was much fuperior to them 
ID firoigtb. 

At thistime the Earl ofX.4«r£rrdC«Zf arriv'd inaSiiprioai 
Scotlmdi and having left Duke Mom&Mt upon hit march to- 
wards Btrmici, he was fent to demand tne performance of 
the Treaty, and that the Prince would immediately repair to 
that Army, Thit cmhrtn'd the Prince in the purpofc of pot- 
ting out to Sea, fince ic was abfolutely neceflary to cirry the 
niTratt F)!%t firjjl into Hb^ffli^, before it could craoTport him into the 
TT'Jl^L. Northern parts. So the whole Fleet wentto Sea, and coo- 
l||^2^^ tinned then courfe for JF&Anr^ with hope ftUI to meet with 
Inning tt- thole Ships which were comiogironiP«rt/»Mtf^.

tmrdi which appear'd by hitcomingl%foreH(>imr fAm, whhinfew 
HolUad. dgog after the Prince's arrival ihere. 

D«^Ha< It was near the middle aijuljj when Duke JAanAsK en- 
ntiltooM- ter'd into EfigUnd with bit Army, when be came to CmrRfky 
liniftkif *°^ immediately took that Government frtxn ^ Phihf libf- 
ih, miuii S"^i aod drew out all the Bim^l^ Garrifoo, and put Sims in 
^ jnty. their place. And afier Ibfue iew days ftay thei^ ibe £1^^ 
Tin Htkii ^^ Scftijb Forces met at aRendtzvous, in the way to itoi 
MvA part of •Cumitrlsmd where L u miert then Quartcr'o : and M 
tb^ bad contiQued their Maidi, as [beyougttt tobavedoir^ 
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it it Tcrr |>rob)U>]e thefhad brokenthat Bodyof LMmierl^t. 
But the Duke would Quarter that Night two Miles (hort ; ind 
L um i nty in the rame Night, marched from ihenoe in great 
difoider and confufioa to xhc edg/: of Ttri .^rt. The Duke 
tefled many dayi, that all hit Forces might cotae up^ whicb 
came flowlyout of SetUnd. ASbon as they were come uf^ 
fae marched to KnJmli where he refted again lereral daysi 
the reafan wbercofoo body could im^inc. It wa« Aifpcdni 
it was that thofe Forces whtdi were up in fcvcral parts of [be 
KingdcMD^ Hot the King, might undergo fomedcf^t, that (hey 
might notbe foubiied, asco conirole orob^nfi the I^Mby* 
terian defign. For afier that Army wu enter'd into EigidnL

They had not marched many days, it being now near [be mid- 
dle of AKpilf. ^yseaSn Mnmsdnii VngdMk Advemfcd the 
Dnke, by an Expreli, "that he had receiv'd unquelljonable 
" Intelligence that OvaMMff was within two or three days 
"march, andrefolv'dtocngagehitArmyaflbon as pofliblyne 
" could, and that he would not be diverted from it, by the

The Duke, notwithftandingthis Advcrcifement, reform-

In this Amazement, tbe 
Duke flayed bimielfwith (bine Officers at Frv^M} andcKded 
his Foot to be drawn over a Bridge, that ibeymight maicbtO' 
wards W^«i, aTown in Lmifiiirv, where be ftnold, aahc 
thought, fiad Tome Rcsimenis, and where they mi^ make 
tame ftaad rill the refi uiould oeme up.

MMnuJMii LmgtUle rcturn'd Co his Troops, tbe Duke hav- 
ing promiled to fend him fomeTroops to afliit,aod thaifarae 
Foot fluold be fent to keep a Lane, chat wooldPinkhii Ma 
npoahi* retreat. S' Mtrmmdakt retired beftwe the Ebmb;, 
and drew up fail Tioopt irao the CkHec near Pnihm. The 
Enemy followed him dole, and prefled him very hasd j no^ 
withfiaodiog which he raatetaivd the diipute for above 61 
hours with ^;rcat Courage, and with very great loft d the 
Enemyin Officers, and Cooamoa Soldiersj infeaonchas dtey 
fecm'd 10 redre, al leoft to make a ftand.

They look'a upon it aj a good onxmmity , whidi 
would deliver them tnudi Ibotter at the Fleet, than tbey bad 
before expe&ed to be j and fo, wiibouc veighii^ the Dan- 
cer> which might acooiDpany it , and might very nunrally 
have been foreleen, ibey embraced the oonfioa ; cbera bcii^ 
no hazard which they apprebeoded at Ses^ but that they migte 
be taken by tbe Parliament Sbipij which, by tbe Priace't 
being with aii Fleet in the JDnw, and fo beiif Matter at 
Sea, was hardly poffible. So they unwarily put tbeoAlva 
incotbat Frigat, and let Sail in the Evening from Dmiiii ; 
prrfuming that they Qiould, tbe next Morning, find tbemfelns 
mtheDtvMt with the Prince. But there waifo dcadaoUoi 
that Night, that tbey made very little way ; and, tbe next 
Morning, theyfound that they were cbaTed by fix or fcvca 
Frlgats ofoffaid. In Ihott, tbey were taken Prilaocis and 

Jduoder'd of all tbey had ( which amounted to good vawc in 
ewela and Money) and were carried into OOnd^ where, 
thougbthey weiepiefetidy atlibcrty, tbey were oHnpeU*dto 
ftaymany daya,not without Ibmcbope, ralfed by tbe civility 
of the Sfm^ Goveraour ^ and the Lords of tbe Admiralty 
there, who very liberally ptomlfed an entire refbtution of 
all that tbey had loft.

Within few days after, 
tiie Prince, out of the Dnms^ lent a Frigat for them to Fhfi>- 
kigi where tbey embarked ieveral times, and were stSeaifae 
whole Night, and intheM«niDgdrtvenbackby high Winds, 
fomedmes huo Fii^mg, fbtnettmea to Sdmikia j and b were 
ootiipcllcd to go to MiddMorpngby and after a Mondis ftay to 
Khofe places , and many attempts to get to Sea, tbey leoeiv'd 
Order from the Prmce toatteiid him in HvlUa^ wmtlier be 
had refolv'd to go, aHbon as the EatI of Lnthtrdsb arrir'd 
from ScetUxd la tbe Fleet, and bad deliver'd his impeiious 
inviration for the Prince's immediate repair to tbe Setii^ 
Army ; which waa then emer'd into SmgMtJ. By ddc ateaas 
they came not to the Prince, till tbe next day after be cane

X H B Prince of Wife's Court wai fiiU of Faftion, and^^J^J^ 
Afumofity againft each other, fb that the new comers weTepn>4< 
not only very well recdv'd by tbe Prince, but very welcome •wtit't 
lo every Body, who being angry with the other Counfellora'"''* 
cberc, bdiev'a that mattcra would be better carried now ibey 
were oome. They had not been an hour in the HigM, when 
tbrhm tbe Attumey General came to tbem, and ooograto- 
Uccd dieir Arrival, and loMtbem ''bow much they had been 
'^ wanted, and how mudi Prince Aywrf loiued for their Com- 
" pany. And within a very fbort time alter. Prince n^p«r« 
himfeu cune to bid tbem wefcxMne, with all poffible gw^ 
and profeffion of great Uttdneb and efteeni for tbem. They 
bodi inveighed bitterly againft the whole admlniftrtfico of 
tbe Fleet, In which SKrfl pan of die Court, which had beea

fubduetbem. And why fucb an aucmpi, vbicb, if unliifxeli- 
ful, could have been acteniled with no damage oonfiJerable, 
was not made, wasoeverfuUy AnTwei'd. 

They were verr angry with &i»«v> wd would haveit 
Tfcicberyin him, that the two Fie«a did not Fi^t with 
each other, whoi they were (q near engi^ing in (bcRivoi 
Thich, they faid, they might well have done bc£)ie (be Wind 
changed, ifjie badnotdiflVadedthePriocei and tatbis tbe 
clatDQUi of the Sea-men joyq*d with them.

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Tbii SutetheCourtwuio, wbeothenro ktelr dki^ 
tton'dCcxioleUon came; who quickly difcera'd, by the uih 
ftcady humoun, tod ftrong pi£BoM all Men were poflbaed 
with J that diey (bould not ^(crve the Reputatioo they 
tcecn'd to hare with ersry Body for the prefenr, any long 
time, uid hre&w that neccfficy would preKntly bic^k in up* 
on them like an Arm'd Man, that would difturb and diftraft 
all ihelr CooBTels. And there wa*, even at the inftant in 
which tliey arrlT'd at the Htp", the fatal AdTenifeaieaC of 
ihu Dsfeat of the Sctti^ Army, which nauft brak all thtir 
mexfurcB, end render the conditioa of the Prince, and of the 
whole Kjagdom, Tery deplorable, and learetlutof the King 
bit Father in the utmoft defpalr. 

Tbk Rumour of tbla Defeat came to the Hi^the neit 
day after the Prince cbhk thidier, but not lb particularly that 
the extent of it waa known , or the Tragical efeos yet 
tfarou^y nnderftood. And nil HighneTi appointing bit 
Couaidl to meet togetber the next Morning ^er the Lord

Crouwkll rdblv'd to IoTc no advantage he had eoC, but 
aflbon as he had peifcAcd his Defeat of Duke Hnm»«i, by 
ntberii^ up ai many Prifiraen, at be could, of thedifperfed 
' Troops, he manned dlredly tovardi Stttlmd, to pull uptfac 
Roots there, from which any farther trouble might Iprii^ 
bercafter ; though he waa very eamcftly called upon from 
r»rk-/birt to reduce tbofe at pMtfrtt Caftle; which grew very 
troublefbme to all their Neighbours ; and, not &ti£ed with 
drawing CcmtribntioDi from all the paiti adjuent, they made 
Ezcurfoni into placet at a great diftaoce, and took divera fiib- 
ftantial Men Prifbnera, and carried them to the Caftle i whete 
they remain'd till they redeem'd themfetvet by great Ran- 
fama.

Sir Bfrnard GafingM wu a Gentleman of F/«mttv^ and 
had ferv*d the King in the War, and afierwarda remain'd in 
£««WiM till the unhappy adventure of Co/cliejltr, and then ac- 
compaoiedhis Friendithithcr j and had otAy Gig/i/b cnougfi 
to make himfelf underftood, that be defirea a Fen and Ink 
and Paper, that he might write a Letter to bii Prince thcGreat 
Duke, that bia HighfKfs might know in what manner he loft 
his Life, to the end hi» Heirs might poffers his Eftate. The 
Officer that attended the execution thought fit to acquaint the 
General and CouncM, without which he durfl not allow htm 
Pen and Ink, which he thought he mightreafonably demand : 
When they were infbrm'd of it , they thought it a matter 
worthy fome confidcration ; they hacldiorenhimouc of ths 
Lift for his Qiiality, conceiving him to be an Engiffli Gentle- 
man, and preferrd htm for being a Knight, that they might 
facrifice three of that Rank. 

This dclaybrought the News of this bloody refoliition to

M'C^t. The two who were thus murther'd, were Men (rf'peat 
av. name and elleem in the War ^ the one being bdd gs Kootla 
Cominander of Horfe, and iheotber of Foot, as tbc Natkn 
bad; but of very diScrcnt tempers and humours. Ijtut mts 
theyoungerBroiherof iheLord Lm^, and his Heir bodiio 
the Honour and Eftatc, andhad aprcMnt FortunecHfhitowiL 
He had been bred in the LowCountriea under the Prince of 
OfMfgf, and always unongft the Horie. He had little coovcr- 
fation In that Court, where great civility wa« {vaAioetL and 
learned. He was very brave in hlsPeiibiu and in a day of 
Battle a gallant Man to lookupcn, •od'ioUow; bat it all 
other times and places, of aNature fcaroe tobelivd irith, of 
no good underftandiog, of a rough and proud humoor, and 
very moroTc converfation J yet they all d(£red to aocompu^ 
him in his death. Ufle was a Gentleman wbohad butK 
£ime Education with theother, and at thefametiise aoOffi- 
cerofFoot; had all the Courage of theother, tod led his 
Mento aBitilewlhfuchan Atatrity, tbatno Manmtevet 
better followed; hit Soldiers never fbriaking him; taA the 
pany which he commanded, never left any thing andoae 
whichbeled them upon. Butthen, tohlsfiercencils of Cou- 
rage hehad thcfofieft and moft gentle nature imaf^nablc; 
was kind to al), andbelov'd of all, and without aCapadtyto 
have an Enemy. 

The manner of taking the Lives of thefe worthy Men wu 
new, and-without Example, and concluded by moS Men to 
be very barbarous ; and was generally imputed to Irttmij who 
fwayed the General, ard was upon all occafioos ofaniinnKr- 
ciful and bloody Nature. AfToon as ihts bloody ^orifice we 
ended, Fairfax^ with the Chief Ofiicera, went to the Town- 
Haufe to vilit the Prifoners ; and the G^ieral (who was an ill 
Orator on the mofl plaufibie occadon J applied with hi* i^m- 
lity 10 tbc Earl of Narvich, and the Lord C»ptl-^ and, ieeffl- 
inglnfomedegreeto cxcufe the having done that, which be 
laid *'the Military iuftice required, &R>Id them, ** that ill 
f the Lives of the relt were &tej and that they OuDkl be kU 
a ••rreiied.

ThcLord C^/hadoociblbon dige^ttuAfolate baibarous 
^foceeding, as to receive the vi£r of tbofe who caufed it, wlili 
ludi arcnim as hit cooditim might have prompted to him;

** ejecute the lame rigour to the reft ; upon which there were 
two or three fuch Qorpanid bitter replies between Him and 
IrrtM, that coft him hu Life in few Months after. When the 
General had given notice to the Parliammt of his proceed- 
ings, he recciv'd order to fend [be Earl of Ntrwicb and the 
LordC^/iolTfKi^Caftlei where [hev had al^eiwards the 
SodetTofDukeHnMi^M, to lament eaoi others misfbnuDCS j 
and aner fume time tbey two werefentto the Tower. 

Though the City had undergone fo many fcvere Moni- 
fications, that it might very well have been difcouraged from

doui way to defer and delay it by teeming to cunfcnt to ir, 
radier Haaa to oppole the motion. And therefore they ap- 
poioiedaComniuteeof the Houfe of Commons, to meet with ^fminr^ 
fiicfa a Committee of the Common Council, as they Ihould'f •/P'^- 
make choice of, to confer together ofthe ways and means to 'j™"',. 
provide for the King's fafeiy and fecurity during the time of ,i^„'^'^ 
ibe Treaty : which Committee being met ttKcther, that ofi>. 
ibe Houie of Commons perplexed the other with many 
, N J Qiicftions, 
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^e&ltHU, ** whtc {her taetnt by thole ExprcSions, they dcd 
" ID cheii PetitiMi (and had been iheCommoo ExprdSom, 
long ulcd bach b/ the King ind the Parlumem, in m t^fb- 
caJoom which had concern'd a Treary ) " that bij Mtjeftj 
** might treat with honour, treedom , and ^fety? what they 
'* intended by thole words f and whether the City wouM be 
**at theChargcinmatmaining thofe Guards, which were to 
** be kept for the rccurlcy of the King during Cach Treaty ; 
''aDdiftbcKir\g(houid in tliat Treaty refidc to give thera-- 
.**liaii}ent faticfadbon, how his Peifonlhouldbe diipofedof? 
and manyfuchQaeftiom, to which they well koew diat tie 
Committee It felf could make no Answer, but that there muft 
be another Common Council called, to which they mift r^ 
pair for direffions. And by ihit meau, and admininriiig new 
QueftkMM at every meeting, much time was fpem, and the 
detan they wilbed could not be avoided. Sothat notwitb- 
fi^JogaU tbeCity'e eaTrwftneTs that the Treaty might be pre- 
feotly eDter*d upon, it wai delayed till ihe Itdurreflioo in 
Km*, and the defigas of the Earl of HaStmd ( to both which 
tbey had promifed another kind of AfliAanceJ were bodi diT- 
appointed, and expired. However, the Prioce.wasftill in the 
Orams with his Fleet, and the Gentlemen in Ctldiejhr de- 
fended tbemfelves refolutcly, and the AWjii Army was en- 
ter'd the Kingdom, all which kept up their Courage; inilb- 
much as, after all the delays, the Parliament confentcd, and 
lb Ttrlis. declared, ** that tbcy would enter into a Perfooal Tre^ wkb

"hii Peribn. The McOeagers, who were one oftbe Fuufe * 
of Peers and two Commoners, were to returo within ten day^ 
nobody being very Ari£t in the limitation of tiipe to a day, 
bet^ufe the. Treaty waa to much the longer- kept off, which 
they hoped ftill would by focie accident be preventra. 

Thk King receiv'd them very gradouQy, and told them,

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He Oftined likewife all the other ScfrantS} wbofe utendute

of 0%<6r, and dcliver'd this Acfwer to the Parliament newi

and conferr'd with Ibme of hit old Friendi and Couniry-tncn, 
who now liv'd quietly within Tome diftancc of Pt^et, who 
infbrm'd him of that Garrilbn, the place whereof was ^vcU 
Icnown to him. And he acquainting them with the Affiirance 
be had of the Relbtubon of the Principal Perfoos of the King- 
dom of &MJ!nN/, and that they bad invited him to joyn wiih 
riiem, Jn order to which he waa then going thitmn-, they 
ureed, ** that, when it (hould appear diat an Army wu railed 
*■ in Settlead upon that account, which muft draw down the 
** Parliament's Amy into the other Northcra Counties, and

And having thus adjufted chat defign, ib«y fettled fuch a way 
of CoRefpondoice with S^ MtrmsiMM, th« they frequeotly 
gave him an account, and retxiv'd his direftions for their 
proceeding. In this difpofitioa ttiey ontinQed quiet, as they 
nad always been j and the Governour of the Caftle liv'd to- 
wards them with lefs Jealoufy, and mote Humanity, than be 
had been accufttm'd to 

T H E R s was one Colonel Mtrritt, who behig a very 
Toung Man, had, in the beginning of the War, been an Of- 
ficer in forac Regiments of the King's j and out «f the folly 
and impatience of his Youth, had quitted that Service, and 
engaged himfelf in the Parliament Army with fome drcum- 
ftances not very commendable ; and by the cleamels of his 
Cmrage, and pleaTincnefa of his Humour, made himfelf not 
only very acceptable, but was pre^r'd to the Command of a 
Colonel, and perform'd many notable Services for them, be- 
ing a flout and bold Undertaker in Attempts of the grcateft 
DujEer; wherein he bad ufually Succe's After the rew 
Modelling of the Army, ami the iniroduclrg of a ItnAer difd- 
pline, bis L.lfe of great Licence kept not his Repurarion with 
the new Officers; and being a fiee Speaker and Cenibrer of 
their afiefled behaviour, they left bim out in their compound- 
ing their new Army, but with many profeHions oS fciodacfi, 
and refpeA to bis eminent Courage, vhicb they would fiod 
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fbme ooctlion to Imploy, and Reward . He wu a Gentleman 
of a competent Eftate in tbole paru in Tori-fibirti and ai he 
bad grown Elder, he had heartily detelied himfelf for having 
quitted (be King's Service, and bid refolv'd to take fume lea- 
lonsblcopporunitycowipeoffthat blemilh byaService [hat 
would redeem bim j and fo wai not troubled to be fct afide 
by [he new General, but betook bimrclf to his Eftacc j ea- 
joy'd bia oldHutnour, which waichearful and pleafantj and 
made himfelf tnoft acceptable to thole who were moft truft- 
ed by the Parliament j who thought that they had dirmlBcMi ' 
one of the beft Officers they had, and were forty for it. 

H B now, 33 a Country Gentteman, frequented the Fairs 
and Markeu, atxl converted with equal freedom with all hii 
hfcighbouri, of what Party Ibcver they had been, and renew- 
ed Che FriendOiip tft had formerly bctd with fome of thofc 
Gentlemen wbo had fcrv'd the King. But no Friendllujp waa 
Jo dear to him, a* that of the Govemour of Pnofret Caftl^ 
wbo loy'd him above all Men, and delighted fo much in hia 
Coaipahy, that be got blm to be with him feme times a week 
and more at a time Jn the Caftle, when they always lay to- 
gether in one Bed. He declared to one of thofe Gentlemen, 
who were united together to make chat Attempt, " that he 
" would furprifc that Caftle, whenever they (bould think the 
" Sealbn ripe for it : artd that Gentleman, who knew him 
very well, bcliev'd him fo entirely, that be told his Compa- 
nions, **ttaat they fliould not trouble tbemfelves with con- 
" trivicg the means to furprifc the place j which, by trulling 
** too many, would be lyable CO difcoveryj but that be would 
*' take that Charge u|M>n bimrclf, by a way (hey need not 
"enquire into; which he afTured them Ihoutd not bil: And 
they all very wiDingiy acqulclced in his undertaking^ to which 
they knew well he was not inclined without good grounds. 
Morrkt was more frequently with the Governour, who never 
thought himfelf welt without bim ; and always lold bim "he 
** muft have a great care of his Garrifon, that he had none 
"but faithfijl Men in ih£ Caftle j for that he was confident 
*'thcre were fome Men who liv'd nqt far qS, and wbo many 
*< times canx to vifit him, bad fume delign upon the place; 
and would then in confidence name many Perfons to him, 
fiine whereof were thofe very Men with whom he commu- 
nkated, and others were Men of another Temper^ and were 
moft devoted to the Parliament, all his panicular Friends and 
Companions; "but that he Ihould not be ttoubJed ; for he 
<( had a fiHc Brother amoogft them, from whom be was furc 
"to have leafonaUe Advcrtifementj and promifed him, "that 
" he wookL within few hours notice, bring bim at any time 
*' fbr^ or filt7 good Men into the Caftle to reinforce bis Gar- 
**rifon.

**rilbii, when there fliould beoccafion; and be woaki fbev 
him toe lift of fuch Men, as would be always tcady, and 
would ttancriincs bring fome of thofe Meo with him, and tdl 
the Governour before them, "that thofe were in the lift be 
** had given him of ibe honed; fellows, who would fiick to 
''him when there Ihould be necd^ and others would aod- 
deaially tell ihcGovernour, '* that they had lifted tbemielm 
"wirh Colonel Mvrrke to come to the Caftle, whmever be 
"(hould call or fend to them. And all chefe Men thin lifted, 
were fellows very notorioiu for the birtemefs and malice 
which they had always againll the King, not one of which 
he ever intended to make ufe of, 

H E made himfelf vcty familiar with all the Soldiers in the 
Caftic, and ufed to play and drink with them j and when be 
lay there, would oftefl rife in the Night, \nd vifit the Guards; 
and by that means would fometimcs make the Goverooor 
difmira, and difcharge a Soldier whom he did not like^ under 
pretence ''that he found him always aOeep, or ibme other 
fault which was not xo be examin'd ; and then he would con- 
tnead fome other to him as very fit to be trufted and relied 
upon; and by this means he had very much power in the 
Gariilbn. The Governour recelv'd feveral \Jxsxn from his 
Friends tfi the Parliament, and in the Cotiniry, "dial he 
" fhould take care (^ Colonel JUerrke^ who refolv'd to betray 
"him; and inform'd him, "that he had been in fudi and 
*' fuch Company of Men, who were gencr^iry efteem'd mofi 
, " Malignant, and had great Intrigues with tbem j all which 
waswetl kDowD to theCovernour; for the other was iKvn 
in any of that Companr, though with all the Qiew dtieaccf, 
in Che Night, or in places remote from any Houfe, boi he 
always told the Governour t>f it, and of many particular 
paflages in thole Meedngs j fo that when tbefe Letters came 
to htm, he (bew'd them ftill to the other j and then both of 
them laugh'd at the Intelligence; after which JHfcrrAf fre- 
quently called for bis Horfe, and went home to his Houfil^ 
telling his Friend '* that though be had, he knew, no mifinift 
"of his Frjeodfhip, and Itnew him roo well to think faim a- 
"pable offiicb bauneli^ yet he ought not for his owa£ike be 
" tboBght to flight tbe information ; which would mtke his 
"Frietuls the le» carefiil of him: thit they had realotitopTC 
**him warning of thole meetings, which, tf he had rtot known 
"himlclf, had been very worthy of hig rufpunon; tbetduie 
" he would forbear coming to tbe Ciftle again, tul this jea- 
" loufy of his Friends Ihouid be over ; who would know di 
"this, and be futiilied with it : and no power of the Gtncr- 
nour could prevail with him, at fuch times, to Stay ; bat le 
would be gone, and ftay avay till he was, ater ume tinK^ 

to 
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fent for aeain with great importunity, tbe Goveniour defiring 
his Counlel and Affiance as mudi oa his Company. 

I T fell out, as it uAially doth in ASaiia of that nature, 
when manv Men are ei%p£ed, that there IJ an impatience to 
execute wnat is projed^ before the time be Throughly ripe. 
Tbetiu&ielsofthcFleci, andlnKnr, and other p^ces, and 
tbe daily Alanns from SMlaitd, as if that Army had been 
entriog the Kingdom, made the Gentlemen who were en- ' 
gaged for this Enterprife, imagine that they dcierr'd it too 
loi^, and that though tbey had receiv'd no Orders from $■*

(o that driving thofe Troop« to a greuer diftance, they drew 
Contribution from all the part* about tbem, and made Incur- 
fioai much farther, and rcnder'd tbemfelvcs fb tetrible, tha^ 
as was raid belbrc, after the Stit^ defeat, thofe of Tvrkfiiin 
fent very etroeSly to Crmmm^By " that he would make it the 
** buEnefi of hii Army; to reduce Ptmtfnt. But he, refolving 
upon his ScU^ Expedition, thought It enough to fend BmJ' 
imvi^h to perform that Service, with a Regiment of Horie, 
and one or two of FtxH, belonging to the Army ; which, 
with a conjundion of the Country Forces under the (iune 
* ■ Command, be doubted not would be fuffident to perform a 
greater work. AObon as the Caflle had been reduced, the]f 
who were poQefled of it were very willing to be under the 
Command of Jtfemcr-; who declared he would not axsepc the 
Charge, norbcGovcipourof tbeptace, knowing well what 
jealou6ea he might be liable to, at lean upon any dungeof 
Foruoe, but under the dire^ioo of & J^ Digiy ; who wa* 
Colonel General of thole parts, and was a Mao rather cor- 
dial tn the Service, than equal to the Cotumand j which made 
him refer all things ftill to the CtMinfel, and ConduA of thofe 
Officers who were under him; by'whofe adivity, at mudi 
was done as could be eipeded horn fuch a knot of tefiilutt 
Perlbns. 
pirt tftii The total defeat of the Scrti^ Army being now generallf 
crrifu'i known, and that their Friends in all other plac« were dc- 
tiii^ '**' f"'"*! ^hey in the Caftle well knew what they were prefent- 
bvivagb. 'y ^° expect, and that they (hould be (bortiy (hut up from 
making tanher eircurfions. They heard that Kaimtitrmgh was 
upon his march towards them , and had already fent Ibme 
Troops to be Quarter'd near them, himCclf yet keeping hit 
Head Quarters at Divt'Jltr, ten Miles from the Calcic. They 
refalv'd, whiift they yet cnjoy'd this Jtbeny, to make a noble 
anempi. They had been ioTorm'd, ibuS'JH»rmaJwie l^ng- 
ittU (whom they ftill called their General J after the over- 
throw of the ^et'^ Army, had been taken PriTaner, and re- 
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iDftuied in VlUthigbmm Caftlconder a moft Arid cuftody, «s 
1 Man the Parliament declared, " they' would make an exam- 
" pie of their juftice. A Party of alKiuc twenty Horle, but 
picked and choice Men, wcntouc of the Caftie, in the bcgin- 
aing of the Night, with a Rriblution to take RMimittrmgb 
Priioner, and thereby (o ranlbm thdr Genetal. They were 
all good Guidtt, and underltood the wayc, private and pub- 
IkJt, very eza&ly j and went To &r, that about the break of 
(Iayoralutlea}Ter,in (hetndof <4ii£»A, they put themrelTCi 
into tbeCommtm Road ihat'Jedfrum TmrM; by whjdi ways 
the Guards ezpeded no Enemy j and fo flightly asked them 
" whence they came ? who negi^ently Anfwei- d ; and aiilEed 
again, ** where their General wai ? faying, " they had a Letter 
" fbr him from cruwvdl They fent one to (faew them where the 
General waa ; which they knew well enough ; and that be lay 
at the beft Inn of the Town. And when the Gate of the Inn 
wai opened to them, threeof them only entcr'd into the Ino, 
the omer lode to the other end of the Town to the Bridge, 
orer which they were to pala towards pMtfrtt ; where tJwy 
apcAed , and did &nd a Guard of Horfe and Foot, with 
whom they enrertain'd themfelvei In difconrfe, faying " that 
*'they ftayed for their Officer, who went only in to fpeak 
** wi^ the General ; and called far fome drink. TheGuards 
making no queftion of their beit^ Friends, fentfordrink, and 
talked n^ligently with them of News ; and, it being broad 
(Uy, fbme itf the Horle alighted, and the Foot went to the 
Conrt ofGuaiH, conceivinR that Morning's workto be over. 
Tbey who went into the Inn, where no body was awake 
butihe Fellow who openedthcGare, asked in which Cham- 
ber the General ( for fa all the Soldiers called JUmsiarcn^b ) 
lay i and the Fellow [hewing them from below the Chamber 
door, two of them went up, and the other Aayed below, and 
held the Horfes, and talked withtheSoldier who had walked 
with tbem from the Guard. The two who went up, opcn'd 
^e Chamber door, found RMmiiwvwgb in his Bed, but awaked 
with the liitfenoife they had made. They told him in ihorc 
** tJiat he was tbcir Prironer, and that it was in bis power to 
**<i«xXc whether he would beprefemly killed (for which 
work he faw they were very well prepared J " or quietly, with- 
'^oiKinaJiiiiv refinance, or delay, to put on hisCloaihs and 
** be mounted upcHi a Horfc, that was ready below for him, 
"and accompany ibem to Ptvlfret. The prefent danger 
awaken'd Um out of the amazement he waa in, fo that be 
n^ them be would wak upon them, andmade the hifl th^it 
waa nect&aj to put on his Cloathf- One of them took his 
Sword, and fb they led him down flairs. He that held the 
Horiei, bad featthe Soldier away to diofe who were gone 
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before, to rpealc to cbemto gctrome drink, and aaj tbteg 
elfe, ttut could be inxde ready in the Houfii, againft they came. 
When R^hsitrngbamt ioio the Street, which he cxpedod 
to god flill of Horrc, snd fiw only one Mao, who bod tihc 
others Horfes, and picfemly mounted that he nd^bebouad 
behind him, he begun to ftiuggle, and to aj out. Whei» 
upon, when they &w no hope - of canning nlm vnjt t^ 
immediately run him through with their Swords, ana, leaT- 
ing him d^d upon the ground, ibey got upon their HorfeL 
and rode towards their r ellows, benire any In the Inn conU 
be ready to follow thnn. When tbofe at the Bridge law their 
Compatufuis coming, whidt was tbeir figo, being wdl pre- 
pared, and knowing what they were to (», ihcy toio'd upon 
the Gaud , and made them fly in diibaAioo; Co that the 
way was clear and free ; and though they mned canytng 
home the prizefor which they had made To luflj SQ adTentor^ 
they joyn d together, and marched, with the £xpeditl(Mi that 
was neceSary, a (horter way than iliey bad come, to tbdi 
Garrifoo j leaving tho Town and Soldiers behind in liicfa a 
conftematioR, ifaat, notbeing able to receive any infoaiDatioB 
from their General, whom they found dead opQn the ground 
without any Body in view, they iho^ghttbe Devil had been 
there i and could not recoiled: ihemtttres , which way they 
were to purine sn Enemy they had not (^n. The GalEaoi 
Party came faJe home wnhouc theleaftdamage to Horfe or 
Man, hoping to make Ibme other attempt more fuocelcfitlty, by 
which ihey might redeem Sr iUrmaJjii Laagttmk. Tbcrewis 
not an Officer in the Army whom Omwrf would not as 
willingly have loil aj this Mau j who was bold and barbaioui 
to hiswiOi, and lie to be eotrufled in the moftdefperate In- 
terelt, and was the Man whom that Pany always intended to 
commit the Maritime Afiatrs co, when it (boiild be rime » 
difmiti the Earl of JVaroMck ; be having been bied in ihtt 
Element, and knowing the duty of it very well, tbogsdibe 
had that misfonune Ipokcn of in the b^inoing oJF die Sam- 
roer. 

And now to finith this bufincfs .of Pm«^ altugetber, 
which lafted near to the end ofthit year, whenj^wrfirt came 
to this Charge ( inllnifled by CrtmwtB to take (till Venge- 
ance for the lols of lUiMsioravgbf to whole Gh<^ he defign'd 
an ample Sacrifice J and kept what Body of Men be thovdit 
tit tor thatpurpofe, he reduced them in a fhort time witrai 
their own Circuit, making good Works round about the Cafilb 
that they might at laft yield toHunger, if oothhigdfewoin 
reclaim them. Nor did they quiet^ lu£fer themlelve* to be 
coopedup without bold and Ir^uent Sallies, in whidi msaf 
of toe BaQegets,asweilastheocbm,loatbdrUTes. Tbey 
difisfct'd 
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difcover'd many of die Country wbo hdd corrcTpondeDce 
wil}), and ^vc Inielligcooe to me Caftl^ wIkho thej appre- 
beoded, whereof cbcte were two Divines, and fbme Womeo 
of Note, Frtendsand Allies to the belieged. After frequent 
MonificatkHM of this ktnd, and no human hope of Rdid^ 
they were omteiK lo ofler to Treat for the Delivery of the 
Caftle, if tbey might have honourable Conditions j if noN 
they fenc worn ** that they had Provifions yet for a %oaa 
" time i that they duift die, and would fell their Lira at as 
"dearapriceasdicycould. £.<wjfrf Anfwer'd, ihatheknew 
"they were gallant Men, and that he defir'd (o prefcrve a* 
"many of them, as was in his power to do^ but he muft re- 
*' quire fix of tfaeoi to be given up to him , whole Lives he 
<* could not lavej which he wufiiny for, fince they were 
** brave men ; but bis hands were bound. The fix excepted 
by him were Colonel Mfrrkt, and five more whofe Names 
he found to have been amongft tbofe who were in the Party 
that haddeftroy'dAmsiformgi ; which was an Enterprife no 
brave Enemy would have revenged in that manner : nor did 
Lamttrt A^KJt, but CMM»tf had cnjoyn'd it him: all the 
reft be ** was content to releafe, that they mubt letum to 
** tbdr Htafes, and apply themfelvea to uie Farliamentfor 
**lbcir Compo&ions, tpwards 4bich he would do them all 
**tbe good Offices hecould. They framwitbin acknowledg'd 
"his Civility in that particular, and would be glad to cm- 
*'braceit, rat tbey would never beguilty of foMfe a thing, 
** as to deliver up any erf' their Companions j and therefore 
ibcy defir'd *' thev might have Gx days allow'd them, that 
** ihofefix might do the beft they cciild todeliverthemfelvesj 
" ID which it fhould be lawful for tbe reft to afiift them ^ lo 
wbidi X<r«4«rt generoally cenlemed, " fothat the reft woukt 
"Surrender at the end of that time j which was ^ccd to. 
Upontbc firftday the Garrifon appear'd twice or ihric^ as 
if they were refolv'd to make a Sally, but retired every time 
without Charging i but the fecond day they made a very 
ftroDgand brisk Sally lipon another place than where they had 
appcar'd the day before, and beat rlie Enemy froin their Poft, 
wkh the loTs of Men on both fides ; and though the Parry of 
tbeOdlk was beaten back, twoofthefix ( whereof JIfemio 
was one J made their efcape, the other four being forced to 
retire with the left. And all was quiet for two whole days ; 
but tn the beginnir^ of the Night of the fourth day, they 
made another attempt IbprorperouHy, thatiwoofthe other 
fburlikewife efcaped rand the nexiday they made great fhews 
of joy, and fent LMmbert word, " that their fix Friends were 
** gone ( though there were two ftill remaining ) and tbere- 
*' fore they would be ready die next day to Surrender.

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Thk other two thought it tonopurpofetonnkc aimdKt 
attempt, but devtfed Uotber v^y to fccurc [hemfetva, with 
X Ids daagcroas Affiftancc from tbdr Fnendi, wha had loft 
foine of chcJT own lives in the two former Silliet to hn 
theirs. The buildings oftheCaftlc were very Urge and fpi* 
dous, anrf there were greii flore of waft Stonei from Ibme 
Walls, which were fallen down. They found a convenienc 
place, which was like to be Icaft rifited, where they walled 
up their two Friends in fuch a manner that they had Air to 
fufUin them, and Viifhial enough to feed them a Month, in 
which time they hoped they mi^ht be able to elcape. And 
FoDtrm^- this being done,ac the hour appointed they opcn'd their Porn, 
^^^■'"and after Lmiert bid c^ufat a Rri& inquiution to be made 
"' for thoTe 6x, none of which he did believe had in truth 
efcflped, and wa^ fatisfied thathone of than were amongft 
thoic who were come out, he receiv'd the reft very Civilly, 
and obferv*d his promife made to them very punfiually, and 
did not feem forty that the Hz Gallant Men ( ai be called 
them) wereefcapcd. 

And now they heard, which very much reliev'd ibeii 

broken Spirits , that Sr Marmtulmke Lmgd*it haA made an 

efcape out of the Cal^le of Nettm^bMm ; who Q|pnlv after 

Tranfportcd himfelf beyond fbe Seaa. iMitrt prefimtly took 

care fo to difmantle the Caftle, that there (hould be do entire 

ureofit for a Garrifon, leaving the vallruimftil) fttndiif ; 

and thendrewoffallhis Troops to new Quaners ; fo that, 

within ten days after the Surrender, the iwq who were left 

walled up, threw down their incloforc, and fecutely providfld 

for thentelvca. S' Jolm Digfy liv'd many yean after the 

Kiog'i Return, and was often with his Majefty. Poor A^r. 

ria was afterwards taken in Lncibin, and happen'd to be 

^c to death ia the fam^placc where hehid comoattedafatUt 

againft the King, and where he firft perform'd a great Serrke 

totbe Parliatnent.

The Council, which wm not numeroui ( for 

the Prince had not Authority to add any to rhofc who were 

his FarbeT*sCounfellors)wanted not Unity initfcif, fo oHxb 

asfubmiffionandrcfpeft from others, which had been Wl n 

thofe who were in the Fleet, and the prejudice to thofa fbO 

remain'd, and fo abated much of the reverence whifh w* 

Men woe wiUiog to pay to tbe two who came lift. Aid 
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the great Anlmofity which Prince Rufert had againfi the Ltwd 
(^ifftpfir mRaialy di&aibed theCounrds, and pefptcxed 
the Lord Ctttmgtm, and ihe Chaoccllor of [he Exchequer^ 
who had aedti enoush withthe ocher two. But Coltptpftr 
had fame Paffions analnfinnines, which m Friends could re- 
firain j and though Prince Ituftrt was very well ioditied to 
the Chancellor, and would in many things beadvifed by him, 
yet hi3 prejudice lo ctleptfyr was io rooted in him, and thac 
prejudice fo induftrioufly cultivated by Heriert the Atturney 
General, who had theabfolute Alcendent over thftt Prince, 
Mid who did pcrfediy hate all the World that would not be 
govern'd by him, that every meeting in Council was fiill of 
Ditterncfs and (ha rpneli between them. 

One day the Council met (asicufcd to do when they did 
noiattcnd the Prince of FTaAi at his Lodgings J at the Lord 
Treafurer'a Lodging ( He and the Chancellor of the ExCt^- 
querbeing in one Houfe) about giving dircdi<»i for the Tale 
of /bme Goods which had been tacen at Sea, for the raifiag 
of Money toward the payment of the Fleet. In fuch lervicci 
Mercbanrs, and other proper Pcrfom, were always necel^ry 
lobe truftnJ. Prince Euptrt propofed "chat one S'ReBert 
"U^^ f ^Perfon too well known tobe trufted ) mightbe 
**employ'd in that AfRiir : It was to fell a Shipof^ugar. 
No Man who was prdcnt wouidevcr haveconfenied that lie 
tbould have been employ'd ,- but the Lord Celepepptr fpoke 
againft ^\m with feme waroith, fo that it might be thought 
10 reflefl a little upon Prince Ruptrt, who had propofed him. 
Upon which, He asking " what exceptions there were to S' 
*' Robtrt Walfiij why he might not be lit for it , ctleptpftr 
Anfwer'd with liune quic)[ne&, "that he was a known cbeat; 
which, though notonoufly true, the Prince fccm'd to take 
very ill \ ana faid, " he was his Friend, and a Gentleman ;■ 
"and if he Ihould come to hear of what had been faid, he 
" knew not how the Lord Ctltpepftr could avoid Fighting 
"with him- Celtpepptr, whofu Courage no Man doubted, 
prefcntly replierf, *' ibac be would not Fight with Wnljiij hue 
" he would Fight with his Highnels ; to which the Prince An- 
fwci'd very quietly, <* that It was well j and the Council role 
in ETcat perplexity. 

Prince Kv/vrf wetnoutofthe Houfe, atid the Chancel* 
lor led the Lord C«i(y«ppw into the Garden, hoping that he 
llKHild fofar have previil'd with him, as lohave made him 
feafible of the exccf^ he had committed, and to have per- 
fwaded him prefemly to repair tothe Prince, and loaslt hi9- 
Pard«i, that no more notice might be taken of it. But he 
was yet toowarm to conceive he had committed any fault, 
but wem'd to think only of making good what be had fo Im-

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pmdcDtljr fakt. Prince Rvp^r/quiddy Inibrni'd hit Cnnftdeot 
the AtturoeyGeaeralofalIihacbadp2fled j who was the ua~

But be found more 
difficulty on the other ftdc , the Lord Cthp^pTj contiDuiog 
' fiiU in rage, thought the provocation was fo Kreac, that he 
oa%\xttobtejxiaik^(oT the Reply, and that the Prince oishc 
to acknowledge the one as well a*He the other. Bat artcr 
Ibmedays recolledJon, finding no Body with whom be coo- 
verfed of his mind, and underftanding bow much the Prince 
wasdifplcafcd, and thattie ezpeded befbould aakPfinceXw- 
^f Pardon, and withal reficcHngupon the place be wasin, 
where he could expert no fecurity from bis (^^iry and Fnn- 
Aion, he rcfolv'd to do what he ought to have done at firfl; 
and U) he went with ihe Chancellor to Prince Fi^trt's Lodg- 
ing; where he behaved himfelf very well ; and the Prince 
receiWd bim with all the Grace could be expe^dj fo.tfaai 
lb ill a bufinefs feem'd lo be as well concluded as the nature 
ofit wouldadmit. But the worft was to come ■* the Attumey 
General had done all he could to dilfwade that Prince from 
accepting fo fmall, and fo private a fati&fadion ; but, not pre- 
vailing, he inflamed S' Ratert Wtyb^ who had been iofimn'd 
of all that had palled at the Council concerning falmlelf, to 
take hts own revenge j in which many Men ihousbt, that be 
was allured Prince Rufert would not be oflended. And the 
next Morning after his Highnefs had receiv'd fatii&Aion, as 
the Lord cvbfefptr was walking to the Council without: a 
Sword, f^^, coming to him, feem'd quietly toexpoftulaie 
with him, for having mcntion'd hira fo unkindly.

On a (uddain, wbilft they were in this calm dtf- 
courfe, fVd^ Hruck him with all hit force one blow in tbs 
Face with his Fill ; and then flepped back, and drew Ins

the Loid Colepepfer, with his Ni^e and Face alt bloody, wcnc 
back tohia Chamber, from whence he could not go abroad 
in many days by the e&& and di^figurinKof the blow. This 
oatfage wascommitted about tenoftbcCloclE in rhc Morn-

Pj/, 

very cioeafy- Nor was it pofSbIc to fupprcfs that Licence ; ^ C 

every Man believing that his particular neceffitiea, with which 
all Men alxxinded, might eaCly have been reJiev'd, and pro- 
vided for, if it had not been for that ill husbandry ; which 
they therefore called Treachery and Corruption. It cannot 
be denied but there was fo great a Treafure taken , which - 
tum'd to no account, and fo much more might have been 
taken, if the fcveral Ships had been applied to that end, that 
2 foil provilion might have been made, both for the fupporc 
of the Fleet, and fupply of the Prince, and of all who de- 
pended upon him for a good time, if the fame had been well 
managed ; and could have been depoGied in fome fecure place, 
till ail might have been fold at good Maikets. And no body 
was faiisMd with the Reafons which were given for the dil- 
diarging, and difmifling fo many Ships togratify the City of 
i>M«iL and the Presbyterian Party throughout the King- 
dom. For, bcfides that the value of^what was fo given away 
and ]oft,was ecncrally bcliev'd to be worth mote than all they 
would have done, if^they bad been able, thofe Bounties were 
tXK tbc DaBirai motivet which were to be applied tQ that Peo- 
0» pie J 
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plei whole ASeftiona had bcL^ long dead, and could beic- 
vived by oothiog but their fharp fu&rings, and their ioTup- 
poitable lofles ; the obftmAion and dcitni^oti of their Trsule, 
and thefeiBng upon [hclrEflaies, being, at that time, thouslu 
by many the mon proper Application to the City of LamJimf 
ahd the bcft Arguments to make them in love with Peace, 
and toeltort it from them in whofc power it was to give it. 
And ifthe Fleet bid applied It felf to that, and vi£cecl all tboTe 
Maridme Parts which were in Counties veil afief^, and 
*here(bmc places had declared for the King (isSe^iimgb 
in York-Jbin did ) if it had not beeii pollible to have fei tbe 
Kingat liberty in thelfleof »SE**,or to have reliev'd Ctlehefiery 
( both wbidi many Men believ'd, how iinskiKuUy (bever, to 
be praAicable) it would have fpent the time mudi more ad- 
Tantageoufly and honourably than it did. 

But let che ill conrcqucnce be never fo great, if it had 
proceeded from any corruption, ic would probably have been 
dilcoTei'd by the examination and inquificion ihat was made; 
and therefore it may be well concluded chat there was none. 
And the truth is, the Queen was fo fully poSefa'd of the pur- 
pofe and the power of the fta/r to do the King's bufinds, be- 
fore tbe Infurredions in the feveral pans in £i^ZaW, and the 
revoltof the Fleet apt>ear'd, that flie did not enough weish 
tbcgoodule that might have been madeoflhofe when cheydid 
happen, Uit kept her mind then (a fixed upon SettlmU^ as the 
Cilcfbimdation of the King's hopes, that flie looked upon the 
beoefic of che Flea's returning to their Allegiance, only as an 
opportunity offer'd by Providence to Tranfporc che Prince 
withfixuritythicher And her Inftrudtons to thole Otetnift- 
ed about the Prince, werefo pofitive, *' that they Ibould not 
*<give coolenc to any thing that mighcdivert or delay that 
•*Expedition, that, if the Earl of iMitberdsle bad been ar- 
Hv'd whentb: Prince came to tbe Fleet, it would havcbeeo 
immediately engaged to have Tianfponed tbe Prince into 
* ScttUM^ what other conveniences Ibever, pralerable to that, 

hadofier'd tbemlclves. And theverynextday after that Lord's 
comii^ to the Prince in thcZ>»fu)sr, his Jnjundions aodbeh» 
vlour were fo imperious for the Prince's prcfent departure, 
that nothing but a dired Mutiny among the Sea-men prevent- 
ed it. His Highncfi'sdwu Ship was under Sail for Hofi^W, 
that he might from thence have prolecuted his other Voyage : 
norwould be at that time have \akeo HtBoMt in hisway^ if 
there bad been any quantity of ProviGon in the Fleet for luch 
a Peregriiiacion. This Expedition for 5f»r/cn/ was tbe more 
grievous to all Men, becaule it was evident that the Prince 
nimfelf was milch moit inclined to have purfufcd other occifi- 
ons which wereofler'd, and oiiIyre%iabillifeIfiifiplicitly(o 
t^epleafuic of his Mother. fat 
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The prefent ill Condition of the Fleet, sod the unfleidy 
Humour of tbc Common Sea-nKn wu the more notorious, 
and unreafonablc, by the Earl of WarwUi's coming with an-'*'*^'^ 
other Fleet from the Parliament upon the Coaft of H^ff if«rf, **™JJ* 
within few dayi after the Prince came to the Htgt, and An- fitt mm 
choring within view of the King's Fleet. And it is probable ^m tk> 
he would hare made fome Hoflile Attempt upon it, well know- c-fi 'f 
ing that many Officers and Sea-men were on Shore, if the HoiiioJ- 
States had not in the very Inftant, lent Ibme of their Ships 
of War to preferve the Peace in Their Port. However, ac- 
cording to the Infolence of his Mafters, and of moft of thofc 
imploy'd by them, the Earl fent a Summons of a Grange Na- 
tare to the King's Ships, in which he took notice, ^' that a 
"Fleet of Ships, which were part of the Navy Royal of the 
** Kingdom of BugUnd, was then Riding at Anchor off* Hit- 
**vttt Slact, and bearing a Standard ; Tnat he did therefore, 
** by the Parliament's Authority, by which he was oonftl- 
"tutedLord High Admiral di ^iglamd, require the Admiral, 
"or Commander In chief of that Fleet, to takedown th£ 
"Standard i and the Captains, and Mariners belor^iog to the 
"Ships, to render thcmfelTes and the Ships to him, as High 
** Admiral of England, and for the ufe of the King and Par- 
** liament : And he did^ by the like Authority, oner an in- 
*^ demnhy to all thofe who Ihoutd fiibmit to him. 

After which Summons, though receiv*d by the Lord 
ffWougtfy, who remain'd on Board the Fleet in the Command 
of Vice-Admiral, with that indignation that was due to It, 
and though it made no Imprellion upon the Officers, nor vifi- 
bly, at that time, upon the Common Men, yet, auring the 
time the Earl continued in fo near a Neighbcwrhood, he did 
find means by private Infinuations, and by lending many of 
bi« Seamen on Shore at Hi/'vwf5JW« (where they enter 'd tn> 
toConverfaiion with their oldCompanions) forowork upon 
and corrupt many of the Sea-men, that it afterwards appear'd 
many were debauched j fomc whereof went on Board his 
Ships, others ftay'd to do more mifchief. But that ill Neigh- 
bourhood continued not long ; for the Seafon of the Year, and 
rhe Wind* which ufiially rage on that Coaft in the Month of 
Sefttmter^ removed him from that Station, and carried him 
back to the Do wnt to attend new Orders. 

All thefe difturbances were attended with a vorfe, which 
fell out at the fame time, and that was the ficknels of the 
Prince i who, after fome days indifpofoton, appear'd to have 
the frnall Poi ; which almoft diftia^ted all who were about 7b Prinu 
him, who knew how much depended upon his precious Life : ^ walu 
And therefore the CMifternatitMi was very univerfat whilftj!? '''^'' 
Chat was thought in danger. But, by the jgoodocli and mercy 
O 3 of 
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of God, he recover'd in few days the peril of chat diftemperi 
2Dd, within a Month, was leftorcd to lb petftdHealttu flat 
he was able to take an account bimlclf of hia Melanoiolicfc 
and perplexed A^iri. 

There were tvfo points which weie chiefly to be con£- 
der'd, and provided for by [he Prince i neither of which would 
bear delay for the confultation, and refolution ; the (irft, bow 
to make provifion to Pay, and Vidual the Fleet, and to com- 
poTe the Mutinous Spirits of the Sea-Rien j who paid no icve- 
rence to their Officers, infomuch as, in the Ihon ftay whidi 
the Earl of Warvkk had made before Heivoet Sbi(e, as hatfa 
been faid, many of the Sea-men had gone over to him, and 
(be Confiant WmrviUky a Frigac of thebeft Account,had either 
volunrarily left the Prince's Fleet, or fufier'd it lelf willii^ ly 
to bC' taken, and carried away with the reft into £^/w(. 
The other was, what he (hauld do with the Fleet, when it 
was both Pay'd and Vidtualled, 

Towards the firll, there were fome Ships brought in 
with the Fleet, laden with leveral Merchandize of value, tha*, 
if they could be fold for the true worth, would amouac to a 
Sum lufficicoc to pay the Sea-men their Wages, and to put in 
ProviHons enough to ferve four Months ; and there were 
many Merchants from L&udcu, who were defirous to buy 
their own Goods, which had been taken from tbem j and 
others had Commiffions from tbeuce to buy the reft- Bat 
then they all knew, that they could not be carried to any odier 
Mirkct, but muft be fold in the place where they were j and 
therefore they were refolv'd to have very good Penny-worths. 
And there were many Debts claim'd, which the Prince bad 
promifcd, whitA he was in the River, Ibould be paid out of 
the firK Money that (hould be railed upon the Sale o( fiidi 
and fuch Ships : particularly, the Prince bclicv'd dut the 
Couuieli) of c»rli/le, who had committed fauks enough to ibc 
KiugandQieen, and pawn'd her Necklace of Pcaru for fif- 
teen hundred pounds, which Ihe had totally disburicd in fitp- 
plying Officers, and making other ProviGons for the Eqiedi- 
tion of the Earl of HoUand ( which Sum of fifteen boodred 
pounds the Prince had promifcd the Lord Fitre^ his Brotber, 
who was a very importunate SoUicitor) fliould be pud upon 
the Sale of a Ship that was laden with Sugar, and wis Uico 
conceifr'd to be wonh above fix or fevcn tkiulaiid poundi. 
Others had the like Engagements upon other Ships : Sa that 
when Money was to be raifed upon the Sale rf McrchaiKtize, 
they who had fuch 'Engagements, would be themfelves cn- 
trufted, or nominate thofe who (hould be, to make the bar* 
gain with Purchafers, to the end that they might be fuie r> 
fcceivc what they claiqi'd, out gf the firft Mcaiies that boDid 

be 
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be rtifed. By this meuis, double the value wu delirer'd, to 
farisfjr a debt chat was not ^ove the half 

But that which wu worfe than all this, the Pruice of 
Orm)^ advenifed the Prince, chat fome Qu^ftions had been 
ftaited in the States, " what they iliould do, if the Parliamcnc 
** of Ej^ltnd ( which had now a very dreadful name } Qtould 
"SeaA over to them to demand the reftitutionof thofe Mcr- 
"cfaants Goods, which had been unjuftly taken in the Dovmtj 
" aixl in the River of Tkames^ and had been brought into their 
" Ports, and were ofler'd to &ile ihcrc, againft the ohligatioo 
**of that Amity which had been obferv'd between the two 
**NatioQi> during the late War? What Anfwer they fliauld 
"be able to make, or how they could refufe co permit the 
''owttcrEofchofe Goods to make their Arrefts, and to fue in 
** their Admiralty for the fame ? Which firll ProccG would ftop 
** the prefcnt Sale of whatever others pretended a Title to, tifi 
" the right (bould be dctcrmin'd. The Prince of Oramgt 
&id, " that fuch Queilions uled not to be ftarccd there wiih- 
"out dcfign; and therefore advifed the Prince *'to lofeno 
"time in nuJting complear Sales of all that was to be fold ; 
"to the end that they who were engaged in the Purchafe, 
**might likewlfe be engaged in the Defence of it. Upon thla 
Ground, as well as the others which have been niendon'd, 
bitty bargains were made with all who defired to fyay, tad 
who would not buy except they were Hire to be good Gainers 
by all ihc bargains which the^ made. Nor could this be 
prevented by the caution or wifdom of any who were npon 
the place, with no more Authority than they bad- Mr Lamg,^ 
who was Secretary to the Prince, bad been poflcOed of die 
Office of receiving and paying all Monies, whilft the Prince 
was in the Fleet, and fo could not well be removed from tc 
when be came into HaUaxJ : though be was thought to lovs 
Money too well, yet no body who lov'd it lels, would ac 
that time have fubinittcd to the imployment, which ezpofed 
him to the importunity and infolence of all nccelltous Pcr- 
Ibn>, when he could fatisfy none j yet he liked it well with all 
its prejudice, and difadvantage. 

AssooN as the Money was raifed, it was font to tfas 
Fleet to pay the Sea-men j and the Prince made a Journey to 
the Fleet to fee, and keep up tlie Spirits of the Sea-men, who 
were very Mutinous, not without the inAifions of Ibme who 
did not defire they (hould be too well plcafed with their Of> 
ficers. The I^ord IfiUeughbf ftay'd oi> B^d purely out of 
Duty to the King, thoueb be liked Deithe^Fm;|place he bad, 
nor the People over whom he was to CommiSd'j' ^Wbo had 
yetiDorereq>edfbr Him than for any Body dfc. S^ t^MH 
Bmtttm Ukewift letsaio'd with tbeni, aoi Imowiog wdl bow 
O4 to 
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to refiile it, though he hid too much reafba to be wevf of 
hu Province, the Sea-men having contraAcdan implacM>k 
jealoury and malice >gainft him, more than tbey were na- 
turally inclined to. And the truth is, though there was not 
any evidence that he had any foul prajgicec, be had an impa- 
tient deGre to make his Peace, and to live in his own Coun- 
try, as afterwards he did with the leave of the King j againft 
n^orn be never after took imploymcnt, 

T H K other point to be rerolv'd was yet tnore difficulr^ 
** what (hould be done with* the Fleet, and who Qiould Com- 
'.'tnand tt?andthough(heAdvcrtireincnt the Prince of CioK' 
bad given his Royal Highnelt, of the Qiieftian ftarted in the 
States, conccm'd only the Merchants Ships, which were made 
Prize, yec icwatvery eafy to difccrn tbcLogickof thatQuc- 
ftion would extend as well, and be applied to tbofe of cbe 
Royal Navy, as to Merchants Ships. And it was evident 
enou^T that the United Provinces would not take upon them 
CO dnermine whether they were in truth the Ships ot the Kir^, 
or of the Parliament. And it was only the difierences whicb 
were yet kept up in the Houfcs, which kept them from be- 
ing United in that demand. So that the Prince knew that no- 
thing was more neccflary than that they (hould be gone out 
of the Ports of tbofe Provinces, and that the States wilb'd ic 
exceedingly. 

Whilst BMiftU was about the Perfon of the Duke of 
Ste'i, he had infuied into him a maryellous defirc to be pof- 
fcHed of the Government of the Fleet: but the Duke wu 
evinced with much ado, that it was neither fafe lor his 
Highnefs, nor for his Fair's Service, that he Ihould be em- 
barked in it : and BsmfuU, by an efpecial Command fiom 
the King, who had dilcover'd more oi his foul pra£bces than 
could be known to the Prince, was not (iiSa'd to cotne any 
more near the Perfon of the Duke. So he rcrura'd into £^- 
idmd; where be was never called in queftion tijr ftealing tbe 
Duke away. From this time the Duke, who was not ycr 
ai>ove fifteen years of Age, was fo far from defiring to be with 
cbe Fleer, that, when there was once a Propofition, upon oc- 
afioa of a fuddain Mutiny amongft the Sea-men, "ttiai he 
"'(bould go to HffvMt SMt, CO appear amongft them, who 
profeOed great Duty to his Highnefs, he was fo oflendcil u ic 
that he would not bear of it; aod he had ftill fbme Servant 
about him who took pains to perfwade him, "that the Coun- 
" ell had inclined the Prince to that defignatioa, sue <^ ill 
"will to his Highnefs, and that the Ships might deliver him 
"up to the Parhament. So unpleafant, and uncomfbrtabic a 
Province had thofe Pcrfoni, who, being of the King's Coiid- 
cil^ferV'd boUi with great Fidelity) every Body who was un- 
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£a[u6c(l (and no Body wag fatUiicd) aTpcrting ihem, or fome 
of tbem (for their prejudice wu not equal lothem all} ia 
fiich a ToaDncr as touch'd the honour of the reft, and amtt le- 
SeQed upon the King'i own Honour, and Service. 

Prince Ruptrt had a long deiire to have that Com- 
nund of the Fleet put into his hands i and that deGre, though 
carried with all fecrecy, hnd been the cade of fo many In- 
(rigtKB, ciiher to inflanae the Sea-men, or to chcnlh their 
frowaid inclinations, and encreafe the piejudice ihcy bad to 
Bmtttm. The Atturney mencton'd thii to the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, lliortly after his coming to the Hague, aa z 
tiang, he thought, that Prince might be induced to accept 
out cf his Zeal to the King's Service, if he were invited to it j 
and thereupon was willing to debate, to what Pcifon the Go- 
vernment of the Fleet <^d be committed, when it fhould 
fet Siil from that Port, and whither it Ibould go. The Chan- 
cellor made no other Anfwer to him, than " that it was Ukc 
** to be a charge of much danger, and hazard ; that be muft 
** not believe that any Body would propofe the undertaking tc 
** to Prince Rufert, or that the Prince would Command nim 
**to undertake itj and that be thought it neccflary, that it 
** fbould be tirll refoWd, what the Fleet ihould do, and whj- 
'^it Ibould go, before a Commander fhould be appointed 
*' over it. 

Whin the Marquis of Ormtwd had waited fo many tw ^/Wi 
Months at Psrii for the Performance of thole gaudy promiiet <tl« M»r- 
which the Cardinal had made, after he faw in what manner »■" ^o^ 
the Prince of »*Aj himfelf was treated by him, and that he ™ji^ 
would not fuffcr the leaft aHiftance to be applied to the Af- locbiquin 
fairs of EMglund, in a conjun^re when very liide would pro- •■ lid(*d. 
bably have done the work, upon the Revolt of the Fleet, upon 
lb powerfiii InTunedions in Etultmdj and poflelEng fo many 
places of importance on the Kjng's behalf, and when the 
whole Kingdom of J»ri^n^ Iccm'd (a united for hlsMajelly's 
Service, and an Army of thirty thoufand Men were faid to be 
even ready co m^ch j I fay, after he dircern'd that the Car- 
dinal was fb far &om giving any cotincenance, ot warmth to 
their blooming hopes, that he left nothing undone towards 
the deftroying them, but the Imprilbning the Prince; he con- 
cluded that it was in vain for him to ezpcfl any relief for Irt- 
Ismd. And therefore he refolv'd, though he had neither Men, 
9toj Money, nor Armes, nor Ammunition, all which had 
been very itbcrally promiJed to cranfport with him, he would 
yet tranfport his own Ferlbn, to what evident danger ibcver 
be was to ezpufe it. Upon the full afliirance the Cardinal 
had given him of very (ubHandal aid, he had afliired the 
Lord Lubi^amj "that he wouM be prefent with him with 
"notable 
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*'DOtab]e fiipply ot Money, Armes, and Ammunidon, and 
** good Officers, and ibme commoa Men ( which were all in 
rcadinefs, if the Money had been paid to entertain dtem ) 
and had likewife fent to many, who had formerly lerv'd the 
Kin^, aixl liv'd now qutecly in (he Enemies Qaarters, upon 
the Articles which had been formerly granted tlie Marquic of 
OnoMd, *'that they fhould ezpefi his fpcedy arrival. 

And though he had, from time to time, fent AdTcrtife- 
ments at the delays and obAnidlont he met with in dw 
Pmcb Court, fo that he did almolt defpair of any Affiftanoc 
from it, yet the Lord Imebkaim had advanced too ^ to re- 
tire j and the Lord I^, who had been fufficiendy provoket^ 
and contemned by htm, was gone into JS^^^nv^ with fiill ma- 
lice, andiiich infonnadoo (which was not hard for Urn to 
bcfiimifli'd with; as would put CrcmmS and the Army hno 
fuch fury, that hJs Friends in tfie Parliament, who had hi- 
therto fuftain'd his Credit, would be very hardly ^le to fup- 
porc Itim longer. So chat, as he was to ezpc£t a Qorm fiom 
thence, fo he had a very (liarp War to maintain againft the 
Irijh, led and commanded by the Pope's Nuntio; which War 
had been always carried on in Manjler with wonderful ani- 
moficy, and with fomeclrcumftances of bloodinels, efpedally 
againft Priefli, and others of the Roman Clergy, that it was 
very hard to hope that thofe People would live welt togcdier. 
And indeed the Irifb were near rooted out of the Province of 
MiMfiir, though they were powerful enough, and flrotf io 
all the other Provinces. Hereupon the Lord Inthi^Km^ with 
all pofHblc earneftncfs, writ to the Lord of OnvMn^ "that, 
" [hough without any other AfTifUnce, he would tranfpon bit 
" own Perfon : by whofe Countenance and Authority he pfe- 
fumed the Ir^ might: be divided, and broi^t to reafon; 
and dclired htm, " in the mean time, to fend to fuch of the 
" Ir'tjb as had dependence upon him, and who, he knew, in 
" their Heans <Ud not with weU to the Nuntio, that tbef 
"would fecretiy oorrefpond with Him, and difpole their 
** Friend) and Dependents to concur in what mignt tdvanoe 
"the King'sServlce; to which they did not know that be was 
** Inclined, but lookd upon him, as the lame iqalirinm and 
*^ irreoonctlaUe Enemy to them, as he had always sfpeai'd to 
*' be to their Religion, more than to their Perwoi. 
jtMUtemiu From the time chat the /r^ entcr'd into that Uoody,ud 
•/rt<^A fixililh Rebellion, they had very difierenc AfiediofM, Intoi- 
^x'^ami ''°'*^? ^^ De^ns, which were every day improv'd In die 
thu tmt. carrying on the War. That part of them which inhabicfJ 
the P*kf fo called from a circuit of ground contain'd in it, 
was originally of Ef^h^ ExtrafikHi, uocc the firft Plaatatiai 
by tbc£s(i^oiaDy Ag»paft. And dxHtgh tbejr werede- 
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generated into the maniwK and barbarous Cuflram of the Irffi^ 
and were it Aupidly tranrporced with the higbeft Superftidon 
of the RomifKRcligion, ycc they had always fteadUy adher'd 
to tbeCrown,and pertbrm'dilieduiy of good Subjects during 
all thofe RebellioDs which the whole Reigo of Queen E&ut- 
i§tb was feldom without. And of that temper moft of the 
Province of Ltmfiir was : Mit»fi*r was the moK planted with 
£Mgl^ of all the Provhices of InUnd, and ibough there wei« 
many Noble Men of that Province who were of the oldeft 
Jn/%£nradions,andof thofe Families which had been KiiwB 
c^ Jtfn^fr, yet many of them bad intermarried with the b£ 
E»g^ Families, and fa were better bred, and more civilized 
tfaan the rcit of the old Ir^, and liv'd regularly in Obedience 
to the Government, and by connivance enjoy'd the ezerctfe 
of their Religion, in which they were very zealous^ with 
fieedom and liberty enough. 

The Seat of the old Jr^, whoretain'd the Rites, Cd- 
fioms, Manners, and Ignorance of their Anceflorf, without 
any kind of reformation in either, was the Province of Vlfitr ; 
not the better culctvated by the Neighbourhood of the Se»tt, 
wbo were planted upon ihem in great Numbers, with cjr- 
cumftances of great Rigour. Here the Rebellion was firft 
coniriv'd, chenui'd, and enter'd upon wtih ihat horrid Bar-

l^ii difparity iotbeTemper and Humour of tIiofePeo< 
pie, firft difpofcd thofe of the moft moderate to defire a Peace 
QKVtly after the Rebellion was begun, and produced [hcCcf^ 
fiition that was Grft enter'd into, and the Peace, which did 
not Toon enough enfue upon it i and which, upon the matter, 
did provide oo^ for the exercilc of the Roman Catbolick Re- 
ligion ; but did that in fo Immoderate and exuavs«ant a man- 
ner, as made it obaoxknis to all the Proteftants of the King's 
Dominions. 

Owen Am o Neiti refilled to fubmic to the Condltioas, 
and Artlclea of that Peace, though tranfaOed and ooofirm'd 
by their Catbolick Council at Kflktmiy, which wai the Repre- 
fentative the 7rs% Nation had ctaofen for the Cacidtift a aU 
the Counfels for Peace and War, and to which they all avow- 
ed, and had hitherto paid an entire Obedience. The Pope'* 
Nuntio, who about that time came from Sam, and TranC- 
ported himlelf into that Kingdoco, applied biiiifelf to Onwa 
O Nhl^ and took that Party into his ProtefUon ; and lb 
wrought upoo their Clergy, generally, that he brote that 
Peaces and prolecuced thole who had made it, with tbofe 
drcumftancei which have been before remembet'd, and which 
necelStated the Lord Lieutenant to qiik the Kiogdom, and to 
leave the City dt Dtiilm in the haodsof the PatliafDeacj the 
Lord Imbipm having likewift refilled to confent, and fiAmU 
to that Peace, and contiiued to make the War ihatplf and 
fiicceiiifiilly againft the Iri/b In the Province of Mmffir ; 
n* r^'i whereof be wat PieGdent. But the Nuntio was no foooer 
KmiitC'm- faiTefled in the iiipreme Command of that Natkm bodi by 
r^ "" ^* "*** Land, aa over a People fubjeA to the Pope, and of a 
iria. Dominion bel(»igtng to Him, than, being a Man of a fann- 
ftical Humour, ana of an imperious and proud Nature, be 
behaved himielf To idblently towards all (and having broutfac 
no Affiftaitce to them but the dope's BuUs, CDdeaTOur'd by

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new enAtons to enrich himlclf^thu even the MenoT XJlStr 
were weary of him i and they who had been the Inftrumeiiu 
of the former Peace, were not waociDg to fotnenc thofe jea- 
louBes, and difcontenis, which had produced ihat tpplicaiioa 
CO the Queen and Prince at & Germmu, and the Kelbiution 
of lending the Marquis ofOrtMitJ thither again, both which 
have beea related before. And the Maiquis now haviaggiTen 
the Lord Mitsktrry ( who had Married his Si&er, and was the 
nioll powerful Perfon, and of the greatell Intcreft In Mimfftr 
of all the Irijb ) and other of bis Friends notice that the Lord 
Iwthiftim would fcrve the King, and therefore required them 
to bold lecret correfpondence with him, and to concur with 
faim in what be fliould defire for the adranccmcoc of fail Ser- 
vice, ibey found means to bold fucb intercourfb with him, 
that, before the Marquis of OrxwWarriv'drhere, againftall 
the oppofidon the Nuntio could tnake, a Ceflattoo of Armes 
was concluded between the Confederate Catholidis and the 
XjOi6 bubijwim-j and the Nuniio was driven into W^erford^ 
and, upootbe matter, Befieged there by the Otholick lr0bi 
and the Marquis arriving at the fatce tine at KtrnfrU ^ andn,U4rfM> 
being rcceiv'd by the Lord btcU^m with all imaginable •/ ormooa 
duty as the King's Lieutenant, tbe forlome and contemned ''."Vf" 
Nuntio found it necefi&ry to Tranlport himfelf into **^, wrtrf^,-* 
leaving the Kingdom of lr'^«r^ under an Excommunication, «uf» 
and ImerdiA, as an ApoAate Nation j and all the Province /"»« iiv 
of MiH^tr ( in which there are many excellent Ports) became '"''■ 
itnmediaiely and entirely under the Kite's C^tedience. Alt 
which being well known to the Prince, and the Council, ic 
wascafily concluded, "that it was the beft, if not the ouly 
" place tbe FJcec could repair too \ though the danger in 
CwiduAing It thither was vi£ble enough j and [herefbre they 
were glad that Prince Ai^^r had made that advance towards 
the Cofflmand of it, and well fatitlied with the watinels of 
tb« Anfwer the Chancellor of the Exchequer gave to the At- 
titmey ifoirrr. 

There wasintruth noBodyinvievto whomtheChaigt 
of the Fleet could be commitied but Prince Aipfrf ; for it was 
well known that the Lord WMtwghiy, bc6des his being with- 
out much Expeiience of the Sea, was weary of It, ao<rwoul<l 
by no means continue there ; and the Sea- men were too much 
broke loofe fiom all kind of Order, to be reduced by a Com- 
manderof an Ordinary Rank. It was as true, that Prince 
ibfpfrf, at that time, wasgenerally very ungracious in fiigiifn^ 
havii^ the miifortunc not to be much bcTov'd by the Klin's 
Pany, and hatedby the Parliament. This wasan exception 
that wtf foreliien : there was no other choice of a place to 
which dK Fleet muft be carried, but Mmfitr j and tbe paf* 
J fagt 
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{agi tbiAer could not but be ftiU of dinger, in refpefi Aat 
the Puliament was without queftion Muter of tbc Sn ( i)* 
though Uic Ifliand of Ji^bclngthea under the King's Antho* 
rity, and S' J«lm Grtnvit being the Govetnoor thereof, made 
tbu pkflage fomething the more fecure ) therefore du* pH- 
pofe was to be concealed as the laft fecret ; there being not 
dai^r that the Sea-men would rather carry all the ShqM 
back again to the Parliament, than into Ire^mJi agatofi 
which People they had made a War at Sea widi circumfiaooet 
way t>aTt»rout, tor the; had feldom given any Qoartcf, bat 
die Irj/bfia well Merchants andPa(]eagers,as Marinen^wUdi 
fell into their Haods, as hath tieen faid beftire,- were bound 
back to back and thrown into theSea; fo that they could have 
BO incllnatioo to go into a Country wbofe PCofMC had beeo 
handled To ciuetly by them. 

Here ^in appear'd another objeAion agdnft d>e Perfin 
of Prince fif^f, who would never endure to be fubjefi to 
theCommaiul of the Lord Lieutenant of that Klngdon : and 
yetltfeem'd moft reaTonableihattheShipa, wfailft they ffay'd 
there, might be imploy'd towards the reducing of the other 
parts, which were in Rebellion ■- BcBdes that there wai cade 
to fear, that the Prince would not live with thu Amity to- 
waitlstheMarquisof Odmik/, aswas neoel^y Ibr die Piih- 
lick Service. Notwithflandtng all this, when tbc little Stra- 
gem of having Prince Rupert delired to take the Command 
the Fleet upon him did not fuccced, Prince Btfert bimfelf 
made the Propo&tion to the Prince to take the Command of 
f™J^^it upon him, and to carry it whither his Royal Hi^meft 
*tlm ' *<w''' ^ pleaTed to dired. And then, tiie whole matter be- 
ing debated, ne<xllitY made that to be Counlellable, a^infl 
whidi very many reafon^te obje&ions ml^c be made. So 
it was xeioWd that Prince Kitfer$ fhould be Admiral of that 
Fleet, and that it Ihould Sail for IrtUml. And the Charge, 
and Expedition appear'd to be the more hopeful by the pre- 
lence of good Omcers, who had long Conunaaded in the 
Royal Navy : Sr Tbomas Keitleijr, whom the Prince mads 
Captainof hit own Ship the AKttlifti S'Jtbm Mtimm, who 
had the Cotnmand of the Stndhtf^ a. Ship of which be had 
been Captain many years before j and C<M(H)el Biehm-i Fkli- 
h^, who was made Captain of the Ctnfitm SgfrnmMiam i all 
worthy and faithfiil Men to the King's Service, of long Expe- 
rience In the Service at Sea, and well known and k>v'd by 
the Sea-men. Whh thefe Oflkera, and ibme other Gcixk- 
men, who were willing to fpend dieir time in that Servi^ 
PMKceKifMweat to Hr^tmf j&w, vlmedieSbipaltyf at 
ftan'dtobereceiv'd bythe Fleet with great joy. Tan jI 
beftln'd ibemfelm in iheir feroa} pluet tp get die w* 
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ready Cor Sea, tod all tbofe Provifiona whicb were neoeT- 
fary, in makiogwhereofthcre badnocdiiigenceenoughbeen 

Wheh they rook a ftriaSorreyof the ^upa, the Cat- 
pentenwere allof ofdokm, " that the Ornvtrtme^ a Ship of 
"die fecood Rank, that carried feventy Gniw> was too old 
"anddccay'dtobeoowfet out in a Winter Vojage, and in 
"(brouebSea), and that wheo a great deal of Money Owuld 
" be laid out to mend ber, (he would not be ferviceablc or fafe. 
And ic did appear, that when the OfGcers of the Navy had 
fitted her out a( the beeinning oftbcSammer^ they had de- 
dared, " thai, when loe came u again, fbe would not befit 
"formoreufc, butmuftbelay'd upon the Stoclis. Wbetc- 
upon tbe Ship was brought into tt/twtf SlMtt, upoo the next 
Spring Tyde, ami examined by tbe beft Diatb Oupemen and 
Surveyors; and all being of tbe (ame miod, information was 
lent by Prince Rupert to the Prince of the whole, wtM there- 
upon gavedue^lkHi for the Sale of the Ordnance, and what- 
foevcrelle would yield Money : allwhidiwas applied tothe 
Vidualliog, and letting out the reft, without wbicii tio means 
could have t>eea found to have done ic ; lb much ill bns- 
bandry had been ufed, and fomudidireacbeatiiigiaihe ma- 
naging all the Money Uiat had been raifed upoo tbe Pnzes. 

pRiNCft Sj^trt remain'd all the time at IbhvH Sher^ 
till all was ready to fet Sail, and had, with notable Vigour 
and Succds , Iuppre6cd two or three Mutinies , in one of 
which he had been compdl'd to throw two or three Sea-mca 
ovcr>board by the ftrei^h of hit own Armes. All fubordl- 
nawOflkers were af^inted, Commiffioners for the Sale of 
all Prize Goods, and Ships that Ibould betaken, Trearurera 
and Pay-n»ften fi,7 iJSiingandpaylngaad receiving allMo« 
niesjand an efti^Ulbment for tbe whole toor^nlar and ftrtA to 
be oUiuVd : and thou^ all Perfons imploy'd were well known, 
aadapprov*d by Prince Bi^trt, and mon of them nominated 
by bimfelf, yet he thought it fit after to chai^ that Confti- 
cution, and by degrees brought the whole receipts, and iflues 
under his own Management, and fble Government. When 
ail was ready he came to tbe Htfff, va take leave of tbe 
Prince, and return'd, and about the beginning of Dtti miu smSmIM 
he fct Sail fur IrtUmd, met with good Prizes in the way, and i«Und «• 
arriv'd fafely at Kirnf^l* : nor had he been long gone cue of *«•»'*'■ 
HtSswd, when tbe Prince had a Ihrewd Evidence how unfe- 
cure a long ^lode would have been there, by fomc Parliament 
Ships coming into that Road, and fending their Men on Shore, 
who at noon day burnt the CuratrtiM within the very Town 
of Hthaet SiMtt, nor did the Scaces make any cxpoftuladon, 
or do any juiHce for Che A&oat c&r'd to tbeouelvef, and 
tbeir Covenusent. 1h 
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1 H this Ciibtni{eus Sratc of Aflafrs there feem'd to be to 
hope iefr, but that by Treaty the King migfac yet be reftond 
to fucb a condition, chuc there might be chofe Roots left in the 
Crown, from whence its former Power, and Prer^adre 
might f^ouc out hereafter, and flounlb. The ComnurGoaen 
for the Treatv arriv'd io die Ifle of ff^ht upon the (ifceenth 
rhteimmif-dijofSeftmier, whiift OMTUwi^yeErcniain'd in hisNorrheffl 
/^■^"Progrefs, and his Army divided into federal parta for the fi- 
^wjR^ nifhinehis Conqueftj- which was the rca(bn chat all tbe^ who 
3qit.Tr.' wUbcJill to the Treaty, andthatJt might prove ioeSeaual, 
bad uled and interpoled all the delays they could , thii bs 
might return before it begun, as they who wifhed it migfac 
fuccecd well, were as follicitons, that it might be caoduded. 
before that time; which made them the lets to infift upon 
many particulars both in the PropuGrions, and the Inftrofti- 
ons, which they hoped might be more capable of renxdlei in 
the Treaty than before it. , 

Thet ftayedthrecdaysintholfland before the Treaty be- 
"" nin. which was time Utile enough to prepare the Houlc for 
UM Kill's reception at Nevpmt, and adjuliipg many dFcnm- 
ftancet of the Treaty. Inthattimetbey waited Jerera] times 
ODthe King, with great (hew of outward dun and rel^Kd; 
and though none of them durfl adventure to lee the King in 
private, they Communicated freely with fome of tbofc Lord^ 
and others, whu, with the Parliament's leave, were come to 
attend the Kingduringthetimeof the Treaty.' And lb tbcf 
found means to advcrtife his Majetly of many pxrnculars, 
which they thought neceOary for him toknowi which made 
difieient imprefltons upon him, as the information pnxxeded 
from Perfons better or worTe aflcdxd To him. And many of 
tholewhohad liberty toattcnd, were competent Coofideren 
of the truth of what they faid. 

The tmtb is there were amongft the Commiffioncn ma- 
ny who had been carried with the vjoU-nceof the ftrcam, and 
would be glad of tbofe conceSons which the King wodid 
very chearfolly have granted; an AA of Indemnity and Obli- 
vion being what they were principally concem'd in.

But he did receive Ibme diJcouri^emeot from puriii- 
ing that purpofe, which both diverted him from it, and p.n 
bim great trouble oTmind. It cannot be imagin'd bowwoi>- 
derfully fearftil Tome Perfons in Pratut were that he ibould 
have made his Efcape, and the dread they had of his coaisg 
thither; which, without doubt, wasnotfrom wantof taMu- 
nefs to his fafeiy, but from the apprebenfion they had, thu 
the little refpea they would have fljewed him there, "ould 
have beeo a greater monificuiw to him than all that ^ could 
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fufier by the clofcfl inprilbonaefic. And fure there wu> at 
that tinK, no Coun in CbHBndmm fo honourablj, or gme- 
roufly conftituted, dut it would have been glad to have Icen 
him i and it m^ht be fbme realbo that they who wifhed him 
veiyvell, did ootwijh hisEfcape, becaure they believ'dlin- 
prifoDincnt wa^ the worft his woift Enemies intended cowardi 
nim J fince they might that way more reafonably found, and 
fettle tbeir Republican Gorernmenr ; which Men could not

Amm^ thofe there was a 
young Man, oae Oihvnu^ by extra^on a Gentleman j who 
was recommended by the Lord tflmrtem (one who deferv'd 
not to be fufpeded by tytwimU hlmlelf ) to Colonel HammfML 
to be placed in fbme near attendance about the King j and 
be, from the recommendation, never doubting the fitnefsof 
the Man, immediately appointed him to wait as Gentleman 
Uiherj which gave bun opportunity to be almoft always in 
the prdeooe of the King. This young Man, after tome 
Mcmiht attendance, was wrought upon by the dignity of the 
King's Carriage, utd the great Adability be ufed towards thole 
who were always about him, to have a tendemelt and loyal 
Senfe of his Sufferings ; ana did really defire to do him any 
Service that miehc be acceptable. By his Office of Gentle- - 
man Uflier he i^ually held the King'i Gloves when he was at 
Meat, and firft took chat opportunity to put a little Billet, in « 

which he exprels'd his'Devotion, into one of the fingers of , 
his Glove.

fWM tf lb When they had in this manner malter'd all cMtradidliMi 
^]|-^ and oppofition, they b^n more direiftly to confiilt what 
they were to do, as welTas whac they wen Not to do, and 
to eftablifh fome Affirmacive conduucns, as they had duK 
Negatives. They were told, " that it was high time to fettle 
"fome form of government, under which the Nadonwa* to 
*' live : there hod been much Treafure and Blood fpent to re- 
-cover the liberty of the People, which wixiJd be to i»por~ 
**|>ole if there were not provifioo made for their Iccore en-^ 
"joying itj and there would be always the Quae atrempia 
*' made, which had been of late, to ctift^rb and to deftroy 
" the publtck Peace, if there were no'c dich exemplary penal- 
''ties ia6i£ied, as might terrify- all Men, of what cooditioa

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had been, by OmmMff's diroAioiu, the year before, that to 
death, when be found the Puliunent was (o much oflbtuled 
with it. They dedued now, as the molt popular thing they 
could do to pKaTe both the People aad the Army, « that t be7 
" would put an end to the Pamament onthelaltday trf' jfjwt/ 
** ncxcj and that there (hould beaRepielentativeof theNa- 
** tion, confifting of three hundred Peifons choJcnby the Peo- 
** pie i of which, for the Term of fevcn years, no Perfon 
" who had adberVl to the King, oi who fhould oppole this 
'- Asreemeot, or not fublcribe thereunto, Ibould be capable 
" ofbeing chofen to be one, or to have a voice in the £le- 
''flion; and that, before that time, and before the DiflblU' 
"tioo of the prefenc Parliament, it would be nccef&ry to 
** bring thc& figoal Ddioquents, who had lately diHurbed the 
** Quiet and Peace of the Kingdom, and put it to fo great an 
** eipenceof Blood and Treafure, to exemplary punifhment. 
And it was with great impudence very vehemently urged,

mem. The Paper conrain'd a very paffionate lamentation of^riJiLi 
the fad condition the King her Huiband waa inj deliring^w >> »*/ 
** that they would grant heraPafsto comeovcrto him, of-'"<'4^- 
"fering to ufc all the credit fhe had with him, that he might 
**giTe them fatisfaftion. However, if they would not give 
•* her leave to perform any ofthofeOfHjes towards the Pub- 
"lick, that (he might be permitted to perform the Duty flie 
" owed Him, ancTto be near him in the uttcrmoit Extiemity, 
Neither of thde Addrefles did more than exprefs the Zeal of 
thofe who procured them to be made : the HmbaHadour Pttvt 
could neither get leave to fee the King ( which he was to 
endeavour to do, that he might from himlelf be ioftruded belt: 
what to do ) nor be admitted to an Aud|fnce by the Parlia- 
ment, till after the Tragedy was ai^cd .-^nd the Queen's Pa- 
per was deltver'd, andaevCrconfider^inoiderto return any 
Anfwer it. 

When the Committee bad prepared (iichaChtrge, which t^ciW*

madcto nim, with fomc Additional Rcproadies, it wasmi 
iDthcHoufe; and, after it was approvd there, they feu a 
to the Houfe of Peers for Their coacurrcnce. That Houfc 
had very little to do from the time that Cr0mxw//retuni'dfFoiB 
St«l/aMd,a.adwe^i: few in Number, and ufcd to Adjourn for m 
or three days together for want of bulinersiro that it wasbcliev'd, 
• , that they who had done To many extravagant things, ruber 
than they would diflent from the Houfe ot Commons, would 
likewife concur with them in Tbis,rather ihau fever ftwa them 
when they were fo triumphant. But, contrary to tbii expedi- 
tion, when this Impeichmeot was brought up to the Peers, 
it was fo ill receiv'd, that there was not one Pcrfbn who con- 
curr'd with them i which, confideringiheMcD and what moft 
XtfiatH} ofthcm had donc,mightfcem veryftrange. Arxl wbcnthey 
'*■ ^* 1 had, with fotne warmth rejiftcd it , ihcy Adjoum'd foe a 
iwK'V/fr w^l' j prefuminRihcy (liould therebyat leaftgive ftinieintct- 
iw«^ ruption to that Career which the Houfe of Commooi wis 
upon, and, in that fimc, fomc expedient might be fbondto 
reconcile the Proceedings in both Houfe). But they were u 
much deceiv'd in ihis; theHou&of Commons was very veil 
. pleafedwlthit, and thought they had given thcmcafc, which 
they could not fo well have contriv'd for themlelves. So dtey 
proceeded in their ova Method, and when the day came to 
which the Lords had Adjourn'd their Houle, they foand 
■ttaD-ff their doors all locked, and faAen'd with Padlocks, tbu tbere 
tinirHmfi Hiould then be nu more Entrance for them; nor did any of

The Charge and Accutation, upon which they retbW'd 
to proceed againft the King, being thus fettled and agreed 
upon, rhcy begun to coolider in what manner and fonoto 
proceed , that there might be fome a[^>earance of Juftice. 
Nothing could be found in the Common or Statute-Law, 
which could direft or warrant them ; nor could, the Prece- 
dent of depafing Riclmrd tbefecond < the tcAe fcccedent of 
that kind ) be applied to their purpofe: for, how mil ibevet 
the circumllances precedent had been, be had mtfle a Re- 
fignation of his Royalty before the Lords in PaiUamcnt ; to 
that his Depaiition proceeded from Himfdf, and withbisown 
Confcni, and would not agree in any particular with ibecaJe 
in quellion. They were therefore to make -a new fiarm to 
lifi'miaiitfwarrant their Proceedings : and anew form they did ereft 
V^^^" iie«r before heard of.

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** ib many Judges, who (hould have Authority to try the King, 
**wb«herhe were guilty of what he was accuredoF, or noj 
**ai>d, in order thereunto, to examine fuch WkneOes as 
*' (hould be produced : The Number of the Judges named was 
about an hundred and fifty, whereof the Major part m^ht 
proceed. 

They could not have found Inch a Number yetamongft 
ihemfclref, after To many barbarities and impieiies, upon 
whom they might depend in this lalb Tragical AG. And 
therefore they laid this for a ground i that if they fiiould 
maJce only their own Members to be Judges in thiscaie, the/ 
might appear in die Eyes of the People to be too much par- 
tie;, as Having from the beginning maintain'd a War, though 
defenfire, as they pretended, againft the King, and fo not fo 
fit to be the only Judges who were in the fault : On the other 
hand, if [hey Ihould name none of ihemfclves, it might be 
interpreted that they loolc'd upon ic as too dangerous a Pro- 
vince to engage ihemfelves In, and therefore they had put ic 
off to othcri; which would dilcourage others from under- 
taking It- Wherefore they refolv'd, that the Judges (hould 
be nominated promifcuoufly , as well of Members of tbe 
Houfe, as of fuch other of their Goad and Godly Men in the 
Kingdom. Whofocver wtxild not be one htmfelf when named, 
as there were yet many amongCt them, who, out of Con- • 

Icience, or of Fear, utterly protefied againll it, (hould take 
upon him to lume another Man j which lure he could not but 
think was equally unlawful : So that few took upon them to 
oominace others, who would rejcA the Province thcmlclves. 

All the Chief Officers of the Army were named, and 
divers accepted the Office ; and fuch Aldermen and Citizens 
of LnJo», as had been moll violent againfl Peace, and Tome 
few Country Gentlemen, whofe Zeal had been taken notice 
of for the Caule, and who were like to take fuch a Prefer- 
ment as a teflimuny of the Parliament's Confidence in them, 
aitd would thereupon embrace it. When fuch a Number of 
Men were nominated as were thought in all rcfpe&s to be 
equal to the work, ihcy were to make choice of a Speaker, 
or Prolocutor, who diould be called Lird PrtfJent of that 
High Court, who mull manage and govern all the proceed- 
ings there, ask tbe WirnelTes all proper Quellioiu, and an- 
fwer what the Pnfoner lliould propofe. And to that Office onjn^^ 
one £r«^«v was chofen, aLawycr of GrMys-Inn^ not muchau^ u,4 
known in Wifimtifitr HtM, thoi^h of good prafbce in bis^rijUnf. 
Chamber, and much employed by the f adious. He was a 
Gentleman of an ancient Family In chtjliirt and I^net^irty ^ 

but of a Fortune of his own maxing. He was not wichouc 
Part*, and of great in&lent^ and Aa^iiion. When he was 
R 3 firft 
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fiift nomiflated, be feem'd much furprlfed, and very rcfokiB 
to rcfufc i( i which he did in fuch a m&inicr, and lb much «>- 
Urging upon bis own want of Abihtics cp undergo fo impoi- 
taat a Cbargc, that ic was very evident he had expcfled to be 

f>ijc to [hac Apology. And when he wa*. prela'd with moit 
mportunicy than could have bcw ufed by diance, be re- 
quired ''time tocondder of it j and faid, "he would ^kd 
"give his final Anfwcri which he did, the next dayj ud 
with 'great Humility accepted the Office, which be admt- 
nifter'd with all the Pride, Impudence, and SuperciJiourDdi 
imaginable. He was prdently invefled ia great State, aod 
LiwjfimJrDany Officers, and a Guard alligii'd for the lecuricy ofhij 
(Tixr o^iri Pcrfon, and toe Dean's Houfe at W^ftmnfin given to him 
0ffn,ud. [gj ^yf.y fjj i,jj refidence and habitation, and a good Sum of 
Money, about five thouland pounds, wasappointed tobepre- 
fently paid to him, to put himfelf in fuch an Eijuipagc and 
way of Living, as the dignity of the Office which be held 
would require. And now, the Lord Prcfident of tbe Higli 
Court of JuAice, feem'd to be the greatefl Magiftrate in Eag- 
lamd. And though it was not thought feafonable to make 
any fiich Declataiion, yet fume of thofe whofe opinioiu grew 
quickly into Ordinances, upon (cverai occafK>ns, declared, 
" that they believ'd that Orace was not to be iook'd upon as 
■ "neceflary prabte -vke only, but for continuance; and that 

"he whociecuted it, defer v'd to bavejn ample -and a liberal 
*' Eftate conferr'd upon him for ever : which fiiddiiio nuta- 
tion and exaltation of Fortune, could not but icake a great im- 
preffion upon a vulgar Spirit, accufton'd to no Ezceflb, and 
acquainted only with a very moderate Fortune. Ail thif being 
done, tbey mace choice of fome Lawyets ( till that time very 
obfcure, and Men fcarce known or heard of in theii Ptofel- 
fionj to pcifbrm the Offices of Attumey GeiKral, ar.dSolli- 
cicor General for the State, to profeoite the Prifbnei at his 
Trial, and to manage the Evidence againll him. Other O^ 
ficers, of all kinds, were appointed to attend, and pertbrin 
the feveral Offices of their new Court j which was orccr'd to 
- be ercftcd in WipM^ir Hall,

When the Rebellion 6rft began, this Man quitted his Maftet 
(who had relation to the Kltig s Service, and difcharged hii 
Duty bithfiiJIy ) and put himfelf into thcPaHiametit Army, 
where, having grft obtain'd the Office of a Cornet, be got 
np, bydiligence and robriety,to theScateofaCapTain, with- 
out any filial notice taken of him tiU the new model of the 
Army; when OMnwff, who, pdHUy, had knowlcge of him 
before, found him of a fpiiit and diTpofition fit for his Service, 
much given to Prayer and to Preaching, and, otberwile, of 
an unoerfiandlitt capable to be trufted in any bufioefs ; to 
which his ClerkmipcontiUxited very much: And then he was 
preferr'dvery &ftj fothat, by the time the King wafbrouzhc 
to the Aimy, be had been a CoIcmkI of Horfe, andkwKd 
npott as inferior to few, after CrtimoeS and Inton , in tbe 
Council of Officers, and in tbe Government of theAgitators; 
aod there were few Men with whom CramvxU more commu- 
Dtcated, or upon whom he more depended for the Conduft 
of any tbiiw committed lo him. He recetv'd the King with 
outward reipcft, kept himfelf bare ; but attended him with 
great ftridnefs j and was not to be approached by any Ad- 
drels j aoTwering queftions in (hort and few words, and when 
Jmportuited, with rudenefs. He manifelled an apprehenfion 
chat tbe King had fbme thought of making an Elcape, and did 
all things in order to prevent it. Being to lodge at tf^fir, 
aod fo to pafs by Bagsbot, tbe King eitprcfled a deGre to fee 
his linle Park at Bagshet, and fo to dine at the Lodge there, 
a place where he had ufed to take much pleafure ; anddid not 
dmemble the knowing that the Lord Ntiiargb, who bad lately 
Married tbe Lady ^i(AgM7,liv'd there ^ and faid, "he would 
" fend a Servant to let that Lady know that he would dine 
"with her, chat Qie might provide a dinner for him. Hm"- 
rtjim well knew the Aficflton of that Lord and Lady, and 
was very unwilling he Ihou Id make an}rllay there j but find- 
ing the King lb fixt upon ii, that be would not be otberwile 
removed fiom it than by abfolutely refuting him to go thi- 
ther, he chofe to confenr, and that his Majefty Ihould lend 
a Servant } which he did the Night before be intended to 
dine there. ^ 

Both Lord and Lady were of known Doty and AKAion 
ro the KinKj the Lady, after her Hqsband the Ixird Af' 
^igiuy had beta, kill'd at Bdge-bUI, having fo fiu incenfed tbe 
Parliament, that fhe h^ endured a long Imprifonment, under 
a fuTpicion that flie had been privy to the dcfign which had 
been dUcover'd by Mr|fU?er, upon which Tmomu and Chsl- 
hmr bad been put to death, and had likewife her felf been 
R 4 put 
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put to flcAtb, if (be had not made her Efcape to OiffirJ. tS- 
Tcr tbeAVarwasended, (be had, with the Ki^'s approbfttiao, 
Married the Lord Nemhtrgh; who had the bnia ASe&joca. 
They bad, from the time of the King*) being at Ha^m 
Court, conceited with his M&jeAy upon fiich means, thai, in 
die ftrl&ft reHraiot he was under, toe/ fmnd a wa.; lo write 
to, and to hear from him. And nxA of the Letters which 

EaCTed bccwoen the King and the Queen, paOed throt^h their 
ands; who had likewi^ a Cipher with the Kiiv, by wbidi 
they gave him notice of any thing they judged of Imporraoce 
tor him to know. They had given him notice that nc wouU 
be fenc for from Hiirfi CaAle, and adviled him " to find fbme 
** way, that he might dine at thc"Lodge at B^ib^ ; and diat 
*' he itiould caicc occaTion, if he could, to lame the Hotfe he 
"rode upon, or to find fuch fault with his going, that he mi(^ 
*' take another Horfe out of the Lord Hevturgb's Stsd>lesto 
\ " continue the reft of his Journey upon. That Lord much 

delighted inHorleg,aDd had, at thattim^ in his Stables one 
oftbcfleeteft thacwastn Exglaudi and the purpole was, to 
. mount the King upon that Horlc, that, when be found a fit 
opportunity, tM might, upon the fuddain, fet Spurs to htm ; 
and if he could get out of the Company that encompafl^d 
him, he might, poflibly, by the fwiftnerg of his Horlc, aivl hi* 
own skill in the moll obfcure ways of [bat Forrcli-, convey 
himfelf to another place in their view; and fa, thiee or (bur 
good Horfcs were laid in levcral place*. And this was tbe 
reafon that the King had fo eamefily inGfted upon dining 
at Bagihofy which being in his way, and his cultom being 
always to dine, they could not reafoo^y deny him that 
liberty. 

Before the King came thither^ H«rr^ had fcnt fotoc 

Horlc wiih an 0£Gcer to learch the Houfe, aitd all about the 

Park, chat he might be fure that noCompooy lurked, wfakb 

might make fame attempt. And the Kii^ all the Morniiu, 

found i^ulc with the goii^ of his Horfe ; anl faid, " he woum 

n, K^i *' change it, and procuie a better.

baod) that be refolv d itot to purfue Hai ddi^. And Htr- 
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r^tud already told him, "tbit be had provided abater 
** Horie for him : and it was beticv'd he would never have 
permitted him to have made ufe of one of the Lord t^vi- 
turdi'i. So that after having fpent three or four hours there^ 
with very much Iktisfa&ion lo bimrclf, though be was um 
fuScr'd to be In any Room without the Company of fix or 
feven Soldien, who fufiei'd little to be fpoken, excqx it was 
lb loud that They could hear it too, he took a faa farcwel 
oFtbem, appearing to have tittle hope ever to lee them again. 
The Lord Ntioimtb rode Tome miles into the Forreft to wait 
upon the King, till be was required by Htrrifim to tetura. 
Hit Majefty lo^ed that night at his Caftle of ^!in^,and wai 
foon after carried toS'^nw^'i. In this Journey, Hmn'yamntKs% 
obJerving that tbe King had always ao apprebcnfion that [Here ^^^ », 
was « purp</e to Murthcr him , and had once letfall fomc^' }■"■**''■ 
words of " the odioufoels and wickedneG of fuch an Aflaflt- 
** nation and MurtheT) which could never be fafe to the Pcr- 
"IbnwhoQndenookit; he totd him plainly, "that he necd- 
** ed not to entertain any fuch imagination or apprehenfion ; 
** that the Parliament had too much Honour and Juftice to 
"dierifh lb foul anintenrion; andafliiredHim, "tbatwhat- 
■•evcr the Parliament rcfolv'd to do, would be very Publicic, 
''and in a way of Juftice} to which the WorU iluuld be 
"WitDds; and never would endure athoughtof fecrcc Vio- 
<*laioe: which his MajeAy oould not perfwadchimfelftobe- 
lievc i cor did imagine that they durfl ever produce him in 
tbe foht of tbe People, under any form whatK^evcr of a pub* 
lick Trial. 

I T hath been acknowledg'd fince by fotne Officers , and Tw/rvrr«( 
others who were prefeot at the Confultations, that from ihc €*•[*"- 
time of the King's being at ibM^fm Court, and afcer the'*^'^" 
Army had maflcr'd both the Paritament and the City, and ^'^V^ 
were weary of havii^ the King with them, and knew nm .am-giu 
well how to be rid ofhim, there weremany (ecrctConfulisoj^in, 
what to do with him. And it was generally conducted ,■*■' "* 
"they (hould never be ^Id to fettle their new form oiGo-^r™ 
"vemment, whiift He liv'd : and after be was become a Prl-^''' 
loner in tbe Ille of W^ht , they were tnore foUlcitous for a 
Refbhidon and Determinatkm in that particular : and after 
the Vote of no more Addicfles, the moft violent Party thought 
"they could do nothing in order to their own ends, till He 
'^ (hould be firftdeacU and therefore, one way or outer, that 
''was lobe cofflpaflcd in the firft place. Some were for " an 
*' aftoal D^pofiog him i whichcouldnotbut be eafily brought 
*'topafi, UKe tbe Parliamcntwould Vote tnj thing they 
«'ihouldoe direAed: Others were for the taking away his 
* Life by Poyfon j which would make leaft noile ; or, " if that 
« could 
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"could not befocafil; contriv'd, by Afi&ffinationj for«)ich 
*' there were haixis enough ready to be eraploy'd. There vu 
a Third fort, u violent u either of the other, who preflU 
"to have him brought to a publick Trial as a Maleradorj 
which, they Taid, "would be moft for the Honour of the 
*' Parliament, and would teach all Kingt to know, chatting 
*' were accouDCable, and punilbable for the wickcdodc of their 
" Lives. 

Makt of the Officer* were of the firft opinkM, "ai a 
"thingtheyhad PrecedencsfoT} andthai be being once De- 
"pos'd, they could better fettle the Government tluui if be 
** were dead ; for hii Sou could pretend no Right whUft He 
"was alive J whereas, if the Father weredeaa, he woald 
" prefently call himlelf King, and others would call him fo 
"tooj aiid, it may be, other Kings and Princes would own 
" him f(»- fuch. If he were kept alive to adofe Pri&Mi, he 
" might afterwards be made ufe of, or lemov'd upon any ap- 
*' pearancc of a Revolucicm. 

T H B R K were as many O0icers of the fecoad Judgopent, 
" that he (hould be prefently difpatched . They ftid, « it ap- 
"pear'd by the experience they had, that whilftHe was alive 
" (for a more drift Imprifonment than he had undergone, he 
"could never becongned to J there would be always Plots 
"andDcGgnstolet him at Liberty ; and he would have Parties 
*' throughout the Kingdom ; and, in a (hort ciffie, a Fadioo 
" in their moft feaet Councils, and it may be in the Army it 
" lelf J and, where his Liberty would yield lb great a Price, it 
*' would be too great a Truft to repofe in any Mas, that he 
" would long refill the Temptation. Whereas, If be were 
" confeO^dly dead, all thofe fears would be over ; efpedally 
" if they proceeded wiih that circumfpeflioo arul fcveriCTto- 
*' wards alt his Party, as in prtidence they ought to do. This 
Party might probably have carried it, if Hm»p«W could have 
been wrought upon to have concuri'd j but be bad vet too 
much ConKience to czpofe him&lf to that Infamy j and wiib- 
out Hisprtvity or connivance it could not be done. 

The third Party, which were all the Levellers and Agi- 
tators of the Army, in the head of which Irrt» tod tbmjim 
were, would notendure either of theotber ways; andfaid, 
*' (hey could as eafily bring him to Juftice in the GfEht of the 
"Sun, as Depofehim; fince the Auihoriryofihe PaiUament 
"could dooneaswcll as theotber : Thit their Precedent of 
" Depofiog, had no reputation with the People j but wu 
*< looked upon as the eSkd of fbme potent FaOioa, whicb 
" always opprelTed the People more after, thantbey had bees 
"before. Befides, tbofe Depofings haA always been attended 
f* with Alfiffinacions and Murtncn, which were the nore 
"«Uow 
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(' odkHH, and deteHed, becaufe no bod}' own'd and avow'd 
"the bloody Afltonsthey had done. But if he weie brought 
" [o a publidc Trial, for the nororious ill things be had done, 
" and for his MUgOTeratnent, upon che complaint and ptofe- 
" cutioQ of the People, the Superiority of ihe People would 
" be hereby vindicated and ma!de manifeft j and Tncy Ihould 
"receive the benefit, and be for ever free from thofe oppreC> 
"6ans which he had impos'd upon them, and for which he 
"ought to pay fodearj and fuch an exemplary Proceeding 
" and Execution as this, where every circumAancc IhoulJ )'c 
" clear and notorious, would be the beft foundation and k- 
" curity of the Government they inicnded to eftabliih ; and 
" no Man would be Ambitious to fuccecd Him, and be a King ' 
"in his place, when he Taw in what manner he muftbe ac- 
**countable to the People. This Argumentation, or thccMiMJiiu 
ftrength and obAinicy of that Party, carried it .- and here- '••v '">■ 
upon, all ihatfbrmaliiy of proceeding, which afterwards was r^"^'<' 
ejcercifed, was refolv'd upon and confcnted to. "''^■ 

Whether the incredibility, or monflroufnefs offuch a 
kind of proceeding, wrought upon the minds of Men, or whe- 
ther the principal AAon took pains, by their Infinuations, to 
have it fo believ'd, ic fell out however that they amuog 
them who wiih'd the King befl, and llood neareft to the Stage 
where thcfc parts were Afled, did not beiieve that there were 
thofe Horrid Intcnitots that (hortly after appcar'd. The 
Preachers, who had fiiundcd the Trumpet* Joudeft to, and 
throughout I he War, Preached now as furioufly againll ail 
wtcJced Aircmpis and Violence againfl the Perfon of the King, 
and foolifhiy urged theobligationoftheCovcnant (by which 
they had involv'd him in all the danger he was in ) for the le • 
curiiy of hit Perfon. 

AssooN asthc Prince heard of the King's being carried 
by Hjrmfimtolf^Jjirtand from thence to S' 7''^''' '^i though 
be had lately fent a Servant on purpofe to fee his Majcfty, 
and to bring him an Account of the State hu was in, which 
Servant was not permitted to fee him, he fent now another with 
a Letter to Fairfkx and the Council of War ( for he knew the n» Trim 
Parliament had no Authority ) in which he told them, " chat l""^ * ^• 
" be had no other means to be inform'd cf the health and f'^'^*J[! 
"condition of the King his Roval Father, but by the Cora- cn^tn^ 
"mon Prints, and general Intelligences chat arriv'd in thofe >'»'«. ■ 
*' Farts : He had reafon by thofe to believe, that after the ex- 

* piracion trfthe Treaty iti the Ifle of Wigiit ( where he hoped 

* the foundation for a happy Peace had been laid) his Mjjelly 
' had been carried to HurS Caftic j and fince, by Tome Ofmert 

* of the Artny, to lfi*dfir, not without purpofe of a more 
' violent prcHceution i the ruinour wbeicof , tfaough of To 
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" monftrous and incredible a Nature, bad called upon lut 
"Piety lomakethis Addrcll to them ; who had at thistime 
"the power tochoole, whether thejp would raife JaftiiKMo- 
''numcnrg to thcmfelvcs of Lofalty and Piety, by reflorkg 
"their Soveraign to his jutl Rlghu, and their Countryto 
*' Peace and Happinefs, a Glory which had been feldoro ab- 
"fbiutely vouchrafcdtofo fmatl anumbcrofMeoi orcamake 
" themrelves the Authors of endlefs Mifery to the Kingdom, . 
"by contribu[lngorconlentingto an A A which all Oirifti- 
"aos, into how difleient opiaions fbcvCr divided, muft ib- 
"hor as the molt iiu»a6flent with the Elemenisof any Re- 
"ligion, and deftnidive to the Security and being of any 
" land of Government : He did therefore eamefily defireand 
" conjure tbem, fadlytoconGder the vaft and prodigious dif- 
** proportion in that bleAlon; and then, be faid, "he could 
"not doubt but that they would choofe to do that which i* 
*'rooftJuft,Safe,andHonour^leforihcmrodoj make them- 
•'fclves rhe bleft Inftruments to Preferve, Defend, and Rcflore 
"their King j to whom only their Allegiance was due; by 
*' which every one of chera might iuflly promife to rhemrdves 
"peace of Confcience, the finguhr good Will and Faroarof 
"hisMajefty, the ample [hanks and acknowtedgenient of all 
"good Men, and the particular and unalteraUe AfiR:dionof 
"the Prince himfelf. This Letter was, with much ado, de- 
irvucb»4t liver'd into the hands of Fsirfsx himfelf; but the MeJ;3i;er 
niiiHiiv could never be admittcl to fpeakwich hin); nor was there 
'•""'■' more known, ±an that it was read in the Council of War, 
L7^j. and laid aiidc. 

F R o M the time of the King's being come to St James's^ 
whenhe wasdeliver'd iniotbchands ^indcuftody of Colonel 
Tim/m/im, a Colonel of Foot, though the Officer Icem'd to 
be a Man of a better breeding, and of a Nature more Civil 
than lUrrifim, and prereitdcd to pay much Refpeft and Duty 
to the King in bis outward D=meanour, yet bis Majefty, after 
iiK a/jf* •/> Ihon time, was treated with more Rudencls and Barbarity 
iiHKi'i-a than he had ever been before. They were fo jealous of their 
AijamnV a wn Guards, left tbeydiould be wrought upon bytbe influ- 
ence of ihislnnocent Prince, or by the remorfe of thdr own 
Coofeience upon the excrcife oF fo much Barbarity , that 
they caulcd the Guards to be ftill changed ; and the fanx: 
Men were never fuSet'd twice [o pciform the bxae monftiout 
Duty. 
Hi - tn»gt» W H B N He was lirft brougtlt to WiHwmfier Hall, whtdi 
)• Weft- was upon the twentJeth of Jamuarj^ before ibeir H^j* Ow* 
u^/'H' f^?"!/^') ^^ looked upon them, aiidfatedawn, without uy 
^^•Ju, in^iitftatlon of trouble, never ftirring his Hat; all the in^ 
deu Judges rtttingcovci'd, and fixing tbeii Ej^ upoDUm, 
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without die leaft Ihew of rcTpeA. The odious Libel, which nt Am y 
they called a ChjU^e and Impeachnent, was theo read by the ^'> c^i'' 
Clerk j whlctu in eficO, coatain'd, " that be had been admit- 
** ted king of JSitgibs^ and truftra with a limited Power to 
" Govern according to Law j and, by his Oath and Office, 
*' was obliged to ufe the Power comtnitted to him fbr the goixl 
'^and benefit of the People ; but that he had, out of awicked 
*'delign to en£t to himfeif an Illimited and Tyrannical 
** Power, and to overthrow the Rights and Liberties of the 
"People, Trayteiou£ty Jcvied War againft the prcfent Parlia- 
*'iiieni, and the People therein reprefented. And then ic 
mentioa'd his firft appearance at lari with a Guard, then his 
beii}g at Biverfy, then his fetting up his Standard at Nmhg' 
bsm, the day of the Month and the Year in which the Battle 
had been at E^t-hUi, and all the other Icveral Bitdes whldi 
had been fougbt in his PtcfeDcei in which, it faid, "He 
** had cauled and procured many thoufaads of the Frce-bom 
**Peoplc of the Nation tobcflain: that after all his Forces 
"had been defeated, and HimTelf become a Prifoner, hehad, 
"in that very vcar, cauled many lafurredions to be made in 
** E^/tndy and given a Commiffion to the Prince his Son to 
** raife a new War againft ibe Parliament; whereby many 
"who were in their Service, and irulled by them, hadre- 
** volted, broken their Tnift, and betook thetnTelvea to the 
"Service of the Prince agaiaft the Parliament aodlbePeo- 
" pie : that he had been the Author and Contriver of the un- 
*' natural, cruel, and blood j Wars ; and was therein guilty of 
" all the Treafbns, Murthers, Rapines, Bumioes, ana Spoilt, 
'* DeTolations, Damage, andMilchJef toihe Nation, which 
*< had been committed in the faid War, or been occaGon'd

it was prayed, "that he might be put to AnTwerto all the

"judgeinenN might be had thereupon, as Ibould be agree- 
" able to Juftke. 

Which being read, their Prcfident Brtu^bt*, after be^**'^^ 
bad infolently reprchenjed the King "tbrnot having fbew'd'^^j'^ 
"morerefpeft to that High Tribunal, told hhn, "that the'*"'^- 
" Parliament of S^fikiMf had appointed that Court to try him 
"fbrtheleveralTrea&>n(,and Mildemeanouis, which he had 
" committed agaioft the Kingdom during the evil Adminl- 
" (Iratioa of his Govemmentj and that, upon the Ezamios- 
<*ciontbefeof,Juftice might be done. And, after a great fiiwci> 
oeis aEd impudence of taU^ be asked the King, ^ what Anfwet 
^ he had to make to that ImpeaduneDt. The 
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T H B King, without any alteration in his Cotihteninoc by 
all tbac inlbtent prorcK acton, told them, " be would firitkiov 
" of them , by what Authority they prefumed by fiwct o) 
"biing him before them, and who gave tbeiD powertojoilie 
" of his AAionf, forwhich he wuacrouniablc tonooe bit 
*• God ; [hough they had been always fucdi a« he need not be 
*' albamcd to own them before all the world. He toU them, 
" that He was their King , They his Subjeds ; who owed 
"him Duty and Obedience j that no Parliament had Autho- 
" ricy to call him before them ; but that They were oot'ihe 
*' Parliament, nor had any Authority from the Pariiainem to 
*' fit in that matmer : That of all the Perfons who (ate there, 
*' and took upon them to judge bim, except thofe Pcrfbnf 
*' who being Offioers of the Army he couid not bat know 
** whilft he was forced to be amoogft them, there were only 
** two Faces which he had ever feen before, or whole naiiKS 
"wereknowntohitn. And, aitcrurging " iheir Duty, thtt 
*' was due lo him, aod his Superiority over them, by fuch life* 
If Realbns, and Arguments , as were not capable of any 
jinlwer, he concluded, "that he would not (b inuch betray 
**himfelf, andhis Royal Dignity, asioAofwer anvihingtbe^ 
** objeded againft him , which were to acknowleike ihrtr 
"Authority; though he believ'd that every one of Thcm-

When all thofe who were 

FjlJftiJii Commiflioners had taken their places , and die King wai 

G-^tTi brought in, the fitft ceremony was, to read their Comn^ 

rnif: fioni whichwas the Ordinance of Parliatoent for the Trills 

and then the Judges wereall called, every Man anrwerioxto 

his name as he was called, and thflPrefioent being foftculed 

and making Anfwer, the next who was called beine the Ce- 

oerti, Lord Fmtrfsxj and no Anfwer being mftdc, ue OSot 

called bim the fecond time, when there was ftTrtcebvit 
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thit bid, '* he had more Wit than to be there ; which pat the 
Coun into fome diTordcr, tad fonie body askii^, who it was, 
there was no other Anfwer but a Utile murmuring. Bur, 
pre(entl]r,whcnthe Impeachment was read, and chacexprefGon 
uledjof "All the good People of EagUnd, ihe fame voice 
in a louder tone, Anfwer'd, "No, nor the hundredth part of 
"them : upon which, one of the Officers bid the Soldiers 
give fire into that Box whence thofe prcfumptuous words were 
utrer'd. But it was quickly difcern'd that it was the General's 
Wife, the Lady Fthfax^ who had utier'd both ihofe fliarp 
fayings j who was prelently perfwaded or forced lo leave the 
ilace, CO prevent any new diforder. She was of a very noble 
^xtraiftion, one of the Daughters and Fleirs of l^rma Lord 
ytreoflJiimj j who, having been bred in HoBand^ bad noc 
that reverence for the Church of EMiltnd, as llie ought to 
have had, and fo had unhappily concurr'd in her Husband's 
entring into Rebellion, never imagining what milcry itwould 
bring upon theKiaedom j and now abhorr'd the work inband 
as much as any Body could do, and did all (he could to hir;- 
der her Husband from aAins any part in ic. Nor did luever 
fit in that bloody Court, though he was throughout over- 
wittedby CrttmvxUj and made a property to bring that to piJi 
which oould very hardly have been otherwife efleaed. 

As there was in many Perfontprefent at that woeful Spe- 
Oacle a real Duty and Companion for the King, fo there was 
in ochers (b barbarous and biuial a behaviour towards him, 
chat they called him Tyrant, and Murtherer ; and one fpit la 
bis Face } which his Majefly, wichoucezpremnganyuouble, 
wiped fffi^ with fail Handkerchief. 

T H K two Men who were only known to the King before Sr N.uild' 
the Troubles, were ^' Harry Mumfjij Matter of the King's"?/"'* 
Jewel Houfc, who had been bred upia the Court, being J°J^",°"^ 
younger Brother of agood Family in Epx, and who had been/jn«tf«r/Mf 
profited with fo great Favours anu Boupties by King James,!!- «L<v 
and bjf hit Majefty, that he was railed/by them to a gr^t^"T^!'?^ 
Eftate, and prcferr d to that OfEcc in his Houfc, which is the;,;^;^!^'' 
bell: under chafe which eoiltle the Offic<;n to be of the privy 
Couoal. No Man more oblequious to the Court than He, 
whilftit &Hiri(b'di a great Sacterer of all Perfons in Aucbo- 
nth, and a Spy in all places for them. From the beginning 
of the Parliament, be concurr'd with thole who were molt 
violent againll the Court, and mofl: like to prevail againft it i 
and being thereupon branded with ingracicuoe, as that brand 
commonly makes Men moft impudent, becontinucd his de- 
fperaie pace with them, till bcbecameonc of the Munhercrs 
of his MaAer. The other was St JthmDamjers, the younger 
Brother and Heir of the Earl oiDaah, who was a Gentleman

his Brother, and having, b7 i tiiq ExpcDce in nJs wijiif

Prince whofc example would have had a greater toBaeoceDpoa 

ttie manners, and piecy of the Nation, than the moft mid 

Laws can have. To fpeak firft of his private (^lifiotioiis 

as aMan, beforetbe mention of his Princely aodltonlVit- 

tuea; He was, if ever any, the moft worthy of thetiucof an 

Km J*fiitw Honcfl Man ; fo great a lover of Juftice, that no tem p Htioi 

amdUvij. could difpofe htm to a wrongful tiOiaa , except it was b 

difguifed to him thache believ'd it to be jutt. He had ateo- 

dcrnefs and compaOion of Nature, whidi idlraii^d him from 

ever doing a haid-hearicd tldng : and therefore be was lb if 

to grant pardon to Malefadors, that the Judges of dielj*' 

leprefented to hlia the damweaadinfecurfty [o tbc ^^ 
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that flowed (iota fiicb his Indulgence. And Chen he reflroin'd 
himlelf from [nrdoDing either Munheri, or High way Rcb- 
beiies, and quickly dUcern'd che ftuiu c^ his teverity by a 
vonderftil Refbrmatioa of ihuTe Enorciiiies. He was very Hit Dtvm- 
faD&aal and regular in his Devotiona; he was never known •• «^ ^*- 
to enter upon hit Recieations or SpoTU, though nererfo ear-''!''*- 
]y in the Moraiog, before he bad been at Publick Prayers j 
lo that 00 Huadi^ days his Chaplains were bound to a very 
early Attendance. He was likewiTevery ftrid in observing 
the hour* of hi* private Cabinet Dcvotic»j and wasfo fe- 
▼ere an exaflor of gravity and reverence in all mentioa of Reli- 
gion, that becouuneverendare any Ughtor profriiaoe word, 
with whatfliaipiie&ofWiirocverit wascoverd: andthougb 
he was weli picafed, and deliahted with reading Verics made 
upon any occa&m, no Man durft bring before nim any thing 
that was propbane or unclean. Tbatltind of Wit had never 
an V Countenance then. He wasfo great an Example of Conju-Mi o^h^ 
gai ASc£t\oa, that they who did not Imitate him in that par- dtfitj. 
ticular, dutft not brag of their Liberty : and he did not only 
pamii, but dired his Bifhops, to profccutethofelcandalous 
yjces, in the EcdcGaftical Courtl, againft Perfons of eminence, 
and near Relation to his Service. 

His Kiiuly Virtues bad fame mixture and allay, thathin- 
dred them nom Ihining in full Luftre, and from producing 
tliofe Frultstbcy Ibould have been attended with. He was^f,,^^ 
not iohtt Nature very bouDtiAil, though he gave very much, wr *««i> 
Tbifappear'd mere after the Duke of BKii^iMaHs death, af-M 
ter which thoie (bowres fell very rarely j aad hepaofilid too 
kogin giving, which made thoTe to whom he gave, lels fco- 
£blc of the benefit. He kept ftate to the full, which made K,^A«n 
his Court vera orderly ; no Man prefuming to be feen in a » >>■ cw*. 
place where he had no pretence to be. He faw, and obfcrv'd 
Men k»g, before be recciv'd them about his Perlbn ; and did 
not love Strangers, nor very coofideni Men. He was a patient ?«» ^ m 
bearer ofCau^i which he frequently accuftom'd httafelf toiiM>at 
at the Coondl Board ; and judged very well, aod was dextrou* ^^'^ 
in the mediating part: fo that he wteaputaoendroCaufea 
by perfwa&an, which theflubboraefiofMen'«bumoun made 
dilatory in CouiU of Juttice. 

H s was very fearled In hii Perfon j but, in bis riper jem, FarUfl. mm 
oot very Enierprtfing. He had an excellent underflandti^ s*t»7n^. 
but was not confident enough of it i which made him often ^^^^^^ 
times change hiaown opinion for awoil^ and follow the ad-^Mm 
vke of Men that did not judge fo well as himlelf. This madeia^MHiu. 
him more irrefoluiethantheconjunOureofbis Affiiifs would 
admit; If he had been of a rougher and mote imperious 
^TftCuTft, he would have found tnore refpeft and Duty. And 
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his not applying (biDc levere cures to approaching Erili, bd- 
cccicd from the Lenity of hi.« Nature, and the lendcracH ^ 
his CoofcieiKe , which, in ail cafes nf Blood, made him cfaocfe 
the fofter vay, and not hearken ro fcvere Couojels, bow iti- 
foaably (bcver urged. This only reftrain'd him from pnr&- 
ing his advanragc in the firft .^wrjA Expedition, when,b(i- 
tnaoly fpcaking, he might hare reduced that Nation to [be 
moflentirc obedience thatcmild have been wifhed. Bat no 
Man can fay he had then many who adviledhtm toit, but 
the contrary, by a wonderful indifpofitlon dl bii Cotmcii had 
£>wrif i^to the War, or any other Fatigue. He wu alvayi aereit 
SntiOi M<- Lover of the Scctiffi Nation, having not onlv been botn tficr^ 
'Ml. but educated br that People, anabe6^a by diem ilvayi, 

having few E^giip about him till he was King ; aod te ma- 
jor number of hit Servants being ftiU of that Natioa, ^he 
thought could never fiiil him. And amoi^ thde, so Mui 
had fuch an Afcendent over bim, by the humbtcft infinuati- 
ons, S3 Duke Hamihon had. 
^tWrr-J A s he excelled in all other Virtue*, (b tn Temi 
■Uittuhtrj.vas fodrift, thathe abhon'd all Debauchery to tl. 

that, atagreatFedivalSolcmnity, wbcreheonce wis, vbca 
very many of the Nubility of the Em^I^ and Sttts were en- 
tertain'd, being told by one who withdrew from tbnoe, wbat 
vaft draughts of Wim they drank, and ** tlut there vuoae 
** Earl, WHO had drank mofl of the refldown,aii(iwtiiiotliBn- 
"felfmovedoralter'd, the Kingfaid, " thathe de&rr'diolie 
*'h3nged;and that Earl comli^lbcmly af^rinto tfaeRoofo 
where his Majcfty waa, in fbme gaycty, to (hew how n^Ktrt 
be was from ibat Battle, the Iting fent one to bid Utn vbh- 
draw from his Majell/s Prelence ; nor did he in foae days 
after appear before him. 

So many miraculoui Circumftaoces coanibated to hti 
Ruine, that Men msbt well think that Heaven and Eartb 
conrpitedit- Though be was, from the firft DcdenfioDoi 
hia Power, fo much berrtyed by hit own Servana, that rirre 
were very few who remaio'd hithfiil to him, yet that Trea- 
dierv proceeded twc always ftam any Tre^boable porpofe to 
do Him any harm, but from particular, and perfonal Animo- 
fitiesagainft other Men. And, afterwards, the terraraUMcft 
were under of the Parliament, and the guilt they were cdb- 
fcioua of tbemfelves, made them wa:ch aU opportunitKi to 
make tbemlelvea gracious to thole who could do tbcm good;

jedt In geoeral, was as much bclov'd,dlcem'd, and Jongcd >>" &*;'^< 
for by tiie Peo[^ in generil of thcthree Nations, asany ot'''"^' 
his Predeocflbts had ever been. To conclude, Hu wu thCf^"^,!^" 
warcMeft GenEleman, the beft Malter, the beft Friend, thenHAH*/ 
bcft Huiband, the bell Father, and the bell Chrifljan, tbacWjfUr*- 
the Age in which he llv'd produced. And if he were not che*"- 
greateft Kini^, if he were without fame Pans and Qualities 
wbidi hare made fome Kings great and happy, no other' 
Prince vai ever unhappy who was pofl^fled (» half his Virtue* 
and Endowmcnti, and lo much without any kind of Vice. 

This nnparallel'd Murther and Parricide was commtcied 
upon the thirtieth otyMndtj, in the Year, according to the 
Account uled ia Etflntt, 164.8, in the forty and ninth year 
of his Age, and when iie had fuch excelleni health, and Gt 
great Vigour of Body, that when his Murtherers caufed him 
10 be open'd ( whidi they did ; and were Ibme of them prc- 
Tent at it with great cnriofin' J they confcfled, and declared, 
"that no Mao lud ever all hlsrital pans fo perfeft and un- 
'* hurt: and dw be feem'd to be of To admirable a compofi- 
''tioa and con^tutioiif thu he would probably have liv d as 
J' long a* nature could fubBft. His Body was immediately /ni^MrJL 
carrira into 1 Room at i9%(irf-Ksffi where he was expoled for 
many days to the publick view, that all Men might know that 
he was not ilive. And he was then imbalm'd, and put into a 
Coffin, and fb carried to S'J^mts'e j where he likewife re- 
main'd feveral days. Tbev who were qualified to order bis 
Funeral, declared, ■* that he (hould be buried at Jf1inl/irin a 
•* decent manner, provided that ihe whole ExpctKre fbould 
"not exceed fivenuodred pounds. The Duke of Rkbmend, 
I be Marqub of Hirtfrrd^ the £arls of SnttM^tm and 2m^, 
who hao been of nit Bcd-Chamber, and always very laichlul 
to him, defired thole thatgovem'd, "that they might have 
'^ leave to perform the laft duty to iheirdc^id Mafter, and to 
^'waitupon blm to his Graven which, after foTnepaufes, they 
were permitted to do, with this, *' that they fliould not attend 
** the Corps out of the Town ; 6ni!e they refolv'd it Ihould be 
** privately carried to If^dfir without Pomp or nolle, and 
"then they thould have timely notice, that if they pleafed, 
** tbcy might be at his interment. And accoidingty it was 
ooounittea to four of thofe S'-rvants, who hiid been by them 
Appointed to wait upon him during his Imprifonnienr, that 
tney IbDuld convey the Body to iVmdfir ; which they did. 
And it was, that Nigbt, placed .in that Chaoibcr which had 
Si ufually 
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uliuUy bcnhiiBed-Cbftmber: thenntMorolng, kwtscn- 
ried into the great Hall i where it reinaiD'd rill the Lordi 
axBc-y who ariir'd there Inthe Afternoon, and tmmcdiaidj 
> went to Ctdonel Wbitthett, ibe Govcrnour of the Caftle> and 
Ibew'd the Order they had fiom tbc Pajliameot to be prefeot 
at the Burial; which be admitted j but when they defircd that 
hii Majefty might be Buried acxording to the Form of d>e 
Common-Fraver Book, the Bilhop of Luuiut being preliot 
with ibem to OiHaate, he poGtiveiy and roughly refufed to 
confenttoit ) and laid, "it wat not Lawful j that the Com- 
**iDon<Prayer Book was put down, and be would nocfiiAr 
** it to be ufed in that GarrUbn where He Commanded ; nor 
could all tbcRealbos, Perfwifioni, and Entreades , prerail 
with bin to fufier it. Then tbey went into the CSHircb, to 
make cboicet^a place for Burial. But when tbey entcr'diiRo 
it, whkhtbey had been (o well acquainted widi, ibey fsnnd 
itfbaltcr'd andtraaefonn'd, all iolcripiioos, >Bdtb(«Land- 
Marlu pulled down, by which all Men knew every particular 
place in That Church, and hxh a difinal mataboo over the 
whole, that tbey knew not where they were : nor wai there 
one old Officer that had belonged toit, or knew where our 
Princeshaduledtobeinterr'd. At lafttberewaa aFeUow of 
the Town who undertook to tell them tbe place, where, be 
bid, " there was a Vault, in which King Hmrjr the Eighth 
** and Qgeen Jmk S iy m tw r were interr'd. As aear that pboe 
as could convenicfHly be, they caufed tbe GraT« to be made. 
There tbe King's Body waa laid wiAout any word*, orotber 
CeteaUMiics than tbe tears and fighiof tbefew bcliolder9.Upoa 
tbe Coffin was a plate of Silver fi« with thde words only, 
tikg Chur&t i£4S. When the Coffin was put its the black 
Velvet Pk)l that had cover'd it was ihrowa over it, and then 
tbe Eanh thrown in j whli^ tbe Govemour fHycd to fee per- 
feOlydone, and then cook the Keys of tbe Cburcfa- 

I HAVE becntbe longer, and.tbemore panicuhiiB this 
rdatioD, that I may from thence take occafion to meiKioa 
what fell out kwg after, and which admiaifter'd aSubjcAof 
mucll dilbourfe { ra which, according to thefeveral hnraoun 
and (andea of Men, they who were la neanft Credit and 
Tn^aboottbe King, uDderwcncminy very feme Cenfiuca 
and Reproachea, not without reflcdion nptm the Kii^ himfelf.

who had alway* a great mligiihy towards the King, bought u 
many Pidute*,' aod other predout Goods appeitainin^ to the 
Crown, a^ iieing feat in SliifB co the Cmnw« in ^MF, were 
canted frtun thence to MmiriJ upon eighteea MulerTSr^ftM 
Qyea of S nmlm purohtlisl the choice of all the Medals, tod 
Jewell^ ipd fame Pi^te* of a great price, and recciv'd dte 
FariiaiDebt's AteiK with great Joy, and Painp, and made in 
AIUmks Willi titem. TheArcfaDukelMpM:^ whovafGo- 
veittour of FiaUtn , diibiitfed a. great Sum of Money fer 
many of the beft Pi£hirei, which adom'd the feveral Palaces 
of tbeKaig; which were all broi^^ to himtoBni^Mr, and 
from tlienoe carried by him Into Gtrmnf. In (Ut maooer 
did the Nel^ibonr Princes joyn to affift Crtmm^ with yoj 
great Sbmaof Money, whereby he was enabled to prafcoite, 
and finjfli hia wicked Vidory over what yet remain'U oikco- 
mier'd, and to cxtinguUh Monarchy in this mtowa'd King- 
ocm i^wlillft they enricb'd and adorn'd themftjvec with the 
Ruins and Spt^ of the fiirviving Heir, without applying any 
part thereof to bis Relief, in the gvcateft neoeflwies whuh 
ever King wu iiil^eA to. And that whidi is fbinger than all 
ttiJs ( fioce moft Men, by recoTorlng their Fonuoa^ ufe to 
recover moll of what they were beftxe lobb'd of, anny who 
joyu^d in the Robbery pretending tint they took care to pre- 
fervc Jt fbr the tnieOwner) not one of all dw£: Princes ever 
nSored any itf their unlawful purcbafes to the King, after hit 
bkOed Reftorattoo;

Headmow- 
ledged the Obligatiooa he had to the King, and feem'd not 
Jbrry for the gratitude he had expreSed , how dear foever U 
cuft him. His natural darkneHs, and refervation in bis difoourl^ 
made him to be thou^t a Wile man, and his havtif been la 
Command under rhe King of SiaeAm, and hit coniinoal dlf- 
coories of Battles; and Fortifications, made him be thoogfat a 
great Soldier. And both theic miftakes were the Caufe that 
made htm be looked upon as a worfe and a more dangerous 
Man, than In truth be oeferv'd to be.

Thoi (ar .<A«rir could not oppofej and tbetcfbre vu as 
Zealoiu ai any Imo to advance u ; knowing that tbe parti- 
cular loftiufttooi muft be prepar'd by a Ie& number of Men, 
and not fiibjeAcd to the examination and perulal of To many. 
And in tbofc, he was fure to prevent aa^ inconvenient Powers 
to be granted to the Commlmoners, with whom be had Cre- 
dit enough, havii^ made the Earl of Vahism Seaetuy of 
State, in the place of the Earl of Laniri, and tbe othcrtwo

"offence; Thatnoching Ibould fall from them juftifying the 
*' King's Proceedings, nor in approbatioa of the late Engage- 
"mcct, or which rnigtit import a breach^ or give, or be 
** ground of a new War : They (hould urge, that the Parlia- 
f * mcnc would delay to meddle with the King's Perfoo, aooord- 
"liw to their fcveral Promilc8,aDd Declarationa at Wto-C*- 
**/?i^and atn<>Ad|^: That if they (hoyld proceed to fantcace 
^againft the Kiog, then they were to enter thelAUflcnt and

*^Agrtitmmt ^tht PnfU^ appnr'd to be coantcnuiced, vnA 
<* (bould import any ibiog coocerniog the Procetling o( dte 
** Prince, or chan^os the Fundamental GoveiDment oF the 
*<Kingd«D, they {houTd enter their diOeiit: That they flxMild 
** alter thole their InAroOians, and manage their Truft there- 
*' in, according to the advice they fbould receive firom their 
*' Friends there : Thutthey Oioulaprofecutetbeir InftruAions 
*'coaceiDinetbeCoTenaiit,andagaJnftaDyTolenUiaa: That 
*'thcy Oiould Ihew, that the Kln^i laft Concefficms were nn- 
** iatisfadory to thofe Propoficioni which they bad made In 
*'point of Religion. 

These were their private Inftmdiont: and who thofe 
Friends at LtmJtm were, by whole advioc uwy were to alter 
their Inftruftion^ or maiuge theii Truft thaan, can benn- 
derftoodofoootbcrMen tot OMwrff, and young Si Htrr^ 
t^aae } with whom Ar^U held clofe CorrelpondeiKe.

This caniage and behaviour of doe 
Lordfiappear'd ridiculous eo all fobei Mm, thacanyMenfluoU 
have the prdfijmption to zccak thofe who had ferv'd the 
Kingwidi that Fidelity, and wcreonly branded by dioi; Re- 
belitoiu Judicatories for having perform'd their dutiexifAl- 
kgiance, and to demand that (be King himfelf (hoold cob- 
donn them for having ferv'd his Fadier : which nnde Cbofe 
ofhiEMajcfty'sCouiKil fullof lodignatkMat theirlidbiaice, 
lod his Majdty himfelf dedar'd his being ofiendcd, bfoSn 
.the Mtrcuite of MMmtrtfi with the more countetunce, lod 
hearing the .DoQor Preach with the more actnuioa- Bat 
from niis tciy abfurd behaviour, befid^s his Mijeftr't Mre 
being fruitrated, of receiving the jopt advice oftbefMnlCT 
of that Kingdom in an a&ir that ia much ooKxm'i iasia 
and dien j and be&iei the difblearure, and diftance, Au it 
caufed between tbem and the King's Council (whodioidit

He, to whom this- unttiafodable AoimoGty was mnft iot* 
piued, and who indeed was tbe great Fomenter, andPiofe- 
cutor of it, «as the Earl of 'Z^f£wW«A; whofe bty SfiA 
wasmcca^jbte ofany moderation. Oneof theCcwocUcai- 
fening one day with him upon a fubjeA th±t could not {» 
him Into paffion, and fo b«)Hg ta-aVcry fair converfatioa, <le- 
firU him ** to inform him, whae foul CM&nce the Marquil « 
"MtMKtr^ had ever committed, thsu Ibould hinder tbdeo 
v^jiufcaacDiijaDaionwltb him, wlu^ m refpcdcf Ok^ 
... I "tdh 
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" bels, were m as defperate a condition as himfelf, and who 

"could not more defire the King's Reftitution than he did. 

The Earl told him otlmlv enough, " ihat he could not ima- ^^j .ytin:

" drc nobic Families. Theothenold him, "ihatit waithe 

"NatureandConditLonof thacWar, chat Quarter wasgifeni 

"on neither fidcj that thole Prifaacrs which were takea 

"byihe Satt, as once they did, take fome Peifom of Ho- 

" nour of his Party, were afterwards in cold blood hang'dre- 

" proach fully, which was much worfe than if they hacTbeea 

" kill'd in the Fjeld ; and asked him, *' if Maimtrtfi had ever 

'' caufed any Man to dye-in cold Blood, or after the Battle 

*^ was ended y Once what was done init^^ovftf, was more

** ftor'd, than that Jtmtt Grsiam fbould be permitted to 

*' come into theCourt : ^F which Declaration of his the King 

was infbrm'd by Jftt^Miii L<gg and S' UiBUm Armorer, who 

were both prefoit at the Hague, and in the Company, whaa 

he faid ic. • 

There was at that time in the liagfis the Lord J4to> 
iitrrb, who, afier the Munher t^tbe late King, was com-> 
pell'd together with his Wife, the Lady .^AiAipwjr, to flybuc 
ofEKglMlj CrnmoeU everyday making dilcoveries of corre- 
^xHidendcs which had been between the King and thecD. 
And tbereupoo they made an elcapc from thence, and came 
to theHi^^. That Lord having been too young to have had 
a part in the former War, had been then fenc by his Majefiy's . 
diredtion, to be bred in Frantt i from whence he retum'd 
nottitl hts Majefty was in the hands of the Sa>ti/b Army; 
and frcxn that time he perform'd all the OfEcei of Fideli^, 
and Duty to the King, that a generous and wonhy Pcrfoa 
could find any opportunity for : withwhkh bit Maiefiv wa*

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kbundantly fatisfied and pleafed : and he dow TranTponal la- ) 
felf 3Dd hU Wife into HtS^sJ, thai he migbt leave bci iliar, 
and himrelf ftitend [he King in any ExpedTcion. 

This Lady was a Woman of t very great Wic,aDdiK6 
trufted and converfant in chofe Inirigues, which at tbtidiK 
could be beft manag'd and carried on by Ladles y wbo wiih ' 
lets jcaloufy could be fccn in all Companies : and lb Oictail 
not been a ftranger to llie moft fccret Tranladioot vkh lit 
Sntt, and had much CoDvcrfatton with the Lord Z^wki, 
during the time the KinjE was at HMmftm Court, and wlulA 
he ftay'd afterwards in tJmdom^ when ibe King was Impri- 
fon'd in the lOe of Wight j and being now both in tbe M^, 
they had much Cocverfation toeether. She had iikevife bid 
long Acquaintance, and Frienduiipwiih one of tbeCouDd^ 
who, fbeknew, had been as much trailed as any by tbc Fa- 
ther, and was bclicv'd to haveCredit with the prcfeiicKiif> 
She lamented thofe DiviQons amongft the Sntfj, which enry 
Body fpokeof, and every Body knewtbedifwoer they pro- 
duced in the King's Councils ; and fajd, " (he defii'd nooiog

*< rence togecher. The c»her, who indeed had aneSeem for 
the Duke , feem'd very dcGrous of it : and (he diemipaa 
tqld him, that " the Duke had expicls'd to her , that be 
*' would be willing to embrace the occafion : and it wu (a 
concerted, that within a day or two, they met as bydiaace 
at her Lodgings. And fhe (o dexcroully introduc'd them to a 
Civility towards each other, and xa expre6 tbcir Inclinations 
to a mutual freedom, that after an houi^s general CtnverCi- 
tion there, to which Ihc left them, and west her felf abtood, 
tbey parted with fair profeffions of future good Will j ana 
the other promifed to vifit the E)uke the next morning early, 
that they might have the more time without being intern:^- 
ed, and he was wirh him accordingly, and tbund him in Us 
bed.

SMtiMd. " chiefly to depend for his Rellotation to the Govcnimen i' 
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** that Kii^dwn. Then he fpoke of " the diffcrencM and 
**jealoufie9 which were between thoTe of that Nation who 
'* had an equal deCre to (erre the King, and leem'd to be 
^'equally profecutcd by the Party that now prevail'd, which 
"had excluded bothj tad wilh'd "that Iboie Expedient 
** might be found out to Unite all thofc j and particularly thac 
*' his G race and the Marquis of Mnmtrifi might be reconcU'd: 
" towards which, he faid, he was fure that the Marquis haa 
*' great Inclination, and had always efieero'd him a Man of .

When iheDuke had heard him with very civil attentioo,

" generally fo greacaSupoftitlonfor the Covenant, that wbo- 
"Joever mould fpeak ^^nftit for the prefenc, would lofe 
" all credit, though he did adcDOwledge it had done much 
"Mildiief, and would do more wl)lli1: it Ihould be infitted 
" upon } bur, he faid, " that muA^a work of time, and aa 
'^cDcftofihe King's Government : which would find it ne> ' 
** ccfliry, in many other refpet^, to icflen the power of the 
*' Minifters ; which being leflcn*d, the Reyereoce of theCo- 
*' venant would quickly tali loo ', and till then He, and all 
" Men, muft have patience. F^ the fecond, be faid, " he 
" wiflied heartily that tfaerecould be a Union of all Fartiea 
** whichde6red(hc King's Reftontion,. and that theAnimo* 
"fityagainft the Marquis of JMbM^^/f might bcestii^ilbed. 
" For bis owo part, that be had only ^le Quarrel againft 
U » . • ?bi™» 
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'' bim, which was that, by hit uniuft Calumnies and Pn^ 
*' oition, he had drircn him inro Rebellion ; which Doris^ 
*'■ elfe ctHild have done. And for ihat he always asked Gm 
*' fbrgiTcne^ from his HearL and deGred nothing moretiia 
" to repair his fault by loGng his life for the King ^ and woulc, 
** with all his Heart, jiyn to morrow with the Marqubot 
" JUouwtroJi , in carrying on the King's Service, thougbhc 
"did believe, in tharconjunAure, the Animolity uaimc the 
** Marquis was To gre,it, that if he (houtd declare £ch an In- 
*' clinacien, all his own Friends would fall from him , ind 
*'abhoThim. Hefaid, ^'hisown Condiricnwas veryhird^ 
" for that having been always bred up in the Churdi offii;;- 
"Und, for which he had a great Re veretwc, he wasforced 
*• to comply wirh the Covenant ; which he pcrfeflly dneftcd, 
"and looked upon it as the ruinofhis Nation^ and would 
**be asgladasany Manofagoodbpportunity to dedarc a- 
"eainft it. But,faidhe, " I dare not lay this ^ and if I did, 
•* I fliould have no power or credit to fcrve the Kiif. There 
**is,faid he, "a very worthy Gentleroan, who Lodge* bt&ti 
" Houfe, the Earl of LMHtberfUlt, my Friend and my Kiaf 
** man ; who, upon my Confcience, loves me hearnly ; ind 
" yet 1 dare fay nothing of this to him, cither igimn the 
** Covenant , or for the Marquis of JUnaOrtfi : and , if I 
" Qiould, I believe he would rather choolc to kill nw, inn 
"tojoynwirh me;fomuchhc is tranfported with prejudtce 
** in both the fe particulars, and fo incapable to bear leaCMi 
" upon either of^chofe Arguments, though, in aliotfacr tUngSj' 
". few Men have a better Underftanding , or an di£xwr<e 
"morercafonably. 

Whilst they continued in all pofCble freedom in thi* 
conference, the Earl of LMntherJdU, who it (cems was in* 
form'd of the others being there , came in hisNtght-Govn 
into the Chamber, and fo broke o^rhedifcourfe- Tbeodtcr, 
afierfitting fome time in general Converfatioo, depaned. And 
there continued afterwards all civility between th^ Duke and 
him. Butashimfciftold the L^dyAuMpiey, who Ihortly af- 
ter died there, "he could nor, without giving jealuuiy to hit 
"Friend I^utbtrdalt^ which he had no mind to do, Qraidfo 
*' much time with the otherin private as hd could have been 
*' willing to have done: and the deaihof chat Lady Ic&m'd 
the opportunities. 

1 N this unAeady and irrefolute condition of die King't 
Council, ji was very manifeft, that, how lungfocverhbMa' 
jefty Qiould defer the relblution, to what place he wonld re- 
move, be Ihould not be able to flay long in the place wheie 
he was. The States^ efpcdally thofe of MbAmd, let faS 
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^mewhac every day in their Councils, and Confultatioiu, 

' that the King's refiding in the U^gn* would be very incon- 

' veniect CO [heiD i and ic was the great ImereHofchePrince 

if Or#»^, not without much dexterity, that kept the States 

rom feuding a MeCIige diredly to his Majet^, 10 defire hitn,

^nd there happen'd an Accident at this time, which made the 

efolutiun De-ellary, and would iHevitably have drawn oa that 

ilcflage, whidihad yctbten kept back. 

It was touched before, that there was a purpofc at Lm- 
Im, ta fend over an Envoy from thence intoiiWM^ to pre- 
pare the way fjr a hnhcigood Intelligence, and Negotiatios, 
I'hich might end inaHrm Peace, and a reciprocal Alliance be- 
ween the iwo Republicks. TothacpurpafeaneI>ar^.«ar,aDr 
1 the Civil Law, was named; who, being born inj}tlfbt ia 
bSamdy had been hreJ at Lr/dem, and afterwards liv'd long in 
LM^dK, having been receiv'd intoGr^«M College as a Pro-

TUB King was exceedingly troubled and perplexed with 
lis Acctdeni, which be could not fbrdee, and eauly dilcern'd 
liat it would be anlicd to his prejudice j and that the States 
3uld not but highly relenc it, in many lelpeds j that the 
U J Man 
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Man who wu killed, wo in truth dieir own Subjeft, and i> 

' ployed to cbem, as a publick Miniflcr, by thofe with vbm 

ihcy had no mind to have any Quarrel. Upon all wbkili 
Majelly concluded , that his prefence there would quicUT 
appear more unacceptable than ever : befides, that chcie hM 
been the fame night fame Quarrels, and Fighting iathcStreca 
between ibme Servants of the King and iotnc Gentlemco d 
the Town ; in which a Son of one of the States was danga- 
oufly hurt, though he recover'd aftervards. 

I T cannot be denied but that the States proceeded upon 
tbcfe diforders, to which they had not been accuftom'd, with 
great gravity, and more tha'n ordinary itfpe& to the King. 
They were highly ofiended with what was paft, and ta£bic 
what expoftulatlons, and clamour for Ju&ice they mufi ci- 
pcA, and fuftain from E»gl*mJ, and what reproaches they 
muft undergo for fuSering all thofe who had been guilty of 
fuchaCriooe, toefcape'thcMiniftersofJu&ice; whidi oooM 
cot but be imputed to them, as a great fcandal to tbeir Go- 
venunent : Yet they proceeded very flowly in tbeir Inquifi- 
tion, and with fuch formalities as wae uiuaL fand which coidd 
bring no prejudice to the (Anders ; who were either gone 
out of their Daminioas, or concealed themfelvei to other 
Towns, where the lame formalities were to be ufcd, if they 
were dilcover'd ) and without fo much refleAioo upon the 
King, as if they believ'd thU the guilty Perfons had any rda- 
tioD to his Service : Vet chey toc» notice of " the mauimde 
"of Strainers which were in the Town, and bow ioqiaffibJe 
" it would be for them to preferve the Peace, and eood Go- 
"vemmeot thereof, if fuch rcfort were not reftrtiirt. TTiey 
aggravated exceedingly "the indignity that had been oOa'd 
*' to the State it felf, in the attempt that had been made upoo 
" a Perfoo under Their Protcdion, and for whole bfc^ the 
" Publick Faith was, upon the matter, engag'd i with fawm- 
lion enough, "that tc would be fit for the King to ntaan 
" from thence. Of all which his Majefty reaiving adrcftife- 
raent, he thought it better himfelf to give them notice of hia 
purpofc to leave them, than to eiped a plain InjunAfoa ftma 
them to do To. He fouod this the more necel&ry to bedooe, 
fince from the time that the Seia^ CommilTioners were come 
thither, they had taken great pains to infiife into rhc opu^ooa 
of that People, "that they were fertc from the Kingootn (rf 
"ScotUmd, thu was entirely and'uoanimoufly attus Maic- 
*'fty'8 difpofal, to invite him to repair thither, and to take 
"poOeffion of his Government there, where there was al> 
*' ready an Army (veparing to alEft him totrards the recover 
*'pfbJswherDaffiim«Uj but that there was a ^ny t^erf 
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** CouofeUon about his Majefty, who AQvided him fTom ao 
"ccpdng thac (heir Invicatioh, except they would be coatenc 
** to diaoge the Government of their Church, and to eftar 
" blilb Epucopacy there again. And by thcTc infinuationg they 
perTwadcd many of the States to believe, that the defence ol 
BiDiopi, for whom they had no regard, was the fole diffirrenoc 
between the Kio(t and Them, which t^pt the King from go- 
ing into StatUndi So that the King was not without fbme 
'apprehcnfioO, that by thai miftake and faife Information, the 
States might give him advice to accept the Scott Invitatioo- 
And therefore he fent to the States of HoSmJ, "that be had 
**' a de6re to lay fomewhat to thero, if they would alCgn him 
"an Audience the next day j which they readily did. 

T HB King was rcceiv'd in the lame maDner he had been n« /^•f 
fbrmerly, ana being oxidudled into the Room of Council, i""' ^'f' 
after a lliortCompliment,he deliver'd a Paper to them, which jjj^j^^' 
bedelired might Dcread,.and thai he might receive their ad-jnd Mivft 
vice thereupon aflbon as they pleas'd. The Memorial con- tbim « u>- • 
tatn'd, in the firfl place, his Majefty's acknowledgement of ""'•'■ 
the Civilities he had recelv'd theie, and his dcfire "that by 
*'chcm theStatc; General (who were not at that lime aflem- 
bledj "might beinfbrm'd of fuch hisMajefty's fenfe of their 
** kindnefs j efpecially in the full and high detellalion they 
*< had exprefs'a of the impious, and unparallel'd Murther of 
**■ his Royal Father of Blefled Memory, theu fidl and un- 
*' fhaken Ally, by which the Forms and Rules'of all kind of ' 
** Government were no lefs violated and diiTjIv'd, than that of 
*■'■ Monarchy : That he came to inform them that he did intend, 
*' in a (bort time, fo to diipofe of his Perfon, as might with 
" God's BIcfEng moli prd>ably advance his A^irij and that 
*'ft)r the better doing toereof, and that he might in fo impor- 
"tant an A6^r receive their particular advice, he ftiould im- 
" part to them the true Hate and condition of his fcveral Do 
"minions. That be needed not inform them of the deplor- 
** able condition of his Kingdomof£«^^]ii/, where the Hearts 
*' and AficAions of his Loyal Subjeds were fo deprefled, and 
" kept under bv the Power and Cruelty of thoie who had Mur- 
*'ther'd their late Soveraien, and who every day gave frcfh 
" and bloody inftaiKes of tbeir Tyranny, to fright Men ftom 
"their Allegiance, that for the pielent no Man could believe 
*' that miierable Kingdom could be fit for his MajcSy to truft

"nrioioiu ai^lnft hisexercife of his Royal Power, that in 
** truth they had only given hhn the Name, and denied him 
" the Aatbofiiy : That ^tc five 'gvu of fiic of the Nobility 
U* "and 
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" and chief Geocry of ch«t Kingdom, were Itkcvrile exi^ 
*• from their juft Right, and from any pait hi the Admimfto: 
** tion of the Publick AfTairs; fo thacThac Kin^^lorB leeni'dia: 
** fufficiently prepar'd for hia Majefly's reeeprton i bat tbu t 
*' hoped, and doubTed not, that there would be in a fiun dk 
"a perfcd Union, and right underilandinf; between all bi 
*'SuDJeAsof that iiis Kingdom, and a due fubm -{Eon aodobc- 
*<dience from them alt to his MajeiVy, for that he wax it- 
-Talv'd (and had never had the leafl purpolc co che cantnrf) 
•"to prcfcrve and maintain the GoTcmment of Church vA 
*' State in that Kingdom, as it is eftablifli'd by ihc Lawi tbere- 
"of, without any yiolarion or alteration onhis part: So thai 
*< there could be no di^rence between him and hie Sot^eds 
"of that Kingdom, except they Ihauld endeavour, and prcU 
*'hif Majcfty to alter ttic Laws and Goremment of his oiher 
" Kingdoms j which as it ^otild be very unreafbnable to de- 
*'firc, fo It Is not in his power to do if he (bould confei^ 
** and joyn with his SubjeAs of fra/ilfi*^ to that put pcA : which 
** made him confident, that, when they had throt^nly weigh'd 
"and conlider'd whatwasgood for ihemielves, as wellasfct 
*' Him, they would acquielce with enjoving the Laws and 
" Privileges of that Kingdom, without denring to infringe or 
" impose upon thole of their Brethren and Ncighboun. And 
his Majefty dchr'd the States, *' that if any Perfons had cn- 
**deavouf d to make any imprtilions upon them, thubc huh, 
**or ever had other intentions or defirei, with icfereootto 
" his Subjeds of Scotitnd, than what himrclf now czpeJs'd to 
*'ihem to have, that they would give no Credit to tbem: 
** And afliired them, that they (hould always find him con- 
*'ftant to thofe ^efolutioAs, and eTpecially, that all ways and 
*<;ncaiis which tnight lead to the advancement and piopaga- 
**tion of the ProtdUnt Religion, (bould be fo heartily em- 
"braced by him, that the World fliould have caufe to believe 
** him to- be worthy (^ hia Title vif Otfrmder tf the FMti, 
** which be valued as his greateft Attribute. 

This being the true prefent omdition of fait two Kiag> 
doms of EKgl^md and &»thm4, and it being iiecc<r4ry for his 
MajeRy, to rive life totheaffliAed'ftateof his Afiirsby hia 
own Pcrfonal Adivity and Vigour, he told them, "thoe rc- 
**main*d ody, that he (hould impan to them the like Stare 
"of bisotbei Kingdom of IrtUxdi which hadlikewife feu 
"to hiffl, and defired him to repair thither with great impoi- 
"tunity: That the Marquis of Onwni', liis Lieutenant tbeic, 
"had concluded a Peace with the Roman Catboticks; and 
**thac thereby his Maiefty was entirely polTeft'd Df three puti 
."of four of that his large and fhittfiil Ktogdom, aod at dK

" ComiD2iid of good Annio, uxl of man? gocd Ships to be 
** joya'd to his own Fleet j snd that he had reafon to hope 
** and to believe that Dvilm i% lelf, and the few other places, 
** which had rubmicted to the Rebellious power in Ei^l^nd^ 
** cither already were, apon the knowledge of that uoioiu 
** Parrlfjide, rerurn'd to their Allegiance, or would fpeedily b« 
** reduced j of wbicb he expected every day ro receive Ad- 
** verdfemenc ; which if it {hould fall our, yet be forefaw 
" many objedions might be made againlt hi^ goioz thither, 
" not only in r^ard of the difficulty and danger of his paT- 
*' fage, but of the jealoufics which would arife upon the large 
" Ccmceffions which were made unco the Roman CatholicKS 
** of that Kingdom ; which could not be avoided. And 
having thus given ttiem a clear Information of the State of 
fats three Kingdoms, hii Majefty concluded with his defire, 
''that the States would give him their advice as freely, to 
" which of them be fliould repair; awfrthat they would 
''give him all Deceflary afliftance that he might ptofecute 
*' their Coun&l, 

Ma NT Men fear'd, that the King would have brought 
great prejudice to hlmfelf by this Communication, and, upon 
the matter, obliged himfeltto follow their .Advice; which 
they apprebeiided would be contrary to his own Judgement. > 

For notniog was more commonly difcourfed among the Dutcbj 
and by many of the Stares chcmlelves, than " chat the King 
" ought, without delay, to throw himfelf tnco the Armei (» 
" Scet/MiJ, and to gratify them in all they dcQr'd : That 
" Bilbops were not worth the contending for j and that the 
" fupportiiK Them, had been the ruin of hit Father, and 
" Would be His, if he continued in the fame obftinacy. But 
the King had rufon to believe chat they would not fo much 
concern themfelves in his broken Affairs, as to give him Ad- 
vice what to do: And it wuneceGTary fat him to get a little 
more time, upon feme occurrences which would every day 
happen, before he took a pofitive rcfolution which way to 
Acer : For though, in his own opinion, Irtiand was the place 
to which he was to repair, yet he knew that notwithftanding 
the Peacc-thuwas made, there were fcvetal Parties ftill In 
Armet there, befides thole who adher'd to the Parliament, 
who refilled to ft^mit to that Peace. Though the General 
Council at Ki/ir*)^' ^ which had beenalways look'd upon as 
the Reprelenrative of the Confederate Cathoticksof that King- 
dom, and to which they had always fubmitced ) bad fully rao- 
fented to the Treaty (£ Peace with the Lord Lieutenant, 
j&OwimON'ile, who had theCommand of all the Ir^ in 
U^t jtnd who was lookpd upon as the bell Ceoeral they 

haq 
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had, totkllf rcAifed to fiibmic to it, and poficircly pn»U 

gainft i^ ai not having provided for their liuereft j aod ^ 
3ancil was not Ibrry for his feparuion, there baring bit 
kta Anitnofity between tbofe of U^er and the other Iiift, 
than was between them both and [he £i)g^ .- And thcykncf 
that O Nrik more infilled upon rccotnpcnce in Lanili ud 
Preferments, than upon any provifioa chat concemd Ad^ 
■ gi(Mi it fcif. Then the Se«f in t/^^, who were very nume- 
roui, and un(t,er good difcipline , and well provided wiA 
Atmes and Ammunirion , would not fiibmiE to the Okd- 
mands of the Lord Lieutenant ; but were refolv'd to follow 
the example of their Country-men, and to fee the King ti- 
mltted iod receiv'd, ae well as proclaim'd, before they wouti 
fubmtt to his Authority : which made the Marquis of Or- 
mnd the lefrtroubled ac the Obftinacy of O l^U» ( though he 
had ufed all the meaos he had to draw him in ) fince he pre- 
fimed the Setts tnd He would mortify each other, dadic 
the time that he (hould fpcnd in making himfelf tbtnig coofS^ 
to fupprels them both .- For the Scoti who woald noc )oTii 
with the Marquis , were vtrj vieorouE in ptofecutine the 
War againft O Wh'A, and the Ir^ of Ulfier. Thcfe Di»i- 
fions, FaAions, and Confufions in Inlamd. made the King 
thp more follicicous that hii Council Ihauld be unammooi 
for hfi going thither,* at leall that the Scttt, how vinileat fii- 
ever againu each other, (hould all concur in their Advice, 
"that it wa^not yet feafonable for him to go for SatlnJi 
which made him labour fo much to bring tne UmrnUtmat, 
and thofe who fbllow'd Mamitraji, whom he believed bodi to 
be of that opinion, to meet together, and to own it joyntly 
to the King In Council: But it is faid before howimpoubK 
It was to obtain that Conjundion 

When the King found, that it was not poffiUe to biii^ 
the Lords of the Stttifh Nation together to confer apcm the 
A^irs of that Kingdom, he thought to have drawn oemfe- 
verally, that is, thofe of the Emitgemnt by tbemfelvei, and 
the Marquis of Mtumtrofi with his Friends by thenilelves, 
to have given htm their Advice in the prcfeooe of hit Coun- 
cil, that fo, uptHi Debate thereof between thcno, hlfMajefty 
might the more maturely have decerroin'd what be was to do. 
The Marquis of Mumtrtfi ezprefs'd a great willlifiMrs to 
give his Majefty latis^ndion this, or any other way, being 
willing to deliver his opinion concerning Things, or Periling 
before any Body, and in any place. But die Lords of ibe 
£i^«nn«MfpoGcivety refiifed to deliver their opinion, bmto 
the Ring hunfelf, and ikm in the [veieace of his Couadli 
irtiicbj thcy£udj **wouldbe to ooofefiakind of fiiboHi» 
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'tkm of the Kingdom of A«#Zm^ wblcb wu independeot 
' on the Council of E/^l^nd ; ana E>ukc HmmHttm toM the 
i^ounicllor. With wh(»n he had before fo frec\y converfed, 
lod who expofhilatcd with blm upc»i it, " that it wai the 
'onlygrouiia of iheheavy judgement in Psrliameflt a|ainft 
' the ^I of TVM^air, that, having been the King's Com- 
'fflilTioncf ifi SettlMMd , he jav6 account to the King of 
' tran&Aions , and of the aSaxTs of chat Kingdom , at the 
'Council-Table ia EMgland; whereof he was likewlfe a 

* Member j fb jealous thai Kingdom was, and ftill is, of their 

* Native Ptivileges j and therefore defired, *' that he might 
^ HOC be prelled to do what had been To penal to another in 
' his own fight- 

T H E King fatisfied himfelf «4ifa having all tbeir optniont 
leliver'd to bimfelf. fublcribed under all their handf, which 
;pery one conTented to : though moft of ihem would have 
)eeo glad that the Kii^ would have gone into Scatlsmd^vDoa 
vhat cottdeTcenfions toever; becaufe they all believ'd His 
)refeDce would eafily turn all, and that they Oiould be quick- 
y reftored to their Eftatea, which they cared moll for; yet 
)o body prefumed to give that advice, or feem'd to thtnKit 
calbnable. So that tte King refumed the former E>ebate of 
^ing direAly fer InLatd, and direAlon was given for pro- 
riding Shipa, and all otbef ±ings oeceStry for that Voyage. 
There remain'd only one doubt, whether his Majefty Ihoijld 
ake FrMte in his way, that hemightfec his Mother, who 
>y Letttf s and MeOages prefled him very eameftly To to do ; 
» whether he fhould embark in I7«KM^dlredty for Intamti 
vHlch would be lefi lols of time, dad might be done early in 
he Spring, before the Parliament's Fleet Oiould put out to 
iea. 

Thet who did not wiDi that the Queen fhould exercife 
my power over the King , or have too much credit with 
tin, were gigamft his going into Frmut, as " an occafion of 
'fpending more time than his Affiiirs would permit, and an 
'obligation K>makeagreatcrEspence tbanbe had, or knew 
' where to have, means to defray : and they thought it an 
Vrgument of moment, ** that from the time of the Murther < 
'of his Father, the Kii^ had never rCcelv'd Letter trf'con- 

* dolement from Frtma, nor the leall invitation to go thl- 
'ther. On the other fide, they whowifh'd, andbopd that 
he Queen would have fuchan influence upon the King that: 
lis Council (bould have lefs credit with him, defired very 
nuch that his Majcfty would make Fr*wet his war> The 
nr«rr defired it very much, believing ifaey Iboald find her Ma- 
efty very prc^uoui to their Coumel^ and indaned to tnift 

their 
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their undertakings j and chef were very fure that JtfiMnfi 
would never go to Pora, or have credit with cbe Qiiecn. 

The Prince ofOrat^, and the Princeli Royxl liis Wiic, 
had a great delire to grucify the Queen, and that the Kug 
QiDuld fee her in theway ^-and prupofcd "that hii Mijeftr 
" might appoint a place, where the Queen and He mvbt 
" meet, without going to Parii j and, after ^'ce or foui 
*'days ftay together, his Majefty might hafien Sit Journey lo 
" fbme convenient Port, from whence he might embaric hv 
" Irtland by a Ihortdr paf^e than from IbBmrnd; and the 
** Prince of Or«w« would appoint two Ships of War, to u- 
" tend hii Majeny in that Fretuh Part, before he (bould ffX 
*' thither. His Majcfly inclined this way, without poQdvdy 
refolving upon it ; yetdircded "thathbown Goods oft«ll^ 
** and his inferior Servants, (lioutd be prefently embarked to 
■" take the direfieftpalTage to IrtUmd-y and order'd"that Ok 
** reft , who were to wait upon hii Heribo, Ibould likewifc 
" lend their Goodi and Baggage, and fuch Servants wbo were 
" Dot ablblutely neceSary for their prefent Service, opon i^ 
** (ame Ships for IrtUmd; declaring, "that, if he madefroc 
" his way, he would make all pebble had, and go with ai 
** light a train as he could. Hereupon two Ship* were (hoitiy 
after provided, and many Perfons { and great Bxhk of Big- 
gage ] embaik'd for Ireland, and ^riv'd mere in lalety ; bat 
moft of the Perfons, and a,ll the Goods, milcarried in tbcii 
return, when they knew that the King was not to come du- 
ther^upon the accidents that afterwards fell out thei*. 

This Rclblution being taken, the Lord dtthgtim, wbo 
had a juft excufe from his Age, being thenfeventy five yean 
old, to wiQi to be in fome repofe, confider'd with tuJnielC 
how to become dilincangled from the fatigue of thofe Voyages 
and Joumies, which be faw the King would be obl^cd to 
make. In Htllmd he had no mind to ftay, having never 
lov'd that People, nor been lov'd by cheoii and he thoo^ 
the Climate it Icif was very pernicious to his health, by m- 
fonof the Gout, which frequently viGiedhim. FrtKt wii 
as ungrateful to him, where be had not beta kindly treated, 
and was look'd upon as one who had been alwajs iddified 
to ^Mtm, and no friend to the Crown of France ^ ta ihuhe 
was willing to find a good occafion to fpcnd tbe itmaindet 
of his age where hehadrpcotfo much of his youth, inSfo^ 
and where he believ'd that he might be able to dotheKint 
more S:rvice than any other way. And there was newly 
come tochcHuiwan JSag^ Genileman, who had bea u 
Officer in the King's Army, and was in HimJrU wha ibc 
Ncwicamethicbcr of'the Murthernftb? Kiilg : and be »■ 
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a.ted many particulars of the paflion and iodiKna^on of that , 
3ouit, upcxi thai occafion, againft the Rebels ; thu " the , 
'King, and all the CourtijiuichemfelvcEintolblemn Mourn- 
* ing : ( and he repeated (ome Ezpreflions which the King 
md Dam Ljnrii it H*r» had made of tendcrnefs and cotn- 
;>affion for our Kins J and that " the King dSfaim fpoke of 
■* fending an Einba&dour to his Majefty. 

Theie relarioiM, and any thing of ihit kind, how weak- 
ly fbever founded , were very willingly heard. And from 
hence the Lord Cpttmglom toolc occafion to confer with theCmfitm, 
Chancelkir of the Exchequer f with whom he held aftria'''*^'** 
Friendfliip, they living, and keeping Houfe together) aF"the^c*- 
"iU condition the King waain, and that he ought to thiiik,;^^ 
" what Prince's kindnefi was like to beof maft ufeu]dbe-£&M«fa>^ 
" nefit to his Majefty, and from wt^om he might hope to re> *^ iMb- 
'* ceive aSumof Mcneyj if not as much as might fcrveftM-*^.*^ 
" a Martial Expedition, yet fuch an annual uhibldon uT!^^ 
" might fcrve for his fuj^ri : that he had already ezperiencei^[^ S^ 
*'f^Frmci, and knew well the Intelligence that (he Cardi-'i'^MN 
"luUhad atthatverytimewith OntwnEf : but he did Teri]y<P><B. 
** believe, that if the King of ip** were deiteroufly trMted 
" with, and not more asked of hhn than could cocfift wbh 
" his Af&irs to Tpaie, a good yearly fuppoR ro^ht be pro< 
** cured There, and the expefationoficmlghc be wtuthtbt 
" Kin g^s fending an Embafladour thither. He (aid, "He was 
"more of that opinion fince (he King had taken die relblu- 
" tion of going for Irt/saJ i where the King of Sfdm's credit , 
** might be of great beneiit to him : that Ovm O I^L and 
** the old 7r$!& of C7^fr, were {till In Armes againft the King: 
" and would [>o[ fubmit to the conditions which the general 
** Council of the Confederate Cathoticka had ooofented to 
*' with the Marquis of Ormomd : that O ^M/hiH been bred 
" in Sfmm, and had a, R^mcnt In FlMdtrt^ and To muft have 
"an abfbljte dependence upon hii Catholick Maiefty, for 
*< whom ail the old Irifb had ever had a particular devotion j 
*' md if it were only to difpofe Him and that People to ^ 
"KiBg*s obedience, and to accept thofe conditions which ■

He knew hen 
DOC in the Queen's Favour at all, aod Ibould find no tdpfi 
hi that Courc. Howerer, he was very fcnipulous, ih» k 
King might not fufpeft tbu he was weary of nit Atteodaao, 
or that any Body elfe might behevethat he, withdrew bin- 
felf from waidng longer upon fb dcibeiate a Fortuoc. li 
the end, he told the Lord CVttii^om ''that be would ootj 
"be pal&ve in the point, and refer it entirely to Him, if K 
"thought fit todUpofc the King to like it ; and if tbe Kiq 
"approv'd itib much at to take notice of it to the ClBiifrllit, 
" ana commend it at a thing he thought for hit Sane, be 
"would fubmic to hitCommand.

Before tbe King could begin his own Journey ftMFrjMr, 
and lb to Irtlmtdy hit Majefty thought it neoeffiry, opoo the 
whole p^rofped of his Afi&irs with tefereoce to all places, 
to put bis DuGneb into at good a method as be odoU, aod to 
difpole of chat number of Officers, and Soklien^ ud other 
Petfons, who had prefented thcnmves co be allied to hit 
Service, or to leave them to take the heft oxirfe they could 
for their own Subfiftence. Of tbefe , many were fait into 
Ir«/«i«/with the Ships which carried thcKin^a Goods, nb 
recommendation, to the Marquis of OramU, "to put them 
" into his Army tUI the King came thither. Since ibeSM 
were no better diijjofed to (erve, or receive the Kii^ for de 
prefent, his Majefty was refolv'd co give tbe Marqdi of Jtav- 
' irofi all the EtJcouragemeot be defired co vlfit uem, ami a 
incline them to a better temper. 

There was tbra at the B^w Cntaficm 91^, Ein- 
baf&dour extraordinary ffom cbeKiKof JTnoiMriiotbeSlin 
General i who cxax wicbagrcat Inin and great Scat^ind 
was hinuelf a Man of vanity and oaencackm, and took paia 
to be tbooght fo great a Man by his own Ditcrefi, dut k 
didnoc etwugh extol cbe power ^his Mafler ; whim put'J 
bis luin afier bis icdiid. He had left Otwmsrk bcfne it 
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t^cw* came thither of the Murther of the King, and lb he had 
lo Credepiiuls fbr hit MajcAy, by reafon whereof he could 
K>c receive any publick foimil Audience i but delired " the 
' Kioe^ leave ibat he might, as by accident:, be admitted to 

* fpc^lt to him at the QiKcn of Bohemia's Court ; where his 
Ma)e(ty ufcd to be every day ; and there the Embal^dour 
)fteo fpoke to him. The Marquu of lUoimtraJe had found 
neans toendearhiiDlelfmuchto±is£niba0adour, who gave 
lim encouragement to hope for a very good reception in 
OtmngrJt, if the King would fend him thither, and that he 
night obtain Annes and Ammunitioo there for ScHUmd. 
The EmbafJEtdour told him, ** that, if the King would write

lendexvous he appointed near Hatnivrgi and relblv'ci bim- 
elf to go into SvnJem and JJtwm^k, in hope to eet Itipplies 
nboth chofe places, both from the Crowns, andbytbecoo- 
ribution of many Seotijb Officers, who had Command and 
Lftates in thofe Countries j and to have Ciedentiais, by vir- 
ue of which he might appear EmbaOadour extraordinary from 
hcKmg, if he Ihould find it expedient; though hedtd iu- 
end rather to negotiate hit bufinefs in private, and without 
ny publick Charader. All this was refblv'd before hts con- 
tdence, at lead his familiarity with the EmbaEHtdour, was 
;rown lefs. But, upon the Encouragement he had from him, 
le moVd the King " fox his Letter to the Emballadour, to 

' affifl the Marquis of Maumtreji with his Advice, and with . 

* his Inrcrell in Dtnmark, and inany oiherCourt, tothemd 
' that he might obtain the Loan of Monies, Armes, and Am- 
' munition, and whatever elfc was neceflary to enable the 
' Marquis to prolecute his intended Delcent into StetUnd. 
The King, glad that he did not preis for ready Money, which 
le was not ^le to fupply him with, gave him fuch Letters ai 
te delired to all Peifons, and particuTarly to the EmbaflEulour 
limfelf, who, having order from his Mailer to prcfent the 
(ing with a Sum of Money for his [Hcfent occaboiu, never 
nfbrm'd the King thereof, but advifed JttoitKtraJi to procure 
tich a Letter from bisMajEfty to him ; whicb being done, the

"my thai (hould fettle his Majefty in ail his odicr Doaa-

Therb had been yet nothing done by the King with re- 
fc'cnceto Englami fince the Munher of his Father ; nor did 
there appear any thing, of any kind, to be attempted ai yet 
there; there wa5 fo terrible a ConAemation, that flUl pot 
feOedthc Spirits of that People, that though Men's Afiedx» 
were greaicr, and more general for the King, out of the 
Horror and Deccftation they had of the laic Parricide, yet the 
owning it was too pntal for theii broken Courage ; nor was 
itbelicv'd pofTible for any Man t<j contribute any thing, it 
prelent, for (heir Deliverance However, mt^ Menwoeof 
• <n>inton, " that tE was neceOary for die King to publiOi fame 
••^Declaration, that he might not leem utterly to give over 
*'his Claim there j and to keep up the Spirits f^ hisFiieads- 
And many froTa EnglmJ, who in ihcmidft of their de^wr 
would give fome Counfcl , advifed , " that there might be 
*' fomewhlt publifh'd by the King that, might give Jbaw 
" Check to the general fubmitting to the J^tignMBf, whidi 
" was fo univeruilly preffid there. The King being every day 
adverttfed, how much this was dcfired andcxpe&d,aiKlllie 
Scttifit Lords being of the fame opinion, hoping mtt fome- 
whac might be inferted in it that might favour titt Frem- 
iti ei4a- tenans, bis Majefty propos'd at the Council "that then 
«*f«f**« "might be fome draught prepar'd of a Proclamation, orDe- 
'^^ "claradon, only with refercnceto the Kingdom of£q;J<nril: 
aih^and the Cfhancellor of Che Exchequer , who had been moft 
(Unftu M- converfam in Inflmments of that nature, was appoinied to 
f*^ " make one ready ; though he had declared, " that oedkl not 
^**""* *' know what luch a Declaration could contain, and therefore 
"that he thought it not fcafonablc to publiih aay. The 
Prince of Orsmgt was prefent at that Coundl, and wheAer 
from his own opinion, or from the Suggeftitxi of tbe Scftifi 
Lords, whowere much fivour'd by hitn, he wiBi'd, "that, 
"in regard of tbe great difierenccs which were«q J&qgZW 
** about matten ofRdigioD, the King would oOct, ia dw

** Dedflntion, to refer all mtttera In canaovtify aowtning

aocep^ble abroad ai well as at borne •* and the Kii^ believ'd 
no objedlon could be nude againS it j and lo thou^t fit that 
fach a Clauie Ibould beinlerted. 

Within a (bort timeaftertbeCouncil wai parted, the 
Prince oSOmgi feni for the Lord Otlii^tom, and told him, 
" be vat not enough acquainted with the ChanccUor of the 
*' Exchequer , but defii'd him to intreat him not to be too 
" fliarp in this Declaration, the end whereof wai to Unite, 
" and Reconcile diSereot Humours i and that be fotmd many 
" had a great apprebeoficni , that Ox (hajpada of Hii St/le 
'* would irritate them mucn more. The Chancellor knew 
Well enough that ihii came fiom the Lord LMKtberdstiy and 
hcwiihed heartily that the Charge Qiig^t be comtBit(«l'to 
any Body elTe, proteftii^, *' that he waa never lefs difpofed 
" in hii own conceptioni, and refleAions, to undertake uiy 
" fuch Task in bi5 Life; and that heoould not imagine bow 
" it was pofiiblc Tor ibeKingtopublifliaDedaration at that 
** dme ( his firft Declaration ) without much (barpocliagtunft 
"the Murtbereri of hii Father; wbichoo Body could fpeak 
ogainft; nor could be beexo^ from the Work impo&d 
upon mm : and the Prince <tf OrMp aOured him, *' it wat 
" not That kind of ftiarpoe6 whichhe wifh'd ihould be de^ 
" dined •' and thongh he iima'd not willing fartherto explain 
himfelf, it wai eridient that he wiOi'd that there might ooc 
be any fhupnefs againft the Probytcrtani, &r which thera 
waiatthat time no occaBon. 

T B K H B waa one panicular, which, without a full and dl* 
ftinA InftruAion, the Chancellor could ooc prefiime to ex- 
prefs. Tbegreatend of this Declaration wai lo coafirmitw 
ASsSioa of as many aa wat poffible for the King, and, con- 
lequoKly, as few were to be made defperate, as might confill 
with the King's Honour, and neceflkry Juftice , fo that how 
far chat Claufe, which was eflcotial to a Declaration upon 
this (ubjcA, concerning the Imdemnify of Perltnii, {hould ex- 
tend, waa the queftion. Aiid in this there was dificrence of 
opinioot; the moft prevakot was, " that ne Perlona Ihould 
** be excepted from Pardon, but only fuch who bad an im- 
** mediate hand In the execrable Murtber of the King , by 
*■ being hirjudeet, and proocuncing that Sentence, andtbey 
" who perlormd the Execution. Others faid, they <*knew 
<*that Ibmewere in the Lift of the Judges, and named by 
•' the Parliaoient,wly>foiliKlExculeito be abfent iaodotbeis*

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thit ** (bme who wen not named, more contriv'd and » 
**tribui«l to that odious proceediDg, than many trf the AAo 
**iDit. ButtherefoliutODwaSj thattheforaxr IbouldbeoBl) 
comprehended - 

We1£N the Declaration wai prepared, and read tt dc 
Board , there vsis adeep Silence, no Mao fpetkti^ to nf 
pari of it. But another da; wai appoiued for atecoodreiil- 
iDgit, agaioft which time every Man might be better fit- 
pared to fpcalc to it : and m the mean time the Prince cl 
Ordjigt^ in regard he was not a perfcd: Matter of tte Bj^ 
Tongue, de6r d he might have a Copy (^ it, that Ik nwit 
the belter anderftand ic And the Cnancdlor of the Excfac- 

auerdefir'd, "thatnot only ihePrince ofOr«ag» mt^ hire 
a Copy, but that his Majefty would likewife tnre coe, 
**snd, after he Hioald have perufed ithimlclf, hewouldlhcT 
*' It to any other, who be thought was fit to advife wiib ; 
there being many Lordi and other Pcrfons of Quality ibc«i 
hiD, who were not of the Council: and be moT'd, " thitbe 
**inigbthave Uberty himfejf coCommunicate it to (bme «!» 
*<wei«ltke to make ajudgement^ how^r any thing of dal 
** Nature was like to be acceptable, and agreeable to Che misdi 
*of Ae People ; and named Herttrt the Atniraey Generil, 
vaAVi' Steward^ who wai DeanoftheChapdj tod His op- 
nion, in all things relathv to the Church, the King had ben 
adviled by his Father to luhmii to. All whid\ was appnyd 
by the King ; and, fur that reafon, a fiirther day wai a^gcmt- 
l^iimt ed for the Iccond reading. The Ifliie wa«, that, cxo^ two 
ril^"' 'i* *"" ''"^ of the Council, who were of one ai>d the wot opi- 
(wn?^ nlon of the whole, there were not two Perjou wbo were 
fcwttBtoa admitted to the pcrufal of it , who did noc nke fame ei- 
UmmrtU. ception to it, though fcarce twomadetbe fame exnption. 

Doctor Strvard, th^iugh aManof averygood onder- 
• Handing, wai fo exceedingly jgrier'd at the Claule of admit- 
thigForreign Divines into a Synod that was to Coabk npoo 
the Church ofEnglMd, that be could not be larisfied by any 
Arpimenis that could begiven oF "the impdSbiliiy of uf 
**^&j or that the Parliament would accept rbe Overture i 
** and that there could be no danger if it did, bccaule (he 
*'Numbcr of thofeForreignDivinesmuftbe ftill limited by 
"the King; but came oneMorningto the Chancellor, wiifa 
whom he had a Friendlhtp, and protefted " he had not flept 
** that Night, out of the Agony and Trouble, th»r H;, wba 
" he knew lov'd the Church fo well , Ihould caaknt w i 
"Claufe fo tnuch againft the Honour of it j and weorfroit 
him to the King, tobdeech httn never to approve it. Saex 
vere of opinioo ** thai there weio too few excepted ft* 
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*' Pardon; by which ihe King would oothave ConfilcadoDt 
*' enou^to fausfy, and reward hit Pany : and oiheri chougtat, 
'^ that there were too many excepted ^ and that it wu not 
'^prudenttomakeromaDy Men dei^peratc j but that it would 
"betiifficiebt toexceptcynrKtf//,and Brmdfigw, and three or 
** four more of thotc whoTc Malice wasmuft notorious j the 
** whole Number not to exceed Six. 

The Seirtid\d not value ibe Cianfe for Forreign ■ Divines, 
who, tbcy knew, could perfwade little in an Bmgl^ Synod ; 
but they were impl^^bly oSended, that the King mention'd 
the Government ot the iZhuic\iQi EKgUnd, and the Book of 
Common-Prayer, with fo much Reverence and [)evotioD; 
which waaihclharpndi they moft fear'd of iheCbaiKellor's 
Style, when they thought now the Covenant to be neceflary 
to be infifted upon more than ever. So that, when the D^ 
claration wa£ read at the Board the fccond timey moft Men 
beingiDOv'd with the difcourfes, and fears which were ex- 
prefrd abroad of fome til efie£l> it might produce, ic was 
more &intly Debated, and Men feem'd not to chink that the 
publiihing any, at thii time, waa of fo much importance, as 
they formerly had conceiv'd it to be. By all which Men may 
judge, how hard a thing it was fbr the King to refblve, and 
ad with that fieadinef* and refblutkm, which the moft un- 
pfofperouaCotidition doth nx>re require than the StKte that is 
lefs perplcx*d and intangled. Thus the Declarad(» Q/fpiOfwUdi 
without fuAtcT propofition to publiQi any. "j*^ ''"< 

All things being now as much provided for ai they were '^' 
like tobe, tlie two Embe&douri for Sfn» were very fbllf- 
cicousto begin their Journey, the King being at laft relbhM 
not to give his Mather thetroubleof making a Jouroev to 
oaeec him, but to go himlelfdircAly to S^Gtmum's, wnere 
her Majefty was. The Prince of Of'MC', to advance that re- 
fblution, hadpromis'd to fuppiy the King with twenty ±ou- 
land pounds ; which was too great a Loan for him to make, 
who Dad already great debts upon him, though it was very 
little for the enabling the King to dticharge the debts He 
and bis Family had contra^edattheH^pw, and to make his 
Journey. Out ofthis Sum the Lord CMf»griw, and ibeChan- 
cellor, were to receive (o much as was defign'd to defray 
their Journey to Pgris : what was necei&ry for tbedifcharge 
of their Embafly, or for making their Journey frotn P0rii, was 
not yet provided. The King had fome hope, that the Duke 
oilirrmm would lend bim fome Money; which he dcfign'd 
fo r this fervkre ; which made ic neteflary that they (bould im> 
mediately refoic to Brufftlsy to finllh that Kt^otiation, and 
from tbence to proTecuce their Tourney. 
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In therollicitingtbeir firftdifpitchactheHf^av, theyimde 
a difcovery that feem'd very ftrangc to tbcto, chough tSu- 
wardi it was a truth that was very notorious. Their Jonncf 
having been put oSTonic dayi, only for therccdpc of tDufinaO 
Sum, which was to be paid ihcm out of the Mooc]' to be 
kct by the Prince of Oraagt, and Otk^ the Prtnoe't chief 
Officer in fuch afLirs of Muuey having been fome dayt it 
./ImfferJsmio ncgodate that Loan, and no Money being re- 
lurii'd, tbey believ'd that thcie was fomc Sificded deky ; ai 
luwent to the Prince of OritMgt, who bad advis'd> and wu 
well plcas'd with that Embafly, to know when rbtt Money 
would be ready for the King, that he might likewife le&Jvt 
upon tfaetimc foi his own Journey. TbePrinoe told tban, 
he belier'd, "that They, who knew LomJsm 16 well . tnd 
««had beard So much diTcourfe of the Wetlch of aSmUj 
<( would wonder very much that he IhoukJ have beeo cndca- 
^tyoiuiiig^wvecendaytto borrow twenty thoafand pooids; 
** and that the richcfl: Men in Amfitrd^m had promifed bim 
**to rupply him with it, and that une haif of it waa notytt 
"provided. He&id, "liwaa not that ibeie was aoyqae- 
*' ftioa of hia credit, which waa very good ; and that me f^ 
*'cuTity he gave, was a good as any Body defir'd, and opoa 
*' whicn he coiUd have double the Sum in lels lime , it he 
*< would receive it in Paper, whidi waa the Courfe of that 
*^ Country ; where bargains being made (or one hundred dioo- 
" fand pounds to be paid within ten dayi, it waa never known 
*' that twenty thousand pounds waa paid toge^ier j& fxe 
*' Town ; but by Bills upon RfttartUm^ Htrim^ the Btpt, 
*' and jlMtmfrf, and otner places, which vai as ODOfeaiew, 
** or more, to all Parties: and be did verily bdiere, diat 
" though ^mjlerjam could pay a Million widda t Month, 
*^ upon any good occafion , yet they would be troubled ta 
"bring twenty thoufand pounds together into anyosicRaonii 
*' and that was the true lealbn, that the Money was not }tt 
** brought to the Hsgut j which it QxMild be wtanin few dajii 
as it was accord itwiy. 
}bf«l4^ The EmbaSadouri took their leave of the Kinff tl the 
ftj^nftt Hi^ before the ffliddk of JKfy, and had aYttdimimdw 
dn '^ *^ Pi'iiKe of Otm^. thai attended tbcoi at fytttrJm, and trati^ 
'^*'' ported them with great convenience tovftfwry, utec the 
Quncclloi'i Wife and his Family were arriv'd ten daji fat< 
fore , and were fettled In a good and convcniott Hoolc ; 
whcrethe Lord OttmiUm ancTHe both Lodg'd widlft they 
ftay'd in diat Gty. There they met the Lord Jirmp m 
his way towards the King, to hafteo the KJng** louraey inn 
Frmitt, upon the Qupen's great impotuoity. He was voT

The Duke was a Prince that Ihr'd in a diOercnt manner BraAlj. 

i-om all other Soveraign Princes in the WorU : firom the time, 

hat he had been driven out of htsCoantry by Vtmut, he had 

etir'd to aruffili with hiji htray, which be kept up very ftroog, 

ind lerv'd the King of ^m» with it agaiaft the Prntb, upon 

uch terms, and conditions, as were made, and reacw'd every 

rear between them j by which bereoeiv'a great Sums of Mo- 

ley yearly from the Spamtrd, and was fure very rich in Mo* 

icy. He always Commanded apart in the Field, his Officert 

'eceiv'd no Orders but fromhimwlf: He always agreed at tbe 

^uncil of War what he {bould do, and his Army was in 

:ruth the beft part of the ^m^ Forces. In the Town of 

Enffih he Itv'd without any order, method, or date di a 

Prince, except towards the^«w*ririn his Treaties, and be- 

ng prefent in their Councils, where be always kept bit fiiU 

Dignity : otfaerwil^ he liv'd in a Jolly lamiliaricy with the 

bourgeois and their Wives, and feaftedwirh them, but Icarce 

cept a Coun or any number of Servants, or Rcdnue. Tho 

tloufe wherein he Ihr'd was a very ordinary one^ and not iat* 

lilh'd j nor was he often there, or eafy to be found j lb that 

iie ^ah^Moait could not eafily fend to bim for an Aodienoe. 

Hb receiv'd them in a lower Room with great CouTtcly and

FaroiHarity ; and vifited them at their own Lodging. He was 
I Man of great Wit, and prefence of Mind, and, if he had noc 
iflcQed exuravagandes, no Man knew better how to ad the 
Prints. He loird his Money very much j yet tbe Lord Ot- 
■hffn't dezteilty and addids, prerail'd wi[o him to lend tbe 
;^3 King 
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King two thou&nd Piftalt; which vu ail rhat was jn dn 
view for defraying their Etda^y. But they hoped they fh<>^ 
procure fomc fup^y in Sp4i»f out of which their own oai- 
ury Eipeoocs malt be provided for. 

There were two SftmiarJr, by whom &II the Coundb 
there were gorara'd and conduced, and which the Arcb- 
Dultthimrclf could tut contrc^i the Conde of PigmtraJ* 
(who wai newly come from JdHmfitr, being ibe oihcf Pleni- 
potentiary there i and fUid only at Brwffiif, in cxpedanon 
of renewing ihc Treaty again with Frmut j but, whilft b: 
fhud then, waj in the highelt Tnift of all the Af^irsJ and ihe 
Conde of Futm/itU^pni, who was the Govcrnour of the Armcs, 
and Conimanded the Attay next imdertfie Arch-Duke; which 
was a fiibordinatioa very Jittfe ioferlor to the being GenenJ. 
They were botb very able and enwrt Men in buGnefa, ind if 
they.wereootvery wiieMcD,thatNation hadnocc. Thcfoi- 
mer wai a Mao of the Robe, of. a great Wit, and much Expen< 
eoce,PTOud,and,ifhehadDOt been a little coo Pedancick^ighl 
very well be look'd upon as a very extraordinary Mas, ud 
was much improv'd bv the excellent temper of it Bnmt ( the 
odberPlenipocenti^i'y) who was Indeed a wife Man, and by 
feeming to defer in all things to P^gmormU^ govem'd him. 
The Conde of F»enfaUepM was of a much better tcm[Kr,iDOfe 
induftry, and toore inhouation than Spanurrds ufe to have : 
His greaceft Tdent lay to Civil bufioeft ; yec be was the bcft 
General of that time to all other offices and purpofes,tlian what 
were necelTtry in the hour of Battle, when he was not Ibpre- 
lent and compos'd as at alt other frafons. 

Both thefe leceiv'd the EmbalStdours with the n&ai Ci- 
vilities, and retum'd their vi&ts to their own Lodging, hut 
fceio'd not plealed with their Journey to Mmdrii, and ^loke 
much of the necefficics that Crown was in, and its dilabilUy 
loaHift theKinfCi which the EmbaiTadours imputed to the in- 
fluence l>om jilmu de CarJiuas had upon thtm bocb ; who 
rematn'd ftill under the fame Chara£ter in £^gjE«»' he hid 
done for many years before. The fame Civilities were per- 
fonn'd between It Bnau and them ; who treated them with 
much more freedom, and encourag'd them to. hope well from 
their Negotiation in ^rcns; acquainted chem with his own 
Inflrudions, " to give the Kiog all alTurance of the ^cAtoo 
"of his Cacholick Majelly, and of hiireadinefs to do any 
*' thing for him chat was in his power. He faid, *• he only 
"deferr'd his Journey, beCaufehe heard that the King intend- 
"ed to fpend fome time at Breda ^ and he had tatbcr attend 
"him There, than at the Hague. 
When the £mba0adourE had difpuck'd all their bofine^ 
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At BngiUf and receiv'd the Money from the Duke of Ltr* 
r-aim, thes renira'd to Aftwerf'^ where tbey were to Nego- 
tiate for uc return of their Monies to MUdrid^ v)iMi requii'd 
very much wtrineff^ the Bill* from tbcncc fioding now more 
dimcukies at JUsJnJ, thaa they had done in fotiaa times. 

Bt the Letter* my Lord Jtrmjim brought, and the impor- 
tanity he ufed, ihc King relblv'd to bo^in his Journey Iboner 
Chan he thought to have done, that ii Jocner than be thought 
be fliould have been able, all provitioiu being to begin to be 
made both forhis Journey ioioPrtMct, and from thence into 
InUmd, after tb« Mtuiey wis received that QtouM pay for 
them. But iheC^eeo'simpaticnce was JbgrcattoleehifMa- 
jeft^ that the Prince of OrM^*, and tbe Prince^ ^i!T^ '*'' 
wire, were as impitient to give her chat facisfadton. Inough 
her Majefty could not juftly diQ<ke any rdblution the King 
had taken, nor could imagine whither he ftiould go but into 
Irtlawdf Qit was exceedingly difplcu'd that any raohnion at 
all had been taken before IIm was confuUed- She was angry 
that the Caunfellors were cho fen without berdirc&tons, and 
lookol upon all chat had been done, as done in order to ex- 
clude her from roeddltiv in the Anairs j all which (he im* 
ptited principally to the Cbancellor of the Exchequer : ncvcr- 
theleTi ibe was not pleas'd with the deGgn of theNegotiatioo 
in SfMi». For though (he had no confidence of his afi^ioa 
to her, or rather of bis oom^ying with all her Commands, 
yet fbe had all confideiKe in his Duty and [ntegrity to the 
king, and therefore wilh'd he (hould be flill about his Ferfon, 
and [rufti:d in his bufincls ; which (he thought him much fit- 
ter for than fuchaMcf^oiiation, which Ihc believ'd, outof her 
natural prejadice to ^«m, would produce no atfrantage lo 
the King. 

That theQieen might receive fome content, in know-nk^f 
tog that the King had begun his Journey, the Ptinceof ^"Hf'^^' ** 
ddor'd bim, " wnilft hia Serrants prepar'd what was necefliiry^**^^ 
** at the HsgMg, that Himfclf, and that part of his Train that 
*< wu ready, would go to Brtd», and »ay there till the reft 
"were ready to come up to him; that being his bell way to 
Wit'dirt, I hrough which he mtHl pals into Frmu. Brtds wm 
a Town of the Prince's own, where he had a haodiiMDe Palace 
and Caltle, and a place where the King might have many 
Divcrtifements. Hither the Spmi^ Embamdour h Bnm», 
came to attend his Majefly, and deliver'd his Maller'a Com- 
pliments to his Majefty, and oficr'd his own Services to him, 
whilft be Ihould remain in tbole Frovinces; he being at that 
time delign'd to remain Etnbadadour to the Uaiwd Provinces ; 
u he did i aad died Ihonljr after at the Msjur with a geneial 
X 4. Kgiec. 
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legret He was bora » SubieaeDtfaBKiDg of 4m*, mit 
part of B w gpn ^ (hatwajuockr bia IXainioa ; ^ ban( 
Meofrom Im youth tlwaysbred in buGiM&,aiklbdDgaMM 
of gicu Pvn, Md Temper, he ml^ very wdl be lookid 
upon aiooe of d»e beft Statec mea ia ChrifMOdom, and wht 
beft underftood the true Intereft (tf all the Princes of fiwiyr. 

AaiooH gi the Lord Ctttmgtmi^ and dieChanfrllor,heaid 
of the Khig't bcTi^ at firniCtf, andthac heiatcoded to bafln 
hii Journey for Ftmmci, tbey refcJv'd, having in tiuth not ^ 
Negotiated all thingi aeccflary for uieir Jouroer, to flay till 
the Kipg paOai by, and doc to go to St Gtrwumt till cbc fifft 
Interview, and Edardfmcnu were pafled between die King 
tndQjieen, that theyralghc then be the better abk to judge 
what Weather was like to be. 
*w u The King vai rcoeiv'd at jfKtmrt Vrith neat Mignifi- 
iiwcrp; cence: He enter'd in a very Hch Coach with fixHorio^ which 
the ArdhDuke lent a preferu to hJan when he came mto die 
Sfmufb Dominions : He wai tlCUod there, at the Charge of 



the Ciry, very fplendidly Ibr two days.* and went then to 
Bmftls, where he was kMfcd In the Palace, and Royally cn- 
teruin'a. Bnt the VrtKh Army, under the Cotninaodof die

Bat he was 

not troubled long with that doubr ; for the Fnatb thca^t to 

have furpiifed that Town, and to havccaft upthetrLineof 

Clrcumnllarion before any Supplies could be put in j but die 

CMMlt Fatnfildmi^ found a way to pot Teven or ei^t hundred 

Foot Into the Town; upon which tbeRvwiraifed dteSq^e;

*PM(. A BOUT a week after the King left Sn^, the two Em> 

bafladoun prttfecuted their Journey for Psrui where tbey Said 
onely one day, and then went to S< Gtnmsm's ; whore dw 
King and the Queen his Mother, with both tbnr Familie^ 
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tnd the Duke of nri"^ tfaeo were; bywbomtbey were te- 
cetv'd gndoofly. They bad no reaTon to repent tneir ouitba 
in ftAvine lb lou; behind the King, for thev found tbe Coiuc 
lb foil of jealousy and dilbrder, ttut every Body was glad (hat 
chey were come. After tbe firft two or duee dayi that tbe 
King and Queeo had beea together, which were fpcat in teara 
and Jamcntatioos for the great alteration that had happen'il 
fince their lafl parting, tbe Queen b^ua to confer with the 
King of hit bunncTs, and what courfe he meant to take j in 
which (he found him ib reTerv'd, la if be had no mind Ihe 
Ebould be oonverfant in it. He made no Apologiei to ber ; 
which (he cxpeAed j nor any profoGiaas of re&gniog himlelf 
up to ber Advice. On the contrary, upon fome ezpofiuk- 
cioni, he had told her plainly, " that be would alwayi per- 
'form hit Duty towardt her with great ofiedion anaeiaft- 
"neft, but that in hitbufineli he would obey hit own icbp 
"foo and judgement j and did at good at defire her not to 
crooble her felf in his Affjirt : and uidiiw ber pafGont ftroofe 
tie frequently retired from ber with (ome abraptBeTt, and 
feem'd Qoc to defire to be fo much in ber Company at Oit tx- 
peAed; and preicribed fome new rulet to be oblerv'd in fait 
>wn redrenxnt, which he had not been accoftom'd to. 

T H 1 1 iaad of unespefled behaviour gave the Quten mudi 
Touble. She bcfun to think, that this diflance, which tbe 
Cing reem'd to af&A, was more than tbe Chancellor of the 
Exchequer could wifh ; and that there wat ibme Body eUe, 
rho did her more dtHervicc : infomuch at to tbe LAdiei who 
rere about her, whereof Ibaie were very nucb bit Frlendt, 
be r::em'd to wlffa, that the Chancellor were come. There 
pas a Gentleman, who wat newly come from Enr^/io^ and 
vho came to the H^u after tbe Chaitcellor bad taken fail 
eave of the Kmg, and had been ever fince very dole about 
lim, being one of the Grooms of his Bed-Chamber, one M' 
IMiMrfSitf, a Perfoo Ipoken of before ; whom the King** K r UliK 
''ather bad formerly feot into Fr«*w, at the lame time that « ^T^Jl'ff 
eiblv'd tbe Prince Ibould go for ±e WeQ ; and for no ochaf^^^ 
eafon, buc that be fbould not attend upon hit Son. And be^jjcj^. 
lad given order, "chat if hetbould return out of Fr<*s», and 
' come into the Weft, the Council (bould not fuSsr him to be 
' about the Prince ; with whom he thought be bad too much 
= Credit, and would ofeit illj and he hod never feen the Prince 
rom the time he left Oxfiri till now. He wat a XxAd Man, 
nd rpoke all tbiogi conndently, and had not that reverence 
ar the late King which he ought to have had ; and le& for 
beQueco; though he had great obligaiiont to both; yet be- 
og not fosreu at be bad a mind to, be looked upon tbem a|

none tt aU. Thii Geotlemaa came to the King joA n be 

left the M^M, and txKh as he wu a new Comer, and as ooelt 
whom hii Majefty had fonnerI]r much kindnefs , wai rcif 
well TCOeiT'd ; and being one who would receive no iryaf 
from bis modeftyt made the fsvoar the King (hcw'd him ti 
brlfthr, and to (nine as much in the Eyet of all Mco, ai ma 
poffiblc. He wna never from the Perfon of tbc Kii^, and 
always whifpering m his filar, taking upon him to unociflaad 
the fenfe and opinion of all the Loyal Pany in a^/^md: And 
when he had a mind that the King Ihould think wdl, or ill 
of any Mao, he told him, " that he was much belov'd by, or 
*'very odious to alt his Party there. By thcle iofuBoitt, be 
had prevailed with him to look with left grace upon the £ul 
of filial, who came from Cm (where he had hidtcno rc- 
fided ) to kifi his hands, than his own good Nature would 
have inclined him to j and more to dircounteoaoce the Lord 
Digfy, &nd to tell him plainly, " ihac be fbould oot fene 
**hHn in the pkce of SKretary of State ; io whidi he hid 
ferr'd his Father, and from which Men have feldoo been i^ 
mov'd upon the DeTcent of the Crown : and noc to admit 
either Fathtr or Son to be of his Coundi ; whidi wai more 
extraordinary. He told the King, " it would be tbe aeA oo- 
** popular diing he could da, and which would kifb him mare 
** Heanx In B^l^ than any other thing, if he were thou^ 
" CO be govem'd by hi* Mother. And io 2, Month's cane mic 
he had been about tlw Khig, he begun already to be looked 
opon as very like to become the Favorite. He had ufed d>e 
QKen with wonderful negleft when Ihe fpoke to tua, and 
had got fo much Intereft with the King, that he had proai/ed 
a promlfe from his Majefty to make Colonel Mbidfww, whofe 
Daughter Mr EfliM had Married, SecrcraryofSiatcj anboaeft 
Genileman, but extreme unequal to that Province ; ravardt 
which he could not pretend a better qualification, than thK 
his Wife had been Nuric to tbe Prince, who vas now King. 

In thefekind of humoura and indifpoficions dte Emb&- 
dours found the Court, when they came to & rTiimiw'i 
They had, during their ftay at Psrif, in their wsy Bo Coorr, 
conferr'd with the Earl of Brifial, and his Son the Loni O^- 
iy\ whobreath'd out their Gricft to them ; and the Lonl 
J^^ was the more troubled to find that MrjBfii«f, who wu s 
known and declared Enemy of his, had gotten fo mndi Qtt- 
dit with the King, as to be able to &usf y his own malice i^m 
hfffl, by the countenance of his Majefty ; in whom, he kncw^ 
the King hii Father defired, that he Ihould of lU Men lave 
the lead lotereft. After they had been a day or two tbo^ 
tbe ChaoceUot of tbe Eicbequer tbialciDg it iw D1K7 cofiy 
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bmewhat to the Queen in particular, and Itnowide that fhe 
^zpeAcd heflMuid dofo, andihc King having toTd him at 
large all that hid psHed with his Mother, and the ijl humour 
he was in ( alt which hit Majefty related in a more exalted 
3iale£t than he had been accuftom'd to ) and hU Majcfty be- 
ing very willing to underAand what the Queen thought upon 
'he whole, the Chancellor asked 2 private Audience; which 
ler Maiefty readily granted. And afiei (be had gently expo- ^prittu 
lulated upon the old pallage« at jfn;^, fheconduded with -^^""^ 
:he mencioaofthe great confidence the King her Husband hadJ*^^i||JJ^ 
always Tcpofed in him, and thereupon renew'd her own gra- j,,,, 
:ftnu profeflions ofgood will towards biro. Then die com- 
plain'd, not without tears, of the King's unkindnefi towards 
rier, aiid of his way of iiving with her, crffomecxprcffioDS 
be bad uredindifcouriein herownprefence, and of what he 
had faid in other places, and of the great credit Mr S/Urt bad 
with him, and of nia rude behaviour towards her Majefty, and 
lallly of the incredible deiign of nyMnglfirdlmm ^iecretaryj 
'* who, befides his other unfi'nds, fiie faid, " would be fure 
'* to joyn with the other to leflen the King's kindnels to ber 
" aJl they could. The Chancellor, after he had made all tb« 
profeilions ofduty to her Majefty which became him, snd faid 
what he really bcliev'daftheKiiig*s klndnefsand refpedfor 
her, asked her, " whether (he would give him leave to take 
"notice of any thing jhebadfaid tohim,or, in general, that 
'* he found her Majcfly unlatisfied with the King's unkind- 
'* nefe ? The Queen relied, " that (he was well contented he 
^ fhould take oodce ofcvery thing She had &idj and, above 
'' all of his purpofe to make I0mdbgm Secretary : of which 
the King had not made the leaft mention, tboi^h he had 
takennoticeto him ofmoft other things the Queen had faid 
CO him. 

The Chancellor, flwrtly after,. fbirad an opportunity to 
inform the King of all that had pafled from the Queen, in 
(uch a method as might give him occafion to enlarge upon all 
the particulars. The King heard hini very greedily , and 
protcfted^ " that he defir'd nothing more than to live very 
*'weli with the Queen ; towards whom be would never ^i| 
*'in his Duty, as^aswas confiftcnt with his Honour, and 
** the good of his ASairs ; wtiich, at preleot, it may be, re- 
''quiitdmorerefervacion towards the Queen, and to have it 
*'believ'dtkat he Communicared lelswich Her than he did, 
**orthan he intended to do : that, if he did not Teem to be 
*' defirousofhcrCompny, it was only when ibe griev'd him 
*' by fame Impoitutiities, in which he could mt &dsfy her; 
*< and that her exception againft fifiMfwu very uojuft; and 

"that 
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"thu heknew well the Msui to be very booeft, and diite 
** knr'd him well ; and that tbe prejudice the Kiw his Fate 
** had againft him^ was only by the malice of thcLcnd D%tf, 
**who hated him without acavfe, and had likewiie infontfd 



cxc>:pti(»L but Tcccir'd more rcTpeds from him tbaobepaiil 
to mod oux^r Men. 

When the Chancellor fpokc of mikii^ J^mliMm Secre- 
tary, the King did not own the having promifed to do it, 
but "thathelDieitdedtadoit.* the Chancellor £ud, "bewit 
**gtad he had not promifed it ; and that he hoped, be woald 
** never do it : that he was an honell Gentleman, but in oo 
** degiee quilified for that Office. He put him in mind of 
Seamry Nkbtids, who wu then there to prcTcnt hit Duty 
to him ; " that he wasaPeHbn of fuch knowa a&6ion and 
" honeny, that he could notdoamorc ungradou* thiagtfaao 
**to pafs Him by. The King fald, ''he thought Scaetary 
"tStbiUfto be a very boned Man j buihchad no title to 
"tfaatOfiicemorethananotherMin : that M' VbJlfws bad 
** not any experience io that Employment, hue that ii de- 
** pended fo mudi upon forms, that be would qnlcUy be in- 
"ftniAcdtnlt; that he was avery hoocft Man, for whom 
**bc bad never done any thir.g, and had now nothing elfe to 
** givehimbucihisplace J for which he doubted not t«r, in 
**alborti:imc, be would maJtehimrelf very fit. All tbithK 
Chancellor could prevail with hit Ma)efty, wat to firipend 
tbedoing it for (bme ttene, and that he would bear him again 
upon the Subjed. before he took a final Rcfolutioa. Fat th: 
reft, be promifea ^ to fpeak upon fome paiticulan with the 
**Qjecn, and to'live with her with aA kindnels and firce- 
** dem, that Oie might be in good humour. But be heaid 
Her, andall otbets, very unwillingly, wbo^tokcagaioflM' 
m Mtm's Pant for being Secretary of Srue.

Whilst all Endeavours wereuled to oompofeallil] hu- 
nours here, that tbe Kii^ might profecnte hia intended 
Voyage for InlMul, there came very tU news from IfflmJ. (, ,,,^,1 
ASoonas tbe Marqui« of OnMs^wai arriv'd, as bath been^ttta^^ 
aid before, the Confcderaie Catholicks, who bald their AC- '^^ 
embly, u they had always dose, at KnU«Hty, teat CommiT- ^2^\^^ 
ioncrs to him to Congratulate bis Arrival, and to enter opon oroud'j 
i Treaty of Peace, toat they might all return to tbeir Obed^ mt*w»i 
Mice to tbe King.

niEc bb farther dcficn. AndafuUacconot of all tSefe parti- 
culars met CrgmmtBMhit arrival at Mi^trd Htvaiy wh«i 
be rather expeded to bear of the lofs of Duiim, and was in 
great perplexity to rdblvc what he was then to do. But all 
thofe clouds being difperfcd, upon the news of the Kreoi fuc-

cDCc, and wtw at that time made little doubt of defending ic 
flgainft all the power o{Cn»rmeHy for at leatl a Month's time. 
And the Marquis of OrmM^made IcTs douly, in much k& 
time, to relieve and fucconr it with hii Army ; «Bd fo retired 
to tholepartB vherehc had appointed a Rnidezvovs for hia 
new Levies.

Butwbcrc tofiayfo 
long was the Queftion; for it was now the Month of Ai^, 
and as the King bad receiv'd no kind of civUity from Frdwtr, 
fince his laft coming, (b ir wu notortoos enough chat hli ab- 
fenoe WIS impaticati7 dcfircd by that Court i and the C^eeo, 
who found her felf difappolnted of chat Domiuon whioT Ihc 
hadespcded, refolv'd to merit from the Cardind by frecii^ 
him ftom a Gtieft chat was fo unwelcome to them, tbougi) 
be had not been tn tny degree chargeable to theni j and fa 
wasoot at all follidtous for his lorgcr (Uy- So his Majeftjr 
eonGder*d how he fliould make hii departure ; and , upoa 
looking round, he refolr'd, tbst he would make his Journey 
through Nbmuw^, and Embaik himfelf forhisKlandof^''- 
fir i wbidi ftill continued under hii obedience, and undcrtbe 
Government (^SrGwr^f Ortfref : who had in trutb tbepover 
over the place , though be Was but the Ueaten^ot of the 
Lord JtrmyMi who, ia thole fheiebts the Kiog wat in, ud 
thcgrbat pltnicy he himfelf enjoyed, was woa£*fiiIly jealous 
that the King's bcii^ there would Icflea fotoc of the profo, 
which he challenged from thence ; and thcrefbie , when it 
was found, in order to ihc King's SuppoR, whilft he jhoold 
ftay there, neceG^ry to fell (bmc of the King's Demelhet in 
that Ifland, the yearly rent whereof ufed to be Roeiv*dbytbit

Afiirawcreio. Though theScditton whichhad been "'fcd^^J];^ 
in Ptmi the laft Winter, was at prelent To much appea&d by pf^f,, 
the Courage , and Condud of xba Prince of ci»M ( who 
brought the Army, which he commanded in FlaaJert, with 
lb »eat Exp»lition bdbre Vmt, that the Gty yielded to 
redon ) fo tnat his mofl Chtiftiac Majelhr, the Queen bia 
Mother, and the whole Court, vest at this prcient there ; 
yec the wound was far from being cloTed up. The Town 
oontlnu'd ililJ in ill humour; more of the great Men adhn-'d 
to them than had done before j the Animoficics againft the 
Cardinal increafed, and, which made tbore Auimofitleg the 
more terrttile, the Prince of Cnn^, wbo iurdr had merited 
very much, either uoTatisfied, or not to be utitfied, broJce 
hij Friend(bip with the Cardinal, and fpoke with much bit- 
tenKft againAhitn ■' SothattheCoartwufar &om being in 
that Tranquillity, aitoooncemit Iclfmuchfor the King our 
Maftcr, if it had been othcrwife welt inclined to it. 

All things ftaoding thus, about the middle ai SftemitXt'^ ^^ 
the King left S' G*rm*i»s , and bi-gun his Journey towards';"*'* , 
Jerfiy ; and the Queen, the neit day. remov'd from thence ^^J^ 
to Pms to the Ijivotw. The two EmbaBadoura for ^«Wa«rAjw- 
wait«l upon her Majefty ihiiher, having nothing now to do Tey. 
but to prepare theiUlelvei for their Journey to Spma^ where 
they hniged lobe, and whither they had fentfor t Paf* to 
meet tbem at St StiaUia^t, and that they might have a Hoafe 
provided for them ax. MmAvI, againfttbe time tbey flwuM 
come thither : both which tbey recomtneoded to an Binl^ 
Centlsroan, who liv'd there, to fbllicite, and advertHe thein 
in their Journey of the temper of that Court. 

T.HEY thought it convenient, fince they wore to defire a 
Pdfstogofrom P^h intoj^inw, that they fbould wait upon 
the Queen Mother of Frmee, and the Cardinal ; and likewife 
uponlhe Duke of Orbmis , and the Prince of Candii who 
were then In a C^ial againft the Court.

Condi fpoke lb publickly , and fo warmly againft the Car- 
dinal, diat mon People thought the Cardinal undone j and 
be him&If apprehended fame attempt upon his PerTon j and 
therefore had not in many days gone out of his Hmfe, and 
admitted few to come to him, and had a ftrong Guud in 
every Room; fo that his fear wasnotdiSembled. 

In this fo general diforder, the Etnbafladours declined any 
forma) Audiences ; (or which their Equipage was not Cut- 
able : fo the Lotd CWfngfM went privately to' the Queen 
R^en^ wbo recdv'd urn gradouQy, and oe&cd him " to 
y J "recom- 
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'* lecommead her very kindly to bet Brother the King cf 
" ^ttm, without cnlargiDg upon any thing elfe. From Ha 
be went to the Duke of Orifmmr, whom he fouixl to hhr 
diforder; tndwbenthe Etcbif&dour told hin>, ** became n 
*<lnow whether he •bad any Service to cotsmaod tmn inn 
"SfMMf tbcDuk^whofearceftoodOillwhilflhe was fpnk- 
iog. anfwer'd aloud, "that hebadnothing todownh ^<r>; 
waab went haAily into another Roomj and ibe Lord ct- 
tmfftm then withdrew- They iacended both to bave g<me 
together to the Prince ofO*M^, and to the OudtnaL But 
woen theyfcnt to the Prince, hewiiely, but wicb great Ci- 
vility, fent [faem wcwd, " that ihey could not be igsonu of 
*( tbediJordeT that Counwti in, and of tbe jeaIoa6a which 
** were of him ; and therefore oefired them " to cicde him, 
" that be did not fee dicm. 

T Rs Cardmal app<»nted them a ticoe; and aixoidindy 
Aey met, and ctnferr'd together abonc oaM an hour ^ uk 
Lord CottmgtoM fpcaking ^^BJ^, aad the Cardinal and He 
ccMiferring wholely in that Language. The Cardinal acknow- 
1668*6 the apprcheofica he wai in, in hii lookt ; and toc^ 
oociGoa In tus dilcourfe to meotioo " the imjtdt di^pjcafuie, 
** which Monfieur APrhue had conceiT'd agiinft him. He 
feeiD'd earacftly (o defire a Peace between the two Oovot ; 
and laid, "that he would give a pound of bis Blood to ob- 
** tain it ; and defir'd the Embaflaoours " to tell Dtm I^tsis 
** Jt HMTt from him, that he would with all his heart Eoeet 
" bin upon die Frcntiera; and that be was confident, if 
<*tbMCwo'weic together but three houn, tbeylbonU oom- 
** poM all diferencet : which Meffii^ he afterwards dtGnow*d, 
when DtrnZ^roa accepted tbemoaon, and waa willing to have 
met him. When they took their leave of him, be brought 
them to tbetop of the Scaira in difbrder enough y his Giunb 
being very circomfpeift, and fusing do ftnuiger to approad 
any of the Rooms.

Court. And the tnitn is, their greateft Quarrel againft bin 
was, that he was a hSt Friend to the Cardinal, and ^^x^ 
not be divided from hit Intcieft.

Lnd it yfis tben one of the moft avow'd exceptions that 
'nnce had againll the Cardinal, that he had tx>t that Go- 
eminent upon thcPetition of Snnifmx, fince he o^r'd to 
cdgo his of BfrpmJjr , which was held to be or as much 
^aluc , TO accommwiare and rc^ir the Duke of B^fr«M. 
^r fi^, [he Emballkdours were vificed by the MarQialof 
'Uj^ PrM^, who had been fcnt by the Court to treat with 
be Parliament of Beurjemx^ but coilld bring [hem to no 
cafbn, they poGtively inlifling upon the remove of their 
lid Governour, and cooferring ibc Commaod upon the Prince.

The Court well enough knew of their Arrival, bat totdt 
no notice of it. The Lord onnglw therefore fine to Urn 
Xjtmisy to defire that he niight hAve a private Audience of 
him MMgwM ; which be piaently oon&nicd to, aad appMt' 
cd, the neift Morning, to meet in the King's. Garden j which 
was at rush a difiance from the Court, that it was not in 
the view of it. There they met at toe hour: Dm Ifmt 
was a Mui of little cereoxmyi and ulcd no fieniiOiet in hii 
dilcoorfes,. which made tnoB.Mpo belie?e chat be hid alt 
things ham bii heait^ and be leem'd to (peak lb oNdiillyt 
that the Xjord Ctttiwpcm, wlki was doc euy to be impoM 
upon, did ci^ that tbcyQwuldbavcaHattle TCfjfpoed^ 
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and that he had % good iitdiiutton to favour rhem in .what 
t hey came about. He rpoke, with more coounoiioa chaa wm 
rumralto bim, iarhebuGneftofthe Munher of the Ktngj 
ezcnled a)l the omiffiona towards the £mba(&douf> ^ "whidi 
''QuuIdbeTcpair'd out of hand, aficr the few dayt, which 
'* yet fentatn'a to be fpent in Fitffas for the Qucot^ during 
** which time, he laid, 00 Officers would obey any OnkTs thu 
"divened them firocD the fight of the Triumphs j and wMi'd 
'' that the EmbaOadoun would lee the Mafqucradc that AJien- 
" Doon, and the TbrM the Day fuliowing. 

The Lord attmgttm retum'd home very well fattsGed; 
and bad doc been haltao hour iathe Houfe. when a Geii> 
tlemancame from DfmLmu to inrite the EmbaC&dtiurs to 
ice thofc Excrciles, which were ntention'd before; and iem 
them word that there flioutd be places provided for them. 
The Chanosllor went that Aftemooa to the pdace affign'd 
where he faw the Mafqucrade, aDdtbenuiningofthe Courfe, 
and, afterwards, tlicTn-M. 

At the runnin|oftbe Coufle, the King and Dm Lmh 
run fcveral Courfes, in all which Dm JLruir was too good 
a Courtier to win any prize, though be atwaja loft it by 
very little. The appearance of the People was very grcu, 
and the Ladies in all the Windows made a very rich fltew, 
otherwiTe the {hew It felf had nothing wonderfiil. Here 
there happdn'd to be fomc fuddain (harp words between 
the ^imtroKU of CdtHk , a haughty young Man, and the. 
Marquic dlr Ueht , the ekieft Sra of Dm Ixwk di Htra : 
the which being taken notice of, they were both dilmiaea 
the Squadrooa wherein they were , and commiiied to their 
Chanmers. 

At the Encertaifimcnt of ther«rw there was another ac- 
cident, the mention whereof is not unfit to Ibew the difci- 
pline, and leverlty of that Nation in the obfervation of or- 
der. It was remembcr'd, that at the Mafquerade, the Ad- 
Mirantt and the Marquis ef Littt were lent to their Cham- 
bers : and afterwards, the matter being eiamio'd, they were 
tx)th commmded to leave the. Town, and retire each to a 
Houfeof hii own, that was within three or four Leagues of 
the Town, the Marquis of Litif was known to have gone 
the next day, and no body doubted the fame of tite j£im- 
TMtt, (bofe Olden being never difputed or difobey'd. The 
King as he was going to the TVfw, either htmfell dilceni*d 
at another Balccuiy, or fcHoe body etfe advertlfed him of it , 
that the Docheis , who wai Wile to the Aimrmtt , wai 
there; andfaid, '* he knew that Lady was aWcmanof more 
*<Honoi|tthiui to come out of her noQie, and be prefeot at 
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*'theFK£«, whiltt ber Hiisband vas under rcftniint, ula 
*' his Majefty'i defple^ure ; and ttiereforc concluded that ta 
HuAamfwaalikewife there i and thereupon feat an Afpial 
Co that Room, with oommuidto ezam'ne carefully widihi 
Eye, whether the Admirmtt was there j for there appeir'd 
none hue Women. The jidmiranta being a young nib 
Mui , much in the King's favour, and a Gcntlaoan of kit 
Bed-Chatnbcr, thoiffiht he might undifccni'd fee the Trium^ 
of that day ; and tnercfore cauled himfelf to be dre&'d n 
the habit of a Lttdy, which his age would well bear , and 
forced his Wife to go with him ; who ezcccdhwly raSd 
his Cornmands, well knowing to what reproach Uieexpcfed 
her own honour, though Ibe hadnofi»r of hisbdaaaifco- . 
ver*d. The jtltMxJl brought the King word, that be wit { 
veryfure that the AdmrmU was there, in ihe habit of a 
Woman, and fat next his Wife among many o'tfaer Ladiea- I 
Whereupon the Khig lent the Officer to apprdiend him In 
the habit he was in, and to carry him to the Offioer'c on 
Houfe. And aflbon asthe King rerura'd to the Palace, there ' 
was an Order that the AhmnJl fhould the Dcxt Monnog 
carry the jidmirMitte to VaSadabd , four days Joutney &om 
.UMri4,x.a aHoufeof his own there; wh»e he waicODfio'd , 
not to go out of the limits of th« City ; and under this re- | 
flraint remain'd for the fpace of fiill three Te«rs : So penal i 
thing it is amongfl that People, for any Man, of how gtni 
Qiality foerer ( there was not in Sfm a Man of greater dun 
the jUmhrnKtet^Ctflik) codifi^y, or elude theja(%eiie« 
of the King. 

It ma.y be thought Impentneot to the work In haad, to ' 
make a digredion upon this Embafly, and to enlaree t^ioo 
many circumftanoes whidi occurr'd in it , of the totouLUy 
ud conflitutton of that Coart, of the nature and humour of 
that People, wbidi may {ecm fbrreign to ihe aSsiin of Of- 
iMd But fincc the King, after his leaving Psrisy rsomin'd 
>• in yerfiy for many Months, waiting {oat a rcTolation as 
"'"might sdminiAcr an opparmntty and occafion to quit that te- 
' tircmeat. In all which time cliere wu no AAion, or ConiK 
fe) to be jnentioa'd , and this being the firft, and die only 
EnbaiTy, in whicbhis Majelly'i Pcrfon was repicfemed, un- 
til his blcfled return into E^lead ( for though feme other 
Perfont were afcerwards lent to other Princxa, with Com- 
milBoas to perform that funflion, if thev found Eocoimge- 
ment fo to do, yet none a&m'd that Qurafier , doc voe 
treated as fuch in any Court in Chiifteodom, Sfmm only «• 
cepted ) it may therefore bcfrafonably thought aoc imprapa 
in this HlAory, to give fiidi a lelacton of this Kqroattm 
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that Ic D^y appear what teak [o grcu 2 Court u that of 
^JM bad of' tnofe Revolutiotis in EugfanJ, and of the de- 
plorable Condicion CO wbicb this young innocent PritKe was 
reduced, when ic was fiilly preOed to them in the moft effi- 
cacioui t^ins poQibk -, and every ciicumfhuice of [heir Re- 
ccpcioD, aud 1 leitmcnt, may tcivc to ilhiftrate thoTe particu- 
larc y and tbcrefurc we fhall proceed farther ia the relation of 
tbeia. 

Before their Audience, DemLmiatU Han lent thnD^a«M^ 
word of the Impiirunmenc of the Prince of Owrf^, the Prince •/'*'JJ;>* 
of Cmtj, iod the Duke of I.nguevil/e, and that MarOial Tu-^^^' 
rm had made his Efcapc into PLn4ert j the news whereof *""* 
gaire (he S$a»ilh Court much trouble ^ for they had promtled 
thecifeUcs a better Harvefl fcom thjt Seed, which they had 
carefully and induftricufly Sown, and that thereby the Car- 
dinal, whom they perfedtly hated, would have been totatijr. 
fupprelfed, and all his power eocirely taken from him; which, 
they concluded, would foriiiwiih produce a Peace, which was 
not lels deiir'd In f r«x» than in Spam i or thai thofe Princes, 
and all their Depcndenis, would nave appcar'd in Armes in 
that Kingdom j by which the Spatiiards Oiould be able to re- 
cover much of whu they had loft in FUwJtri^ the hopes of 
cither of which tjppear'd now blaftcd by this unexpeAed re* 
vival of the Cardmal'i power. 

Upon the day alQgn'd for the Audience, It being re- 
folv'd that when cney had ended with the King, they Qiould 
likewife have one f» the Queen, Dm Z^wit it Hara fcnc 
Horles to their Lod^ng, for the acoommodatton of the Eiq- 
bafladoursj and their Servants : it being the fafhion of that 
Court, tbiat the EmbaOadours ride to tbcir B.T& Audience- 
And fo they rode, being attended by all their own Servants, 
and all the E^10) Merdmui who liv'd in the Town, toge- 
ther with many /rg^OfHcers who were in the Service of his 
Catholick Majefty, all 00 Horfe-back j fo that their Caval- 
cade appcai'd very fair, all the Coaches of other Embaf&dours 
lifcewile following them. In this manner they came to the 
Court about ten of ihc Clock in the Mornli^, being Con- 
ducted by an Officer, who had been fent to their Lodging, 
and rode with thclh to the Court. 

Through fcveral Rooms, where there waa only one 
Officer, who auended to open and (hut the doors, they cane 
to the Room next that where hii Majefty was j where, af^er 
a licUe Say, whilft their ConduQor went in and out, they 
found the lUng Handing upright, wlih his back agaioft the 
Wall, aod the Grandees at a diftaace, in the fame pofture, 
againft the Wall- When they had made their fercral refpeft^ 
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tnd cuDc to the King, he lightly movM his Hat, vad bid te 
cover : The Lord 0>ttiaff«t (pais on)y gencnl thingt, *i 
** the confidence the King had in his Majcftjr*! kindneri, vi 
*' that He bclicv'd his coodiijoo flicb, ss diax all tbe Kings i 
*' the Woild were concaTi'd to vindicate ibe.wrong Heh- 
*' flain'd : That this was tbe firft EmbaOay he had fent, rdykf 
** more upOr the Honour of hii Majtfty's Nature «ad Genao- 
, " ficy, than upon any other Prince^ with difcourles of the fine 
narure: Thti they prefentcd their Crcdcntiab. 

The King expiefledavcry tender Scnfc of our K^^icoo- 
dition, and acknowledged "that tc concero'd all fOngslp 
" ioyn tc^ther for (tie puniQiment (tf fuch an Impious Rc^ 
**lion and Parricide i and if hie own Aflairs would permit 
** it, he would be the firft that would undertake it ; but that 
"the/ coutd not tx]t know how fiill bit Hands were ; and 
" whilft he had fo powerhl an Adveriary to contend with, 
" he could hardly delcnd himielf ; but that when there tbcnld 
" be a Peace with Frsmt { which he defircd ) " tbe King, Ui 
* Stirmt {for fo he ftiU call'd the King, Ws Nephew) « SooM 
''find all he could apeSt from him j in tbe fncan time be 
** would be ready to do all that was in his power towards hii 
**a(Cfhncc and relief. After the formal pint was over, the 
King asked i^an? Qieftians, mott with teic/CDce to bis ^er, 
the Queen of FrMcti and difcourCed Kry lotell^eiKlv d

everf rhingi fo that his defcfts proceeded only from tbeia_ 
oefa of hit mindj not from any want of osderftaodiDg ; tnd 
he keni'd then, when he was about eight and forty yon of 
Age, to have great v^ur of Body, navlng a dear mildy 
Compledioa j yet be nad been acoiAom'd to Fcfen from 
his Debauc^cj with Women , by which he was modi 
waHcd.

CO be b? her Age, but of a very lovely CcKnpleAiDn, widnut 
any help of Art, which every one elfe in the Room, even tbe 
Qjeen her felf, was heholdii^ to : and fl>e was then the fid- i 
IcS Inspirit and Wit of any Lady In ^«i«, whldi Ihe had 
not Improv'd afterwards, when Ihe bad more years iqioD ha- 
ntf tan Their Audience ended, they retum'd j and at lafi they had ■ i 
«iHH/-"/'-Houfe provided for them In diec«&Aj«&'«/tf,bdoi^Deio 
fii-'dtham, ^ibe ■ 
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theMtrquis 6f J^« Ma^*^ towhotn tbcKug paid four hun- 
dred potMicls-Stiirling bythcyear. 

Thb GJoHtH of Sratc at this rimcconfiftcd of D«» txvm 
Je Hmt*, the Duke Je AMmt A ih Trrm, Dulcc Jr Mnwtt- 
rry, Msrqats of Cm/hVe KaAtik*, Marquii tU yiiS-Pert/o^ the 
CMA of Cmfrila, and 2)Mr Pr/mti/h de Mth ; there -were 
no more reliditig in that Court then j the Duke ^ Mt£KS 
Celt nfidipe conftantly ac his Govetntnent (^ S' Lmcar, the 
Marquiff m LggmeK. being Genefal ^ainft Perttftml, and lo 
Tcmaining at BadMJot., and -coirmig fttoom to Mi£-id, and the 
Duke of .rfriv* flood confio'd to his Honfe, ^nce the dcife- 
dion oFT^^/r; when it was under Ms GoTcmroenti and the 
Condt de P^;miTMd* vnt noiyctcome amof Fiatnkrs. 

Don XflMwasas abfohite a Favoume in the Eyes of hh ^ £^«- 
Mifter, had ai entire a diipofal of aH his AHefliooaand Fa- ^f'f^ 
culcics, aa any Favourite of that Age: Nor was any fixing h^ 
tranl^dcd at ODine, or abroad, but by ht» dh<e£Uon «nd de- 
termination: And yet of all the Favowha of that, or any 
other thne, no Man ever dk) (b IlRie alone, or fcem'd leb 
lo enjoy the delight afid empire of a FtTourite. in tbe moft 
ordinny occnnenccs, wWcbj fi)^ liic diflkolty, required lit- 
tle DetjberMion, and In the nature of rttem requiretl Etpedi- 
tion, he Would eiTc no Order wtttOot fbnnal Conlfaltiriori 
with tbe reft oftheOmmcil; which hinder'd diA>itchj and 
made bij Parrs die more Wfyp^A. He waa ^ c^ the 
Maiqaii of Cai^, who bad Married the Sifter of O&vmm, 
and hadheehpotaboutthcPerfbaof theKtog, being about 
the fame Age vhh fats MajdSy. and bad fogromi np in Ui 
Afieftion, and was not ihoi^t ro have been dlTplcafed at 
the diTgrace of bis Uncle, foiA rather to have contribatcd to

Mnndi. in the Treaty of MtrnfiT. He had been dedar'd to be of 
the Council of State, after he had made that Peace with 
HfZEoi^ and was admitied to it aHoon as berebma'd. He 
was CkmEt in the right of his Wife only i and before, be^ 
of a good Famijiy, Dtm I^g* dt Brseemumtt, and teed n 
the Sudy of the Law, was looked upon as a good Man of 
bulGnels. and (b imploy'd in matters of great^ Tiuft. He 
was iodced a Man of great Parts, and undeifiood the Affin 
of theWorld better than moft.io thatCourt.' HewssFrood 
to the height of his Nation, and iccahi'd t(X> much of the 
Pedantry which he had. hroQgbt with him from Stimtwcs. 
A0bon as he renim'd, according to the method of that Court 
upon great and rucceftful Employments, the Pn&dentfim 
dt Us Qrdius, an Office of great Reputation, becoming veto, 
it was the very next day ouiferr'd upon him. The EmbaSa- 
dixirs found no boiefit by his Arrival, coming from Brwf- 
Jek, which was thruighly infeAed by Dm llm i ii. Tbe 
truth is. Dm jSUikh, who had no Ane&ion for the Kit^ 
upon tbe memory of fame difobligatiofis when be firft came 
over into En^nd and liked wellhis la^loymen^ and Re- 
Qdcnce ther&, ufed all the endeavours imagiiKible to have the 
King's Condition thouriit to be iirecovert^Ie and dcfperate, 
and chat therefore all Civilities extended towards him were 
caft away, and would yield no fmit, and tVat the Coounon- 
wealth was fo ellablifhed, that it could never be fhaken. So 
that Sfaht thought only how to make a firm Friendlfaip tber^ 
and to forget toat there ever had been a King of ^te^ks^ 
in the coofidencx that there ttould be no more. Andutcte- 
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,' fore when the Embafiadours,afccr all Ceremonies wen over, n, Emttp. 

' had 3 privare Audience of the King, and defir'd, " thac hef-^^' fn. 
"would appoint CominifEoners , with whom they might •'" -*"*'* 
" treat about the renewing [he Alliance between the two!^^^, 
^'Crowns, which had been provided for by the laft Treaty 
**to be rencw'd within fo many Months Mtcrthe death of 
"• either King, and wirh whom they might likewile confer 
" upon ruch relief in Arises, aod Money, as his Catholicic 
*' Majcfty would think proper to fend to their Mafter into 
*' Irtlmd ( whiiher one (» the'Erabafladours defired to baflen 
his Journey aObon as coight be ^ and in that Memorial , 
which they (hen deliver'd to hii Cathoiick Majcfty , they 
bad defired iikewilc " that he would write to Ouim o MiA 
*' to difpofe him to lubtnit to the King ) they recciv'd fliortty 
after an Anfwer, fenc tothem hy Dbm Fraiici/ct dt Mtlo^ whorb ^«- 
told them, "that the King had ftnc him to them, to confer yi^"^ 
" with them upon the IJibitancc of their lafl Meiuoitat. He'*""*' 
"laid, the King did not think it ne;:e(Tary to appoint any 
" CoiDinittec to renew the iaft Treaty of Peace ; which was 
" fttll in force, and might well be obferv'd between the two 
" Nation! t andthat the renewing might be defcrr'd till the 
** times fliould mend ; implying very little Jeij than thac 
when the Klnglbould be in En^isfJ, it would be a fit time 
to renew the Alliance- He feid, " he wa* ready to receive 
*^ any Propofitioni from them , wherein they might loore 
" particularly let down their defires, if they were ready to de- 
" part i and for writing to Own* O Afrt/e ( whom he called 
Dm Efgema) "be had fo misbehaved himfclf (owardi his 
"CathoTick Majefty, by leaving his Service in F/imJers, and 
** tranrporiing himfelf into IrvAmi without his Licence, thac 
" his Majcfty could not in Honour write to him j but thac 
*' he would take fuch cate, that he (houid know it would be 
" agreeable to his Majeliy's good liking, that he betook bim- 
" feif to the Service of the King of Great Br^aiw without 
" referve ; which he did believe would difpole him to it : 
which Method the EmbaOadours conceiv'd wa* propofed, 
becauie they fboutd believe that the Sftmiard bad no hand in 
fending him into that Kingdom, or in fomenting the Rebel- 
lioQ there ; whereat at the time time Dm Dugo de l» nrrt 
was with the Irgft as Refidcnt or £avoy frtnu Sfam. 

This AniWer was evidence enough to them, how little 
they were to expeft from any avow'd Fricndlhip of that 
Crown, thtnigh they flill thought they might be able to ob- 
tain Ibme little favour in private, as Armes, and Ammuni^ 
tion, andafmallfupply of Money for the King's Subfiftencej 
that could hardly be taken notice of. And therefbre the 
Vol. m.

Voyage tbithcr : and fo they reded toT ibme time, witbcs 
giving the CuurC any farther trouble by Audiences. 

Now whilft they were in this impuienc ExpeAadon id 
hear from the King their Matter, who yet rcmain'd at Jf- 
F'iKiHa- fty, by which tbey might take their own reToliitioos, Pnm 
p«"""" Raptrt caroe upon thccoaftof 5f*i» with the Fleet udck 
^.ifctfMjtjjjj Command; which he had brought from 7«it«i; lad 
' ?*'"■ hj(i figit a Letter on Shore to be few to the Chancdlcr of 
the Exchequer j which chc OfGcet upon the place, fcDt pre- 
iently to D»9 L^vHs de H^rt \ who, in the fame motDcnt, 
fcnt it to him widi a very civil falutation. The Prince writ 
Bu utfr him word, ''that he had brought away all die Fleet from 
fiifOM- "IrtUwd, and chat he had receiv'd an AfliiratKe firom Pm*- 
"""■'/'*• *'£•/, that he Ihouid be very welcome thither^ upon whidi 
****^"'* " be was refolv'd, after he had attended fomc dayi to inw < 
" with any Engl^ Ships that might be pnze, to go fiK lit- 
** fo»; and defir'd bim to procure Orders fromibe Court, 
** that be might find a good reception in all the Pons of 
" Spmty if his occafiona brought him thither. Tbe Eniha£- 
dourslnt immediately for an Audience to !}«■ Z^bw; «ho 
receiv'd them with open Arms, and another kind ofCoio- 
tenance than he had ever done before. A Fleet t^tbe King 
ofEnglMdy under the Command of a Prince of the Stood, 
upon [he Coaft of ^«», at a Seaibn of the year when they 
expcAed tbe return of their Galcont from the Indies, made 
a great con^eroation amongll the People, and thcCouit re- 
ceiv'd the news of it with diforder enough. All tViat ihe 
EmbafiEtdours aslted, was granted without haditatiooj and 
Letters were difpatchcd away that very Might ( Copia 
whereof were fencto the Embauadouis ) by fevcral EspR&s, ■ 
to all the Govemours of the Ports, and other Officers, for 
thegood rccepcton of Prince Rupert, or any Ships und^his 
Command, if they came inro any of ihe Ports; and for ihc 
fiimilhing them with any Provifions they fhould flind id 
need of, with as many friendly Ciaufes as could have beca 
iofened if the King had been in pofieflioo of his wIm^ Em- 
pire : To great an influence a little appearance of Power tai 
upon their Spiriis ; and the Embafudours found they Itve 
in another kind of Air than they had done, and receive 
every dayVifilsand Careflesfrom the Court, aodfiromthor 
in Authority.

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But the Governmeoc of thcfe benign Scars was very Ihort : n. piw 
Wkbin few days after, they recciv'd News, "(hanhe Prince,""''""'"/* 
*'with the grots of his Fleet, was goiieiato the River cf'-^'j^Jj^"^ 
•*Iic*#*, and that aSquadron of four orfivc Ships, under^jj^ff./ 
"the Comrrand of Captain AUtn, being fcver'd from [heLubon. 
** Prince by a Storm, was driven upon ilic Recks at Carta- 
"gtM^i where the People of ihe Country had treated them 
" very rudely, and feifcd both upan the Ships, and Perfons of 
" the Men, and the Storm continuing had wrecked two or 
** Chcee of their VcSeJs in the Ro:id, though the Guns and 
"all things in the Ships were faved. When the Embaifi- 
dours demanded Juftice, "and th^crcftituiion might be made 
" of all thorcGoods, and Ordnance, aod rigging of the Ships, 
'* which not only the People, but tbe Goreritours, and Of- 
** ficcrt therofelves had feifcd upon, they were recciv'd with 
much more cloudy looks th:in before; nor was there the 
fame Expedition in granting what they could not deny. Or- 
ders were at Jalt given far tbe letting all the Men at liberty, 
and redelivery of the Goods, that thereby they might be en- 
abled CO mend their Vcilels and Tranfport iheir Men. 

B u T ai ihefe Orders were but faintly given, fo they were ru eiuf 
more Qowly executed ; and a Itroneer Fleet let out by the ctnmmii' 
Parliament of J&^/j»ri then appcar'Jupon theCoaft, which '^'^'.''"'^ 
came into (he Road of S^ Attdero'si from v/hence the Com- ^'l^j"* 
mander in chief writ a very infolent Letter in E/tgUff) to thespiai^ 
King OS Sptim; wherein he requir't), "that none of thofetwjt. 
"Shipsunder [he Command of Prince Xti^f, which had re- "" ^'"^ 
"vo!ied from the Parliament, and were in Rebellion againft " '*' ^'* 
"it, might bereceiv'dintoanyofthePnitsof iS;i«i», andihjt '"'"' 
"tholcShips which werein the Pons of c^tagena, might be 
"deliver'd to him, and the Ordnance and tackling of the other 
'* which were wreck'd, miphtbe carefully kept, and be de- 
"livef'd to Ajch Pcrfon as tlijuld be atitbori:&'d to receive the 
"fame by the Common wealth oi Exgland; to whom they 
" belong"'! : and concluded, *'that at the Cominon-wcahh of 
** EMglmid was willing to live in Amity, and good Intelligence 
"with his Catholitk Majefly, fo they knew very well ho\v 
*' to do themfelves right for any injury, or dikourtefy, which

Thi8 imperious ftyle made fuch an impreflion upon the 
Court, that all the importunity the Embailadaurs could ufc, 
could get nothing done at CitrtagtMa in purfuancc of the Or- 
ders they had fcnt from the Court j but the poor Men were, 
afret long atccndanctf, forced to Tranfport themfelves as they 
were ablej and two or three hundred of them march'd over 
Land, uid were compell'd to Lilt themfelves in tbe spmiifb

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Senice «t Laad; where tbcy. for the moft pait, penOi'di 

care btingin the mean dmcuken, that the Pailiamenc Fleet 

Qioutd be receiv'd in all places, with al! pcrflible dccDonftia- 

tioDof rented and kindnefs ; and the King feot a.

•^''V- The PtrtagMM had rcceiv'd Prince Xwfwrf very civilly, 
boug^allthc PrtzcE be had brought: thither, gave bim the 
free ufe of all their Pons, andfumifh'd himwichall things he 
flood in need of. The Queen, and the Prince of Part»g4d 
then living, who was a young Man of great hope aiKl coa- 
loge, miiK great pofeffions of Friendlhip to oor King, and 
ofa deGre to ^ft him by all the ways and means which could 
bepropofed to them. But when their River was bloctfd up^ 
their Snips taken, and the whole Kiogdom upon tbe matter 
bcfieged bv the Parltaraeat Fleet, of which they Icoew the ^- 
Mtfnf would quickly make ufc, the Council was aftoniRi'd, and

It fecm'd DO good fignto the Embaflkdours thiE Princs 
Si^trt had left Irtlsad j where there were fo many good Poru, '^ tffnruf 
Aod where the Fleet had been To acccflkry for the carrying on 'f*''"** ^ 
hisMajedy'fl Service. But, in a iliort lime after, they re-' "*'' 
cciv'd adTertilemcnt, *< that the King had Jaid afide Ms pur* 
** pole of going thither, and "had taken new refolutioiu. Be* 
fbrc the Miirquii of OrMAxtf could draw hie Army together, 
Omnw^had beiicg'd TrtJ^b : and though theGarrifon wm 
€0 flrong in point of number, and that number of (b choice 
Men, that they could with for nothing nwre than that the 
Eoemy would attempt to takethem by ftorm, the very next 
day after he came before the Town he gave a general Allault> 
and wa5 beaten off with confiderable iols. But, afler a day 
more, heAIIaulted it again in two place*, with fo much cou- 
rage, that be enter'd in both j andihoueh dteGovcmouraod 
Ibme of the chief Officers retir'd in oilbrder into a Fore , 
where they hoped to have made conditionB, a panick fear To 
poCleft'd the Soldiera, that they threw down their Atmesupoo 
ft geoerd o6ct of Qiarter; fo that the Eneoiy encer'd the 
Works without refinance, and put every Mm, Govemour, Tredigh 
Officer, and Soldier, to the Sword ; and the whole Army be- m^ tj 
ing cnter'd the Town, they executed all manner of cruelty, """■ 
and put every Man that related to the Garrifon, and all the 
Citizens who were Ir^^ Man, Woman, and Child, to the 
Swotd ; aod there being three or four Officers of Naine, and 
of good Families, who had found fome way, by the humanity 
of lome Soldiers of the Enemy, to conceal ihcmielves for fbur 
or five days, being afterwards difcover'd, tbey were bittcber'd 
ID cold blood. 

This infupportablelofstookaway all hopes from the Mar- 
quis of OrwM^ of drawing an Army tlrnng enough, andrefo* 
lute enough, tog«ber,to nxaCremwtUm the field, during 
theSummcr, which was^rawingto an end i and obliged him 
to retire into diofe Quarters, where, in refped of the ftroog 
PaOes, he might be fecure, and from whence he might attempc 
upon the Enemy. CrtmvxU in the mean time took no reft^ 
but having made himfelf terrible by ihatexcefs of rigour and 
CJUel^, march'd Into MiMffrr againft the Lord iw^nfffin, craniivell 
and that Body of Exgli^ which was under Hia Command. mfe^< cf* 
Here he defied F<»tune again ; and mardi'dfo far out of the "'"'*'^- 
places devoted to him, and from whence he had any realcin- 
able hope to recHve Suppliei^ that be muft neceiTuity have 
been ftuv'dj aod coyld doc have leUr'd, all the Bridges over 
Z 3 which 
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which he had pafs'd being broken down, if the City of Csft, 
Hufaaip which he could not have forced, had not been by the Gatri- 
tbin. j-jj^ bafcly dehvcr'd up to him ; thofe Officers who had beai 
moll obliged to the Lord jHchiqaiw, and tn whom he had moft 
confidence, unworrhily bctrayiLighim, and every day Riri'ak- 
inghim : fo that byrhc Example ofcsfi, andby the icrrour 
oiTrtdMgb, the whole Province of Mimffer, in a. very fliort 
time teil into comwtU s hands, except ianx few Towns and 
Sea-Ports, which, being Garrifon'd by the /rj/J, would, nei- 
ther Officers nor Soldiers, receive or obey any Orders whidi 
were fenc from the Lord of OrmoW. The King receiving in- 
'*' ^^ formationofthis at Jerfiy, Rave over the thought very rti- 
fZ'iCXkt fonablyofadventuringhimfelf into/re/«»i^; anddifini&'d the 
(^jMnfijiH two Ships, which, by the diret^ion of the Prince of Ori>^, 
ircliad. had attended To long atS' Maloes, to have wafKd bim thi- 
ther. 

Though Duke Hsm&m, and the Earl of LamtbtrlA, 
and the other Stot^ Lords, who remiin'd in IbBmai when 
the King came intoFrinKf, durft not return into their on 
Country, yet they held [ntellif;et]ce with their Party that. 
And though (he Marquis of jirgyl* had the fole power, yet 
he could not exringuiih the impatient defiie of that whole Ni- 
tlo,n, to have their King come to them. And every day p» 
duced inflrances enough, which inforin'd him, how the a&- 
Aionscif the People were generally difpoled, and upon hov 
ilippcry ground himlelf flood, if he were not fupfvirtcd by 
the King; and that the Government, he was then poAefi'd 
of, could not be lafting, except he had another Force lo 
defend him, than that of his own Nation. And he durft 
Dot receive any from Crmavellf who would willingly have 
ftQifted him, for far of being entirely defertcd by att his 
Friends, wliohad been fti'lfimato him. Hcreaponh^thoupht 
ATgyle '''-of dtawingthe King into Stotlend, and keeping the Hoafti- 
fe"'""* toon Faction from entring with him, by the featencx ilat 
J^^"„ was already againft them, and to oblige the King to fubmit to 
Scoiluid .- the Covenant, and all thofe other obligations which were at 
that time cdablilb'd; andithisMajefty would put himlelf in- 
to his hands upon thofe conditions, he (hould be Ture to keep 
ihe power in himfelf under the King's name, and might tea- 
fonably hope that CrmmtS, whomadeno pretence to StiC- 
Und, might be well enough ptcaft;d that his Majcfty might 
'frniia '*™^'i there under His Government, and AQuraiicc, that he 
iht: m dtp- fliould not givc E»gUiid or Irtlandiwj dilturbance. 
[tliitrft Upon this prefumption, be wifh'd the Council of Sat- 
- *" ^'if'lamd, and that Committee of the Parliament inwhom the Au- 
^\''i^M t'lori-y w« TcSed, to fend again to tbe King ( who, tbey 
c«i,««, tboofht 
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thought, by cbis timc^ might be weary of Jerfiy ) to Invite 
him to come to [hem trpon the old tondicionsj and by gra- 
tifying them io this [nrticular, which all the People did 16 - 
paiSonately defire, he rcnew'd all the folemn obligations the/ 
had been before bouitd in, never to admit the King to come 
amonell them, but upon his firfl fubmitting to, and perfonn- 
ing all tbofe conditions. Ail things being thus fettled , and 
agreed, they fent a GciKlemaa wtin letters mKa'Jtrfiy^ to in- 
vite hu Majcfty again to come into his Kingdom of Stot- 
Und, not without a rude infiauition that it was the laft inviu- 
cion be (bould receive. The Sert^ Lords, who are men- 
tion'd before to be then in fi)ff«in/, were glad of this advance; 
and b.-liev'd that if the King were there, they Qiould cafily 
find the way home again. And therefore they pievail'd with 
the Prince (^ Oraig», to wiite very eameflly to the King, 
and to recotnmend it to the Queen ; and chcmfelves made 
great inftance to the Qiieen, with whom they had much cre- 
dit, ** that the King would not lofe this opportunity to im- 
''provehis condition. No bod/ prefum'd to advife him lo 
rubmic to All ihat was propos'dj and yet it was evidcnr, 
that if he did not fubmit to All, he could have the benefit

Scttlmud (hooM be liearkai'd to, jind etnbisoe^ : bc6dK ik

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PerfoDwho bad ever ferr'd hUFuber in the War againftthe 
Parliameat, wubouc taking the Covenant. And, that no body 
ml^ bavecauleioconiplaio, iftheydid gothithet, thuthcy 
wefeworfe trcaredttian they badrcafon tocxped, the King 
bimlelf, and all whofliouldaneod upon him, were lirfl to fieri 
ibe Coveaant bdbre they (houtd be admitted to enter into the 
Kingdom. Very &ir warning indeed : nor could any Man 
juftly except againft any thing ibat was afterwards done to 
faim. 

Here wasnogreat AigumenC for confultation ; noMao 
bad lb ill an underftanding , as not to dircem the vtolenoe 
that vas oficr'd to Honour, Juitice, and Coniciencej yet 
irhoererobjefted againft what was propoTed, upon any of 
tboTe confideraiiont, was look'd upon as a Party> becaufe he 
himfeir couid not be Tufler'd to attend the King. ]t wai 
thought to be erf" great Weight, that they who diiTwaded the 
Kii^ from going into Stttlnd, upon thofe rude and barba- 
rous tcrnti, could not prc^fe any thing clfe for him to do, 
nor any place where he might fecurcly repolb himfclf, with 
any hope of fubfifteoce ; a very fad State for a Prince to be 
reduced to , and which made It manifcfl enough , that the 
Kings of the Earth are not fuch a Body as is fenfible of the 
Indignity, and Outrage, that is oSer'd to any Member of it. 
The Stiti/b HamikMioM Lords were thought to bo the rooft 
competent Counfellors, fince They, by goinE, were to be 
expoled to great rigour, and to undergo the icvereft part of 
ailCenfurca- They could not (it in the Parliamenr, nor in 
the Council, and knew well that they lliould not be fuficf'd 
to be about the Feribnofihc King : yet all thefc rcfolv'd to 
wait upon him, and perfwaded nim lo believe, " that hlf 
'^Majefty's prcfence would diflipate thofc Clouds j andlbat 
** a little time would produce many alteracions, which could 
** not be prelentlv edcdcd. For his Majefty's fignlng the 
Covenant, "he mould tell the Commiffioners,thiit he would 
" defer k till he came thither, that he might chink better of 
" it i and that if then riie Kirk (hould preis it upon him, he 
V ** woakl give them fatisfii&ion. And they were confident, 
** that after befiiould be there, he fluuld be no more impor- 
*' cuncd in it, but that even the Church-men themfclveff 
*'would contend to make tbemfelves gracious to him. 

This kind of Argumeotaiion wrought much with the 
Prince of OrMgt, but more with the Duke of BackiMgbam^ 
who had waited upon the Kii^ from the time of his Adven> 
cure with iheEatloffl^intf (againft vbofePerfon there wu 
no exception ) and with l^fAw, and tffmPwtrth ( who refolv'd 
togqwwibi&Mijefty, and would fiibmic 10 any conditiaos,- 

whidi 
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which would be required of them J and with otbera dnc 
the King, who could not dtgefl the Covccant-j yet the baft 
that It would not be required froic them, aod the manvpco- 
mifes thofc Snt^ Lords made to them , who were l>Kc to 
grow into Autbority again when they fliould be once in tbdr 
native Air and upon their own Soil, prevailed with tbcm lo 
ule all [heir Credit with the King to Embark himfclf, and 
^^KiH try how propitious Forcuoe would be to him in Stttltatd. lo 
feotiind ^'^^ ^'"'' " **'°^ ^^ in that, and a flroog defpair of any 
other expedient^ prevailed To far with h s Majelty, chat be 
rcfoly'd, upon what terms focvcr, tofmbatk himfclf, in Sd- 
Umi, upon a Fleet which the Prince of Ormngt provided for 
him i and To with all the SevtiSi, and very few Exg/ifb Ser- 
vants, to fet Sail for StBtiMnd- 
vi'ttBinu There were two very ftrong Arguments, which made 
^'■™'^^decp imprelSon on thofc Lotds who very vehemently dif- 
^"*''^' fwaded, and ever protelled agatoft his Majefty's going for 
iiscatfmi. ScpiiMMd, and which, as it often falls out in matters at the 
hiehed importance, they could not make ule of to convert 
otncn, efpecially in the place and company in which they 
were to urge them. The firft, " that the Expedition of Duke 
'< HMmitioM the year before, wich an Army as numeroos, and 
" much better fumilh'd, and provided, than Se^lmad could in 
" many years be again enabled to fend out, made It manifeft 
"enough, how little that Nation, how united foever, couid 
" prevail againft the force of E«iSi»rf; Theo:her, ** that the 
"whale, and ablblute power of &«r/«n/ being, atthattimc^ 
*' confrilcdly vclted in the Marquis of Argyle, if migbt rea- 
"fonahlybe fear'd, and expend, that the King fbould no 
"£joncr arrive there, and the leaft appearance be diltsvcr'd 
"of iuch rcfohitions, or alterations in the Affedions of ihe 
*' People, upon which the HamiHtnM Faction whcricly and 
*' fulcly depended, but .^fjl* would immediately ddiver tip 
"the Perfun of the King into the hands of cnrnnaiB; and 
*' with the ACTiflaQee He would willingly give, make that 
" Kingdom Tributary or Subfervlcnt to him, wbiUl tbeKk^ 
" remain'd his Prifoner, and ^r^/r continued his Vtce-gaenc 
"in Stotlamd No doubt thele objedions had too fSodi 
weight in them not to be thought worthy of ApprcbcafioD, 
by many Men, who were not blinded with pallion, or antaZjcd 
with (tefpiir : And though they were not able to give any 
other Counfel, what Courfc the King might fteerwidi rea- 
fL>nable hope and lecurity, they might yet warrantably ciif- 
fwidc his cxpofing himfelf to fo many viGbIc dangers at that 
Voyage was fubjed to both at Sea and Land j and might pm- 
dcntly believtj thtt die enjoying the empty title of King, in 

wbu 
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what obTcurity foever, in any part of the world, was to be 
perfert'd before the empty name of King in any of his own 
Domiaions ; which was cbc bcft that could reafonibly be 
czpeAed from the conditions which were impofed upon him j 
to which he was compelled to fi^mtt. 

During (his time, when the Embafladours whoweiclnnfnwfii^ 
Spam, expedcd every day to hearof hjs Majefty's beiiw ar-»^<*v>ta 
r'tv'dia Irt/mJ, and had thereupon icnporruned that Court Sp>'i> ^ 
for a difpatch, the King gave (hem notice of this his rcfolu-?^/'^ 
tion, and direAed them " to remain where they were, till he g^yiJU,* 
** could better judge of his own Fortune. They were ex-ikij ■*». 
Cremely troubled, K>:h of them having alwayt had a ftrong 
averCon that the King Oiould ever venture himfelf in the 
hands of that Party of the fMrjA Nation, which had treated 
his Father fo perfiaiouQy. And they were now neceOitated 
to ftay there, where Hiey had receiv'd &> little Encourage- 
ment, and had no rea'bn to expert more. They therefore 
tefolv'd to fet ihc heft face they could upon it, and dcfired 
an Audience from the King : in which they told hii Catho- 
lickMaJelly, **that they had receiv'd Letters from the KingiWrM' 
** their Mafter J who commanded them to inform his Majeftyif^'** 
** who , he knew well, would be g!ad to hear of any good ^°f ^ 
" fortune that befcl him, that it hzdi^ow pleafedGod towork,£) j^^ 
*' fo far upon the hearts and aSedtions of his Subjefis of &«>- Uti'i fff*- 
** Und, that they had given over ell thofe Fartlons and fi-imtmftr 
"DimoGties, which had heretofore divided them, and made*"'*"*' 
" them rather Inflruments of mifchiefs, than benefit to his 
"blefled Father, and to himfelf: that tliey were now feofi- 
*' ble of all thofe Mifcarriages, end had fent unanimoully to 
■* intreai hit Majefty to come into that Kingdom, and to take 
*' them all into his Protcftion ; with which his Majcily waa 
<* lb well Ijtiafied, that be had laid afide the thought of tranf- 
** porting himfelf into Jreland; wbith he had intended t» 
*'doi and was gone into Scotland; where the Kingdom wai 
"entirely at his devotion, and from whence he could vilk 
** EngtoMd or IrtUwdj as be found it nv>ft convenient : and 
*' that he had rcafon to believe, that his friends in eithw d 
** the Kingdoms, would quickly appear in Armes, when they 
«* werefuretobe fo powerfully ■ffiited, and feconded. Ana 
they (aid, "they would, from time to time, inform his Ma- 
"jefiy of the good fuccefs that (liould fell out. The Kingrfa|v„ 
profeOed "to be very glad of this good News; and chaitrspiiiT' 
"they Ihouldaflure ihc- King their Matter, that he would be-fj'^« 
*' always ready to make all the demon flration of a Brotherly '"* 
*^ Afiertion that the ill condkioo of his own A^rs would 
^ permit, aod that, if it plealed Qod to give a Peace to the 
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''two Crowni, the wotld flMuld fee how forward be vookt 
" be lo revenge the wrang, and iadigoity the King of (ptat 
" BritMtm had ixidergonei. 

Though the EmbaSuIoura themielTca were •ffli^**-* 
with the Newi of hii Majefty*! being gone for ScttlmUy 
upon the too much koowledgc they had of tbe rrea^iery di 
that Faction there, yet they foutid dIb MajcAy wac much tbe 
more efteem'd in this Court bv it. He was before looked 
upon as being difpoflcBed, ana difinberited of all his Domi- 
nionc, tc if M bad no more Subjeds than thofe few who 
were banilh'd with faJm, and that there was an eniifc defedtoo 
In all tbe reft. But now that he was poflefled ofooe whole 
Kingdom, inwhkh oe Man qipear'd m Armes agtinft him, 
aKugdomwbkh had been famoua for many warlike Adi- 
on^ and which always bred a very warlike Pec^tle, wbidi 
had borne good parts In all the Wan of Ei^aft in this Age, 
and had been celebrated in them, was a happy advance, utd 
adminifter'd reaTonablc hope that he migu be cftabHfli'd in 
tbe other two Kingdoms, in ooe Of which be was thooght to 
have a good, and waj known to have a numerous Army <n 
Foot at that very time : fo that the Embafi^ours were mudi 
better look'd upon than they had been ; and when they made 
any complaints of injuries done to any of the Em^ Mcr- 
chants who liv'diDthePortiof J3»«i», as they had lometimes 
occafion to do, upon Tasesand Impofiiione laid upon them, 
contrary to the Treaties which had been made, and wfaicb 
they faid were ftill m force, they were heard with n£pe£t i 
the Merchant* were reliev'd J and many favours were dene to 
particular Pcifbnsupontbeirdelireeand interpofidoD : ibthat 
they were not fo mucii out of Countenance as they had been, 
and all Men fpoke with more freedom and detefUtioo igainft 
die Rebellion in E)^l*»d^ and the hartxmty thereof, thui tbey 
bad u(ed to do. 

THEHKfcU out at this time, and before the Kiu left 
HfB/md, anaccidedtoffuchapTOdigious namre, that, iTE^o- 
vidcnce had not, for the reproach of Sctthad, detennin'd 
that the Kiiu Cbduld once more make experiment of tbe cou- 
rage and fidelity of that. Nation, could not but have (fivened 
bis Maje% from that Northern Ezpedidon; which , how 
unfcaire; foevcr itappear'd to be for the King, was predefti- 
iwted for a greater chaftifement and monificattoa of that 
PeoDle, as it (bortly after prov'd to be. When die King 
bad lefc Htt&uU, the Summer before, and intended oidy to 
make FroKee his way to Irelnd, he had giiren his Commiffioa 
to the Muqui' of JUnrxtrt/iy to ^tber fudi a fisrce together, 
u by tbe (lelp of the Nwt^erD Princes be oi«bt be cnalded 
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o do. Upon which the MarquU, who was naturally full of 

;reae thoughts, and confident of Succefi, fent fcvcral Of- 

icers who had ferv'd in Gtrtaawf, and promiied very much, 

o draw Tudi Troops together ai they Ibould be enabled lo 

lo, and himfelf, with a great Train of Officers and Ser- 

'ant«, went for tbmiurg; which he appointed for the Ren- n, u^rnm 

IcZTOus for all thcfeTroope, and from whence he could in^fMoan- 

he meaa time vifit fuch Courts of the Neighbour Princes Tore jw 

ind States, as he fbould be encouraged to do ; and Iteep fuch-'^^"'"^ 

Intelligence with his Friends in ScttUnd, as (houid provide {l°^f/^ 

for bis reception. trm. 

Besides the hopes and encouragement he had rcceiv'd 
Vom the EmbalSidour Ifblfrhe, to expefl good Supplies in 
OewMork, there were many Officers of good Name and Ac- 
x»unt in SviedtMy tif the Sest^ Nation, who were grown 
lich, and liv'd in plenty in that Kingdom. With the prin- 
:ipal of ihcm, the Martjuis hvi held Correfpondence ; who 
mdertook, ai well for others as for tbemfalves, " that if the 
•Marquis engaged himfelf in the King's Service in the King- 
'doin of ScatJemJ, tfaey would give him notable AfliftaDce 
* in Money, Armes, and Men. In a word, be fent, or went 
n Pcrfun, to both thofe Kingdoms ; where he found the 
(erfbrmance very difproportionabic to their promifes. Qicen 
?brifima had rcceiv'd an Agent from Ei^liU with wonder- 
ul Civility and Grace, and exprefe'd a great eftcem of the 
'erfon of cram-utB, as a Man of glorious Atchicvements ; and 
tefore flie refign'd the Oown, which ihe in fijw years after 
lid, (he engaged it in t feft Alliance with the new Common- 
vealth, and aifpofed her SucceObr to look upon it as a ne- 
rcflarv Support to his Crown. In Cnmtri, the Marquis 
bund good Wilhea enough, a hearty deteftadoo of all the 
/illainiea which bad been aficd in EMglmmd, and as hearty 
viOm for the Advancement and Profpetity of the King's At 
airs i but the Kingdom it felf was very Poor, and full of 
Difcontent, the King not fo much eflcem'd, becaufe nor fo 
nuch fear'd, as bis Father had been, and he had been com- 
jcll'd to make many unreafonable ConccfSons to HaUani, 
hat he might have AQiftance from them, to Proted: hira 
rom thofe AOaulrs and Inva6ans which were threatea'd from 
^viedn. So that the Marquis was obliged to return to Ham- 
vrg, with very fmall Supplies, from either or both thofe 
kingdoms : Arid there be rcceiv'd no better account from 
hofc Officers who had been fcnc into Gtrmajij. His defiga 
lad always been to Land in the High-lands of Settland, be- 
ore the Winter Scafon IhouJd be over, both for the faf«r 
if bis EmbukadoD, and ifaac he in^ht have time to draw 
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thofie People together, who, he koev, would be wiUiog n le- 
pair to bim, before it (liould be known at EJe mi ^ r tm ^ iat 
he was Lioded in the Kiagdom. He had, by frequcDt Mc(- 
Gjfcq, kept aconftaDC CanefpondeiKC with thbfe priadpL 
F^aat of tbe Clans who weie mod powerful in ibe Hi^ 
lands, and were of known, or uofufpedied A6lc&oa to the 
King, and advenifed ihem of all his mocions and dcfigns. 
And by ibem acquainted thofe of the Low-lands of all his 
Rclbluiiotu} who had proirifcd , upon the Grft notice d 
bis arrivil, to tefon wiih all their Friends and Followers to 
him- 

Whbther thefc Men did really believe, that their ovn 
ftrength would be rufficiecc to (iibdue their Enemies, who 
were grown generally odious, or thought [he bringing over 
Troops of Forreigncrs would JcQcq the Numbers and Afl^ 
ftioiis of the Natives, ihey did write very earneftly to tbe 
Marquis, " to hailcn his com.ne over with Officxrs, Anoe^ 
**and Ammuaicioni for which' he Ihould find hands enougb; 
and gave him notice, "(hat the Committee of Eitetes at 
'*E</«*iemgb had feat again to the King to come orer to 
*' them i aiul that the People were fo impatient for hit pre- 
"fence, that -^rgyti wascompell'd to confcnt to tbe [nvita- 
**tion. It is very probable thai this made the greaicft im- 
preffioa upon hiu. He knew very well bow few Pcrfoos 
tbcie were about the King, who were like to continue firm 
in thofe Principles, which could only con&rip his Majefty in 
his former Refolutlons againll the petfwafions, and imparni- 
Ditics of many others, who knew how to rcprelcor to him 
the derpcraiencfs of his Condition any other way, tliao by 
repairing into ScotUnd upon any CondirioDi. Mm mt rpft 
Imew, mat of the two Fadtiont chcrc, which were not like 
to be reconciled, each of them were equally hii implacable 
Enemies; fo that which foever prevail d, He (hould beftiU 
in the fame State, the whole Kirk, of what tenqier foever, 
being alike malicious to Him j and hearing likcwife of tbe 
JuccefEvc Misfortunes in IreUmd, he concluded, tbe King 
would not truft himfelf there. Theieibre upon the whole, 
and concluding that all his hopes from Gtnmta^ and thaCt 
Northern Princes would not encreafe the ftrength he had 
already, he caufcd, in the depth of the Winter, thofe Soldten 
be hao drawn tc«ethcr which did not amount to above five 
hundred, to be Embarked, and fcnt Of&cers with them, who 
IctKW the Country, with dirc£tions that they fbould Land 
in fuch a plaie in tbe High-landt, and remain tbere^ as they 
might well do, till he came to them, or fcnt tbetn Orders. 
And then in another VeQcI MacD'd by People well known 
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to htm, and Commanded by a Captain very l^jthrul to the 
King, and who was well acquatnced with that Coaft, he Em- u^„t,oft 
barktid himrdf, and near one hundred Officers, and Landed |w.-^'/«- 
in anoiber Cicc;k, not hr from the other place, whither hiiseoilindi 
Soldiers were dircded. And both the one and the other (*"*'*'{' 
Party were fee iafcly on Shore in the places they dcfign'd j" M»tck 
from whence the Marqu's himfelf with (bnie Servants, and ' *'' 
Officers, rt'pait'd prcfcntly to the Houfc of a Gentleman of 
Quality, with whom he had correfpondcd , who expedted 
him i by whom he was well receiv'd, and thought himfelf to 
be in fecurity till he roi^bc put his Affairs in Ibme method : 
And therefore order'd bu other fjaall Troops to contain tbem- 
felves in thofe uncouth Quarters, in which they were, and 
where he thought they were not like to be difnirb'd by the 
vi£tation of any Enemy. 

After h; had ftay'd there a (bore time, it being in 
Mtreb about the end of the year i£49, he quickly pollefii'd 
himfelf of an .old CaAle; which, inrefpcA of the Situation 
in a Country fo impofllble for any Army to march in, he 
though: flrong enough for bis purpofe : thither he convey'd 
the Armcs, Ammunition, and Troops, which be had brought 
with him. And then he publi(h'd hii Declaration, '* that he paUifiti Ut 
** came with the King's Commiflion, to aJHft thow his goodTM^m—. 
*' SubjeAs, and to prefcrve them from opprcflion : That he 
« did not intend to give any intenuption to the Treaty that 
" he heard was enter'd into with hu Maiefty j bur, on the 
*' contrary, hoped thathlsbeinjgin thebeadof an Army, how 
*' fmall foerer, that was faiihhil to the King, might advance 
" the fame. However, be had given fufHdeni proof in his 
** former AAions, that if any Agieemcnt were made with the 
*'IOng, upon the fitft Order from his Majefty, he fhoiHd lay 
'* dowti his Armes, and difoofe himfelf according to bis Ma- 
"jefty'f good pleafure. Thefe Declarations he fent to bit 
Friends to be icacter'd by them, and dirperfed amongft [be 
People, as they could be able. He writ Jikewife to thole of 
the Nobility, end the Heads of the feveral Clans, "to draw 
** fuch Forces tt^ether, as tbey thought necci^ry to joyn with 
*' him ; and he receiv'd Anfwcrs from many of them, by 
which they defired him '* to advance more into the Land { for 
he was vet in the remotcft parts of c«ri«/JJ and adlired him, 
*' that they wouldmcet him with good >f umbers: And they 
did prepare fo to do, fome really j and others, with a putpofe 
to betray him.

The Marquis was withoat any 
Body of Horle to difcover the motion of an Enemy, but de- 
pended upon ail Decenary Intelligence ftam the a£^on of 
the People J which he Mliev'd to be the fame it was when 
he left them. But cbey were much degenerated j rfw Ty- 
ranny of Argyk, and his having cauled very many to be w- 
baroufly Murcber'd , widioui any form of Law or Jnftlcc, 
who had been in Armes with Mmtitroji^ notwithltandmg all 
Adti of Pardon, and Indemnity, had fo broken their Heuis, 
that they were ready to do all offices that might gratify and 
oblige him.

But the Enemy being lb much Tupeiior in number, the 
Common Soldiers, being all ForieignerCf after about a hun- 
dred of tbem were kill'd upon the Place, threw down their 
Armes land die Matqgis, fining all loft, threwawayhifRib- 
banandG««rgr (forbe wasKn^toftheGarterJ andfouad-^B«w 
meant to dunge hit Qoaths with a Fellow of the Country, Mai">"ofi 
and fi> after Mvlitt gone on foot two or three mJea, be goc*"*" 
into aHoufe of a Gentleman, where he remain'd conceal'd 
i^xwttwodayi: moftof theotberOfficcn were fhortlyafter 
taken Prifimen, all the Country defiring to merit fnmi Ar- 
g|yA by betraying all ihde into his hands which they bcliev'd 
CO be hil Eoeitdea.

Hevaa 
xjf van gotxi partf, which were improv'd by a good Educa- 
tion : be had always a great emulation, or rather a great con- 
remptof the Marquif of jlfgylf f as Ik was too apt to con- 
temn thole he did not love ) who wanted oothiifg but hone- 
fly and coutage to be a very exDaordinary Man, having all 
other good Talents fat a very great degree. Mtawtrtfiwa in 
his nature f^lefi (^ da^er, and never declined any Enier-

menta, Compofitumf. and Sefiefiratkns. Whattrer Ani- uSr 
da tbey had made ut the War, and whuever promifea had 
been nude of Pardon and lodomity, they were now call'd 
upon to finilh their Compofidon for their Dclioqaeocy» and 
Mtd dear for tbeCredit they had given to the Prafoffiou and 
Declaiatkxu of the Army, when it feem'd |o have pity, and 
complain'd of the fevere and ligoroui proceeding againft the 
King's Party, and extorting unreafQaablc peaaltiea frain them ; 
which then they delir'd might be moderated. Bat now the 
Maikwaa off they ScqueOer'd all tbdr Eftaies, ainileft.them 
oothbig to live upon, till they (bould cxHnpound; which

Thb Parliaioent, which confiftcd only of thofa Members 
who had fate hi Jiu^nent, and had folcmniy Muither'd the 
Khig, and of ttwfe who ai folemnly under theii haoda had 
approv'd, and commended what the oihen had done, met with 
no oppofition or cmtradifiion from any, but an entire Tub- 
mifBon from all to all they did, except <mly fnun that part of 
their own Army which had contritHiied moft to the Gran- 
deur and Empi» of which ihey were pollels'd, the Level* iVLmf- 
lerif^hat People had been countenanced by CVwwrf to eo- im*"*^ 
ter mto Cabals and Confederacies to oormpt, and (li^vcf^«|T'fa^ 
the dilate of the Army, and by bis Artifices had been ap-^^^^ 
lAfi K) brke all his crooked dcfigns to pals. By them he 
broke die ftrS Union between the Parliament and thcfMr, 
»nd then, took theKiif out of the hands of the Parliameou 
and kept him In th£ Aimy, with fa many fail profeffiao* of 
Inttnding better to his Majefty, and hi* Party, than the other 
(Udi by them the Presbyterians had been antHiKd,and tro- 
dcnnoderfoo^ and dnQty cfZMriwexpbfed codiftraoe 
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ftDd btltfflv ; bf them be had brokcQ tkp Treaty of dw Ilk 
oUfif^-y drtvea out of dw Putuunent, by force of Anne^ 
all tirafe wbo defir'd Peace, aid at laft executed bubartmoai 
Malice upoat% Sacred Peribn of the Ktog: And when be had 
apply'd tnem to all d»re ufec, for which lie rbou^ them 
BO be moft fit, be bopcd, and endeavoured to have reduced 
^em ^in, by a levere hand, into that order and obedieoce 
fioin whence ne had feduced them, and which wai now a 
neoeffiuy to his future purpofc of Govenmient. Bat tbey 
badtaftedtoo much of the ploaAire of having their nn,anl 
Ibare in It, to be willing to be ftripped, and depriv'd of it; 
and made aa uiukilful Qc»nputadoa of what dwy Oicnid be 
able to do for the future, by the great thii^ tbey had dene . 
before in tbofe Change* and Revoluttons which are iiko> 
tloo'd; not ooafideriis, that the faperior Offioen oftheAN 
my were now ugina with the ParUamen^ and cpooiiT'd 
cntirdy io the &roe defigu. And dterefore when they re- 
new'd their former ^poftulatioos and Demandi fiottt the Pin 
liament, tbcy were &Oieer'd, and Imprifon'dj ani foae of 
tbem put to death. Yet about the time that Cttmmi, wbo 
had ptofecDied them with great fiury, wat apiog for Madf 
tbey recovw'd thdr Courage and refolv'd to (4>taiB tbofc 
Conceffions by fbrc^ which were refofed to be granted upon 
dieir requeft; And to they muttny'd to fevenl^rn^ i^ 
prefumpoon that the reft trt the Anny, who would not 10711 
with diem hi poblict would yet never be prevailed win to 
oppofe, and reduce tbem by force. But tnk Goofidena de- 
ceiVd them ^ for the Pariianient no (boner CDfnmtnded Aa 
General FMrfia to fiimireri them, dun he drew Troop to- 
gether, and fell upon uiem at Af»iiw7, BM^Mnd^and jnodiet 
placet; tod by lolling Ibtne upon the place, and encoting 
othen to terrify the im, he toully fap^eSfd that FadioD ;
